ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Monday,  January  20,  1936,  and  adjourned  to  March  18,  1936. 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  under  date  of  January  7, 
1936  and  signed  by  Harry  B.  Butters,  Peter  J.  Feeney,  Daniel  Collins, 
Charles  F.  Holman  and  Sture  Nelson,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  proper 
service  of  which  Warrant  was  duly  attested  by  Patrick  J.  Coyne,  Constable 
of  Norwood. 

All  the  requirements  of  the  statutes  and  by-laws  relating  to  elections 
and  Town  Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called 
to  order,  the  articles  contained  in  the  Warrant  and  the  action  thereunder 
being  as  follows:

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in 
anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1936, 
and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to 
renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  ot  less  than  one  year 
in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

Voted:  To  so  authorize  the  Treasurer. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  or 
borrow  and  appropriate  for  the  current  fiscal  year,  for  the  following  pur¬ 
poses,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Sub-division  “I”  Reserve  Fund. 

Voted:  By  taxation  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  subject  to  such  further  ap¬ 
propriation  as  may  be  made  at  the  Adjourned  Session  of  this  meeting. 
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Voted:  That  Articles  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  14,  15,  16,  18,  19  and  20 
be  referred  to  the  Finance  Commission  for  consideration  and  report  with 
recommendations  at  the  Adjourned  session  of  this  meeting,  except  as  to 
Article  6,  Sub-division  I,  Reserve  Fund,  such  reference  be  with  respect 
to  such  further  appropriation  additional  to  the  appropriation  already 
made,  as  may  be  made  at  the  Adjourned  session  of  this  meeting.

Article  47.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  regulations  for  the 
assignment  of  Tax  Titles,  not  inconsistent  with  law,  or  the  right  of  re¬ 
demption. 

Voted:  To  make  the  following  regulations  with  respect  to  the  assign¬ 
ment  of  Tax  Titles,  namely;  The  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes 
in  his  capacity  as  Town  Treasurer,  may  make  assignment  of  any  Tax 
Title  held  by  the  Town.

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
March  18,  1936 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  and  dated  March  6,  1936, 
and  signed  by  Harry  B.  Butters,  Charles  F.  Holman,  Sture  Nelson  and 
John  M.  Mutch,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  proper  service  of  which 
warrant  was  duly  attested  by  John  L.  Collins,  Constable  of  Norwood. 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to  Town 
Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Moderator,  Judge  James  A.  Halloran,  the  articles  contained  in  the 
Warrant  and  the  action  thereunder  being  as  follows: 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a  town  way  under 
the  provisions  of  law  authorizing  the  assessment  of  betterments  a  new 
way  as  laid  out  and  reported  by  the  Selectmen  and  being  an  extension 
of  existing  North  Avenue  from  the  end  of  the  present  layout  a  distance  of 
approximately  219  feet  to  a  proposed  way  some  times  known  as  Irving 
Street  and  to  raise  by  taxation  or  borrow  a  sum  of  money  and  to  appropriate 
the  same  to  meet  the  expense  of  land  damage  and  of  constructing  said  new 
way  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  That  an  extension  of  North  Avenue  as  laid  out  and  reported 
by  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  is  accepted  as  a  town  way  under  the 
provisions  of  law  authorizing  the  assessment  of  betterments  and  that, 
with  respect  to  the  expense  of  land  damage  and  the  cost  of  constructing 
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said  new  way,  the  sum  of  $2,100.00  be  raised  by  taxation  and  appropriated 
for  said  purpose. 

Article  2.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  purchase  of  motor  vehicle  equipment  in  the  Municipal 
Electric  Light  Department  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  That  the  sum  of  $4,560.00  be  appropriated  from  the  receipts 
of  the  Municipal  Electric  Light  Department  for  the  purchase  of  motor 
vehicle  equipment  in  the  Municipal  Electric  Light  Department  and  further 
voted  that  the  sale  of  existing  equipment  is  authorized  and  the  proceeds 
of  the  same  be  made  available  for  the  purchase  of  said  new  equipment. 

Article  3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  purchase  of  new  equipment  in  the  office  of  the  Town 
Clerk  and  Accountant  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  By  taxation  the  sum  of  $2,800.00  and  further  voted  that  the  sale 
of  existing  equipment  is  authorized  and  the  proceeds  of  the  same  to  be 
available  for  the  purchase  of  said  new  equipment.

Article  4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  by 
taxation  and  appropriate  to  meet  the  expense  of  clerical  service  required 
in  connection  with  the  conduct  of  Works  Progress  Administration  projects 
or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  By  taxation  the  sum  of  $2,024.00. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  Taxes  in  his  capacity  as  Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  for  general  municipal  purposes  under 
the  authority  of  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  49  of 
he  Acts  of  1933  as  amended  by  Chapter  313  of  the  Acts  of  1934  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Voted:  That  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  in  his  capacity 
of  Town  Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  with  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  Selectmen,  the  sum  of  $40,000.00  or  such  portion  thereof  as 
shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  total  amount  represented  by  tax 
titles  taken  or  purchased  and  held  by  the  Town,  and  to  issue  a  note  or 
notes  of  the  Town  therefor,  all  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chap¬ 
ter  49  of  the  Acts  of  1933,  as  amended  by  Chapter  313  of  the  Acts  of  1934 
which  sum  is  hereby  appropriated  for  general  maintenance  expense  ad 
is  to  be  used  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  fixing  the  tax  rate. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  by 
taxation  and  appropriate  to  meet  the  expense  of  the  cost  of  the  construction 
of  the  underpass  bridge  at  Nahatan  Street  in  excess  of  the  amount  hereto¬ 
fore  appropriated  and  available  for  such  purpose  in  the  appropriation 
therefor  and  to  further  vote  that  any  money  which  may  be  received  by 
the  Town  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  reimbursement 
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on  account  of  its  share  of  said  excess  cost  be  applied  by  the  Board  of 
Assessors  as  an  estimated  receipt  in  reduction  of  the  tax  levy  for  the  year 
1936. 

Voted:  That  the  sum  of  $8,509.19  be  raised  by  taxation  and  appropriated 
to  meet  the  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  underpass  bridge  at  Nahatan 
Street  in  excess  of  the  amount  heretofore  appropriated  and  available  for 
such  purpose  and  be  it  further  voted  that  any  money  which  may  be  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  Town  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  in  reim¬ 
bursement  on  account  of  its  share  of  said  excess  cost  be  applied  by  the 
Board  of  Assessors  as  an  estimated  receipt  in  reduction  of  the  tax  levy  for 
the  year  1936. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  request  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  submit  to  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  a  project  for  the  abolition  of  the  grade  crossing 
of  Dedham  Road  in  Canton  with  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad,  a  portion  of  the  approach  to  which  lies  in  the  Town  of  Norwood, 
for  construction  with  funds  apportioned  to  the  Commonwealth  under  the 
Emergency  Relief  Appropriation  Act  of  1935  and  will  agree  with  said  De¬ 
partment  that  if  such  a  project  is  approved  and  constructed  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  it  therefore,  at  its  own  cost  and 
expense,  will  maintain  the  portion  of  the  project  that  lies  in  Norwood  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  them  or  their  authorized  representatives  and  will 
make  ample  provision  each  year  for  such  maintenance,  and  will  authorize 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  sign  such  a  request  and  agreement  in  behalf 
of  the  Town,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto. 

Voted:  That  the  Town  so  request  and  so  agree  and  that  the  Selectmen 
be  authorized  to  sign  such  a  request  and  agreement  in  behalf  of  the  Town. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  an  appropriation  on 
account  of  land,  grade  and  drainage  damages  which  may  be  caused  by  or 
result  from  the  laying  out  and  construction  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  of  a 
part  of  the  approach  to  a  bridge  to  be  constructed  to  abolish  the  grade 
crossing  of  Dedham  Road  in  the  Town  of  Canton  with  the  New  York,  New 
Haven,  and  Hartford  Railroad,  and  to  pay  any  and  all  land,  grade  and 
drainage  damages  which  may  be  caused  by  or  resulted  from  the  laying 
out  hnd  construction  in  the  Town  of  Norwood  of  a  part  of  the  approach  to  a 
bridge  to  be  constructed  to  abolish  the  grade  crossing  of  Dedham  Road  in 
the  Town  of  Canton  with  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Rail¬ 
road  and  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  sign  an  agreement 
therefor  in  behalf  of  the  Town  with  said  Department,  or  take  any  other 
action  relating  thereto. 

Voted:  That  there  be  raised  by  taxation  and  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$200.00  and  further  voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  sign  such  a 
request  and  agreement  in  behalf  of  the  Town. 
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Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  by  taxation  and  appro¬ 
priate  the  sum  of  $28.00  to  pay  charges  contracted  in  the  year  1934  by 
the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  for  entertainment  of  distinguished  guests, 
or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter.  (On  petition  of  Chief  of  Fire 
Department.) 

Voted:  By  taxation  the  sum  of  $28.00. 

V oted:  That  this  meeting  be  dissolved.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  committee  to  con¬ 
sider  and  report  to  a  later  Town  Meeting  with  recommendations  on  the 
desirability  of  adopting  an  amendment  to  the  existing  Fire  Limit  By-Laws 
providing  for  the  establishment  of  new  Fire  Limit  district  in  the  area 
adjacent  to  State  Highway  Route  1. 

Voted:  That  the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  of  three. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  gift  of  a  parcel  of 
land  lying  westerly  of  Pleasant  Street  southerly  of  a  proposed  extension 
of  Lenox  Avenue  tendered  by  Frederick  A.  Cleveland  as  described  in  a 
deed  to  the  Town  and  subject  to  the  restrictions  therein  set  forth  or  take 
any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted:  To  accept  provided  said  deed  is  delivered  to  the  town  on  or 
before  July  1st,  1936.

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law, 
so  called,  by  altering  the  district  boundaries  established  under  Section  17 
of  said  by-law  with  respect  to  certain  portions  of  an  existing  General 
Residence  District  and  an  existing  Trunk  Highway  District  Division  A 
with  respect  to  an  area  lying  easterly  of  the  so  called  State  Highway

A.  A  new  Town  way  running  generally  southerly  from  Walnut  Avenue 
to  be  known  as  Elkway. 

B.  A  new  Town  way  running  generally  northerly  from  existing  Hawthorn 
Street  and  being  an  extension  thereof,  to  be  known  as  Hawthorn  Street. 

And  vote  to  borrow  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  said  ways  so  laid  out  and  reported. 

Attested  copies  of  layouts  of  Elkway,  extension  of  Hawthorn  Street  and 
extension  of  Nahatan  Street  and  the  layout  of  Fairbanks  Avenue  were 
distributed  to  the  meeting.

law  on  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  meet  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  said  taking  and  the  cost  of  constructing  said  way  so  laid  out  and 
accepted. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and  allow  as  a  new 
town  way  an  extension  of  Nichols  Street  from  the  existing  terminus  to  a 
point  westerly  of  Brook  Street  as  laid  out  and  reported  by  the  Selectmen 
and  to  raise  by  borrowing  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose 
of  financing  the  cost  of  construction  of  said  way  including  land  damages 
and  authorize  and  direct  the  Selectmen  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town 
for  use  in  carrying  out  such  project  a  Federal  grant  of  money  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  the  First  Deficiency  Appropriation  Act  for  the  fiscal  year 
1936  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  construct  said  way  and  to  authorize 
the  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  in  his  capacity  as  Town  Treas¬ 
urer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen;  to  borrow  such  sums  as  may  be 
necessary  to  meet  any  appropriation  made;  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto.

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  report  on  their  activities  for  the

Numerous  public  hearings  were  held  from  time  to  time  as  required  by 
law  upon  various  petitions  for  licenses,  permits,  locations,  layouts,  and 
the  like,  which  it  does  not  appear  to  be  necessary  to  detail  in  this  report. 

All  citizens  who  desired  to  be  heard  with  respect  to  alleged  grievances 
or  other  matters  were  given  full  opportunity  to  present  the  same  even 
where  in  some  instances  such  matters  were  not  proper  subjects  for  action 
by  the  Selectmen  but  hearings  were  sought  and  thereafter  such  matters 
so  heard  had  due  consideration. 
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Patriot  J.  Lydon  Resolution 

On  May  5,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  on  the 
death  of  Patrick  J.  Lydon,  namely, 

WHEREAS,  Patrick  J.  Lydon  departed  this  life  after  a  brief  illness  on 
Thursday,  April  28,  1936,  at  the  age  of  seventy-three  years  and 
WHEREAS,  he  rendered  long,  faithful  and  efficient  service  as  a  public 
official  in  Norwood  including  seven  and  one-half  years  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners,  five  years  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  and  sixteen  years  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Assessors 
and  its  Chairman  at  the  time  of  his  death  and  for  thirteen  years  previous 
thereto  and 

WHEREAS,  he  was  ever  unswervingly  devoted  to  the  best  interests  of 
this  town  in  which  he  was  born  and  where  he  lived  during  his  entire  event¬ 
ful  life  and 

WHEREAS,  in  public  service  as  well  as  in  private  life  he  displayed  the 
highest  type  of  citizenship,  marked  by  rugged  honesty,  firm  convictions, 
fair  dealing,  great  integrity  and  pronounced  regard  for  duty  and 
WHEREAS,  he  possessed  a  truly  great  though  retiring  Christian  character 
and  lived  a  noble  though  unpretentious  life. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  in  his  death  the  town  of 
Norwood  has  lost  an  outstanding  citizen  and  its  official  family  one  of  its 
oldest,  ablest  and  well  beloved  members  and  in  common  with  its  citizens 
generally  we  mourn  this  earthly  separation  and  pay  this  sincere  but  in¬ 
adequate  tribute  to  his  memory  which  should  always  be  cherished  and 
BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  this  resolution  be  placed  in  our 
records,  and  copies  signed  by  our  Chairman  and  Clerk  be  sent  to  his  sur¬ 
viving  sister  and  to  the  Norwood  Messenger  for  publication. 

Thomas  B.  Mulvehill 

Voted  that  a  letter  of  sympathy  to  the  family  of  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill 
be  sent.  Mr.  Mulvehill  served  the  town  as  Selectman  from  January  20, 
1919  to  January  19,  1931  and  as  Chairman  from  January  21,  1924  to 
January  19,  1931,  whose  sudden  passing  from  this  life  on  Saturday,  De¬ 
cember  5,  1936,  constitutes  a  loss  to  the  community  of  one  of  its  outstand¬ 
ing  citizens. 

Electric  Rate  Survey 

On  March  16,  the  report  of  Consulting  Engineer  Wells  on  his  rate  study 
with  respect  to  Municipal  Light  Department  with  recommendation  for 
new  rates  was  submitted. 

On  March  31,  an  executive  session  was  held  with  Superintendent  Church 
of  the  Municipal  Light  Department  and  Consulting  Engineer  Wells  rela¬ 
tive  to  electric  service  rates. 
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On  April  21,  a  conference  was  held  with  Consulting  Engineer  Wells 
relative  to  the  electric  service  rate  survey. 

On  May  12,  voted  on  recommendation  of  Chairman  Butters  that  an 
advisory  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  consider  the  report  on  the  rate 
survey  for  electric  service  and  to  report  to  the  Selectmen  with  recom¬ 
mendations,  the  Chairman,  General  Manager  and  Town  Clerk  to  serve 
as  ex  officio  members. 

On  July  7,  on  report  of  the  advisory  committee  on  electric  service  rates 
survey,  it  was  voted  that  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to  secure 
the  services  of  Consulting  Expert  Wells  in  the  matter  of  a  further  report 
and  to  incur  expense  of  approximately  $150.00,  such  further  report  to  be 
submitted  to  the  advisory  committee,  which  committee  should  make 
thereafter  a  further  report  to  the  Selectmen. 

On  December  22,  a  report  dated  September  22,  was  received  from  the 
advisory  committee  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  study  the  report  on 
electric  rates  of  the  Consulting  Engineer  and  signed  by  Francis  W.  Smith, 
C.  W.  Conrad,  Anthony  C.  DeRoma,  Charles  E.  Houghton,  Austin  L. 
Maddox,  Harry  B.  Butters,  William  C.  Kendrick  and  James  E.  Pender- 
gast  as  said  committee,  which  report  recommends  that  the  Selectmen 
adopt  and  put  into  effect  at  their  discretion  rates  designated  as  follows: 

Rate  A — Revised  report  of  September  28,  1936 
Rate  B — Revised  report  of  December  16,  1936 
Rate  C — Revised  report  of  September  28,  1936 
Rate  D— Revised  report  of  September  28,  1936 
Rate  F — Revised  report  of  September  28,  1936 

Upon  consideration  of  the  report  it  was  voted  to  adopt  the  several  rates 
recommended  in  the  report  of  the  advisory  committee,  the  same  to  be 
effective  as  of  April  1,  1937,  and  to  consider  the  recommendation  of  the 
committee  with  respect  to  the  employment  of  consulting  engineers  to 
ascertain  all  facts  regarding  the  manufacture  of  electric  energy  by  the 
construction  and  ownership  of  a  generating  plant  owned  by  the  town. 

Layouts  and  Orders  of  Taking 

On  March  6,  the  layout  of  North  Avenue  as  a  town  way  was  made. 

On  March  24,  action  taken  by  way  of  petition  addressed  to  the  County 
Commissioners  for  the  relocation  of  Pleasant  Street  from  the  Walpole 
line  to  Dean  Street  for  the  purpose  of  making  alterations  in  the  course  of 
the  way  and  repairing  the  same  with  a  resurfacing  in  parts  with  bituminous 
macadam. 

On  December  29,  report  received  from  General  Manager  under  date  of 
December  24,  that  entry  was  made  by  the  Public  Works  Department  on 
December  16,  for  the  purpose  of  reconstructing  Pleasant  Street  from  the 
Walpole  line  to  Northview  Avenue,  in  accordance  with  the  layout  of  the 
County  Commissioners  of  Norfolk  County. 

On  April  14,  an  order  of  taking  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  79  of 
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the  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  was  adopted  with  respect  to  a  lay  out  of  an 
extension  of  North  Avenue  as  a  town  way. 

On  April  21,  approval  given  to  plan  of  proposed  easement  for  drainage 
purposes  extending  from  Railroad  Avenue  southerly  through  properties 
of  George  W.  and  Lulu  C.  Thompson,  Martin  and  Mary  Donahue  and 
others,  on  report  that  Mr.  Richard  Oldham  had  indicated  that  the  location 
met  with  his  approval  and  that  the  interest  he  represented  would  not  ask 
for  damages,  and  voted  that  an  appropriate  instrument  be  prepared  to 
enable  the  town  to  acquire  the  easement. 

On  May  5,  an  order  was  adopted  of  a  taking  of  an  easement  for  drainage 
purposes  in  land  between  Railroad  Avenue  and  property  of  Margaret 
Dunn,  being  the  proposed  easement  as  to  which  action  was  taken  as  above 
stated. 

On  May  12,  a  petition  was  presented,  in  which  the  Norwood  Lodge  of 
Elks  Building  Corporation  joined,  that  a  new  town  way  to  be  known  as 
Elkway  be  laid  out  with  an  agreement  to  release  to  the  town  all  easements 
that  might  be  necessary  for  the  town  to  acquire  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
out  said  way. 

On  July  21,  an  order  adopted  by  the  Selectmen  acting  as  Sewer  Com¬ 
missioners  of  taking  of  an  easement  or  right  of  way  for  sewer  purposes,  in 
and  through  lands  of  Leonard  C.  Fisher  of  a  uniform  width  of  twenty  feet 
and  extending  from  a  point  in  the  westerly  line  of  Neponset  Street  in  a 
southerly  direction  to  a  point  ten  feet  distant  from  the  terminus  of  the 
easterly  line  of  Winfield  Street  with  damages  awarded  to  said  Fisher  in 
the  sum  of  $150.00. 

Public  hearing  held  on  July  21,  in  the  matter  of  the  layout  of  a  new 
town  way  to  be  known  as  Fairbanks  Avenue  under  the  betterment  law, 
and  of  a  new  town  way  running  generally  southerly  from  Walnut  Avenue 
to  be  known  as  Elkway  and  order  of  layout  voted,  and  on  proposed  layout 
of  new  town  way  northerly  from  Dean  Street  and  parallel  with  State 
Highway  Route  1  on  the  westerly  side  thereof,  as  to  which  proposed  layout 
voted  notice  of  intention  be  indefinitely  postponed  and  a  plan  to  be  pre¬ 
pared  of  the  proposed  easement  in  the  general  location  shown  on  the  plan 
before  the  hearing,  be  acquired  under  an  order  of  taking  by  eminent  do¬ 
main  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  maintaining  a  water  main  for 
supplying  water  to  a  portion  of  the  area  on  the  westerly  side  of  State 
Highway  Route  1. 

On  July  28,  an  order  of  taking  was  adopted  of  easements  for  water 
supply  purposes  and  for  the  maintenance  of  poles  and  wires  for  the  trans¬ 
mission  of  electric  energy  as  detailed  in  said  order  of  taking  in  a  parcel  of 
land  owned  by  Thomas  U.  Mahony  as  shown  on  plan  and  nominal  dam¬ 
ages  were  awarded. 

On  July  28,  the  layout  of  Elkway  as  a  town  way  was  voted  and  layout 
was  made  on  August  11. 

On  August  5,  the  layout  of  Fairbanks  Avenue  as  a  town  way,  under  the 
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law  authorizing  the  assessment  of  betterments,  was  made  also  the  layout 
of  an  extension  of  Nichols  Street  to  Brook  Street,  the  same  to  be  reported 
to  the  town  at  a  special  town  meeting  and  an  appropriation  to  be  requested 
on  condition  that  approval  is  given  by  the  Public  Works  Administration 
as  a  project  subject  to  the  usual  grant  of  P.  W.  A.  funds,  estimated  cost  of 
project  being  $51,000.00. 

On  September  1,  an  order  of  taking  was  adopted  of  land  involved  in 
the  layout  of  an  extension  of  Hawthorne  Street  as  accepted  by  the  town 
on  August  20,  and  an  order  of  taking  was  also  adopted  with  respect  to 
land  involved  in  the  layout  of  the  Elkway  as  accepted  by  the  town  as  a 
town  way  on  said  August  20. 

On  September  8,  an  order  of  taking  of  an  easement  for  surface  drainage 
purposes  was  adopted  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  79,  General  Laws 
(Ter.  Ed.)  in  a  certain  parcel  of  land  owned  by  the  Norwood  Press  Com¬ 
pany  and  more  definitely  identified  by  a  plan,  the  same  being  for  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  an  underground  system  of  surface  drain¬ 
age,  the  centre  line  of  the  easement  beginning  at  a  point  in  the  easterly 
line  of  Washington  Street  and  being  of  the  uniform  width  of  twenty  feet 
the  area  involved  being  13,049  square  feet,  with  nominal  damages  awarded. 
This  action  was  taken  following  report  by  General  Manager  on  September 
1,  as  to  the  necessity  of  relaying  certain  drainage  pipes  in  said  property 
between  Washington  Street  and  an  existing  taking  and  recommending  the 
installation  of  a  thirty  inch  drainage  pipe  with  estimated  cost  of  pipe  and 
installation  approximately  $2,000.00. 

On  September  16,  an  order  was  adopted  for  the  taking  of  an  easement 
for  public  way  purposes  in  land  involved  in  the  layout  of  an  extension  of 
Nichols  Street  as  accepted  at  a  special  town  meeting  held  August  20,  but 
said  order  of  taking  not  to  be  recorded  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds  unless 
approval  is  had  on  the  application  for  a  Federal  grant  therefor  on  or  before 
October  15. 

On  December  8,  an  order  of  assessment  of  betterments  was  adopted  on 
account  of  the  improvement  through  the  laying  out  and  construction  of 
an  extension  of  North  Avenue  completed  June  27,  and  the  same  was 
ordered  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Assessors  for  attention. 

Employment  Relief  Projects  and  Activities 

During  the  year  active  interest  was  taken  and  due  consideration  given 
and  appropriate  action  had  with  respect  to  the  relief  employment  of  citizens 
on  various  projects  as  to  which  Federal  and  State  approval  was  sought  and 
in  many  instances  obtained  and  where  Federal  and  State  funds  as  well  as 
town  funds  were  available  for  the  purpose. 

On  January  7,  the  General  Manager  reported  that  pursuant  to  the  vote 
of  a  previous  meeting  (December  30,  1935),  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works  had  been  instructed  to  place  back  in  employment  men  recently 
laid  off  in  his  department  on  the  basis  of  working  alternate  weeks  so  that 
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the  average  weekly  pay  would  be  $12.00  and  that  such  men  would  be 
employed  in  the  construction  of  a  sewer  on  Pleasant  Street  from  Willow 
Street  northerly  and  the  construction  of  a  water  main  on  Sumner  Street 
and  as  estimated  money  available  in  these  appropriation  accounts  will 
provide  employment  from  six  to  eight  weeks. 

At  this  same  meeting  approval  was  given  with  respect  to  welfare  recipi¬ 
ents  who  are  receiving  a  monthly  allowance  for  electric  light  service  and 
persons  who  are  employed  on  relief  work  including  W.  P.  A.  workers  of 
an  allowance  of  cash  discount  upon  electric  light  bills  even  though  the 
discount  period  had  expired  at  the  time  of  payment  but  on  terms  as  to 
payment  thereafter  as  stated  in  the  recommendation  approved. 

Approval  also  given  to  National  Youth  Administration  recreation 
project  which  will  provide  employment  for  ten  recreation  instructors  for  a 
period  of  two  and  a  half  months. 

On  January  21,  in  the  matter  of  the  employment  by  the  town  of  W.  P.  A. 
workers  on  snow  removal,  brought  up  for  consideration  by  Chairman 
Butters,  it  was  unanimously  voted  that,  when  men  who  are  employed  on 
W.  P.  A.  projects  are  requested  to  furnish  labor  in  the  form  of  removal  of 
snow  from  public  ways  on  and  after  January  2,  1936,  they  shall  be  com¬ 
pensated  in  an  amount  per  hour  from  the  appropriation  for  snow  removal 
as  will  be  equivalent  together  with  the  hourly  compensation  on  W.  P.  A. 
projects  to  the  rate  paid  employees  in  the  Public  Works  Department. 

On  the  same  date  action  taken  by  the  Massachusetts  State  Association 
of  Selectmen  at  a  meeting  held  on  January  14,  with  respect  to  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  Federal  relief  projects  in  Massachusetts  was  endorsed. 

On  January  28,  report  was  received  that  the  National  Youth  Adminis¬ 
tration  recreational  project  had  been  approved. 

On  February  4,  consideration  was  given  to  a  report  on  a  development 
plan  for  White  Mike’s  Field,  so-called,  in  the  light  of  preliminary  plans 
submitted  by  Arthur  A.  Shurcliff. 

•  On  February  11,  it  was  voted  to  request  the  Finance  Commission  to 
give  favorable  consideration  to  the  transfer  of  $1,000.00  from  the  reserve 
fund  as  a  part  of  the  town’s  contribution  towards  a  material  cost  of  $5,- 
822.00  on  W.  P.  A.  project  covering  the  installation  of  a  surface  drainage 
system  in  Nichols  Street. 

On  the  same  date  the  question  of  payment  to  W.  P.  A.  employees  with 
respect  to  the  removal  of  snow  during  the  storm  of  January  19  was  dis¬ 
cussed  and  it  was  voted  that  such  employees  who  were  engaged  on  snow 
removal  on  January  22,  whose  compensation  had  not  been  paid  by  W.  P.  A., 
should  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  snow  removal  provided  said 
employees  would  agree  to  reimburse  the  town  for  the  amount  paid  for 
that  day’s  work  when  and  if  they  received  the  same  from  W.  P.  A.  funds 
and  that  the  Chairman  and  General  Manager  be  authorized  to  take  up 
further  with  proper  W.  P.  A.  officers  the  question  of  securing  the  payment 
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of  such  funds,  also  the  desirability  of  greater  support  and  cooperation  on 
the  part  of  W.  P.  A.  authorities  with  local  officials. 

On  March  3,  consideration  was  given  to  the  schedules  of  the  E.  R.  A. 
and  W.  P.  A.  expenditures  for  material  and  labor  for  1935  and  a  forecast  of 
labor  and  material  costs  for  W.  P.  A.  projects  from  January  1  to  June  30, 
1936.  Also  voted  that  the  Selectmen  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $2,000.00 
be  appropriated  for  the  improvement  of  White  Mike’s  Field  Playground, 
the  same  to  be  available  as  the  town’s  contribution  on  a  W.  P.  A.  project 
or,  if  Federal  funds  are  not  available,  that  any  sum  appropriated  may, 
if  the  Selectmen  so  determine,  be  expended  for  such  improvement. 

On  the  same  date  the  recommendation  of  Soldiers’  Relief  Agent  Pender- 
gast  for  a  continuance  for  one  week  of  the  agreement  whereby  advance 
payments  were  granted  subject  to  reimbursement  to  veterans  on  soldiers’ 
relief  and  employed  on  W.  P.  A.  projects  was  approved. 

On  March  10,  report  was  received  that  the  Finance  Commission  had 
voted  the  transfer  from  the  reserve  fund  of  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  be 
applied  against  the  material  costs  on  the  W.  P.  A.  Nichols  Street  project. 

On  March  24,  approval  given  to  a  new  development  plan  of  the  White 
Mike’s  Field  Playground  area  as  prepared  by  Mr.  Shurcliff. 

On  March  31,  voted  to  request  the  Finance  Commission  to  transfer 
from  the  reserve  fund  the  total  or  balance  required  to  meet  the  material 
and  equipment  rental  cost  on  the  following  W.  P.  A.  projects,  namely: 
Cement  sidewalks;  Pleasant  Street  widening;  Nichols  Street  drain;  except 
that  as  to  the  Nichols  Street  drain,  the  necessary  funds  be  taken  from 
existing  appropriation  voted  at  the  annual  town  meeting  and  that,  as  to 
cement  sidewalks,  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to  request  the 
Finance  Commission  to  provide  so  much  of  the  amount  as  may  be  neces¬ 
sary,  after  taking  into  consideration  the  possibility  of  using  for  this  purpose 
a  part  of  the  funds  appropriated  for  permanent  sidewalks  at  the  adjourned 
annual  town  meeting. 

On  the  same  date  approval  given  to  request  to  Finance  Commission  for 
transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  for  the  following  projects,  namely:  Paint¬ 
ing  woodwork,  Junior  High  School  building;  Painting  at  Shattuck  School 
building;  Painting  and  plumbing  at  Winslow  School  building. 

On  April  7,  it  was  reported  that  the  Federal  Emergency  Administrator 
of  Public  Works  had  approved  contract  document  for  a  W.  P.  A.  project 
relative  to  the  Central  Fire  Alarm  Station  equipment  and  a  building  ad¬ 
dition  to  house  the  same  and  to  revision  of  existing  fire  alarm  signal 
system  from  three  circuits  to  five  circuits  and  that  bids  are  to  be  opened 
as  advertised  on  May  2. 

On  May  12,  conference  was  held  with  the  Finance  Commission  at  which 
it  was  indicated  that  a  town  meeting  be  held  at  an  early  date  if  necessary 
in  order  to  provide  further  funds  to  be  available  for  public  works  employ¬ 
ment  and  at  which  various  projects  were  discussed  and  at  which  conference 
the  Finance  Commission  informed  the  Selectmen  that  the  proposed  ap- 
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propriation  for  sanitary  and  surface  drainage  and  extension  of  water  main 
would  be  recommended  favorably. 

A  further  discussion  was  had  on  the  question  of  policy  of  employment 
in  the  Public  Works  Department  as  to  the  number  of  persons  for  whom 
employment  might  be  provided.  The  General  Manager  reported  that 
the  local  W.  P.  A.  Engineer  had  given  notice  that  a  reduction  in  W.  P.  A. 
personnel  must  be  put  into  effect  as  of  May  15. 

On  May  19,  on  report  from  General  Manager  that  a  balance  of  $1145.18 
existed  of  funds  made  available  by  the  Finance  Commission  to  defray 
material  and  equipment  rental  cost  on  the  Hawes  Brook  Swimming  Pool' 
W.  P.  A.  project,  it  was  voted  that  this  balance  be  expended  to  pay  both 
material  and  labor  costs  for  additional  work  at  the  swimming  pool  so  that 
the  same  could  be  put  into  condition  for  use  that  season,  the  proposed 
work  being  the  installation  of  a  concrete  slab  between  the  two  pools,  two 
diving  boards  and  the  purchase  of  loam  and  grading  of  the  area  from  the 
pool  to  Washington  Street.  On  May  26,  the  General  Manager  reported 
the  approval  of  the  Finance  Commission  for  the  expenditure  of  $240.00 
to  purchase  and  install  diving  boards  and  install  a  concrete  slab  between 
the  two  pools  at  the  Hawes  Brook  Swimming  Pool. 

On  May  19,  with  respect  to  the  Pleasant  Street  W.  P.  A.  project,  which 
included  the  widening  of  said  street  from  Sumner  Street  to  the  Walpole 
line,  it  was  voted  that  the  Finance  Commission  be  requested  to  give 
favorable  consideration  to  a  transfer  of  funds  to  complete  the  project 
and  to  take  care  of  existing  over-draft  in  the  sum  of  $1,250.00  upon  it 
appearing  that,  by  reason  of  the  work  being  done  during  the  winter  time 
and  that  more  excavation  was  done  than  originally  estimated,  additional 
gravel  fill  was  required  which  caused  an  over-draft  to  exist. 

On  May  26,  a  written  notice  was  received  from  the  W.  P.  A.  office  that 
a  substantial  reduction  must  be  put  into  effect  in  the  matter  of  employ¬ 
ment  on  W.  P.  A.  projects  It  was  reported  also  that  from  inquiry  it 
developed  that  a  more  drastic  reduction  had  been  ordered  in  the  employ¬ 
ment  personnel  on  W.  P.  A.  in  Norwood  than  in  any  other  municipality 
which  the  General  Manager  had  contacted  and  that  the  local  W.  P.  A. 
Engineer’s  direction  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  to  close  opera¬ 
tions  on  the  Westover  project  had  not  been  complied  with  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  and  that  the  State  W.  P.  A.  official  had  agreed  that  the  decision 
of  what  projects  should  be  continued  and  what  should  be  dropped  should 
be  left  to  the  judgment  of  local  municipal  authorities. 

On  June  2,  the  situation  was  presented  with  respect  to  closing  down  the 
Westover  project  by  W.  P.  A.  District  Office  action  in  order  to  bring  the 
Norwood  W.  P.  A.  personnel  down  to  one  hundred  sixty-seven  men  and 
women,  to  conform  to  new  quota,  such  being  determined  by  the  welfare 
board  relative  to  other  cities  and  towns  in  the  state  and  the  allotment 
made  proportionately  and  that  at  the  present  time  Norwood’s  quota  must 
stand  at  one  hundred  sixty-seven  but  it  was  reported  that  advice  had 
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been  received  by  said  District  Office  that  it  was  within  the  authority  of 
the  Selectmen  to  determine  to  what  projects  these  employees  would  be 
assigned,  from  which  it  appeared  that  a  re-assignment  would  permit  the 
Westover  project  to  be  again  operated. 

Approval  was  given  to  the  action  of  the  Chairman  authorizing  tele¬ 
graphic  protest. 

A  general  discussion  followed  on  the  question  of  providing  employment 
for  workers  who  are  now  without  employment  by  reason  of  reduction  in 
the  W.  P.  A.  quota  and  it  was  voted  that  the  General  Manager  and  Clerk 
submit  for  the  consideration  of  Selectman  Holman  and  Mutch,  as  a  com¬ 
mittee,  definite  proposals  for  a  temporary  policy  of  employment  with 
respect  to  employees  other  than  those  termed  public  works  organization, 
and  also  definite  projects  to  which  such  a  policy  of  employment  might  be 
applied. 

On  June  9,  further  consideration  was  given  to  the  unemployment  situa¬ 
tion  in  view  of  a  report  from  the  General  Manager  to  the  effect  that  the 
permanent  public  works  organization  as  estimated  comprised  seventy-five 
employees  and  in  addition  there  were  now  being  employed  eleven  veterans 
and  twenty-four  part  time  employees  and  that  in  order  to  provide  perman¬ 
ent  employment  for  the  permanent  men  and  veterans  for  the  remainder 
of  the  financial  year  on  a  full  time  basis  and  for  sixty  men  for  part  time 
on  a  modified  employment  schedule  would  require  approximately  $117,- 
000.00  to  be  available  for  payroll  purposes  and  that  there  was  then  avail¬ 
able  in  the  maintenance  and  operating  account  $43,000.00  and  in  the 
construction  items  $20,100.00  and  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide 
appropriations  that  will  permit  of  the  employment  of  labor  to  the  extent 
of  $43,400.00. 

A  suggestion  was  made  that  part  time  employment  could  be  provided 
under  alternate  policies  detailed  and  certain  construction  projects  were 
suggested  for  consideration. 

It  was  voted  that  the  Chairman,  Clerk  and  General  Manager  be  au¬ 
thorized,  as  a  committee,  to  give  immediate  attention  to  the  unemployment 
situation  on  such  basis  as  the  Finance  Commission  might  agree  and  en¬ 
deavor  to  see  that  as  many  men,  who  are  out  of  employment  and  who 
would  qualify  as  to  requirements  as  this  committee  might  determine,  be 
put  to  work  as  soon  as  possible, 

On  the  same  date  upon  notice  received  from  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works  Highway  Engineer  with  reference  to  the  tentative  allotment 
of  $25,000.00  requested  under  Chapter  90,  that,  from  information  avail¬ 
able,  it  appears  that  the  town  has  appropriated  but  $6,500.00  towards  a 
proposed  Pleasant  Street  resurfacing,  voted,  that  the  Selectmen  do  not 
intend  to  go  forward  on  the  Pleasant  Street  resurfacing  project  and  are 
of  the  opinion  that  by  reason  of  the  increased  cost  of  the  Washington 
Street  resurfacing  project,  occasioned  by  the  change  in  specifications 
requested  by  the  State  Engineer,  an  additional  contribution  should  be 
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made  to  the  town  for  this  project  by  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works. 

On  June  16,  the  special  committee  on  employment  policy  in  the  Public 
Works  Department  with  respect  to  persons  who  may  be  employed  other 
than  permanent  employees,  reported  as  follows: 

“That  the  Finance  Commission  has  agreed  to  approve  of  a  diversion  of 
funds  appropriated  to  provide  installing  surface  drainage  in  the  playground 
property  acquired  by  the  town  through  gift  from  Frederick  A.  Cleveland 
and  the  committee  recommend  an  employment  policy  be  adopted  with 
respect  to  persons  other  than  the  permanent  employees  in  the  Public 
Works  Department  whereby  single  men  without  dependents  in  the  form 
of  family  obligations  would  be  given  employment  at  the  rate  of  two  days 
per  working  week  and  that  all  other  persons  be  given  employment  on  the 
basis  of  budgetary  requirements;  that  it  is  intended  that  the  form  of 
budget  adopted  by  the  town  Public  Welfare  Department  is  to  be  used  in 
determining  the  requirements  in  each  given  case  and  that  each  applicant 
for  employment  is  to  be  required  to  answer  a  form  of  questionnaire  and 
that  these  questionnaires  are  to  be  subject  to  review  before  granting  em¬ 
ployment  and  to  be  subject  also  to  review  from  time  to  time  if  employment 
is  granted  and  that  this  policy  to  be  put  into  effect  during  the  coming  week.” 

It  was  voted  that  the  recommendations  of  the  committee  be  adopted 
and  that  it  is  to  be  understood  that  the  General  Manager  has  full  authority 
to  terminate  employment  in  any  instance  if  it  appears  that  the  employee 
is  given  to  the  use  of  liquor  while  at  work  on  the  job  or  if  it  appears  that 
an  employee  is  not  spending  judiciously  the  money  earned. 

On  June  23,  the  further  improvement  of  White  Mike’s  Field  Playground 
under  appropriation  made  for  that  purpose  and  that  use  be  made  of  men 
who  have  been  placed  on  a  part  time  schedule  in  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment,  the  employment  contemplated  being  a  continuation  of  the  work 
undertaken  last  year  in  the  construction  of  a  skating  pond,  was  approved. 

On  the  same  date  the  General  Manager  reported  that  the  first  group  of 
men  were  put  to  work  on  a  part  time  schedule  on  Monday,  June  22,  start¬ 
ing  the  construction  of  a  drain  on  Neponset  Street  and  at  the  present  time 
approximately  fifty-six  men  who  have  been  approved  for  part  time  work 
under  the  policy  recently  adopted  will  receive  employment  during  the 
present  week,  two  employees  on  a  schedule  of  four  days  a  week,  five  or 
six  on  a  schedule  of  two  days  a  week  and  the  remainder  on  a  schedule  of 
three  days  a  week. 

On  June  30,  General  Manager  reported  that  information  had  been 
received  from  W.  P.  A.  Engineer  that  sewer  and  drain  projects  are  to  be 
discontinued  until  the  winter  season  for  the  reason  that  W.  P.  A.  authori¬ 
ties  feel  that  such  projects  can  be  more  satisfactorily  carried  out  in  winter 
seasons  than  other  types  of  projects. 

On  July  28,  on  report  of  General  Manager  that  further  funds  were 
necessary  to  complete  the  drainage  of  a  portion  of  the  area  at  White  Mikes’ 
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Field  with  respect  to  providing  a  skating  pool,  it  was  voted  to  recommend 
to  the  Finance  Commission  favorable  consideration  for  the  transfer  of 
$1,000.00  from  the  reserve  fund  for  the  purpose  of  further  improvement 
of  the  playground. 

On  August  11,  the  Selectmen  adopted  a  resolve  authorizing  the  General 
Manager  to  execute  and  file  an  application  in  behalf  of  the  town  to  the 
U.  S.  A.  for  a  grant  to  aid  in  financing  the  construction  of  a  town  way, 
namely,  an  extension  of  Nichols  Street,  subject  to  proviso  that  such  grant 
will  be  made  on  the  condition  that  work  be  done  through  force  account 
procedure  by  Public  Works  Department  of  the  town,  and  the  further 
condition  that  favorable  action  be  taken  by  the  voters  of  the  town  in 
special  town  meeting  to  be  held  August  20. 

On  September  1,  Clerk  Pendergast  reported  approval  by  the  Emergency 
Finance  Board  and  by  Governor  Curley  of  the  authorization  of  a  pro¬ 
posed  borrowing  not  to  exceed  $35,000  in  connection  with  the  applica¬ 
tion  for  a  Federal  grant,  said  approval  fixing  the  term  of  the  loan  as  ten 
years  and  the  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  3|%. 

On  September  8,  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Manager  was 
approved  that  the  Finance  Commission  be  requested  to  transfer  from  the 
reserve  fund  the  sum  of  $2,204.00,  the  estimated  amount  of  equipment 
and  material  cost  of  the  rifle  range  project,  in  order  that  the  work  which 
could  then  be  undertaken  may  be  started  as  soon  as  the  transfer  is  made. 

Report  was  also  received  that  the  W.  P.  A.  Norwood  Certifying  Agency 
had  appointed  William  C.  Kendrick  as  Chairman  and  that  notice  had  been 
received  from  the  Acting  State  Administrator  that  the  Agency  is  authorized 
to  certify  persons  as  in  need  of  relief  and  thereby  declare  them  eligible  for 
work  on  W.  P.  A.  projects  and  that  the  proceedings  to  be  followed  on  re¬ 
registration  were  as  indicated  and  that  the  allotment  of  two  hundred 
fifty-two  certificates  for  the  town  had  been  made  which  will  permit  eighty- 
five  new  certifications  and  that  registration  under  this  new  policy  had 
already  been  started  providing  that  the  present  unemployed  will  be  regis¬ 
tered  first  after  which  men  now  working  on  part  time  relief  programs  will 
be  registered  and  lastly  those  men  now  working  on  W.  P.  A. 

On  September  29,  approval  was  given  to  the  request  to  the  Finance 
Commission  to  make  the  sum  of  $3,200.00,  estimated  equipment  and 
material  cost  available  from  the  reserve  bind  for  the  project  of  grading 
area  easterly  of  main  entrance  to  Highland  Cemetery  upon  release  secured 
from  W.  P.  A.,  the  labor  cost  estimated  on  this  project  being  $18,313.60. 

On  October  6,  advice  was  received  through  the  General  Manager  from 
the  State  Director  of  W.  P.  A.  that  the  Federal  Administrator  had  ap¬ 
proved  grant  allotment  of  $24,255.00  on  the  town’s  application  for  the 
construction  of  Nichols  Street  Extension  as  a  P.  W.  A.  project  and  that  it 
was  necessary  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  and  contract  documents 
required  to  submit  to  P.  W.  A.  engineers  for  approval. 

On  October  13,  it  was  voted  with  respect  to  Nichols  Street  extension 
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P.  W.  A.  project  to  direct  the  Clerk  to  record  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds 
before  5:00  P.  M.  on  October  15,  signed  order  of  taking  with  respect  to 
said  extension  as  adopted  by  the  Selectmen  provided,  however,  that  if 
notice  is  received  from  P.  W.  A.  that  approval  of  the  execution  of  the  work 
on  a  force  account  basis,  as  set  forth  in  the  vote  of  the  town  meeting,  was 
not  given  the  order  of  taking  be  not  offered  for  record. 

On  October  20,  approval  was  given  to  six  proposed  projects,  namely, 

Willow  Street  from  Pleasant  Street  to  Franklin  Street,  estimated  expense 
$1,340.00; 

Pleasant  Street  from  Hillside  Avenue  to  main  drain,  estimated  expense 
$2,050.00; 

Dean  Street  from  Mahony  land  to  the  State  Highway  and  thence  to  the 
Neponset  River,  estimated  expense  $4,900.00. 

there  being  available  funds  of  approximately  $8,000.00  in  the  sewer  and 
drain  construction  accounts,  these  items  providing  the  greatest  amount 
of  employment.  With  respect  to  the  execution  of  the  Dean  Street  drain 
project  approval  was  given  with  the  suggestion  that  attention  be  given  to 
the  possibility  of  draining  the  wet  and  low  areas  on  each  side  of  Dean 
Street  between  State  Highway  Route  1  and  the  residence  property  of 
Thomas  U.  Mahony. 

On  November  4,  it  was  voted  to  approve,  as  a  project  to  be  submitted 
to  W.  P.  A.,  a  development  at  the  White  Mike’s  Field  area  for  the  pro¬ 
posed  skating  pool  on  the  basis  of  hand  excavation  which  would  require 
an  expenditure  of  $56,700.00  by  the  Federal  government  for  labor  and 
providing  employment  for  ninety  men  for  nine  months  period  and  requir¬ 
ing  the  sum  of  $1,625.00  as  the  town’s  contribution. 

On  November  10,  notice  was  received  through  the  Town  Counsel  from 
Acting  State  Administrator  Edwards  of  the  W.  P.  A.  that  the  Certifying 
Agency  established  by  the  Selectmen  had  his  approval. 

On  November  12,  a  conference  was  had  with  the  Finance  Commission 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  situation  with  respect  to  the  continuance 
of  employment  of  a  part  of  the  employees  in  the  Public  Works  Department 
and  the  approval  of  the  Finance  Commission  was  received  for  the  transfer 
of  not  more  than  $2,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  installing  a  surface  drainage 
system  on  East  Cross  Street  between  Neponset  Street  and  Route  1,  the 
estimated  cost  being  about  $2,000.00,  such  sum  being  made  available  so 
far  as  necessary  to  carry  on  the  project  to  that  extent  and  it  appearing 
that  there  was  available  also  approximately  $1,300.00  for  a  continuance 
of  employment  under  the  part  time  relief  plan. 

On  November  17,  a  further  conference  was  held  with  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission  as  to  policy  with  respect  to  continuance  of  employment  for  the 
remainder  of  the  year  of  certain  employees  of  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment.  After  discussion  it  was  voted  to  continue  the  Public  Works  opera¬ 
tion  of  regular  seasonal  employees  on  a  four  day  a  week  basis  to  December 
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31,  and  that  the  policy  of  employment  under  unemployment  part  time 
relief  be  continued  as  at  present  to  December  31. 

On  November  17,  notice  received  from  Acting  State  Director  of  W.  P.  A. 
with  reference  to  approval  of  P.  W.  A.  project  for  the  construction  of 
Nichols  Street  extension  that  in  as  much  as  the  vote  of  the  town  restricts 
acceptance  of  the  grant  except  on  the  basis  that  work  be  carried  on  by 
force  account  no  other  action  could  be  taken  except  to  return  the  offer 
of  grant. 

On  November  24,  action  taken  at  meeting  of  November  17  amended  so 
as  to  read: 

“That  we  continue  the  Public  Works  operation  of  regular  seasonal  em¬ 
ployees  on  a  five  day  a  week  basis  to  December  31  and  that  the  policy  of 
the  continuation  of  employment  under  unemployment  part  time  relief 
be  continued  as  is  to  December  31.” 

On  December  8,  approval  was  given  to  work  being  started  on  the  Pleasant 
Street  drainage  project  from  Neponset  Street  southerly  thereby  providing 
employment  for  all  present  employees  with  funds  within  the  appropriation 
available  and  that  the  project  will  carry  over  into  next  year  and  be  com¬ 
pleted  from  further  funds  to  be  made  available  in  1937. 

On  December  15,  upon  report  that  employees  at  Highland  Cemetery 
were  to  be  laid  off  at  the  end  of  that  week  on  account  of  insufficient  funds, 
it  was  unanimous  sentiment  of  the  Selectmen,  without  formal  vote,  that 
some  provision  should  be  made  to  furnish  employment  for  these  men  on 
the  same  conditions  as  the  Public  Works  employees  to  January  1,  1937 
and  on  December  22,  report  was  received  that  Highland  Cemetery  laborers 
were  transferred  to  the  Public  Works  Department  as  of  December  23,  for 
balance  of  year,  except  as  they  might  be  required  from  time  to  time  to  take 
care  of  interments. 

On  December  29,  it  was  voted  that  the  policy  of  part  time  employment 
be  continued  during  the  year  1937  to  the  limit  of  funds  available. 

Licenses — Alcoholic  Beverages 

On  January  7,  on  divided  vote  South  Norwood  Social  and  Athletic  Club 
granted  license  to  sell  all  alcoholic  beverages  to  club  members  and  guests 
invited  by  members  to  be  drunk  on  described  premises  at  No.  1130  Wash¬ 
ington  Street;  approved  on  January  20  by  Alcoholic  Beverages  Control 
Commission. 

On  May  12,  transfer  of  alcoholic  beverage  and  common  victualer  licenses 
from  Louis  Joseph  to  Norwood  Cafe,  Inc.,  granted. 

On  same  date  approval  given,  subject  to  confirmation  of  Alcoholic 
Beverages  Control  Commission,  to  transfer  of  common  victualer  license 
and  existing  alcoholic  beverage  license  held  by  Concetta  Sansone  from 
No.  1020  Washington  Street  to  No.  1037  Washington  Street. 

On  June  30,  on  request  of  Norwood  Beverage  Dealers’  Association 
through  President  Weisul,  voted, 
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“That  the  existing  rules  and  regulations  with  respect  to  the  hours  during 
which  alcoholic  beverages  may  be  sold  on  July  4,  be  modified  with  respect 
to  that  date  so  as  to  permit  sales  of  alcoholic  beverages  to  be  drunk  on 
the  premises  between  the  hours  of  12:00  o’clock  midnight  July  3  and  1:00 
o’clock  a.  m.  on  July  4,  and  further  modified  so  as  to  permit  sales  on  July  4 
between  the  hours  of  11:00  o’clock,  p.  m.  and  11:30  p.  m.” 

On  July  21,  on  application  of  Morris  Z.  Prager,  voted  that  existing 
license  issued  to  him  as  common  victualer  to  sell  all  kinds  of  alcoholic 
beverages  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  at  No.  900-902  Washington  Street 
be  amended  so  as  to  include  the  adjoining  premises,  No.  904  Washington 
Street,  with  additional  cellar  room  for  storage  and  that  action  be  notified 
to  the  Alcoholic  Beverages  Control  Commission. 

On  the  same  date  violation  of  liquor  regulation  reported  through  Police 
Department  with  respect  to  Dominic  Mitchell  licensee  on  which  action 
was  taken  to  the  effect  that  Mitchell  be  notified  of  same  and  that,  if  further 
complaints  of  violation  of  law  or  regulations  are  received,  Selectmen  will 
take  action  in  the  matter  of  suspension  of  existing  license. 

On  the  same  date,  notice  of  approval  by  the  Alcoholic  Beverages  Control 
Commission  on  following  application,  namely,  transfer  of  license  for  all 
alcoholic  beverages  at  No.  175-179  Railroad  Avenue  from  Louis  Joseph 
to  Norwood  Cafe,  Inc. 

On  August  5,  report  from  Police  Department  with  reference  to  an  alleged 
violation  of  law  in  connection  with  operation  of  Nora  George  license  for 
sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  as  to  which  voted,  that  licensee  be  informed  of 
this  alleged  violation  and  that  should  further  complaint  be  received  it 
would  be  considered  just  cause  for  taking  action,  requesting  licensee  to 
appear  and  show  cause  why  the  license  should  not  be  suspended.  On 
August  17,  as  to  Nora  George  violation  of  license  complaint,  voted  to 
request  her  and  Thomas  George  to  appear  at  the  next  meeting. 

On  September  1,  voted  to  grant  Herbert  L.  Singleton,  doing  business 
under  title  “Guild  Wines  and  Liquors”  holding  package  license  for  sale 
of  all  kinds  of  alcoholic  beverages  not  to  be  drunk  on  premises,  a  transfer 
of  location  from  No.  8  Guild  Street  to  No.  736  Washington  Street,  the 
premises  to  be  occupied  being  the  street  floor  and  basement  under  for 
storage.  Approval  of  transfer  by  Alcoholic  Beverages  Control  Com¬ 
mission  on  September  16. 

On  September  8,  hearing  on  complaint  against  Nora  George  with  respect 
to  a  violation  of  law  reported  by  Police  Department  with  respect  to  the 
sale  of  alcoholic  beverages.  On  September  16,  further  hearing  held  on 
Nora  George  complaint. 

On  December  22,  on  the  question  of  fees  for  alcoholic  beverages  licenses 
voted,  that  fees  for  licenses  for  sale  of  wines  and  malt  beverages  to  be 
drunk  on  premises  be  established  for  year  1937  in  the  sum  of  $400.00  each 
and  further  voted,  on  the  affirmative  votes  of  Selectmen  Holman,  Nelson 
and  Mutch,  that  all  other  fees  for  licenses  for  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages 
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for  1937  be  established  as  identical  with  those  prevailing  in  1936  and  that 
no  change  be  made  in  the  existing  regulations  for  the  sales  of  wines  and 
malt  beverages. 

On  December  26,  voted  to  grant  to  South  Norwood  Social  and  Athletic 
Club,  Joseph  Waldron,  General  Manager,  a  license  to  sell  all  alcoholic 
beverages  to  members  and  guests  introduced  by  members  to  be  drunk  on 
premises  at  No.  1130  Washington  Street,  club  room  on  street  floor,  with 
cellar  under  for  storage,  period  one  year  beginning  January  1,  1937. 

On  the  same  date  voted  to  grant  to  Workingmen’s  Sick  &  Death  Benefit 
Fund,  Wilson  Street,  a  license  to  sell  to  members  and  guests  introduced 
by  members  malt  beverages  only  to  be  drunk  on  premises  club  room  and 
kitchen,  one  year  beginning  January  1,  1937. 

On  December  29,  voted  that  the  provisions  of  regulation  No.  5  governing 
the  sale  and  exposing  for  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  by  holders  of  licenses 
for  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  be  suspended  relative  to  the  hours  within 
which  alcoholic  beverages  may  be  sold  by  holders  of  licenses  therefor,  with 
respect  to  the  day  preceding  January  1,  1937,  namely: 

Closing  hours  on  Thursday,  December  31,  1936  and  allowing  sales  to  be 
made  by  such  licensees  under  the  terms  of  General  Laws  up  to  1 :00  o’clock 
a.  m.  Friday,  January  1,  1937. 

Special  licenses  were  granted  for  the  sale  of  malt  beverages  between 
hours  limited  and  subject  to  conditions  stated  to  persons  and  for  dates 
as  follows:

Miscellaneous 

On  January  14,  following  public  hearing  held,  New  England  Telephone 
and  Telegraph  Company  of  Massachusetts  was  granted  permission  to 
maintain  underground  conduits  in  Vernon  Street  from  Washington  Street 
to  Bullard  Street  and  to  enlarge  existing  man  holes  over  present  conduit 
at  Washington  and  Vernon  Streets,  all  construction  work  to  be  supervised 
by  the  General  Manager  and  resurfacing  on  completion  of  construction 
to  be  done  by  the  Public  Works  Department  of  the  Town  at  the  expense 
of  the  Company. 

On  January  28,  bonds  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes 
respectively  with  the  United  States  Fidelity  &;Guaranty  Co.  of  Baltimore, 
Md.,  as  surety,  each  in  the  sum  of  $48,000.00  were  submitted  and  referred 
to  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  for  approval. 

There  was  also  submitted  the  bond  of  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant 
Pendergast  for  1936  with  the  Massachusetts  Bonding  &  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany  as  surety. 

On  January  28,  it  was  voted  on  request  of  Henry  J.  Cronan,  Treasurer 
of  the  Building  Trade  Council,  that  a  document  in  the  following  form 
be  signed  by  the  Selectmen,  namely, 

“To  Whom  It  May  Concern: 

We,  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  wish  to  go  on  record  as 
opposed  to  the  repeal  of  the  law  of  Chapter  461  of  the  Acts  of  1935  of  the 
State  of  Massachusetts  entitled  “An  Act  providing  for  preference  to  be 
given  to  veterans  and  others  in  the  employment  of  mechanics,  chauffeurs, 
teamsters  and  laborers  on  certain  public  works  and  providing  also  for  the 
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prior  determination  by  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  Industries  of  the 
minimum  wages  to  be  paid  to  said  employees  on  such  public  works.” 

On  the  same  date  consideration  was  given  to  the  employment  of  special 
police  officers,  dealing  particularly  as  to  the  situation  with  respect  to 
Thomas  McNulty,  John  L.  Collins  and  Walter  Theall.  On  February  18, 
General  Manager  reported  the  receipt  of  letter  from  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
missioner  Green  to  the  effect  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  employ  either 
John  L.  Collins  or  Walter  Theall,  except  when  the  regular  reserve  officers 
on  the  Civil  Service  list  are  not  available, 

On  January  28,  a  warrant  was  received  from  the  County  Commissioners 
for  Norfolk  County  for  the  payment  as  Norwood’s  assessment  of  the  sum 
of  87,737.36  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  County  hospital. 

On  February  4,  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Manager  that 
Second  Street  from  Cross  Street  to  Gay  Street  be  included  in  the  list  of 
streets  upon  which  coasting  would  be  permitted  was  adopted  and  on  the 
same  date  Coasting  Regulations  adopted  on  January  4,  1933,  were  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

“Designation  of  certain  places  as  available  for  Coasting 
Highview  Street;  Harding  Road;  Hillside  Avenue;  Oak  Road;  K.  Street; 
Sycamore  Street;  Bond  Street  between  Walpole  and  Washington  Streets; 
Saunders  Road  between  Walpole  Street  and  Winslow  Avenue;  Prospect 
Avenue;  Howard  Street;  Oolah  Avenue  and  Second  Street  from  Cross 
Street  to  Gay  Street,  are  hereby  designated  under  the  authority  of  Section 
10A  of  Chapter  85  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  as  public  ways 
on  the  roadways  of  which  coasting  is  permitted  between  the  hours  of 
10:00  o’clock,  a.  m.  and  10:00  o’clock,  p.  m.  on  such  days  as  may  be  indi¬ 
cated  to  be  suitable  for  coasting  by  posting  such  areas  with  trestles,  signs 
and  lights  at  the  ends  thereof  and  at  the  junction  of  any  and  all  intersecting 
ways,  during  the  period  beginning  on  November  fifteenth  of  each  year  and 
extending  to  March  fifteenth  of  the  following  year,  and  for  the  additional 
period  with  respect  to  the  year  1933  from  the  date  hereof  to  and  inclusive 
of  March  fifteenth.  No  parking  of  vehicles  is  allowed  within  such  desig¬ 
nated  areas  during  such  hours  on  the  days  when  coasting  is  permitted 
except  to  receive  and  discharge  passengers. 

All  vehicles  shall  be  brought  to  a  full  stop  before  entering  such  designated 
areas  and  while  entering  the  same  shall  be  operated  at  a  speed  not  greater 
than  eight  miles  per  hour,  and  while  traversing  the  same  shall  be  operated 
at  a  speed  not  greater  than  twelve  miles  per  hour,  during  such  hours  on 
the  days  w'hen  coasting  is  permitted.” 

By  action  taken  on  February  18,  the  Selectmen  were  recorded  at  a 
hearing  held  by  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  in  favor  of  proposed  legis¬ 
lation  establishing  within  the  Department  of  Education  of  a  Division  of 
Police  Training  (House  Bill  No.  765). 

On  February  18,  conditions  relating  to  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages 
and  so-called  horse  booking  establishments  were  discussed  and  it  was 
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voted  in  view  of  the  publicity  given  to  horse  booking  establishments  that 
the  General  Manager  be  instructed  to  see  to  it  that  they  were  closed,  and 
without  vote  it  was  agreed  with  respect  to  alcoholic  beverages  where  com¬ 
plaints  for  violations  are  received  by  a  Selectman  he  should  pass  the  in¬ 
formation  so  received  to  the  General  Manager  for  attention  and  on  Febru¬ 
ary  26,  the  General  Manager  reported  that  the  operators  of  local  horse 
booking  parlors  have  been  ordered  to  close  the  same  and  that  since  the 
order  was  given  reports  from  the  Police  Department  indicate  that  booking 
parlors  are  no  longer  operating. 

On  March  3,  the  question  of  the  purchase  of  school  supplies  in  the  form 
of  napkins  from  other  than  local  dealer  was  discussed  with  the  General 
Manager  whose  explanation  was  accepted  that  he  was  not  justified  in 
spending  the  taxpayers’  money  and  giving  the  business  to  local  interests 
when  there  was  a  difference  of  15%  in  the  purchase  price  in  favor  of  the 
outside  party  whose  bid  was  accepted. 

On  March  3,  Clerk  Pendergast  reported  a  statement  of  final  payment 
as  approved  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  had  been  received  with 
respect  to  the  Nahatan  Street  Underpass  from  which  it  appeared  that 
the  unit  cost  contract  prices  have  exceeded  the  original  estimate  by  ap¬ 
proximately  $10,000.00  and  that  there  will  be  available  to  meet  this  excess 
cost  an  appropriation  balance  of  $2,747.24,  and  on  March  6,  Clerk  Pender¬ 
gast  reported  as  a  result  of  a  conference  with  Public  Works  Commissioner 
concerning  the  excess  cost  of  the  railroad  underpass  in  Nahatan  Street 
Extension  to  the  effect  that  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  would 
assume  its  share  of  the  excess  cost. 

On  March  17,  voted  on  recommendation  of  General  Manager  that  no 
charge  be  made  to  property  owners  for  service  rendered  on  March  12  and 
13  in  pumping  out  cellars  by  the  Public  WTorks  employees  by  use  of  fire 
apparatus  because  of  the  unusual  conditions  existing.  The  General 
Manager  was  requested  to  study  the  possibility  of  sealing  sewer  con¬ 
nections  so  that  no  use  could  be  made  of  sanitary  sewers  for  the  purpose 
of  draining  cellars  of  surface  or  ground  water. 

On  March  17,  it  was  voted  that  the  General  Manager  prepare  a  suitable 
amendment  to  existing  regulations  providing  that  gasoline  pumps  may 
be  located  nearer  the  State  Highway  line  than  fifty  feet  and  providing  also 
with  respect  to  ways  intersecting  the  State  Highway  that  such  pumps  may 
be  erected  within  fifty  feet  of  the  line  of  such  an  intersecting  way. 

Amendment  to  rules  and  regulations  adopted,  covering  the  granting  of 
licenses  for  gasoline  service  and  filling  stations  on  State  Highway,  Route  1, 
with  respect  to  the  location  of  gasoline  dispensing  pumps  relative  to  the 
line  of  the  State  Highway  and  the  line  of  intersecting  ways. 

On  March  31,  the  rules  and  regulations  subject  to  which  all  licenses  for 
gasoline  filling  and  service  stations  erected  and  /or  operated  on  land  abutting 
the  State  Highway  as  granted  and  promulgated  on  July  23,  1935,  were 
amended  by  adding  the  following  paragraph: 
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"Gasoline  dispensing  pumps  shall  not  be  erected  at  a  distance  of  less  than 
thirty  (30)  feet  from  the  nearest  line  of  the  State  Highway  Route  1  and 
from  the  nearest  line  of  any  way  intersecting  said  State  Highway,  Route  1.” 

On  March  24,  on  recommendation  of  General  Manager  approval  granted 
for  use  of  third  floor  of  Municipal  Building  for  rifle  range  purposes  one 
night  a  week,  preferably  Friday,  from  7:30  to  9:30  p.  m.,  on  application 
of  Ernest  Woodman,  in  behalf  of  King  Arthur  Chapter  Order  of  DeMolay, 
on  the  tentative  basis  that  ho  inconvenience  be  caused  to  the  occupants 
of  the  building  and  that  such  use  be  conducted  in  a  proper  manner. 

On  March  24,  it  was  voted  as  requested  by  Governor  Curley  and  Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor  Hurley  to  formulate  plans  to  arrange  for  a  meeting  to 
organize  a  Tag  Day  as  of  March  28,  the  proceeds  to  be  contributed  in 
behalf  of  citizens  of  Massachusetts  to  the  American  Red  Cross  for  the 
relief  of  victims  of  flood  conditions. 

On  April  7,  appropriate  action  taken  for  the  issuance  of  a  warrant  for 
the  holding  of  the  Presidential  Primary  on  April  28. 

On  April  14,  the  sale  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  of  notes  of 
indebtedness  in  the  sum  of  $40,000.00  by  way  of  tax  title  loan,  approved. 

On  April  14,  on  petitions,  the  Municipal  Light  Department  was  granted 
permission  to  erect  poles,  wires  and  fixtures  along  certain  ways  named  in 
the  petitions  and  the  poles  to  be  located  substantially  as  shown  on  plan 
presented. 

On  April  21,  various  election  officers  appointed  to  serve  at  the  Presi¬ 
dential  Primary  on  April  28. 

On  April  21,  location  granted  to  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Tele¬ 
graph  Company  of  Massachusetts  for  installation  of  a  trench  cable,  and 
to  place  and  maintain  buried  cable  manholes,  handholes,  with  the  wires 
and  cables  therein,  markers,  and  other  fixtures  in  and  under  the  surface  of 
Broadway,  from  point  approximately  sixty  (60)  feet  northerly  from  Guild 
Street  to  Day  Street,  approximately  five  hundred  sixty  (560)  feet;  Day 
Street  northeasterly  side  from  the  easterly  side  of  Broadway  northwesterly 
approximately  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  feet,  also  permission  granted 
to  place  and  maintain  underground  laterals  etc.  in  the  above  and  inter¬ 
secting  ways  for  the  purpose  of  making  connections  with  poles  and  build¬ 
ings  for  distributing  purposes  subject  to  conditions  set  forth  in  the  order 
of  grant  with  respect  to  material  and  work  of  construction  and  the  filing 
of  a  plan  with  the  town  when  the  work  is  completed  and  an  agreement  to 
indemnify  and  save  the  town  harmless  and  a  bond  covering  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  the  agreement. 

On  April  28,  approval  given  as  requested  by  Town  Treasurer  on  plan 
submitted  to  the  proposed  division  into  parcels  of  an  entire  tract  acquired 
by  the  town  through  foreclosure  of  tax  lien  and  the  sale  of  it  being  author¬ 
ized  by  vote  of  town  meeting,  either  as  an  entire  tract  or  in  parcels.  Said 
land  being  situated  on  Railroad  Avenue,  Monroe  Street  and  Grant  Avenue. 

On  May  26,  as  a  result  of  a  conference  by  Chairman  Butters  with  M. 
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Joseph  Roache,  in  the  course  of  which  Mr.  Roache  declined  to  accept  a 
further  appointment  to  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  a  letter  was  caused 
to  be  prepared  expressing  the  regret  of  the  Selectmen  and  their  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  services  which  Mr.  Roache  had  gratuitously  given  to  the  town 
over  an  extended  period  of  time  as  member  and  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare,  also  in  the  capacity  of  E.  R.  A.  Administrator. 

On  June  2,  a  conference  with  a  committee  representing  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars,  Post  No.  2452,  was  held  with  reference  to  a  citizen’s  protest 
concerning  the  operation  of  carnivals  under  permits  issued  by  the  Select¬ 
men  at  premises  situated  on  Nahatan  Street  at  the  intersection  of  Lenox 
Street. 

On  June  2,  approval  was  given  to  the  issue  of  town  notes  of  indebted¬ 
ness  for  construction  of  sanitary  and  surface  drainage  sewers  and  for  the 
extension  of  water  main. 

On  June  9,  the  following  regulation  was  adopted  by  the  Selectmen,  viz.: 
“No  person  shall  in  any  public  park  throw  or  bat  a  stone,  ball,  or  other 
missile  except  in  such  part  thereof,  as  shall  by  vote  of  the  Selectmen  pub¬ 
lished  at  least  once  in  the  local  newspaper  published  in  the  town,  be  desig¬ 
nated  as  available  for  public  playground  purposes.” 

On  June  9,  it  was  voted  that  Eliot  Park  and  park  land  situated  northerly 
of  Bond  Street  and  easterly  of  Walpole  Street  be  designated  as  available 
for  public  playground  purposes,  such  designations  to  be  published  in  the 
local  newspaper  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  with  respect  to  public 
parks  adopted  as  of  even  date. 

On  June  23,  it  was  voted  after  consideration  of  traffic  conditions  with 
respect  to  the  Nahatan  and  Prospect  Streets  intersection  that  the  General 
Manager  have  the  police  enforce  the  laws  with  respect  to  operation  of 
motor  vehicles  generally  throughout  the  town  and  particularly  with 
reference  to  street  intersections  on  Nahatan  Street. 

On  June  30,  it  was  voted  to  adopt  as  persons  qualified  for  jury  service 
who  are  inhabitants  of  the  town  the  list  as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen  as 
of  said  date,  identified  as  Schedule  A. 

On  July  7,  the  General  Manager  reported  arrangements  made  with 
the  Norwood  Legion  Post  Band  to  give  a  series  of  eight  concerts  on  con¬ 
secutive  Thursday  evenings  at  the  bandstand  at  Guild  Street  during  the 
hours  of  eight  to  ten  o’clock,  beginning  Thursday,  July  9. 

On  July  7,  it  was  voted  that  the  price  for  the  use  of  the  town  ambulance 
be  set  at  $10.00  for  service  outside  of  Norwood  and  within  a  radius  of 
fifteen  miles  from  the  Central  Fire  Station  and  that  the  rate  of  thirty-five 
cents  per  mile  be  established  as  the  charge  for  the  use  of  the  ambulance  by 
residents  of  Norwood  outside  of  the  fifteen  mile  radius.  On  July  21,  voted 
as  to  ambulance  charges  that  a  minimum  charge  of  $10.00  be  established 
as  the  rate  for  use  of  town  ambulance  by  non-residents,  where  the  use 
involved  mileage  outside  of  Norwood  and  that  a  mileage  rate  of  forty 
cents  for  all  mileage  travelled  by  the  ambulance  on  each  call  from  the 
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time  it  leaves  the  Central  Fire  Station  until  it  returns  thereto  after  com¬ 
pleting  the  call  be  established  for  use  in  excess  of  the  minimum  of  $10.00. 

On  July  7,  it  was  voted  that  no  permits  be  issued  for  the  conduct  of 
carnivals  in  excess  of  two  days  a  week  and  that  such  permits  be  granted 
only  where  the  carnival  is  to  be  conducted  solely  by  a  local  organization. 

On  July  7,  voted  that  the  Selectmen  were  agreeable  that  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works  act  in  behalf  of  the  officials  of  Norwood  with 
respect  to  negotiations  with  owners  of  land  involved  in  the  laying  out  of 
an  alteration  of  Canton  Street  as  to  the  basis  upon  which  damages,  if  any, 
might  be  awarded  on  account  of  necessary  taking. 

On  July  21,  as  recommended  by  the  General  Manager,  policy  approved 
of  conducting  dances  at  Junior  High  School  building  in  connection  with 
playground  operation,  such  dances  to  be  properly  supervised  and  closed 
not  later  than  10:30  P.  M. 

On  July  28,  approved  recommendation  that  Norwood  Legion  Band  be 
permitted  to  substitute  the  services  of  the  Concord  Legion  Band  for  its 
own  for  a  concert  on  August  6,  under  a  reciprocal  arrangement  between 
the  two  bands. 

On  August  5,  voted  as  to  rental  of  social  hall  at  Civic  Playground  that 
a  policy  be  adopted  that  the  premises  be  not  rented  to  parties  at  which 
liquor  is  to  be  sold. 

On  August  5,  voted  with  respect  to  four  members  of  Company  G. 
National  Guard,  who  are  to  be  on  camp  duty  the  last  two  weeks  in  August, 
and  on  request  that  cooperation  of  the  town  be  given  with  respect  to  the 
difference  in  amount  that  will  be  paid  by  the  state  for  their  tour  of  duty 
and  the  amount  they  will  receive  for  the  same  period  from  the  town,  that 
they  be  given  an  opportunity  to  make  up  through  employment  the  differ¬ 
ence  in  compensation. 

On  August  18,  it  was  voted  that  where  an  applicant  for  a  transient 
vendor’s  license  had  met  all  the  conditions  and  requirements  of  the  statutes 
the  Clerk  was  authorized  in  behalf  of  the  Selectmen  to  issue  to  such  ap¬ 
plicant  a  local  transient  vendor’s  license  subject  to  the  payment  of  the 
fee,  equivalent  to  the  tax  that  will  be  assessed  upon  the  goods,  wares  and 
merchandise  had  the  property  been  taxable  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
such  fee  to  be  determined  by  the  statutory  return  of  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

On  August  18,  following  hearing  held  on  complaint  that  certain  licensed 
dogs  constitute  a  nuisance  by  reason  of  vicious  disposition,  voted  on  evi¬ 
dence  presented  that  the  dogs  complained  of  are  determined  to  be  a  nuisance 
by  reason  of  vicious  disposition  and  ordered  that  such  dogs  be  restrained 
by  the  owners  thereof  from  leaving  the  premises  of  said  owners,  and  that 
notice  of  the  action  taken  be  given  to  the  owners  and  of  their  right  to 
bring  a  petition  in  the  district  court  for  a  review  of  the  order. 

On  September  8,  it  was  voted  with  respect  to  charges  for  the  use  of 
lowering  device  for  burials  in  Highland  Cemetery  and  Old  Parish  Cemetery 
that  a  flat  rate  of  $12.00  be  fixed  for  all  adult  burials  within  seasonal  period, 
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which  charge  is  to  include  the  use  of  lowering  device  and  green  mat  and 
to  be  used  in  all  adult  burials. 

On  September  16,  report  was  received  that  the  Federal  Communications 
Commission  had  granted  a  permit  to  operate  a  police  radio  station  under 
the  call  letters  WIXHY  and  that  the  work  of  manufacturing  the  radio 
apparatus  was  being  undertaken  and  it  was  expected  that  the  installation 
would  be  completed  and  the  station  in  operation  about  October. 

On  September  16,  voted  that  the  General  Manager  cause  the  national 
flag  to  be  displayed  daily  at  Highland  Cemetery. 

On  September  22,  voted  on  notice  of  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Division  of  Outdoor  Advertising,  on  application  of  John  Donnelly  &  Sons 
for  permits  to  erect  eight  billboards  in  Norwood,  that  the  Clerk  notify  the 
Director  of  Division  that  the  Selectmen  object  to  the  grant  of  the  permits 
for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  That  signs  in  the  proposed  locations  would  be  in  violation  of  the  Zoning 
By-Law  of  the  town  with  respect  to  set-back  distance. 

2.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Selectmen  traffic  hazards  would  result  from 
the  maintenance  of  the  proposed  signs,  namely,  at  the  intersection  of 
Everett  Street  and  the  present  Boston-Providence  Highway. 

On  September  29,  voted  with  respect  to  a  public  hearing  to  be  held  at 
Dedham  on  October  2,  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works,  that  the  Chairman,  General  Manager  and  Clerk  be  author¬ 
ized  to  attend  the  hearing  and  submit  as  a  Chapter  90  project  for  the  year 
1937  the  relocation  of  Pleasant  Street  from  the  Walpole-Norwood  line 
easterly  as  laid  out  by  the  County  Commissioners  under  a  recent  relocation 
order,  and  that  the  town  be  extended  the  privilege  of  submitting  for  con¬ 
sideration  at  an  early  date  the  question  of  the  extension  of  Nahatan  Street 
when  it  may  appear  that  the  Planning  Board  and  Selectmen  are  in  agree¬ 
ment  as  to  the  definite  location  of  the  layout  of  such  extension.  On 
October  6,  report  was  made  of  presentation  of  these  matters  at  the  hearing. 

On  October  20,  upon  request  of  the  Pastor  of  St.  Peter’s  Church  on  St. 
Joseph  Avenue,  for  relief  as  to  traffic  conditions,  arising  by  reason  of  St. 
Joseph  Avenue  being  a  dead  end  street,  which  relief  in  his  opinion  could 
be  accomplished  by  constructing  a  so-called  “turn-around”  at  the  end  of 
the  Avenue,  voted  approval  of  the  proposal  with  a  cost  of  construction  of 
approximately  $415.00,  provided  a  release  of  necessary  land  could  be 
secured  from  Bird  &  Son,  inc.  and  further  voted  that  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission  be  requested  to  transfer  said  amount  from  the  reserve  fund. 

On  October  20,  voted,  that  the  State  Department  of  Health  be  requested 
to  advise  the  Selectmen  with  reference  to  the  location  of  cesspools  on  land 
in  Westwood  in  the  vicinity  of  Buckmaster  Pond  with  respect  to  the  effect 
on  the  water  supply  of  the  town  obtained  from  said  Pond. 

On  October  27,  General  Manager  authorized  to  proceed  with  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  sidewalk  on  the  westerly  side  of  Washington  Street  from 
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Hoyle  Street  to  Walnut  Avenue,  the  same  to  be  granolithic  concrete  and 
installed  without  assessment  on  owners  of  abutting  property. 

On  October  31,  the  town  bounds  between  Norwood  and  Walpole  were 
perambulated. 

On  November  4,  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  reported  the  result  of  a  con¬ 
ference  with  Chief  Engineer  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health 
relative  to  the  situation  which  had  developed  with  respect  to  the  proposed 
disposal  of  sewage  from  certain  house  lots  adjacent  to  Buckmaster  Pond. 
On  November  10,  the  Clerk  further  reported  to  the  effect  that  the  assurance 
of  the  State  Department  of  Health  through  said  Chief  Engineer  had  been 
given,  that  the  situation  with  respect  to  developments  in  the  area  in  ques¬ 
tion  will  have  the  attention  of  the  Department  and  that  tests  would  be 
made  but  in  his  opinion  until  it  is  proved  that  the  contents  of  cesspools 
and  other  receptacles  do  escape  into  the  waters  of  the  Pond  and  its  tribu¬ 
taries  no  action  would  be  taken  with  respect  to  the  inforcement  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Department  relative  to  the  watershed  of  Buck- 
master  Pond.  The  report  further  set  forth  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  de¬ 
partment  the  development  of  land  on  the  watershed  of  a  public  water 
supply  for  residential  purposes  must  inevitably  result  in  danger  of  pollu¬ 
tion  of  the  supply,  and  that  if  cesspools,  septic  tanks  or  other  works  for 
the  disposal  of  human  excrement,  sewage  or  other  polluted  matter  of  those 
residing  on  the  watershed  of  Buckmaster  Pond  are  located  as  proposed 
violations  of  the  rules  and  regulations  may  occur  and  those  responsible 
would  be  liable  for  prosecution. 

On  November  17,  notice  received  from  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works  by  letter  dated  October  23,  of  its  intention  to  remove  snow  from 
December  1,  1936  to  December  1,  1937  on  automobile  Route  1  from  the 
Walpole  line  to  the  Westwood  line,  four  miles,  and  on  Route  1A  from 
Walpole  line  to  Westwood  line  in  two  sections. 

On  November  24,  report  received  that  permission  had  been  given  to 
make  use  of  property  of  W.  Cameron  Forbes,  known  as  the  Gay  Farm,  for 
a  proposed  skating  pool  for  the  coming  winter  season,  and  voted  to  request 
the  Finance  Commission  to  give  favorable  consideration  to  a  transfer  of 
$350.00  from  the  reserve  fund  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  necessary 
dikes  which  would  permit  the  maintenance  of  a  temporary  public  play¬ 
ground  in  this  area  in  the  form  of  a  skating  pool.  On  December  1,  notified 
that  the  Finance  Commission  had  voted  to  make  the  transfer  requested, 
and  General  Manager  reported  the  work  would  be  undertaken  immediately 
and  should  be  completed  in  five  or  six  days. 

On  December  1,  on  petition,  a  joint  relocation  order  was  granted  to  the 
New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  of  Massachusetts  and 
the  town  of  Norwood,  Municipal  Light  Department,  with  respect  to  the 
erection  and  maintenance  of  a  pole  on  Monroe  Street  northerly  from 
Naha  tan  Street. 

On  December  1,  approved  recommendation  of  General  Manager  with 
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respect  to  construction  of  a  drainage  system  in  Fisher  property  through 
to  Neponset  Street,  also  on  Nahatan  Street  about  one  hundred  feet  south 
east  from  North  Avenue  westerly. 

On  December  1,  voted,  following  petition  received  from  residents  of 
Howard  Street  and  Morse  Avenue,  that  the  regulations  as  adopted  Febru¬ 
ary  4,  1936,  designating  certain  places  as  available  for  coasting  be  amended 
by  striking  out  Howard  Street,  and  that  the  General  Manager  ascertain 
as  to  the  possibility  of  providing  a  coasting  place  in  Page’s  Field,  and  on 
December  8,  such  amendment  formally  adopted  and  the  coasting  regula¬ 
tions  further  amended  by  adding  thereto  that  portion  of  Myrtle  Street 
extending  from  Prospect  Street  generally  easterly  a  distance  of  five  hun¬ 
dred  1500)  feet. 

On  March  31,  a  conference  was  held  with  the  Planning  Board  at  which 
certain  recommendations  were  presented  in  the  nature  of  projects  forming 
a  program  for  immediate  action  by  the  town  some  of  which  were  withdrawn 
by  the  Planning  Board  through  notification  thereof  on  May  28.  There¬ 
after,  namely  on  September  16,  the  Planning  Board  submitted  its  recom¬ 
mendations  through  Chairman  Mahoney  for  certain  specific  projects  in 
the  form  of  a  six  year  program  and  at  the  same  time  General  Manager 
Kendrick  submitted  a  list  of  recommended  projects.  Thereupon,  it  was 
voted,  that  a  committee  of  four,  consisting  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Select¬ 
men,  the  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  the  General  Manager  and 
Clerk  Pendergast  be  appointed  to  consider  these  suggestions  and  to  submit 
recommendations  at  a  future  conference  of  the  Planning  Board  and  Select¬ 
men. 

On  September  29,  this  special  committee  on  six  year  program  submitted 
a  schedule  of  items  for  consideration,  the  same  not  being  arranged  in 
priority,  but  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee  should  have  con¬ 
sideration. 

On  October  13,  a  conference  was  held  with  the  Planning  Board  on  a 
tentative  six  year  program  of  projects  to  be  reported  to  the  State  Planning 
Board  and  at  which  the  report  of  the  special  committee  was  considered. 
Following  discussion  it  was  voted  to  approve  the  following  items  eliminat¬ 
ing  all  order  of  priority,  namely, 

Request  of  Bird  &  Son,  inc.  for  abandonment  of  a  portion  of  Morse 
Street  and  the  construction  of  substitute  ways. 

Enlargement  of  water  supply  system  including  enlargement  of  water 
storage  system  and  distribution  system. 

Trunk  line  sewer:  Construction  of  additional  trunk  line  sewer  from 
Metropolitan  sewer  to  Lenox  Street. 

Permanent  surfacing  or  other  construction  of  storm  or  surface  drainage 
sewer  from  Pleasant  Street  to  the  Neponset  River. 

Nahatan  Street  Extension  through  to  Neponset  Street  crossing  State 
Highway,  Route  1,  at  a  point  north  of  East  Cross  Street. 
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Pleasant  Street  resurfacing  and  construction  of  the  relocated  portion  from 
the  Walpole-Norwood  town  line  to  Sunset  Avenue. 

Acquisition  of  additional  land  for  cemetery  purposes. 

Development  and  improvement  of  playgrounds  and  acquisition  of  addi¬ 
tional  land  for  playground  purposes,  namely,  Development  and  Im¬ 
provement,  White  Mike’s  Field;  Acquisition  of  Land,  Hawes  Brook 
Swimming  Pool. 

Establishment  of  lines  for  widening  of  Lenox  Street  from  Railroad  Avenue 
to  Cross  Street. 

Construction  of  way  from  Walpole  Street  to  Nichols  Street  near  junction 
of  Endicott  Street  and  Walpole  Street. 

Construction  of  West  Border  Road,  Dean  Street  to  Nahatan  Street. 
Washington  Street  Resurfacing  from  Dean  Street  to  Walpole  line. 
Washington  Street  Resurfacing  from  Westwood-Norwood  line  to  Upland 
Road. 

Construction  of  new  way  from  Westover  Parkway  to  Winter  Street. 
Municipal  Garage. 

December  8,  voted  to  offer  to  Leonard  C.  Fisher  the  following  counter 
proposal  to  his  request  for  installation  of  additional  drainage  in  his  prop¬ 
erty,  namely,  that  if  he  will  release  to  the  town  an  easement  in  the  two 
proposed  additional  drainage  projects  without  further  cost  and  will  furnish 
the  pipe,  the  cost  of  which  is  estimated  at  $150.00  and  will  accept  the 
award  of  $150.00  already  made,  the  town  will  install  the  pipes  and  furnish 
the  labor  necessary  to  complete  the  work. 

On  December  15,  General  Manager  reported  that  the  skating  pool  at 
Forbes  property  had  been  completed. 

Weekly  grants  of  funds  for  soldiers’  relief  as  submitted  by  Soldiers’ 
Relief  Agent  Pendergast  were  approved. 

Deeds  for  lots  in  Highland  Cemetery  as  presented  from  time  to  time  on 
sales  made  approved  and  acknowledged  for  delivery. 

From  time  to  time  during  the  year  jurors  for  service  in  the  Superior 
Court  for  Norfolk  County  were  drawn  in  the  manner  required  by  law. 

Consideration  was  given  to  estimates  submitted  by  the  General  Manager 
and  others  of  appropriations  required  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of 
the  town  for  the  year  1936. 

Reports  were  received  from  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  from  time  to 
time  as  to  the  number  of  cases  aided. 

Town  meetings,  both  annual  and  special,  were  called  by  appropriate 
warrants  as  submitted  by  the  Clerk  and  containing  articles  as  to  which 
town  action  was  sought  or  was  required. 

Conclusion 

As  was  stated  in  the  annual  report  for  1935,  it  is  intended  through  the 
foregoing  set  up  to  acquaint  the  citizens  in  reasonable  detail  with  the 
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various  activities  of  the  Selectmen  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  during 
the  year  1936,  and  which  were  not  of  a  merely  routine  character. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  all  other  officials  and  to  employees  and  to 
citizens  of  the  town  generally  for  the  consideration  and  cooperation  ex¬ 
tended.

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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  MANAGER 

The  Selectmen 

Charles  F.  Holman,  Chairman 
Norwood,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sirs: 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  General  Manager  for  the  year  1936. 

As  in  former  years,  since  the  institution  of  the  Federal  Relief  Agencies, 
I  am  attaching  a  statement  of  the  various  projects  carried  on  under  the 
existing  agency  showing  the  value  of  labor  financed  by  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  and  the  value  of  materials  and  equipment  rentals  financed  by  the 
Town  of  Norwood.  The  decrease  from  the  1934  and  1935  figures  in  the 
amount  of  labor  money  received  in  1936  was  due  to  a  mandatory  reduction 
during  the  year  from  three  hundred  and  four  (304)  to  one  hundred  and 
sixty-seven  (167)  in  our  quota  of  employees  on  these  relief  projects.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  no  further  reductions  are  ordered  during  1937  as  such 
reductions  are  reflected  immediately  in  an  increased  welfare  load. 

I  am  submitting  attached  the  reports  of  the  several  Superintendents 
which  cover  in  detail  the  operation  of  these  departments  during  the  past 
year.  I  wish  to  refer  in  my  report  to  those  items  or  facts  in  these  depart¬ 
mental  reports  which  are  of  importance  and  worthy  of  special  comment. 

Purchasing  Department 

The  volume  of  the  purchases  handled  in  1936  was  larger  than  in  any 
previous  year.  The  increase  over  the  1933  volume  was  approximately 
one  hundred  per  cent,  and  over  the  1935  volume  eighty-five  thousand 
dollars  ($85,000)  or  approximately  twenty-five  per  cent.  The  increase 
in  1936  represents  in  large  measure  the  school  purchases  from  April  until 
the  end  of  the  year.  These  school  purchases  had  previously  been  handled 
by  the  School  Department  under  an  arrangement  made  in  1929  between 
the  former  General  Manager  and  the  former  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  Charter  specifies,  however,  that  the  General  Manager  shall  pur¬ 
chase  all  supplies  for  every  department  of  the  town.  This  obligation  or 
duty  has  therefore  been  assumed  by  this  department.  Although  this  has 
considerably  increased  the  volume  of  work,  no  addition  has  been  made  to 
the  personnel  of  this  department. 

Public  Works  Department 

The  largest  and  most  important  construction  job  undertaken  by  the 
Highway  Department  was  the  reconstruction  and  resurfacing  of  Wash¬ 
ington  Street  from  Dean  Street  to  Guild  Street.  The  car  tracks  were 
removed,  granite  curbing  installed  where  advisable,  and  the  street  resur¬ 
faced  with  bituminous  concrete.  The  result  has  been  most  satisfactory 
and,  from  the  favorable  comments  received  from  many  of  the  citizens,  it 
is  evident  that  the  residents  of  this  section  appreciate  this  improvement. 
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This  project  was  financed  in  part  by  the  State  under  Chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws. 

The  construction  of  the  Iron  Removal  Plant  at  the  Ellis  Avenue  Water 
Pumping  Station  was  started,  as  anticipated,  in  January  and  was  com¬ 
pleted,  with  the  exception  of  the  installation  of  the  pumping  equipment, 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is  expected  that  this  new  plant  will  be  placed 
in  operation  the  latter  part  of  January  of  this  year.  This  project  was 
carried  on  with  the  cooperation  and  financial  assistance  of  the  Public 
Works  Administration.  The  function  of  this  new  plant  is  to  decrease 
the  iron  content  of  the  water  from  this  well  field. 

In  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  Water  Department,  I  wish  to 
point  out  that  the  amount  of  water  pumped  in  1936  increased  approximately 
ten  per  cent  over  1935.  This  increase  has  been  gradual  each  year  and  will 
require  in  the  very  near  future  an  expansion  of  our  well  field  and  additional 
storage  capacity. 

Municipal  Light  Department 

The  most  important  fact  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Municipal  Light  Department  is  the  stated  increase  in  the  business  of  the 
department.  This  is  indicated  by  the  increase  over  1935  in  purchased 
energy  of  eight  hundred  and  four  thousand  (804,000)  kilowatt  hours. 
This  is  the  largest  yearly  increase  since  1920  and  is  approximately  eight 
and  one  half  per  cent  (8|%)  higher  than  1935. 

I  wish  to  repeat  what  I  have  stated  verbally  several  times  during  the 
past  year,  that  the  installation  of  the  carrier  current  control  equipment 
permits  connecting  street  lights  to  the  regular  distribution  circuits  and 
obviates  the  necessity  of  extending  existing  or  installing  new  street  lighting 
circuits,  that  this  method  of  providing  energy  for  the  street  lights  effects 
a  considerable  saving  to  the  department,  and  that  the  saving  so  effected 
on  the  installation  of  the  new  street  lights  on  Nahatan  Street  between 
Lenox  and  Monroe  Streets  alone,  offset  the  expense  of  the  purchase  and 
installation  of  this  equipment. 

In  my  report  for  1935  I  made  reference  to  a  rate  reduction  which  would 
be  put  into  effect  in  1936.  Early  in  the  year  the  services  of  a  rate  engineer 
were  engaged  to  make  a  study,  report,  and  recommendations  on  this  new 
schedule  of  rates.  After  his  report  was  submitted,  your  Board  thought  it 
advisable  to  appoint  a  committee  of  citizens  to  study  this  report  and  offer 
recommendations  to  you  for  your  consideration.  Such  a  committee  was 
appointed  consisting  of  Charles  E.  Houghton,  Chairman,  Francis  W.  Smith, 
Clerk,  Charles  W.  Conrad,  John  E.  Folan,  Henry  Crosby,  Anthony  C. 
DeRoma,  and  as  ex-officio  members,  Chairman  of  the  Selectmen,  Harry  B. 
Butters,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  James  E.  Pendergast  and  the  writer. 
After  many  meetings,  conferences  with  the  rate  engineer,  and  discussion 
of  the  original  and  supplementary  reports  of  the  rate  engineer,  this  com¬ 
mittee  recommended  the  adoption  of  the  new  so-called  step-rates  for  the 
Municipal  Light  Department.  This  recommendation  was  accepted  and 
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your  Board  in  December  adopted  these  new  rates  which  will  become 
effective  March  1,  1937.  I  have  mentioned  this  committee  by  name  in 
this  report  as  I  wish  publicly  to  acknowledge  to  them  my  appreciation  for 
the  time,  study,  and  thought  that  they  have  given  to  this  problem. 

The  new  Central  Fire  Alarm  Office  was  recommended  in  1930  by  the 
New  England  Insurance  Exchange  in  a  report  which  they  made  at  the 
time.  We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  assistance  of  the  Federal  Gov¬ 
ernment  through  the  Public  Works  Administration  in  financing  this  project. 
When  this  is  completed  the  latter  part  of  January,  it  will  replace  the 
original,  primitive,  obsolete  system  now  located  at  the  Central  Fire  Station. 

Recreation  Department 

The  Advisory  Committee  on  Playgrounds,  for  the  second  successive 
year,  recommended  John  Donovan  as  Playground  Supervisor  and  he  was 
appointed  to  this  position  for  the  1936  season. 

At  the  time  of  this  appointment,  Mr.  Donovan  had  completed  a  suc¬ 
cessful  recreational  program  as  director  of  the  National  Youth  Adminis¬ 
tration  Recreational  Activities.  The  wages  of  the  instructors  on  this 
program  were  financed  by  the  National  Youth  Administration.  The 
School  Committee  cooperated  by  permitting  the  use  of  the  Junior  High 
School  Gymnasium  and  the  Balch  School  Auditorium.  Without  the 
assistance  of  the  National  Youth  Administration  and  the  cooperation  of 
the  School  Committee,  this  recreational  program  would  not  have  been 
possible.  The  large  attendance  of  both  participants  and  spectators  at 
the  various  activities  indicated  clearly,  in  my  opinion,  the  need  of  and 
general  interest  in  some  form  of  recreational  program  for  the  winter 
season. 

The  usual  program  of  supervised  play  was  carried  on  during  the  summer 
months  under  the  direction  of  Supervisor  John  Donovan.  The  new  Hawes 
Brook  Swimming  Pool  was  dedicated  in  August  and  replaced  the  Morse 
Pond  Pool  which  has  been  abandoned  as  unsatisfactory.  The  daily  at¬ 
tendance  at  this  pool  was  very  large  and  clearly  shows  that  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  swimming  pool  at  this  location  is  appreciated  by  the  residents  of 
this  section  of  the  Town  and  that  much  benefit  will  be  derived  from  this 
pool.  Incidentally,  this  pool  will  be  used  for  ice  skating  during  the  winter 
seasons. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  the  continued  active  interest  and  support  of  the 
Playground  Advisory  Committee  and  the  Women’s  Community  Com¬ 
mittee  in  recreation  and  leisure  time  activities. 

Police  Department 

The  following  changes  in  personnel  were  made  in  the  department  during 
the  year. 

Patrolman  Nicholas  P.  Curran  promoted  to  sergeant,  effective  January  16, 

1936. 

Patrolman  Patrick  J.  Coyne  promoted  to  sergeant,  effective  April  15,  1936. 
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Thomas  McNulty  appointed  regular  patrolman,  effective  April  15,  1936. 
William  Jankowski  appointed  regular  patrolman,  effective  April  15,  1936. 

These  promotions  and  appointments  brought  the  personnel  of  the  de¬ 
partment  to  the  same  level  as  existed  prior  to  the  retirement  of  Sergeant 
Walter  A.  Readel  on  November  1,  1933. 

In  April  a  contract  was  awarded  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a 
two  way  radio  for  this  department.  There  has  been  considerable  delay  in 
the  completion  of  this  work  but  I  expect  that  the  radio  will  be  placed  in 
operation  early  in  1937. 

Cemetery  Department 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  secured  a  continuation  from  the  Works 
Progress  Administration  of  the  project  providing  for  digging  over  new 
areas  to  make  them  suitable  for  burial  purposes.  Continuous  expansion 
of  the  cemetery  is  necessary  in  order  to  meet  the  demand  for  graves  and 
burial  lots. 

A  start  has  been  made  on  the  improvement  of  the  area  easterly  of  the 
main  entrance  and  northerly  of  the  Day  Memorial  Chapel,  which  im¬ 
provement  has  been  discussed  for  several  years.  This  work  is  being 
carried  out  as  a  W.  P.  A.  project  and  according  to  plans  prepared  by  Arthur 
A.  Shurcliff,  well  known  Boston  landscape  architect. 

Conclusion 

During  the  year  I  have  followed  and  adhered  to  the  policies  adopted 
by  your  Board.  The  departments  under  my  direct  supervision  have  op¬ 
erated  efficiently  and  economically  and  have  given  to  the  citizens  and 
taxpayers  the  highest  type  of  municipal  service.  This  would  not  have 
been  possible  without  the  continued  support  of  your  Board  and  the  ex¬ 
cellent  cooperation  shown  by  the  various  department  heads,  for  which 
I  extend  my  appreciation.

REPORT  OF  RECREATION  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Sir  : 

I  herein  submit  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  Playgrounds  for  the  season 
of  1936. 

The  following  playgrounds  were  open  for  supervised  recreation  from 
July  6  to  August  26,  1936:  Balch,  Callahan,  Civic,  Elks,  Endean,  High 
School,  Shattuck  and  White  Mikes. 

In  addition  the  new  swimming  pool  in  South  Norwood  was  open  for 
supervised  swimming  from  June  8  to  September  10,  1936.  The  daily 
average  attendance  at  these  various  centers  numbered  approximately 
twelve  hundred. 

A  weekly  meeting  for  instructors  was  held  on  Monday  mornings.  The 
instructing  personnel  was  composed  of  nine  men  and  seven  women.  In 
addition,  an  attendant  at  the  Civic  tennis  courts  was  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  this  department. 

Activities  were  arranged  at  each  playground  daily  so  that  every  child 
would  have  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  some  type  of  recreation. 

League  Competition 

Each  playground  sponsored  four  individual  boys’  baseball  teams,  com¬ 
prising  four  leagues:  Peewees,  age  eleven:  Midgets,  age  thirteen;  Juniors, 
age  fifteen;  Seniors,  age  sixteen  and  over. 

There  was  league  competition  for  girls  in  baseball,  volley  ball  and 
tenniquoit.  Each  type  of  sport  was  divided  into  two  divisions:  Seniors, 
over  14  years  of  age,  and  Juniors,  under  14  years  of  age. 

Ragweed  Campaign 

The  playground  children  entered  the  campaign  to  rid  the  Town  of  rag¬ 
weed.  Every  morning  they  spent  some  time  in  searching  for  the  weed. 
Large  piles  were  ready  for  the  town  trucks  which  collected  the  ragweed  on 
July  14,  1936. 

Features 

Socials 

The  Socials  which  were  inaugurated  in  the  summer  of  1935  were  con¬ 
tinued  in  1936.  Due  to  the  large  and  increasing  attendance  at  these  dances, 
the  Junior  High  Auditorium  was  used  instead  of  Social  Hall.  Five  socials 
were  held  on  successive  Monday  evenings.  The  average  attendance  was 
four  hundred  and  fifty  young  people  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  twenty. 
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New  Swimming  Pool 

The  new  swimming  pool  was  dedicated  on  Sunday,  August  23,  1936  with 
a  swimming  meet.  On  this  day  Mr.  Harry  B.  Butters,  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  spoke,  and  officially  dedicated  the  pool. 

Prizes  wTere  awarded  to  the  winners  at  the  meet  by  the  American  Red 
Cross  Association.  Also,  on  this  day,  certificates  were  awarded  by  the 
Red  Cross  to  those  who  successfully  passed  their  life  saving  examinations 
and  buttons  were  awarded  to  those  who  passed  the  examination  for  be¬ 
ginners  in  swimming. 

The  attendance  on  good  days  at  the  pool  reached  six  hundred.  The 
daily  average  attendance  was  three  hundred. 

Wonderland 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Salvation  Army  the  girls  and  the  smaller 
boys  of  the  playgrounds  were  able  to  enjoy  the  advantages  that  Wonder¬ 
land  Camp  at  Sharon  had  to  offer.  This  outing  was  conducted  on  July  24, 
1936. 

Old  Timers’  Day 

Champions  of  the  various  playgrounds  convened  at  the  Civic  Center 
on  Monday,  August  3,  1936  and  competed  for  the  town  championship  in 
Horseshoes,  Checkers,  Bicycle  Races,  Jackstones,  Hop  Scotch,  O’Leary 
and  Rope  Skipping. 

Parents’  Night 

Many  parents  turned  out  at  the  various  playgrounds  for  the  Annual 
Parents’  Night  Demonstration  which  was  held  in  the  evening  on  August  11, 
and  August  12.  In  addition  a  large  group  of  Town  officials  and  members 
of  the  Playground  Advisory  Committee  comprised  the  official  party  that 
visited  all  the  playgrounds.  August  11,  1936  was  assigned  as  Parents’ 
Night  on  the  north  side  of  the  Town  and  August  12,  1936  on  the  south  side. 

Baseball  Game 

On  August  18,  1936  the  boys  of  the  playgrounds  were  the  guests  of  the 
Boston  National  League  Team  at  their  field.  On  this  day  the  Boston 
Bees  played  the  Philadelphia  Phillies. 

Track  Meet 

On  August  19,  1936  a  town-wide  track  meet  was  held  at  the  Civic  Center. 
There  were  six  events  for  boys  and  five  events  for  girls. 

Paddle  Tennis  Tournament 

On  August  21,  1936  at  the  Civic  Center  a  Paddle  Tennis  Tournament 
was  held  with  the  champion  double  team  from  each  Playground  entered. 
There  were  four  different  classes  for  boys  and  girls.  Ribbons  were  awarded 
to  the  winners. 
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“Farewell  Night” 

The  playground  season  closed  on  Wednesday,  August  26,  1936,  with  a 
monster  parade  of  the  children  and  their  gaily  decorated  floats  led  by  the 
nationally  famous  Norwood  American  Legion  Band.  The  parade  pro¬ 
ceeded  through  the  business  district  of  the  town  to  the  Civic  Field,  where 
a  varied  program  of  entertainment  was  presented  by  the  children  to  the 
intense  satisfaction  of  all  those  present. 

After  the  entertainment  the  Balch  School  Playground  was  awarded 
the  cup  for  its  all-around  excellency  during  the  Playground  season. 

Following  the  awarding  of  the  cup,  many  of  those  present  visited  Social 
Hall  to  view  the  handiwork  on  display  there. 

Twilight  Baseball 

The  Playground  Twilight  League  was  composed  of  six  teams.  Each 
team  played  twice  a  week.  The  Indians,  winner  of  the  second  half,  were 
acclaimed  the  league  champions,  after  defeating  the  Shamrocks,  winner 
of  the  first  half,  by  taking  two  games  out  of  three. 

The  Old  Timers’  League  consisted  of  six  teams,  and  the  Elks  were  the 
winners  in  the  league  competition. 

Tennis 

A  large  number  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  of  playing  at  the 
Civic  Courts. 

The  High  School  Courts  were  not  available  during  the  summer  because 
of  construction  work  there. 

Six  tournaments  were  conducted  with  one  hundred  and  fifty  partici¬ 
pating  in  the  competition. 

Mr.  Paul  Grokoest  took  charge  of  the  various  tournaments  that  were 
conducted  during  the  season.  Mr.  Grokoest  was  also  in  charge  of  the 
Tennis  Club  dances  at  Social  Hall. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Grokoest  for  donating  his 
services  so  generously,  and  also  congratulate  him  on  the  most  successful 
tennis  season  that  he  conducted.

I  herein  submit  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  the  National  Youth  Recrea¬ 
tion  Movement  conducted  from  February  12  to  June  30,  1936. 

Six  men  and  six  women  were  employed  under  this  Recreation  Project. 

The  following  halls  were  used  during  the  winter  and  spring:  Junior 
High  Gym,  Social  Hall  and  the  Balch  School. 

Basket  Ball  Leagues 

Two  basket  ball  leagues  were  started  for  men  between  the  ages  of  16  and 
25  with  six  teams  in  each  league.  Only  young  men  who  were  not  in  High 
School  were  allowed  to  participate.  All  teams  played  twice  a  week  from 
February  12,  1936  to  April  16,  1936. 

The  basket  ball  leagues  proved  to  be  very  popular  not  only  with  the 
young  men,  but  also  with  the  spectators,  numbering  at  times  three  hundred. 

The  gyms  were  also  utilized  for  boys  participating  in  tumbling. 

Girls’  Recreation 

The  Balch  School  play  room  and  Social  Hall  were  used  for  girls’  recrea¬ 
tion.  The  former  was  used  on  Mondays  and  Wednesdays  and  the  latter 
on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  from  February  12  to  April  30,  1936. 

At  these  centers,  Ping  Pong,  Volley  Ball,  Dramatics,  Knitting,  Singing, 
Social  Dancing,  Quiet  games,  such  as  Monopoly  and  cards  were  enjoyed. 

A  fashion  show  prepared  by  the  girls  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Abbie 
J.  Spear,  who  generously  donated  her  services  not  only  for  this  show,  but 
also  to  instruct  with  knitting,  was  presented.  Other  features  were  amateur 
shows  presented  at  both  centers. 

Outdoor  Recreation 

Soft  Ball  Leagues 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  indoor  season,  Soft  Ball  Leagues  were  started 
for  men  and  women.  The  men’s  league  consisted  of  eight  teams  and  the 
young  women  had  a  league  of  six  teams.  Although  this  was  the  first 
attempt  at  soft  ball  in  Norwood,  it  proved  quite  popular.  The  leagues 
continued  from  May  4  to  June  30. 

Baseball  School 

A  baseball  school  for  boys  was  held  at  the  Civic  Center  every  Saturday 
morning  during  May  and  June.  The  boys  participating  were  able  to 
acquire  many  of  the  finer  points  of  the  game  at  these  sessions.

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  year  1936. 

Drains  construction  and  the  resurfacing  of  Washington  Street  con¬ 
stituted  the  greater  part  of  the  construction  program  for  the  Public  Works 
Department  during  1936.  All  of  this  construction  work,  together  with 
measurements  and  other  interesting  data,  is  listed  in  another  section  of 
this  report. 

W.  P.  A.  Projects  for  1936 

Moth  Control:  Thirty-five  acres  of  ground  were  covered  in  the  ex¬ 
termination  of  Brown  Tail  Moths. 

Nichols  Street  Drain:  A  drainage  system  consisting  of  24,  18  and  15" 
reinforced  concrete  pipe  with  6  manholes  and  10  catchbasins  was  built 
on  Nichols  Street  from  Westover  to  the  traffic  circle  at  the  Senior  High 
School.  A  distance  of  3100  lineal  feet. 

Pleasant  Street  Widening:  This  project  which  was  started  in  1935 
was  extended  this  year  from  Sumner  Street  to  Water  Street.  This  work 
consisted  of  relining  stone  walls,  re-location  of  telephone  poles  and  re¬ 
moving  sidehills  and  filling  with  loose  gravel. 

Tennis  Courts  at  the  High  School:  Two  courts  were  resurfaced. 

Swimming  Pool:  The  swimming  pool  in  the  south  end  of  the  town  has 
been  completed  with  the  exception  of  loaming  the  area  adjacent  to  the 
pool  and  the  construction  of  the  necessary  sanitary  buildings. 

Westover  Development:  The  drainage  system  has  been  completed 
and  the  second  bridge  constructed.  The  graveling  of  the  roadways  is 
all  that  is  necessary  to  open  up  this  development. 


Granolithic  Sidewalks:  Following  is  a  fist  of  granolithic  sidewalks 
that  were  constructed  as  a  W.  P.  A.  project.

Highway  Department 

Much  work  was  done  on  the  maintenance  of  concrete  sidewalks.  Many 
sidewalks  were  found  in  a  dangerous  condition,  the  roots  of  trees  having 
worked  under  the  walk  and  lifted  slabs.  These  slabs  were  removed  and 
replaced  with  new  concrete. 

All  branches  of  highway  maintenance  were  carried  on  successfully 
through  out  the  year  and  kept  within  the  appropriation.

Highway  Construction 
Washington  Street  Resurfacing 

The  resurfacing  of  Washington  Street  from  Dean  Street  to  Guild  Street 
was  started  on  May  5th  and  completed  November  16th.  Previous  to 
the  actual  street  construction  42  water  services  were  renewed,  from  the 
main  to  the  property  line.  The  Norwood  Gas  Company  also  made  neces¬ 
sary  renewals  to  their  service  lines  and  mains.  This  primary  work  should 
help  the  department  from  disturbing  the  new  surface  for  some  time  to

come.  Car  tracks  and  paving  blocks  were  removed  along  the  entire  road¬ 
way  adding  approximately  12  feet  to  the  width  of  the  street.  A  change  in 
the  grade  of  the  new  street  from  Douglas  Avenue  southerly,  made  it 
necessary  to  construct  a  retaining  wall  for  about  220  feet.  This  wall 
was  built  of  field  stone  and  set  on  a  concrete  base.  2015/  of  granite  curb¬ 
ing  was  set.  866 r  of  the  foregoing  figure  was  set  under  Chapter  No.  464, 
state  work.  The  balance  1 149/  was  done  under  Chapter  No.  90,  the 
State  also  paying  a  proportion  of  the  cost.  The  surface  of  the  roadway, 
18,523  square  yards,  was  paved  with  bituminous  concrete.  This  type  of 
pavement  is  now  being  used  extensively  in  the  resurfacing  of  city  streets.

A  private  sewer  main  was  constructed  for  Dr.  Frederick  A.  Cleveland, 
off  Pleasant  Street.  112  feet  of  8  inch  vitrified  pipe. 

Drains  Department 

Storm  drains,  both  open  and  enclosed  were  at  all  times  kept  free  from 
any  accumulation  of  dirt  or  rubbish.  Catch  basins  and  pipe  lines  were 
cleaned  when  necessary. 

Drains  Construction 

Reinforced  concrete  pipe  was  used  extensively  for  drains  construction 
during  1936.  This  ranged  in  size  from  a  54"  pipe  weighing  3800  lbs.  per 
length  to  a  12"  pipe  weighing  386  lbs.  per  length. 

At  the  open  drain,  westerly  from  Pleasant  Street  a  culvert  five  feet 
by  seven  feet  was  constructed.  For  a  distance  of  162'  this  was  built  with 
sidewalls  of  paving  blocks  and  a  nine  inch  concrete  top.  This  was  con¬ 
tinued  for  497'  with  a  48"  reinforced  concrete  pipe  to  Hillside  Avenue, 
then  northerly  for  280'  with  54"  reinforced  pipe. 

On  page  55  is  a  list  of  other  drain  jobs  built  during  1936: 

Moth,  Forestry  and  Park  Departments 

The  usual  work  of  spraying  trees  and  the  extermination  of  moth  eggs 
was  carried  on  throughout  the  town.  Twelve  dead  trees  were  removed. 
Considerable  pruning,  shaping  and  the  removing  of  dangerous  branches 
was  done. 

The  various  parks  were  maintained  properly  and  mowed  whenever  it 
was  necessary.  The  slopes  adjacent  to  the  railroad  at  the  new  bridge  on 
Nahatan  Street  were  graded  and  seeded. 

Water  Department 

During  July  and  August  it  required  considerable  extra  pumping  to 
keep  the  water  pressure  up  to  the  normal  level.  A  general  survey  of  pipe 
lines  was  made  in  various  sections  of  the  town.  After  several  nights  on 
this  work  with  a  “geophone”,  a  leak  detecting  instrument,  several  leaks 
were  discovered.  These  were  repaired  immediately  and  conditions  came 
back  to  normal. 

One  of  these  leaks  mentioned  above,  was  on  Washington  Street  at  a 
service  leading  into  Grant’s  Store.  Here,  the  pipe  was  found  to  be  com¬ 
pletely  eaten  away  and  leaking  thousands  of  gallons  each  day.  The

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writer  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  trouble  was  caused  by  electrolosis,  possibly 
from  the  cable  of  the  Edison  Electric  Company. 

At  the  filter  bed  plant  at  Westwood  Station  the  concrete  walls  were 
patched  and  painted.  At  this  plant  the  beds  were  cleaned  whenever  it 
was  necessary  and  the  buildings  were  kept  in  good  condition.

Dear  Sir: 

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Municipal  Light  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1936. 

The  electric  energy  purchased  and  delivered  over  our  distribution 
system  is  steadily  increasing  as  shown  by  the  graphic  chart  included  in 
this  report.  The  increase  for  the  year  1936  was  804,000  kilowatt  hours, 
of  which  35,692  kilowatt  hours  was  used  for  street  lighting,  leaving  768,038 
kilowatt  hours  applicable  to  domestic,  commercial  and  industrial  cus¬ 
tomers.  The  total  increase  for  1935  was  418,400  kilowatt  hours.  The 
highest  monthly  demand  for  1936  was  2,345  kilowatts,  an  increase  demand 
of  105  kilowatts  over  the  year  1935.  Maximum  demand  for  the  year 
1936  occurred  between  5:50  and  6:10  p.  m.  December  23,  2,550  kilowatts. 

A  new  building  was  constructed  by  the  Arlington  Construction  Company 
under  a  P.  W.  A.  project  at  the  north  end  of  the  Station.  This  was  con¬ 
structed  to  house  a  new  Central  Fire  Alarm  Office.  One  of  the  reasons 
for  locating  this  building  at  the  Electric  Light  Station  is  that  the  main¬ 
tenance  and  operation  of  the  fire  alarm  system  is  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Light  Department. 

A  new  central  heating  plant,  fired  with  an  oil  burner,  has  been  installed 
in  the  Station  and  underground  connections  have  been  made  between  the 
Station  and  the  Stockroom.  Previous  to  this  we  had  two  heating  plants, 
one  in  the  Station  and  one  in  the  Stockroom,  neither  of  which  were  of 
sufficient  size  for  the  Station  and  Stockroom  heat  requirements.  The 
central  heating  plant  has  been  found  very  satisfactory.  It  gives  sufficient 
heat  to  the  stockroom,  also  the  garage  and  regulator  room,  which  formerly 
were  not  heated  and  also  takes  care  of  the  new  Central  Fire  Alarm  Office 
Building. 

The  installation  of  a  carrier-current  system  was  the  only  major  elec¬ 
trical  addition  made  at  the  Station  during  the  year.  This  system  consists 
of  a  high  frequency  motor  generator  set  with  necessary  controls  and  ap¬ 
paratus  to  transmit  480  and  720  cycle  current  over  our  feeders  to  relays 
which  turn  on  and  off  multiple  street  lights,  and  hot  water  heaters  of  the 
consumers  who  take  advantage  of  the  low  off-peak  rate  for  hot  water 
heating.  Relays  responsive  to  a  480  cycle  current  are  used  for  street 
lights,  and  relays  responsive  to  a  720  cycle  current  are  used  for  hot  water 
heaters. 

Six  units  of  combination  mercury  and  mazda  street  lighting  were  in¬ 
stalled  on  Nahatan  Street  between  Lenox  and  Monroe  Streets.  Each 
unit  contains  a  400  Watt  high-intensity  mercury  lamp  and  a  200  Watt 
mazda  lamp.  An  attractive  color  and  a  larger  volume  of  light  for  energy 
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consumed  are  features  of  these  units.  At  present,  the  mercury  lamps  are 
turned  off  at  1:00  A.  M.  leaving  the  200  Watt  mazda  lamp  burning  the 
remainder  of  the  night.  This  schedule  reduces  the  amount  of  electric 
energy  used  and  seems  to  give  adequate  lighting  throughout  the  night. 
A  considerable  saving  was  accomplished  in  this  installation  due  to  the 
carrier-current  control  previously  mentioned.  These  lighting  units 
operate  from  low  potential  110  volt  circuits  and  are  turned  on  and  off  by 
carrier-current  relays.  By  so  doing,  we  eliminated  the  expense  of  long 
runs  of  high  voltage  cables  which  would  have  been  necessary  if  these  lights 
were  operated  from  series  street  lighting  circuits.  Several  other  street 
lights  have  been  added  on  various  streets  in  the  town  at  a  similar  saving 
due  to  carrier-current  control. 

Early  this  spring,  part  of  our  No.  6  primary  circuit  feeding  Winslow 
Bros.  &  Smith  Tannery  was  placed  underground  from  the  Station  to  a 
point  opposite  Beacon  Street  on  Walpole  Street.  This  installation  has 
improved  the  operating  conditions  of  that  circuit  besides  eliminating  a 
considerable  amount  of  overhead  wires  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Town’s 
business  district. 

Due  to  the  steadily  increasing  load  on  our  secondary  distributions 
several  complaints  of  low  voltage  have  been  received  during  the  year. 
These  complaints  have  been  taken  care  of  in  a  satisfactory  manner  by 
increasing  the  size  of  the  lines  or  transformers  and  in  some  cases  both. 
The  policy  of  t  he  Department  in  advancing  the  service  has  been  continued, 
noticeably  the  extension  of  3-wire  secondaries  in  aerial  construction  where 
the  increase  in  the  load  has  seemed  to  warrant  the  same. 

A  new  F.  W.  D.  four  wheel  drive  line  truck  was  purchased  to  replace 
the  old  line  truck  which  the  Department  has  had  for  several  years  and 
which  was  a  used  truck  at  the  time  of  purchase.  This  new  unit  is  equipped 
with  material  and  equipment  at  all  times,  in  readiness  for  any  emergency, 
repair  or  construction  job.  Its  operation  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

Meter  and  Inspection  Division 

Three  hundred  and  nineteen  (319)  wiring  permits  were  issued.  In 
all  cases,  permits  are  not  issued  until  the  wiring  meets  the  specifications 
of  the  National  Electrical  Code.  Four  hundred  and  one  (401)  customers’ 
complaints  were  investigated  for  the  Billing  Department.  Other  duties 
taken  care  of  by  this  division  were  installing  of  meters,  disconnecting  and 
restoring  services,  voltage  tests  on  customers’  premises,  and  investigating 
of  customers’  service  interruptions.

Fire  Alarm,  Police  Signal  and  Traffic  Control 
The  Central  Fire  Alarm  Office  at  the  Municipal  Light  Plant  being  in¬ 
stalled  under  a  P.  W.  A.  project  is  nearing  completion.  By  February 
1937,  the  fire  alarm  system  will  be  working  through  the  new  office.  When 
the  final  cutover  is  made  from  the  old  equipment  at  the  Central  Fire 
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Station  to  the  new  office,  there  will  be  five  box  circuits  instead  of  three  as  at 
present.  The  new  central  office  equipment  was  built  and  installed  by 
the  Gamewell  Co.  of  Newton,  Mass.,  and  is  the  most  modem  apparatus 
made.  Other  than  replacing  the  whistle  machine  at  the  Winslow  Plant 
on  Endicott  Street,  and  the  renewal  of  wire  on  Lenox  Street,  there  has 
been  very  little  maintenance  and  no  additions  to  the  fire  alarm  circuits. 

The  Police  Signal  System  has  operated  very  satisfactorily;  the  majority 
of  the  trouble  calls  were  due  to  relay  adjustments  in  the  police  telephone 
boxes. 

A  new  timer  was  installed  the  first  part  of  the  year  on  the  Washington 
Street  Traffic  Signals.  Since  that  time,  we  have  had  no  trouble.  There 
have  been  only  two  service  calls  on  the  vehicle  actuated  traffic  signals. 

Again  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  you  and  the  various 
Town  Officials  for  the  cooperation  shown  this  Department,  and  also  to 
the  employees  of  this  Department  for  their  continued  support  and  loyalty.

I  submit  herein  the  annual  report  of  the  Cemetery  Department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1936. 

As  in  previous  years,  this  department  has  completed  the  usual  work, 
namely  that  of  interments,  maintenance,  construction,  foundations  and 
private  work. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  following  avenues  were  oiled  and  sanded: 
Main  Avenue,  Washington  Avenue,  Circle  Avenue,  Holy  Cross  Avenue, 
St.  Catherine  Avenue,  St.  Mary  Avenue,  St.  Paul  Avenue  and  St.  James 
Avenue. 

The  following  new  avenues  have  been  graveled  and  bound  with  heavy 
oil:  Bethany  Avenue,  Andrew  Avenue,  Angelus  Avenue  and  part  of 
Calvary  Avenue. 

Under  the  W.  P.  A.  Project  No.  4343  and  No.  11223,  sections  47  and  48 
were  dug  over  to  a  depth  of  from  four  to  five  feet  below  grade.  With  stone 
removed  from  these  sections,  the  walks  and  avenues  were  built.  This  work 
is  in  progress  and  will  be  carried  on  in  1937. 

Under  Project  No.  9572,  namely,  the  Garden  Plot,  work  in  preparation 
of  grading  the  same  for  park  purposes  and  beautification  of  cemetery 
grounds  has  been  done  by  W.  P.  A.  workers.  This  work  is  incompleted 
and  will  be  carried  on  in  1937. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-five  interments  and  five  removals  were  made 
during  the  year. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  town  officials  for  their  co¬ 
operation  and  interest  shown  this  department.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  MORRILL 
MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  submit  the 
following  report  for  the  year  1936. 

The  circulation  for  the  year  was  slightly  less  than  in  1935.  The  percent 
of  non-fiction  read  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  library,  a  most 
gratifying  situation.  Statistical  repbrts  do  not  show  the  use  of  magazines 
and  newspapers,  a  fine  collection  of  which  may  be  found  in  the  reading 
room. 

During  the  summer  months  the  Division  of  Public  Libraries  at  the 
State  House  offered,  to  the  young  people  throughout  the  state,  certificates 
for  reading  and  reviewing  good  books  taken  from  the  lists  as  complied  by 
the  Division.  A  certificate  of  honor  was  offered  for  reading  twenty  books 
of  which  five  were  non-fiction.  One  hundred  and  twenty-two  young 
people  joined  the  club  and  ten  received  honor  certificates.  The  award  of 
these  certificates  took  place  at  a  special  meeting  held  Saturday,  October  3, 
Mr.  John  J.  Cronan  of  Boston,  well  known  for  his  ability  as  a  story-teller, 
entertained  the  group. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Dedham  Public  Library  extended  an  invitation  to 
the  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  to  take  part  in  the  Tercen¬ 
tenary  celebration  of  the  founding  of  the  town.  The  invitation  was 
accepted  and  it  was  decided  to  exhibit  pictures  of  our  library  from  its 
beginning,  as  the  Jabez  Chickering  church  library  down  to  the  present 
Morrill  Memorial  Library.  The  pictures,  eight  in  number,  giving  both 
exterior  and  interior  views,  are  considered  very  fine. 

In  order  to  assist  the  teachers  in  reading  for  a  course  of  instruction, 
given  in  Norwood,  the  library  acted  as  a  clearing  house,  with  books  from 
Harvard  and  Boston  Universities  supplemented  by  professional  books 
from  school  and  private  libraries.  This  collection  was  placed  at  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  all  teachers  in  public  schools. 

The  general  condition  of  the  library  building  has  been  good  throughout 
the  year.  Few  minor  repairs  were  needed. 

Gifts  of  books,  magazines,  newspapers,  pamphlets  and  flowers  have 
been  received  and  gratefully  acknowledged. 

At  the  election  held  in  January  1936,  Miss  Mary  E.  Williams  and  Mr. 
Richard  D.  Northrop  were  re-elected  to  serve  for  three  years.

I  submit  herewith  in  summarized  form  the  twenty-eighth  annual  report 
of  the  conduct  of  the  Legal  Department  of  the  town  and  covering  its 
activities  for  the  year  1936. 

As  in  past  years  the  principal  service  has  been  of  an  advisory  character 
in  many  instances  through  written  opinions  furnished  to  the  following 
departments  and  officials,  namely,  Selectmen,  School  Committee,  Town 
Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  Finance  Commission,  Board  of  Health, 
Board  of  Assessors,  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  Planning  Board,  General 
Manager,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  Registrars  of  Voters  and  Inspector 
of  Buildings. 

In  addition  service  was  rendered  as  requested  or  as  voluntarily  under¬ 
taken,  when  it  seemed  advisable,  in  the  form  of  attendance  at  hearings 
and  conferences  and  views  taken,  drafting  and  revising  various  instru¬ 
ments  and  court  activities. 

As  appears  from  the  itemization  which  follows,  the  service  rendered  as 
in  the  past  years  dealt  with  a  variety  of  essential  problems  and  questions 
and  covered  a  wide  field  of  municipal  activities.  A  detailed  account  of 
the  service,  arranged  chronologically  in  departmental  order,  has  been 
prepared  and  placed  in  the  files  and  is  available  for  reference  purposes. 

Litigation  and  Claims 

Charles  P.  Pond,  et  al  vs.  Norwood  (Flora  M.  Pond,  executrix). 

Flora  Pond,  et  al  vs.  Norwood:  The  status  of  these  cases  with  respect 
to  disposition,  by  trial  or  otherwise,  remains  as  stated  in  report  for  the 
year  1935.  Due  in  part  to  the  illness  and  death  of  Gladwin  M.  Nead, 
Esquire,  Attorney  for  the  principal  parties  petitioner  and  in  part  because 
the  cases  were  not  reached  for  trial,  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  negotiate 
with  respect  to  a  possible  compromise  settlement  of  the  cases  without 
trial  although  the  Selectmen  have  indicated  a  willingness  to  give  con¬ 
sideration  to  the  situation  whenever  it  seems  desirable  to  this  Depart¬ 
ment  that  negotiations  should  be  undertaken. 

Norwood  vs.  Medway:  This  was  a  suit  brought  in  the  Superior  Court 
for  Norfolk  County  and  entered  on  the  first  Monday  of  February  1936, 
in  behalf  of  the  town  against  the  town  of  Medway,  for  reimbursement  for 
relief  furnished  to  persons  alleged  to  have  settlements  in  Medway.  A 
settlement  was  reached  while  the  case  was  pending  for  trial  based  upon 
which  a  judgment  was  entered  for  the  town  of  Norwood  in  the  sum  of 
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$1,400.00  without  costs  on  July  9,  1936  and  which  judgment  was  satisfied 
by  the  payment  of  that  amount. 

Norwood  vs.  Braintree:  Mention  was  made  in  the  report  for  last  year 
of  the  pendency  of  a  claim  against  the  town  of  Braintree  in  a  substantial 
amount.  On  this  claim  suit  was  brought  by  writ  issuing  out  of  the  Superior 
Court  for  Norfolk  County  on  February  11,  1936  and  returnable  in  that 
Court  on  March  2,  1936  to  recover  the  amount  paid  to  the  Norwood 
Hospital  for  hospital  care  of  an  accident  patient  having  a  settlement  in 
the  town  of  Braintree.  Suit  was  brought  only  after  attempts  to  secure  a 
settlement  of  the  claim  had  failed.  While  the  case  was  pending  for  trial 
negotations  were  renewed  with  the  result  that  an  agreement  for  settle¬ 
ment  was  reached  for  the  payment  of  the  entire  amount  claimed  to  be  due 
and  judgment  was  entered  on  October  20,  1936  in  favor  of  Norwood  in 
the  sum  of  $897.00  damages  and  $6.75  costs  upon  which  execution  issued 
and  which  was  satisfied  by  payment  of  the  amount  due  with  interest  by 
the  town  of  Braintree  on  January  11,  1937. 

Norwood  vs.  Cambridge:  Suit  was  brought  against  the  City  of  Cam¬ 
bridge  by  a  writ  issuing  out  of  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  on 
June  29,  1936  arid  returnable  on  the  first  Monday  of  August  1936  to  re¬ 
cover  the  amount  of  the  claim  of  Norwood  for  aid  furnished  to  persons 
having  a  Cambridge  settlement.  While  this  action  was  pending  for  trial  a 
settlement  was  reached  by  the  terms  of  which  the  entire  amount  of  the 
claim  was  recognized  and  thereafter,  namely,  on  October  22,  1936  judg¬ 
ment  for  the  town  in  the  sum  of  $512.57,  without  costs  was  entered  and 
the  judgment  satisfied  by  payment. 

City  of  Boston  vs.  Norwood:  Suit  was  brought  by  Boston  against 
Norwood  by  a  writ  issuing  out  of  the  Superior  Court  for  Suffork  County 
on  December  15,  1936  and  returnable  on  the  first  day  of  March,  1937,  in 
an  action  of  contract.  While  the  declaration  in  the  case  will  not  be  filed 
until  the  return  day  yet  it  has  been  ascertained  that  the  suit  is  brought  to 
recover  on  claims  for  relief  furnished  to  various  persons  alleged  to  have 
Norwood  settlements  in  the  total  sum  of  $28,498.00.  It  is  the  belief  of 
this  department,  based  upon  information  received  from  the  Norwood 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  through  Agent  Latham,  and  from  preliminary 
information  received  from  the  officials  of  the  City  of  Boston,  as  to  the 
names  of  the  alleged  recipients  of  aid  and  the  alleged  periods  when  aid 
was  given,  that  a  majority  of  the  claims  are  outlawed  by  the  specific 
statutory  period  of  limitation  of  action  and  /or  that  such  alleged  recipients 
had  no  Norwood  settlement. 

Norwood  vs.  Westwood:  This  is  a  suit  brought  against  the  town  of 
Westwood  by  writ  which  issued  out  of  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk 
County  on  October  3,  1936,  to  recover  the  sum  of  $130.84  expended  by 
Norwood  for  temporary  aid  and  old  age  assistance  rendered  to  a  recipient 
claimed  to  have  had  a  settlement  in  Westwood  which  settlement,  in  ne¬ 
gotiations  for  payment  of  the  claim  prior  to  suit  brought,  was  disputed. 
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While  this  suit  was  pending  for  trial,  through  conferences  with  counsel, 
the  claim  was  recognized  and  settlement  of  the  same  with  interest  and 
costs  was  agreed  upon  and  payment  will  be  made  in  the  early  part  of  1937. 

Robert  T.  Barr,  et  al  vs.  Harry  A.  Shannon,  et  al:  This  was  a  bill  of 
complaint  in  equity  filed  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  on 
September  11,  1936  by  a  group  of  taxpayers  of  Norwood,  therein  named, 
against  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  Norwood  as  such  in  which 
the  complainants  prayed  that  the  respondent  members  of  the  Board  of 
Health  be  enjoined  and  restrained  from  expending  any  money  or  incurring 
any  obligation  under  the  terms  of  a  contract  with  Coleman  McDonough 
of  Canton  for  the  collection  and  removal  of  garbage  in  the  town  of  Norwood 
for  the  three  year  period  ending  August  31,  1939,  as  more  specifically  set 
forth  in  said  bill,  and  to  enjoin  and  restrain  the  Town  Treasurer,  made  a 
party  respondent  for  the  purpose,  from  expending  or  paying  any  money 
of  the  town  on  account  of  said  contract  and  that  the  acceptance  of  the 
bid  of  McDonough  be  declared  illegal  and  void  and  an  unlawful  exercise 
of  power  by  the  Board  of  Health.  McDonough  was  allowed  to  appear  as 
a  party  respondent  and  was  represented  by  counsel. 

Demurrers  and  answers  were  filed  in  behalf  of  the  respondent  members 
of  the  Board  of  Health  and  Town  Treasurer.  The  demurrers  were  heard 
supported  by  briefs  of  the  respective  parties  and  were  sustained  by  the 
Court  on  the  grounds  that  the  complainants  had  not  stated  such  a  case  as 
entitled  them  to  any  relief  in  equity  against  the  respondents  and  that  the 
general  charges  or  averments  as  to  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Health  in 
awarding  the  contract  to  McDonough  were  without  supporting  allegations 
of  fact  and  were,  therefore,  insufficient  to  sustain  the  bill  and  to  entitle 
the  complainants  to  any  relief  in  equity  against  said  respondents  or  any 
of  them.  Thereafter  on  motion,  a  final  decree  was  entered  on  November 
24,  1936,  ordering  the  bill  of  complaint  dismissed  with  costs  to  the  re¬ 
spondents. 

Norwood  vs.  Joseph  and  Chiara  Caspignaria:  As  stated  in  the  annual 
report  for  1934,  a  final  decree  was  entered  by  the  Court  in  this  case  con¬ 
taining  an  order  for  contribution  of  a  definite  weekly  sum  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Caspignaria  to  the  expense  of  the  town  for  the  hospital  care  of  a  minor 
son  so  long  as  the  town  was  under  such  expense.  By  reason  of  the  failure 
and  refusal  of  these  parties  to  make  such  payments  for  a  considerable 
period  and  after  persistent  attempts  to  secure  payment  of  the  arrearage 
had  proven  futile  it  became  necessary  to  file  in  the  Superior  Court  for 
Norfolk  County  a  petition  against  these  parties  for  attachment  for  con¬ 
tempt  which  was  granted  after  hearing  in  such  form  that  in  consequence, 
being  found  of  sufficient  ability,  the  parties  paid  the  arrearage  to  the  town 
in  the  amount  fixed  by  the  Court. 

Donahue  (Workmen’s  Compensation)  Claim:  On  or  about  December  8, 
1936,  Joseph  Donahue  filed  through  counsel  with  the  State  Department 
of  Industrial  Accidents  a  claim  under  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act 
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for  compensation  for  a  personal  injury  alleged  to  have  been  sustained  by 
him  in  July  1936  while  in  the  employ  of  the  town.  The  town  has  denied 
liability  and  the  case  is  pending  for  hearing  before  the  Industrial  Accident 
Board  subject  to  prospective  negotiations  for  disposition  of  the  claim 
otherwise. 

Town  of  Norwood  Petitioner:  On  August  8,  1936  a  petition  was  filed 
by  the  Town  Treasurer  in  behalf  of  the  town  through  this  department 
with  the  Land  Court  to  register  the  title,  secured  through  decree  for  the 
foreclosure  of  tax  liens,  to  land  with  building  thereon  on  Railroad  Avenue, 
known  as  the  Sullivan  property.  The  purpose  of  registration  is  to  make 
the  property  more  saleable  through  a  registered  title.  Sufficient  progress 
has  been  made  to  warrant  the  statement  that  the  title  will  be  registered 
in  the  near  future. 

Claims  for  reimbursement  for  relief  furnished  to  recipients  in  the  form 
of  public  assistance  or  mothers’  aid  or  old  age  assistance  who  were  settled 
in  other  municipalities  have  had  appropriate  attention  with  results  as 
follows:

There  was  pending  on  the  first  of  the  year  for  hearing  before  the  State 
Board  of  Tax  Appeals  the  petition  of  the  Plimpton  Press  for  the  review  of 
taxes  assessed  for  the  year  1934  on  its  real  property,  described  in  the 
petition,  following  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  grant 
the  abatement  requested  through  application  made  therefor.  In  the 
report  of  this  department  for  last  year  it  was  indicated  that  negotiations 
between  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  the  taxpayer  had  been  had  with  a 
view  to  dispose  of  the  appeal  without  a  hearing  and  that  the  hearing  was 
awaiting  the  outcome  of  such  negotiations.  An  agreement  between  the 
parties  was  reached  through  further  negotiations  and  the  appeal  of  the 
taxpayer  was  withdrawn  on  March  6,  1936 

Several  claims  against  the  town  referred  to  this  department  by  the 
Selectmen  either  through  Clerk  Pendergast  or  General  Manager  Kendrick 
had  attention  and  advice,  as  to  liability  with  respect  thereto,  was  given 
after  investigation.

The  Works  Progress  Administration  continued  in  its  operation  of 
various  projects  during  the  year,  thus  employing  many  men  and  women 
who  otherwise  would,  no  doubt,  become  dependent  on  the  Welfare  Board 
for  temporary  relief. 

Laws  have  been  established  by  the  Federal  Government,  and  adopted 
by  the  State  Legislature  by  amendments,  relating  to  Social  Security,  giving 
aid  to  certain  dependent  children.  These  laws  became  operative  Janu¬ 
ary  1,  1937  and  will  help  in  the  matter  of  financial  aid  to  the  Town.  This 
aid  to  Dependent  children  will  be  rendered  and  supervised  by  the  Board 
of  Public  Welfare. 

The  Welfare  expenditures  including  Old  Age  Assistance  for  1936 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  $79,264.25,  reimbursement  from  individuals, 
other  towns  and  cities  and  including  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  $19,154.74.  This  resulted  in  the  net  cost  to  the 
Town  for  Welfare  expenditures  of  $60,109.51.

Commencing  February  1,  1936  the  Federal  Government  reimbursed 
the  Town  on  behalf  of  the  Old  Age  Assistance  cases  residing  therein  fifty 
cents  on  the  dollar  up  to  the  amount  of  fifteen  (15)  dollars  a  month  per 
case.  This  money  has  been  received  and  was  available  for  immediate 
expenditure. 

On  September  1,  1936  Chapter  436  of  the  Acts  of  1936  amending  Chapter 
118A  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  relating  to  Assistance  to  Aged 
Citizens  became  operative.  It  is  now  necessary  for  a  person  to  be  a 
resident  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  for  only  five  years  out 
of  the  nine  immediately  preceding  the  date  of  application  instead  of  a 
twenty  years  continuous  residence  in  the  State.  A  person  must  live  in 
Massachusetts  continuously  for  twelve  months  previous  to  the  date  of 
application.  This  Act  also  increased  the  equity  that  an  applicant  can 
hold  in  the  property  upon  which  he  resides  from  $1,500  to  $2,000.  These 
changes  in  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Law  have  made  a  larger  number  of 
persons  eligible,  resulting  in  an  increased  number  of  cases  assumed  since 
October  1,  1936.

The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year  1936: 

At  the  regular  Board  of  Health  Meeting  held  February  6,  1936  Harry  A. 
Shannon  was  unanimously  chosen  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  for  the  en¬ 
suing  year. 

The  following  were  also  chosen:  Dr.  Francis  X.  Maguire,  Milk  In¬ 
spector,  John  A.  Shannon,  Agent  and  Plumbing  Inspector,  Dorothy  L. 
Bemis,  Clerk,  Nora  C.  Curran,  Public  Health  Nurse. 

The  Board  has  had  various  problems  to  solve  during  this  current  year, 
and  it  was  necessary  to  hold  a  number  of  special  meetings  to  discuss  these 
matters.  In  addition,  the  regular  monthly  meetings  were  also  held. 

The  Board  calls  your  attention  that  during  the  years  1933,  1934,  1935 
and  1936  there  have  been  no  cases  of  Diphtheria.  During  the  year  1936 
there  were  no  cases  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis,  and  Spinal  Meningitis.

The  Milk  Inspector,  Dr.  Francis  X.  Maguire,  submits  the  following 
report: 

During  the  year  1936  the  Health  Department,  Division  of  Milk  In¬ 
spection  issued  82  licenses  for  sale  of  Milk  and  Cream,  5  licenses  issued  for 
Pasteurizing  of  Milk. 

Dairies,  plants,  animals  and  equipment  have  been  inspected  regularly. 
Seventy  (70)  samples  of  milk  and  cream  were  examined  for  butter-fat, 
solids  and  keeping  qualities. 

Regular  tests  are  made  by  dealers  of  milk  supplied  to  them  by  producers. 
Milk  producers  anticipating  compulsory  pasteurizing  of  milk  have  in- 
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stalled  the  necessary  equipment.  Milk  dealers  and  producers  have  added 
new  equipment  and  methods  as  soon  as  they  are  found  beneficial  and 
practical. 

Our  milk  supply  meets  every  requirement  of  both  Town  and  State. 

The  Inspector  of  Plumbing,  John  A.  Shannon  reports  that  during  the 
year  1936  he  made  one  hundred  twenty-eight  (128)  inspections  in  the 
Town  of  Norwood. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year  1936: 

The  Norwood  Chest  Clinic  is  held  every  Thursday  night  at  5:00  P.  M. 
at  the  Board  of  Health  Rooms  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Walter  Griffin 
of  Sharon.  This  is  a  diagnostic  clinic  and  there  is  no  charge  to  any  patient. 
Dr.  Griffin  is  always  willing  to  examine  the  chest  and  give  advice. 

During  the  year  1936  there  were  13  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
reported.  Two  (2)  of  these  became  active  again  and  were  hospitalized, 
9  of  the  new  cases  reported  were  hospitalized,  while  2  remained  at  home. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Norwood  Lodge  of  Elks, 
the  Knights  of  Columbus,  and  the  First  Baptist  Church  for  their  contribu¬ 
tion  toward  the  summer  camp  fund.  Without  their  co-operation  we  would 
have  been  unable  to  send  one  of  our  children  to  camp.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION 

The  Finance  Commission  organized  for  the  year  1936  as  follows:  John  R. 
Russell,  Chairman;  Francis  C.  Foley,  Clerk  and  William  H.  Connor, 
member  of  the  Finance  Commission. 

The  Welfare  burden  showed  no  indication  of  a  decrease.  The  present 
availability  of  Federal  assistance  through  the  agency  of  the  Works  Progress 
Administration  with  the  uncertainty  as  to  the  continuance  of  such  relief 
made  it  seem  advisable  to  request  a  Reserve  Fund  appropriation  sufficient 
to  provide  the  material  costs  of  the  various  projects.  The  sum  of  $29,000 
was  appropriated  for  the  Reserve  Fund.  The  transfers  from  this  appro¬ 
priation  are  set  out  below. 

A  reduction  in  our  quota  of  men  eligible  for  employment  on  these  pro¬ 
jects  from  304  to  169  was  effected  by  the  Works  Progress  Administration 
in  May.  This  resulted  directly  in  an  increase  in  the  Welfare  case  load  and 
consequently  increased  expenditures  in  that  department. 

On  January  1,  1936  the  debt  amounted  to  $1,073,800.00  with  maturities 
in  1936  of  $177,100.00  and  borrowings  during  the  same  period  of  $69,000.00. 

During  the  year  the  Town  expended  the  sum  of  $22,414.32  to  meet  the 
material  cost  of  W.  P.  A.  projects.  For  this  expenditure  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Norwood  working  on  these  projects  received  in  wages  from  the

Change  of  Administration 

Reference  to  the  tabulation  of  personnel  changes  reveals  the  fact  that 
the  administration  of  three  of  our  key  positions  in  the  department  has  been 
reorganized.  The  election  of  Mr.  Lincoln  D.  Lynch,  our  Superintendent, 
who  for  two  years  has  served  the  town  as  submaster  of  the  Senior  High 
School  and  for  two  and  one-half  years  as  Principal  of  the  Junior  High  School, 
has  brought  to  the  office  one  who,  by  reason  of  his  intimate  contacts  with 
the  two  large  school  units  of  our  system,  as  well  as  an  acquaintance  with  the 
aims,  policies  and  methods  of  our  elementary  schools,  has  been  able  to 
maintain  a  continuity  of  policy  in  school  administration. 

Through  his  counsel,  it  has  been  possible  for  the  new  Principal  of  the 
Senior  High  School,  Mr.  Leighton  S.  Thompson,  to  administer  more  easily 
the  affairs  of  that  unit.  This  is  equally  true  of  the  situation  at  the  Junior 
High  School  wherein  Mr.  Robert  J.  Newbury,  the  new  Principal  has  been 
able  to  adjust  himself  to  the  school  and  its  needs  with  no  loss  to  the  effective¬ 
ness  of  its  administration. 

Mr.  Thompson  came  to  us  from  the  Principalship  of  the  Gardner, 
Massachusetts  High  School.  For  seventeen  years  he  has  been  a  successful 
high  school  Principal  in  the  towns  of  Foxboro,  Methuen  and  Gardner. 
Mr.  Thompson  has  already  won  a  place  in  the  esteem  of  pupils,  parents  and 
teachers.  Ever  alert  to  the  needs  and  possibilities  of  our  high  school,  he  is 
doing  an  excellent  piece  of  work. 
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Mr.  Robert  J.  Newbury,  who  came  to  us  from  the  Principalship  of  the 
Needham,  Massachusetts  Junior  High  School,  has  adjusted  himself  nicely 
into  the  Junior  High  School  staff  and  enjoys  the  administration  and  re¬ 
spect  of  his  fellow-workers,  pupils  and  parents.  Prior  to  his  coming  to 
Norwood,  Mr.  Newbury  for  eight  years  has  served  well  the  communities 
of  Needham,  Massachusetts  and  Essex,  Connecticut  as  a  Junior  High  and 
Elementary  School  Principal. 

Purchasing 

For  several  years  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  has  exercised  purchasing 
power  in  furnishing  the  schools  with  needed  equipment  and  services. 
Under  the  terms  of  the  Town  Charter,  excepting  textbooks,  all  purchasing 
must  be  done  by  the  General  Manager.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools 
reports  that  this  is  a  very  satisfactory  arrangement  for  the  reason  that 
money  can  be  saved  by  an  expert  purchasing  agent.  Less  of  the  Super¬ 
intendent’s  time  has  to  be  devoted  to  interviews  with  salesmen.  This 
allows  him  more  time  to  devote  to  the  real  business  of  the  schools,  improve¬ 
ment  of  instruction. 

Community  Services — Budget 

From  time  to  time,  the  School  Committee  is  called  upon  to  perform 
community  services,  some  of  which,  though  technically  not  of  an  edu¬ 
cational  nature,  can  be  performed  best  by  the  School  Department.  In 
most  instances,  this  involves  a  financial  burden  which  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment  must  carry,  and  which  must  reflect  itself  in  the  school  budget. 

To  mention  a  few  of  these  services:  The  several  school  halls  and  gym¬ 
nasiums  are  rented  for  the  use  of  townspeople,  and  always  at  a  figure 
which  is  much  smaller  than  one  which  would  represent  the  actual  cost  of 
operation  and  maintenance.  Frequently,  rooms  in  our  buildings  are 
offered  for  the  use  of  local  associations  interested  in  community  improve¬ 
ment  work,  such  as  the  Garden  Club.  Rooms  and  halls  are  used  for  ad¬ 
ministering  civil  service  examinations,  Parent-Teacher  Association  meet¬ 
ings,  and  the  like. 

The  wear  and  tear  upon  our  buildings  and  grounds  during  the  summer 
playground  season,  when  our  facilities  are  available  for  the  use  of  children, 
is  considerable  every  year.  Much  of  our  capital  equipment,  such  as  scenery 
used  in  plays,  cooking  laboratories  used  for  demonstrations,  pianos  in  re¬ 
citals  and  at  dances,  is  used  regularly  through  the  year  and  the  financial 
return  to  the  School  Department  for  the  use  of  these  things,  which  are 
being  worn  out,  is  inconsiderable. 

To  be  more  specific  and  to  illustrate,  the  rental  fee  for  the  Junior  High 
School  gymnasium  for  an  evening’s  use  from  7:30  to  10:30  is  $8.00.  Fre¬ 
quently,  on  a  cold  winter’s  evening,  the  School  Department  has  to  pay 
more  than  that  amount  for  the  oil  which  is  burned  to  provide  heat  for  the 
hall,  to  say  nothing  of  the  fact  that  the  chairs  which  have  to  be  moved 
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would  be  worn  out  long  before  enough  fees  were  collected  to  pay  for  them. 
So,  too,  with  the  stage  equipment,  and  general  wear  and  tear  upon  the 
property  which  is  constantly  depreciating. 

By  reason  of  the  state  law,  passed  in  June,  1936,  requiring  the  School 
Department  to  furnish  transportation  for  private  school  pupils,  we  are 
asking  the  Town  to  appropriate  a  sizable  sum  to  furnish  transportation  for 
the  children  of  St.  Catherine  School. 

The  Norwood  Woman’s  Community  Committee  has,  for  some  weeks, 
with  the  cooperation  of  the  School  Department,  sponsored  an  opportunity 
study  hour  for  pupils  in  the  Balch  district.  In  our  system  there  are  many 
pupils  who,  because  of  crowded  conditions  in  the  home,  lack  of  good 
reading  material  at  home,  or  other  equally  important  consideration,  need 
a  place  in  which  they  may  study  or  read  in  the  early  evening  hours. 

The  School  Committee  has  made  available  for  their  use  a  lighted  room 
in  the  Balch  School  and  for  some  time  evening  attendance  has  averaged 
approximately  thirty  pupils. 

Having  in  mind,  then,  the  fact  that  the  School  Committee,  in  asking  for 
a  rather  sizable  school  appropriation,  is  doing  with  that  money  what  could 
not  possibly  be  done  in  some  other  communities,  it  might  be  well  to  reflect 
upon  the  amount  and  quality  of  services  rendered  when  making  com¬ 
parisons. 

Improvement  of  Balch  School  Grounds 

The  children  who  attend  the  Balch  School  have  for  many  years  had  to 
cope  with  a  difficult  walk  and  grounds  condition.  Through  the  use  of 
W.  P.  A.  funds,  a  project,  partially  completed,  has  been  developed  to  grade, 
build  walks  and  drives,  and  to  improve  the  appearance  of  this  excellent 
piece  of  town  property. 

Improvement  of  Junior  High  School  Grounds 

Travel  and  walking  conditions  in  the  rear  of,  and  at  the  Winslow  Avenue 
entrance  to  the  Junior  High  School  building  have  for  some  time  been 
poor,  particularly  in  the  fall,  winter  and  early  spring  months.  The 
grounds  need  grading  for  adequate  drainage.  This  must  be  done  before 
walks  and  a  drive  are  built. 

Except  that  such  improvements  are  made,  the  mud  which  is  carried 
into  the  building  upon  the  footwear  of  children  will  be  a  constant  source 
of  unnecessary  dirt  and  dust  annoyance.  The  danger  resulting  from 
children  getting  wet  feet  is  a  health  hazard  of  some  proportion.  We  feel 
that  something  should  be  done  to  remedy  this  situation. 

W.  P.  A.  Nursery  Schols  and  N.  Y.  A.  Activities 

The  Federal  Government  has  adopted  a  policy  of  financial  retrenchment 
and  it  appears  that  such  a  policy  has  had  its  effect  upon  our  three  Nursery 
Schools.  It  has  been  impossible  to  establish  certification  for  any  teacher 
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to  continue  the  work  in  this  program  which  ended  last  June.  Immediate 
prospects  of  the  restoration  of  a  Nursery  School  program  are  not  bright. 
Although  it  has  cost  the  town  some  money  and,  for  all  that  the  Federal 
Government  bore  most  of  the  expense,  your  Committee  regrets  its  passing. 

Another  activity  sponsored  by  the  Federal  Government  and  supported 
in  part  by  school  appropriations  is  the  youth  play  activity  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  National  Youth  Administration.  Discontinued  in  April  of 
1936,  it  probably  will  be  resumed  early  in  1937.  In  such  a  case,  the 
facilities  of  the  Junior  High  and  the  Balch  Schools  will  be  used. 

Such  a  program  as  the  N.  Y.  A.  sponsors  is  designed  to  provide  worth¬ 
while  leisure-play  activities  for  young  men  during  the  early  evening  hours. 

Textbooks 

When  the  Committee  submitted  its  statement  of  budget  requirements 
for  1936,  there  was  one  matter  of  vital  concern  which  had  to  be  considered 
in  all  its  aspects,  that  of  textbook  purchases.  Our  Superintendent  of 
Schools  made  it  perfectly  clear  to  the  Committee  that  our  schools  needed 
more,  newer,  and  better,  textbooks.  On  the  other  hand,  he  pointed  out 
the  fact  that,  with  the  market  flooded,  as  it  were,  with  all  sorts  of  excellent 
textbook  materials,  considerable  time  would  be  needed  to  make  proper 
selections. 

There  has  been  going  on,  particularly  in  the  grades  from  I  to  IX,  course 
revisions  which  ultimately  will  insure  better  programs  of  study  in  our 
schools  and  course  requirements  will  then  be  satisfied  by,  among  other 
things,  textbooks  which  are  chosen  for  their  appropriateness.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  has,  as  a  result  of  these  considerations,  decided  to  ask  for  $6,150 
as  a  necessary  allowance  for  textbook  needs  for  1937.  This  represents  a 
request  for  $2,400  more  than  was  asked  for  last  year. 

Preparations  are  now  being  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and 
his  several  committees,  for  the  articulation  and  integration  of  study  and 
school  programs  to  the  end  that  we  may  more  effectively  administer  the 
needs  of  our  school  population.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Herewith,  I  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

That  you  may  better  understand  the  points  of  view  here  expressed,  I 
would  like  to  present  a  resume  of  my  personal  philosophy  as  it  is  related 
to  the  problems  which  I,  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools,  face  in  the 
administration  of  school  affairs. 

In  the  first  place,  education  is  a  personal  matter.  It  is  an  individual 
achievement.  Administratively  only,  is  it  a  group  proposition.  It  is  the 
process  by  which  an  individual  improves,  extends  and  organizes  his  ac¬ 
tivities  in  the  pursuit  of  more  abundant  living.  A  richer  life  is  made 
possible  by  fuller  understanding-knowledge,  by  the  acquisition  of  tech¬ 
nical  skills  required  to  do  work  well  and  through  wisdom,  which  insures 
proper  direction  of  ore’s  efforts  in  its  pursuit. 

This  explains  to  some  extent  the  reason  for  the  fact  that  we  have  ac¬ 
tivities  in  our  schools,  activities  which  require  a  knowledge  of  relevant 
facts,  an  acquaintance  with  the  skills  necessary  and  an  insistence  that  what 
is  done  should  be  worthwhile  doing  and  must  be  done  well. 

In  the  adjustment  of  the  school  situation  to  the  child,  we  must,  then, 
create  a  live  situation  wThich  is  predicated  upon  the  proposition  that  the 
child  is  living  today  as  well  as  getting  ready  to  live  in  the  future.  Woven 
into  the  background  of  the  pupil’s  school  experiences  are  those  under¬ 
standings  and  concepts  so  vital  to  a  full  appreciation  of  the  better  things 
which  life  has  to  offer.  The  greatest  joy  for  the  child  in  his  life  is  his 
living  and,  that  he  may  get  the  utmost  out  of  his  living,  the  school  must 
attempt  to  keep  him  actively  engaged  in  the  pursuit  of  those  things,  the 
satisfaction  of  which  will  mean  a  better  life. 

Right  here  we  face  our  difficulties:  all  pupils  are  not  equally  gifted  in 
talents;  all  pupils  have  not  the  same  abilities  and  interests;  all  pupils  do 
not  meet  the  same  difficulties  or  make  the  same  mistakes. 

Enough  has  been  said  to  indicate  the  range  in  pupils’  interests,  capa¬ 
bilities  and  deficiencies  which  the  teacher  must  face  in  the  classroom. 

More  and  more  the  teacher  is  aware  that  the  child  in  hand  is  the  most 
important  thing  in  the  world  to  his  mother  and  father  and  that  he  is  not 
“just  one  more”  in  a  group  of  thirty  or  so. 

Even  more  does  the  teacher  realize  that  the  pupil  is  a  product  of  his 
heredity  and  environment,  growing,  as  it  were,  in  a  world  that  would 
destroy  him  but  for  the  protecting  and  guiding  graces  of  his  benefactors. 
All  too  often,  we  see  a  young  child’s  personality  twisted  in  much  the  same 
way  as  an  evergreen  would  be  on  a  coastal  promontory,  whipped,  lashed 
and  beaten  by  the  storms  of  the  sea,  until  so  gnarled,  knotted  and  twisted 
as  to  bear  poor  resemblance  to  what  it  would  be  if  grown  and  nurtured  in 
a  protecting  haven. 

The  foregoing,  it  seems  to  me,  pictures  in  a  measure  the  school-child 
situation  and,  to  some  extent,  suggests  a  method.  Truly  enough,  the 
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school  can  add  nothing  to  a  child’s  capacity  to  learn.  It,  can,  however, 
make  the  learning  situation  more  agreeable  to  the  child,  to  the  end  that 
he  learns  and  does  the  best  of  which  he  is  capable — better  than  that,  we 
have  no  right  to  expect,  nor  can  we  do  more. 

Just  so  long,  then,  as  the  pupil  does  his  dead-level  best  and  registers 
progress  commensurate  with  his  ability  to  develop,  we  are  sure  that  edu¬ 
cation  is  a  vital  force  in  the  molding  of  an  integrated  and  wholesome 
personality. 

Lest  the  matter  be  passed  over  lightly  and  without  emphasis,  it  might 
be  well  to  consider  the  child  planted,  so  to  speak,  in  the  fertile  soil  of  the 
classroom,  nurtured  and  encouraged  by  the  richness  of  the  food  upon 
which  it  thrives.  Left  to  grow  in  a  pleasant  environment  wherein  every 
encouragement  to  solid  growth  is  adequately  conceived,  the  child  will 
plan  things  and  do  things  which  can  do  nothing  but  add  to  his  growth, 
mental,  spiritual,  and  physical. 

Truly  enough,  this  represents  the  ideal,  and,  for  all  that  it  is  impossible 
of  perfect  attainment,  it  is  a  goal  for  which  the  school  must  strive.  Con¬ 
sidered  practically,  the  picture  is  at  the  moment  of  drab  color,  and  has 
been,  in  American  education  for  many  years.  However,  there  is  looming 
upon  the  horizon  a  brighter  day  for  our  schools  and  in  the  not  too  distant 
future,  many  of  our  hopes  may  be  realized. 

In  the  following  lines,  I  shall  attempt  to  summarize  briefly  some  of  the 
things  which  have  concerned  us,  and  to  which  our  teachers  have  given 
every  effort,  that  we  may  provide  for  our  Town  a  better  school  program. 

Better  Reading  Instruction 

As  a  result  of  several  tests  which  were  administered  in  our  schools,  we 
learned  that  many  of  our  pupils  are  handicapped  because  they  do  not 
read  as  well  as  others  in  the  same  grade,  even  though  they  do  as  well  as 
pupils  in  other  cities  and  towns.  Reading  difficulties  are  many  and  the 
skills  required  for  effective  reading  are  numerous.  A  pupil  may  have 
many  difficulties,  in  fact,  as  many  as  another  pupil,  but  they  may  be 
different.  So,  too,  with  errors  and  with  special  abilities.  This  situation 
makes  the  teacher’s  task  more  complex.  In  addition  to  solving  problems 
of  adjustment  and  confusions  in  the  mechanics  of  reading,  the  teacher  is 
reminded  to  adapt  the  content  of  reading  materials  to  children’s  interests, 
to  remember  that  learning  to  read  is  different  from  reading  to  learn,  to 
correlate  reading  with  other  activities,  to  provide  a  balanced  program 
through  reading  and  to  establish  independent  reading  habits  and  interests. 

Keeping  in  mind  the  fact  that  children  differ  so  among  themselves,  does 
it  not  appear  then  that  much  of  our  teaching,  if  it  is  to  be  effective,  must 
be  in  the  nature  of  individualized  instruction? 

We  are  not  losing  sight  of  the  fact  that  in  our  reading  program  we  must 
aim  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  the  reading  skills  of  all  children,  good, 
fair  or  poor,  in  reading  ability.  As  long  as  the  text  and  reference  books 
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remain  necessary  in  the  instruction  program,  we  must  aim  to  improve 
the  reading  habits,  skills  and  interests  of  pupils  so  that  all  may  do  this 
work  up  to  the  limits  of  their  individual  capacities. 

It  would  be  well  to  note  here  that,  until  remedial  reading  instruction  is 
better  than  it  has  been,  and  we  learn  more  about  it  as  time  goes  on,  we 
must  depend  upon  good  oral  presentation  of  material,  well  prepared  and 
upon  such  visual  aids  as  are  available  for  classroom  use. 

In  passing  let  me  say  that  we  have,  in  one  year’s  time,  added  materially 
to  our  visual  education  equipment  in  the  purchase  of  two  motion  picture 
projectors,  screens,  aD  opaque  projector  and  have  equipped  many  rooms 
in  our  schools  for  the  presentation  of  motion  and  still  film  picture  material. 

Approximately  sixty  Norwood  teachers  are  now,  and  several  others  at 
other  times,  have  taken,  a  course  in  Reading  Instruction  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Professor  Mabel  Bragg  of  the  Harvard-Boston  University  Ex¬ 
tension  Service. 

Eighty  of  our  teachers  have  organized  a  committee,  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  Miss  Katharine  L.  Carbee,  Balch  School  Principal,  for  the  purpose 
of  reviewing  our  reading  instruction  program  with  a  view  to  reorganize  it. 

Science 

Under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Marian  E.  Lynch,  Shattuck  School  Prin¬ 
cipal,  a  committee  is  at  work  for  the  purpose  of  selecting  course  materials 
and  text  books  for  an  elementary  natural  science  program.  Within  a  year 
or  two,  we  plan  to  have  this  interesting  study  presented  to  the  pupils  of 
our  schools.  Our  purpose  is  to  broaden  the  horizons  of  their  understanding 
and  to  push  back  the  clouds  of  ignorance  regarding  natural  phenomena. 
There  is  much  to  be  hoped  for  in  such  a  program,  for  it  offers  a  chance  for 
children  to  explore  the  wonders  of  nature  at  an  early  age  and  with  some 
appreciation.  To  the  child  for  whom  abstract  study  pursuit  in  the  field 
of  intangibles  is  difficult  and  uninteresting,  it  offers  relief  in  the  form  of 
the  study  of  things  to  be  observed,  handled  and  with  which  to  carry  on 
elementary  experimentation. 

Mathematics 

Miss  Wilda  L.  Vose,  Principal  of  the  Callahan  School,  is  heading  up  a 
committee  which  proposes  to  make  a  study  of  our  needs  in  the  course  in 
Mathematics.  Already,  steps  have  been  taken  in  the  matter  of  course 
reorganization.  There  is  yet  much  to  be  learned  as  to  the  best  methods 
of  developing  in  children  a  comprehensive  understanding  of  the  functions 
and  purposes  which  number  serves,  time  and  space  relationships,  and  the 
uses  to  which  we  put  mathematics  in  our  everyday  lives. 

We  are  aiming  for  a  better  pupil  understanding  of  the  purposes  of  mathe¬ 
matics  and  a  more  efficient  application  of  its  principles. 

Social  Studies 

This  past  year  has  seen  a  complete  reorganization  of  our  Elementary 
Social  Science  program  under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Agnes  H.  Hedberg, 
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Principal  of  the  Winslow  School,  with  the. most  capable  assistance  of  Miss 
Marion  E.  Smart,  Head  of  the  Guidance  and  Social  Science  Departments 
of  the  Junior  High  School. 

This  is  a  completely  integrated  program  and  offers  a  thorough  intro¬ 
duction  to  the  study  of  “Man  and  His  Changing  Society”  as  presented  in 
the  highly  successful  Pugg  Social  Science  Course  for  Junior  High  Schools. 

We  believe  firmly  that  young  Americans  can  be  given  an  appreciation 
of  the  significant  contemporary  problems  of  living  together.  Current 
conditions  in  our  country  serve  as  never  before  to  throw  into  sharp  relief 
the  need  of  teaching  our  youth  to  understand  life  in  America  and  in  other 
countries.  Our  schools  are  confronted  with  the  difficult  task  of  educating 
pupils  to  become  informed,  thinking  citizens  who  will  participate  in  solving 
the  problems  of  their  contemporary  life.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance, 
therefore,  that  schools  bend  every  effort  to  introduce  our  young  people  to 
the  chief  conditions  and  problems  which  will  confront  them  as  citizens  of 
the  world.  Such  is  the  essential  purpose  of  this  new  unified  course  in  the 
social  studies. 

In  the  accomplishment  of  the  aim  of  this  course,  materials  have  been 
assembled  from  many  sources  and  brought  to  bear  upon  a  series  of  signifi¬ 
cant  topics.  Thus  units  of  understanding  are  created,  each  governed  by 
the  purpose  to  understand  and  each  unified  by  the  purpose  in  view. 

The  course  therefore  illustrates  the  modern  trend  toward  curriculum 
integration.  All  necessary  geographic  facts  and  principles  are  woven 
around  their  indispensable  historical  themes.  History  serves  in  a  similar 
manner  to  support  geographical  themes.  The  geographic  facts,  historical 
facts,  economic,  social,  anthropological  and  aesthetic  facts,  which  are 
needed  together  for  understanding ,  are  put  together  in  close  relationship. 
Hence,  from  the  first  to  the  last  volume  the  course  has  been  constructed 
in  “understanding”  units.  Pictures,  tables,  stories,  generalizing  text — all 
have  been  included  or  excluded  on  the  one  principle,  “Do  the  children 
really  need  these  in  order  to  understand  this  or  that  way  of  living?” 

The  Workbooks  of  this  course  bring  together  a  succession  of  thought- 
provoking  pupil  activities.  Young  -people  grow  in  understanding  only  by 
participating  actively  in  the  study  of  society  around  them.  Hence  they  must 
meet  together  and  discuss  their  problems;  they  must  experiment  and  con¬ 
struct;  they  must  answer  their  own  questions  through  first  hand  experience 
and  research. 


Integrated  Health  Study 

Plans  are  now  being  made  for  the  promotion  of  a  health  study  in  our 
schools.  Many  of  us  feel  that  health,  adequately  conceived,  is  mental 
health  as  it  is  affected  by  the  physical,  mental,  emotional,  social  and  edu¬ 
cational  adjustments  which  the  child  is  constantly  being  called  upon  to 
make. 
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Consider  the  following.  Many  of  our  children  are  handicapped  by 
ill-health  or  defects  of  some  sort,  speech,  hearing,  teeth,  tonsils,  adenoids, 
malnourishment,  eye  defects  or  other  physical  infirmity. 

Such  a  situation  is  obviously  very  serious  and  it  is  in  many  ways  im¬ 
portant  to  the  school.  In  the  first  place,  the  school  should  take  as  one  of 
its  major  responsibilities,  the  conservation  of  child  health.  In  the  second 
place,  this  situation  seriously  handicaps  the  school  in  its  conventional 
purpose  of  helping  children  to  learn,  the  child  who  suffers  from  physical 
defects  cannot  carry  on  his  school  work  effectively.  Further,  many  of 
these  conditions  involve  disciplinary  problems,  often  of  a  serious  nature, 
for  the  ill  child  is  likely  to  be  an  irritable  child.  Finally,  ill  health  or 
physical  handicaps  have  very  important  but  often  neglected,  long-time 
effects  upon  the  development  of  personality — effects  which  are  frequently 
determining  influences  upon  a  child’s  whole  future  career.  Illness  always 
affects  emotional  tone,  nervous  energy  and  temperament;  and  the  cir¬ 
cumstance  of  illness  or  defect  also  usually  limits  the  opportunity  for 
normal  emotional  adjustment  and  social  experience. 

I  am  hoping  that  our  plan  will  work  out  in  such  a  way  as  to  provide  us 
a  method  of  approach  in  teaching  “the  whole  child”  so  that  we  have  in 
mind  his  physical,  social,  emotional  and  educational  needs  when  we  are 
dealing  with  him  as  a  pupil  in  our  schools. 

Reports  to  Parents 

Such  a  program  as  that  mentioned  in  the  few  foregoing  paragraphs  will 
make  it  possible  for  us  to  report  progress  or  failure  to  a  parent  and  in  a 
more  intelligent  manner.  Unfortunately,  this  program  will  be  some  years 
in  development.  It  is,  however,  something  to  aim  for  as  we  progress. 

Something  to  Think  About 

Many  of  our  children  come  to  the  first  grade  inadequately  prepared  for 
the  work  which  many  others  are  able  to  do.  The  principal  business  of 
the  first  grade  is  that  of  providing  the  child  with  readiness  and  eagerness 
for  reading. 

By  common  agreement  among  educators,  a  child  should  have  a  mental 
maturity  of  the  average  six  year  old  child  before  he  begins  to  read.  Ob¬ 
viously,  many  of  our  children  are  in  the  first  grade  for  more  than  a  year 
before  they  are  ready  for  that  which  we  expect  them  to  do.  For  many 
children  there  is  nothing  but  failure  and  discouragement,  and  often  these 
handicaps  haunt  them  throughout  their  school  careers  and  until  they 
finally  give  up  school  pursuits  in  despair  and  seek  happiness  and  com¬ 
pensation  in  other  lines  of  interest. 

Some  relief  in  the  situation  might  be  rendered,  I  believe,  in  provision 
for  a  pre-primary  or  kindergarten  class,  wherein  pupils  would  be  taught 
for  reading  readiness  and  elementary  social  skills.  Promotion  from  this 
group  would  be  dependent  upon  the  fulfillment  of  the  demands  of  the 
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grade.  The  child  would  then  be  ready  for  reading  when  he  enters  what 
would  be  the  first  grade. 

In  my  opinion,  a  child  admitted  at  the  age  of  five  years  and  in  attendance 
for  two  years,  attending  school  only  during  the  morning  would  be  much 
better  off  than  he  is  under  our  present  program. 

At  first  glance  this  might  appear  to  be  an  expensive  gesture,  but  the  two 
teachers  who  had  these  classes  during  the  morning  hours  would  be  avail¬ 
able  for  remedial  instruction  for  backward  pupils  in  the  other  grades. 
With  the  probability  of  individualized  instruction  being  more  effective 
than  group  instruction,  especially  in  the  case  of  backward  children  or  re¬ 
tarded  children  in  rapidly  moving  groups,  there  would  be  a  consequent 
drop  in  pupil  failure  and  retardation,  which  IS  EXPENSIVE. 

It  is  worthy  of  consideration. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion  may  I  express  to  you,  members  of  the  Norwood  School 
Committee,  my  feelings  of  deep  gratitude  for  the  kind  and  considerate 
manner  in  which  you  have  helped  me  in  my  new  position. 

I  would  like  at  this  time,  also,  to  extend  to  all  other  employees  of  the 
School  Department  my  sincere  thanks  for  a  willing  and  united  support 
in  such  things  as  I  have  attempted  in  the  interests  of  our  schools. 

Finally,  Judge  Halloran,  Mr.  Pendergast  and  Mr.  Kendrick  have,  each 
in  his  turn  and  as  called  upon,  rendered  to  me  a  generous  and  helping  hand 
in  such  affairs  as  we  were  mutually  interested  in,  particularly  those  relating 
to  school  matters.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

In  presenting  my  first  annual  report  as  principal  of  the  Norwood  High 
School,  it  ought  to  be  said  at  the  beginning  that  no  person  can  come  into 
an  organization  dealing  with  approximately  700  pupils  and  thirty-eight 
teachers  and  make  a  really  comprehensive  report  or  offer  much  of  anything 
which  is  constructive  in  character,  after  an  acquaintance  of  only  four 
months.  I  shall,  therefore,  present  a  few  tables  of  statistics  and  close  by 
touching  upon  some  phases  of  the  school  which,  on  the  basis  of  my  brief 
contact,  would  seem  to  require  some  attention.

Observations  on  the  Above  Tables 

The  problem  of  the  Post  Graduate  pupil  is  not  now  as  acute  as  it  was  a 
few  years  ago.  With  the  increased  opportunities  which  we  hope  the 
High  School  graduate  will  have  during  the  next  few  years,  more  than  ten 
per  cent  of  a  graduating  class  ought  not  to  appear  the  following  September 
as  Post  Graduate  pupils.  Table  number  4  reveals  the  fact  that  the  peak 
of  High  School  enrollment  was  reached  in  1933. 
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The  following  facts  may  be  used  as  a  prediction  of  the  expected  enroll¬ 
ment  for  September,  1937:  During  the  school  year,  1935-1936,  a  total  of 
31  pupils  disappeared  from  the  two  lower  classes.  There  were  on  the 
rolls  of  the  school  in  June,  1936  (two  lower  classes)  454  pupils.  In  Sep¬ 
tember,  1936,  this  number  had  become  425.  Assuming  that  a  similar  situa¬ 
tion  will  obtain  next  September,  the  489  pupils  now  on  the  class  lists 
(December,  1936)  will  lose  approximately  30  pupils  between  now  and 
June,  while  approximately  25  more  will  not  appear  in  September,  1937. 
Just  what  the  employment  situation  will  be  between  now  and  next  Septem¬ 
ber,  no  one  can  predict,  but  in  the  light  of  the  above  facts,  it  seems  likely 
that  the  two  upper  classes  in  September  will  number  approximately  435 
pupils.  If  we  add  to  this  total,  the  usual  number  of  entering  pupils,  the 
total  enrollment  will  be  approximately  690  pupils.  This  number  seems 
to  follow  the  trend  indicated  by  the  ten  year  statistics  shown  by  table  4. 

If  we  combine  the  first  two  columns  under  table  3  and  the  last  two  so 
that  three  totals  are  made  instead  of  five,  we  then  have  the  following  facts:

This  ratio  of  the  three  major  groups  of  pupils  in  the  High  School  is  quite 
comparable  to  the  figures  in  the  State  at  large. 

The  Arguenot 

For  twelve  or  fifteen  years  preceding  the  school  year  of  1936-1937,  a 
school  magazine  was  published  by  the  pupils  of  the  school.  It  was  issued 
four  times  a  year,  and  contained  a  resume  of  the  happenings  of  the  year. 
For  any  pupil,  the  paper  was  a  history  of  his  High  School  career  in  fairly 
complete  form.  There  were  concerned  with  this  paper  approximately 
thirty  pupils  who,  without  doubt,  received  a  great  deal  of  administrative 
and  business  training  which  they  could  not  have  obtained  from  any  other 
activity  within  the  school.  It  seems  unfortunate  that  this  training  should 
be  denied  to  this  group  of  pupils,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  possible  to 
start  this  activity  again  in  September,  1937. 

Changes  in  the  High  School  Teaching  Staff 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  in  June,  1936  the  following  teachers 
resigned  to  be  married:  Miss  Dorothy  Guptill  and  Miss  Ardra  Briggs,  in 
the  Commercial  Department,  and  Miss  Sarah  Blake,  in  the  Mathematics 
Department.  These  teachers  served  the  community  for  reasonably  long 
periods  of  time,  and  the  writer  of  this  report  regrets  the  fact  that  he  did 
not  know  these  teachers  personally  so  that  some  recognition  of  their  work 
might  be  made. 

The  following  teachers  were  elected  to  fill  the  vacancies  noted  above: 

Mr.  John  Kelley,  graduate  of  the  Bentley  School  and  Northeastern, 
and  Miss  Margaret  Kenefick,  graduate  of  the  College  of  Practical  Arts  and 
of  the  College  of  Business  Administration  of  Boston  University,  in  the 
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Commercial  Department;  Mr.  Henry  Fairbanks,  a  graduate  of  Boston 
College,  in  the  department  of  Mathematics. 

Mr.  Kelley  has  had  three  years  of  teaching  experience  in  the  Dedham 
High  School;  Miss  Kenefick,  three  years  in  the  Plymouth  High  School; 
Mr.  Fairbanks,  ten  years  in  the  High  School  at  Rochester,  New  York. 
These  people  have  entered  into  the  work  of  our  High  School  in  splendid 
fashion. 

The  Financial  Situation  Regarding  High  School  Athletics 

The  records  show  that  a  post-season  football  game  was  played  with  the 
Medford  High  School  in  1924  and  that  approximately  $3600.00  came  to 
our  athletic  association  from  this  contest.  Since  that  time,  lean  years  have 
eaten  into  this  reserve,  so  that  at  present  we  have  just  about  enough  money 
to  complete  a  somewhat  curtailed  program  for  the  rest  of  this  school  year. 
During  the  past  few  years  it  has  been  evident  that  the  success  or  failure 
of  the  Dedham  game  (financially)  has  had  to  carry  the  athletic  program 
for  the  remainder  of  that  year.  The  records  show  that  the  receipts  from 
the  Dedham  game  last  year  were  the  smallest  in  several  years,  and  it  ought 
to  be  evident  that  this  means  of  athletic  support  is  very  uncertain. 

The  Basketball  season  for  1937  has  already  been  arranged  with  a  portion 
of  the  games  to  be  played  in  the  afternoon,  from  which  almost  no  financial 
returns  may  be  expected.  While  the  object  of  an  athletic  program  is  not 
financial  returns,  nevertheless  such  programs  cannot  be  carried  on  without 
money;  and  it  would  seem  wise  for  the  Committee  to  give  some  con¬ 
sideration  to  the  problem  of  putting  all  basketball  games  back  to  an 
evening  schedule. 

Any  athletic  program  carried  out  in  a  school  is  carried  out  primarily 
for  the  pupils  concerned,  and  toward  the  support  of  which,  the  pupils 
ought  to  be  willing  to  contribute.  As  this  report  is  being  printed,  a  plan 
for  a  High  School  Athletic  Association  is  being  worked  out  at  the  High 
School  which  may  be  in  operation  with  the  beginning  of  school  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1937. 

High  School  Assemblies 

During  the  present  school  year  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  have  an 
assembly  of  the  whole  school  once  a  week,  usually  on  Friday  mornings. 
Up  to  January  1,  1937  twelve  such  assemblies  have  been  held.  The 
speakers  have  been  both  local  and  from  the  outside,  and  an  attempt  has 
been  made  to  bring  to  these  assemblies  something  of  an  interesting  and 
educational  character  to  vary  the  work  of  the  classroom.  This  program 
is  curtailed  a  great  deal  by  the  lack  of  picture  projection  facilities  in  our 
gymnasium. 

Statistics  of  Last  Year’s  Graduating  Class 

A  brief  analysis  of  the  activities  of  the  graduating  class  of  last  year  is 
presented  because  it  is  of  interest  to  know  what  use  our  High  School  boys 
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and  girls  make  of  their  High  School  education.  It  is  very  gratifying  to 
report  that  thirty-seven  per  cent  of  last  year’s  class  appear  to  be  con-

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  Norwood  Junior 
High  School. 

The  efficiency  with  which  this  school  functioned  when  school  opened  in 
September  reflects  well  upon  my  predecessor  and  the  faculty  of  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Junior  High  School.  It  was  indeed  a  pleasure  to  come  into  a  school 
which  was  in  fine  order  to  find  teachers  and  pupils  very  willing  to  cooperate 
to  continue  the  fine  traditions  which  have  been  established  so  well. 

Assemblies 

The  school  has  enjoyed  many  worthwhile  activities  through  our  regular 
assembly  periods.  Miss  Dorothy  George  of  the  Vesper  George  School  of 
Art  gave  a  very  interesting  talk  on  “Art  Mindedness”  emphasizing  the 
need  for  more  creative  work  in  this  all  important  subject.  Lieutenant 
Commander  Walter  K.  Queen,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Second  Byrd  Ant¬ 
arctic  Expedition  to  the  South  Pole,  gave  us  a  detailed  account  of  his  trip. 
Through  the  courtesy  of  the  United  States  Coast  Guard,  Lieutenant 
Walter  Capron  presented  a  sound  picture  showing  the  work  of  coast- 
guardsmen  on  land  and  sea.  The  Dramatic  Club,  under  the  direction  of 
Miss  Kathryn  R.  Byrne  assisted  by  Miss  Eleanor  C.  Drew,  Miss  Mary  L. 
Kent,  Miss  Esther  A.  Griffin,  Mrs.  Marie  S.  Brown,  Mr.  Thomas  R. 
Bowler,  and  Mr.  Alfred  M.  Disnard,  staged  two  excellent  assemblies: 
one,  “The  Muses”  based  on  Greek  Mythology;  the  other,  “The  Bethlehem 
Road”,  on  the  observance  of  Christmas. 

The  Student  Activities  Association 

The  response  to  an  organization  which  financially  supports  inter¬ 
scholastic  athletics,  special  assemblies  and  the  school  paper  has  been 
splendid.  The  success  of  “The  Junior  Narrator”,  our  newly  organized 
school  paper,  can  be  attributed  to  the  support  given  to  it  by  the  S.  A.  A. 
and  the  tireless  efforts  of  the  faculty  and  student  body. 

Noon  Luncheon 

A  group  of  approximately  forty  pupils  stay  each  noon  for  lunch.  At 
present  hot  soup  is  served  to  these  pupils  at  cost.  This  procedure  has  been 
received  most  enthusiastically.  During  the  winter  months  these  pupils 
remain  inside  for  the  entire  noon  hour.  Many  of  the  pupils  do  their  home 
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study  during  this  time.  Others  engage  in  games  which  are  provided  for 
them. 

The  Community  Club 

The  work  of  the  Community  Club  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Helen  P. 
Gale  has  been  very  effective.  The  club  conducted  a  successful  drive  for 
jams,  jellies,  and  groceries  for  the  Norwood  Hospital.  A  large  number  of 
playthings,  scrapbooks,  and  library  books  were  presented  to  the  hospital 
at  Christmas  time. 

Worthy  Use  of  Leisure  Time 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  ten  billion  dollars  were  spent  in  this  country  last 
year  on  leisure,  we  must  recognize  the  need  for  direction  in  the  use  of  leisure 
time.  In  recent  years,  the  working  hours  of  man  have  been  greatly  reduced. 

This  presents  a  problem  for  the  adult  but  a  more  immediate  problem  to 
the  school  in  teaching  pupils  what  to  do  with  their  time  outside  of  school. 

Through  our  system  of  clubs,  we  present  the  opportunity  for  pupils  to 
participate  in  activities  of  their  specific  interests.  The  intra-mural  leagues 
keep  pupils  actively  engaged  in  recreational  activities  which  emphasize 
good  sportsmanship  and  clean  wholesome  play.  When  pupils  of  all 
grades  gather  in  the  clubs,  on  the  playing  field,  or  in  the  gymnasium,  they 
learn  to  get  along  with  each  other  while  taking  an  active  part  in  the  extra 
curricular  activities  which  are  so  vital  to  the  success  of  any  school. 

Guidance 

During  recent  years  many  progressive  schools  have  introduced  a  course 
in  guidance  in  some  form  which  has  been  adapted  to  the  needs  of  the  par¬ 
ticular  group  at  hand.  Miss  Marion  E.  Smart,  Head  of  the  Guidance 
Department,  assisted  by  Miss  Mildred  I.  O’Donnell,  and  Miss  Florence  M. 
Hayes,  have  successfully  initiated  guidance  into  our  school.  At  present 
the  pupils  spend  two  periods  out  of  their  school  week  under  the  direction 
of  these  teachers  in  classes  of  group  guidance. 

It  is  planned  to  have  each  pupil  meet  the  guidance  counsellor  twice  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  for  individual  conference.  The  purpose  of  this  department 
is  to  develop  the  pupil  to  his  maximum  possibilities  within  the  school  and 
in  after  life.  Through  carefully  planned  discussions  this  work  will  help 
the  pupil  to  develop  proper  habits  and  attitudes,  to  recognize,  understand, 
and  solve  his  problems,  to  make  his  choices  and  adjustments,  and  so,  to 
live  his  fife  more  fully. 

Thus  far  the  work  has  been  centered  around  three  main  themes:  Our 
School,  Our  work,  and  Ourselves.  Considerable  time  has  been  spent  in 
adjusting  pupils  to  their  school,  explaining  the  purpose  of  the  Junior  High 
School  in  a  plan  of  education,  and  discussing  ways  of  building  better  work 
habits  through  study  directions.  The  school  routine  has  been  interpreted 
to  them  through  their  experiences.  Several  case  conferences  have  been 
presented  which  tend  to  shotv  examples  of  respect  for  property  and  better 
personal  conduct  in  real  social  situations. 
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While  I  realize  that  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  measure  results  in  the 
field  of  human  behavior,  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  work  of  the  Guidance 
Department  has  encouraged  pupils  to  take  a  more  personal  interest  in 
school,  to  become  a  more  integral  part  of  the  school.  They  seem  vitally 
interested  in  the  solution  of  their  problems  and  derive  satisfaction  from 
the  results.  Their  responsibilities  seem  to  be  taken  more  seriously  be¬ 
cause  they,  themselves,  work  them  out.  Their  failures  are  less  dishearten¬ 
ing  because  they  challenge  discovery  of  causes  and  application  of  remedies. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  know  that  a  large  number  of  pupils 
have  voluntarily  sought  the  counsel  of  the  guidance  teachers  on  many 
occasions  after  the  regular  school  day  was  over. 

Providing  for  Individual  Differences 

The  decline  of  child  labor  has  encouraged  a  number  of  older  pupils  of 
mediocre  ability  to  stay  in  school.  It  is  safe  to  assume  that  there  is  very 
little  opportunity  for  gainful  employment  of  boys  and  girls  under  the  age 
of  eighteen.  Recognizing  this  condition,  it  is  our  opportunity  to  provide 
for  pupils  of  limited  ability,  school  work  which  they  can  do  with  some 
measure  of  success.  This  presents  a  tremendous  problem  to  teachers  who 
have  been  accustomed  to  teaching  pupils  on  the  traditional  level  of  the 
Junior  High  School  grades.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  find  suitable  ma¬ 
terial  written  in  the  reading  vocabulary  of  these  over  age  pupils.  Many 
of  the  books  which  they  can  read  are  written  in  the  language  and  qn  the 
interest  levels  of  pupils  much  younger  than  they. 

The  English  Department  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Abby  L.  Smith 
has  been  studying  the  situation  as  it  applies  to  reading.  Realizing  that 
most  failures  in  school  are  caused  by  the  inability  of  pupils  to  interpret 
the  printed  page,  our  teachers  are  interested  in  the  possibilities  of  remedial 
reading.  To  meet  the  needs  of  these  pupils  of  limited  ability  we  must 
eventually  revise  our  curriculum  to  a  level  where  they  can,  with  some 
degree  of  success,  do  the  work  prescribed. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  faculty 
for  their  cooperation,  to  you  for  your  stimulating  leadership  and  the  school 
committee  for  its  continued  support.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  HOME  ECONOMICS  EDUCATION 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  on  Home  Economics  Education  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1936. 

Progress  in  Home  Economics  Education 
In  reviewing  the  general  progress  of  Home  Economics  as  an  educational 
subject  one  is  first  impressed  by  the  radical  changes  in  the  interpretation 
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of  the  subject,  the  awakening  of  the  consciousness  of  its  real  influences 
and  the  type  of  adjustments  that  have  been  made.  Home  Economics 
is  keeping  apace  with  social,  economic  and  scientific  changes  and  is  shifting 
its  emphasis  as  outside  influences  have  brought  their  influence  to  bear 
upon  the  home.  A  true  conception  of  its  broadening  scope  can  be  at¬ 
tained  by: 

1.  Considering  Homemaking,  as  a  Field  of  education — not  a  subject. 

2.  Viewing  Homemaking  not  as  a  job  or  profession,  but  as  a  “way  of 
living.” 

3.  Estimating  the  scope  of  Home  Economics  with  its  many  and  varied 
phases  of  instruction. 

4.  Noting  the  commercial  opportunities  open  to  students  with  a  sub¬ 
stantial  Home  Economics  background.  Statistics  show  that  this  is 
the  largest  field  open  to  women  today  and  that  Home  Economics  offers 
the  most  lucrative  salaries  to  those  properly  trained.  High  School 
Home  Economics  courses  lay  an  excellent  foundation  for  many  branches 
and  fields  which  require  no  college  training  and  where  returns  are 
immediate. 


Home  Economics  for  Boys 

Today,  Home  Economics  for  boys  is  no  longer  a  new  departure  in  edu¬ 
cation.  The  idea  is  constantly  spreading  and  Home  Economics  is  part  of 
their  required  work  in  some  Massachusetts  cities.  Although  women  claim 
the  home  as  their  domain,  we  are  obliged  to  recognize  homemaking  as  a 
joint  responsibility.  Administrators  are  coming  to  realize  the  part  that 
Home  Economics  can  play  in  the  lives  of  boys  as  individuals  as  well  as 
members  of  the  family  and  community.  Boys  recognize  the  wage-earning 
possibilities  in  this  training  as  well  as  its  great  value  in  preparing  them 
for  more  satisfying  living.  They  particularly  appreciate  and  desire  the 
training  it  offers  in  social  etiquette. 

We  are  faced  with  the  challenge  of  helping  to  educate  the  “other  half” 
of  the  team  along  lines  of  home-management  and  home  and  family  re¬ 
lationships,  thus  making  them  familiar  with  ideals  which  lead  to  richer 
living  and  successful  home  life. 

The  Contribution  of  Home  Economics  to  Education 

Home  Economics,  as  an  education  subject,  deals  with  a  unit  of  society 
and  not  a  body  of  organized  knowledge  and  cannot  be  treated  or  taught 
like  other  curriculum  subjects.  The  breadth  of  this  field  challenges  a 
wide  range  of  interests  and  its  subject  matter  touches  every  phase  of  daily 
living.  Unfortunately  the  relationship  of  Home  Economics  to  the  whole 
field  of  education  is  not  fully  appreciated  or  understood  by  those  not  di¬ 
rectly  concerned  with  its  teaching. 
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Although  Home  Economics  trains  individuals  to  utilize  their  resources 
in  meeting  material  problems,  it  makes  its  richest  contribution  when  it 
leads  to  the  forming  of  desirable  ideals  and  standards  in  regard  to  personal 
living,  home  and  family  life.  It  directs  its  attention  toward  orientation 
of  the  individual  into  the  life  of  which  he  is  a  part,  basing  its  philosophy 
on  ideals  concerned  with  happy  and  successful  living.  No  other  subject 
on  the  secondary  level  has  the  vocational  and  general  guidance  value  which 
is  inherent  in  Home  Economics. 

Home  Economics  can  be  an  integrating  force  in  education  and  should 
hold  an  important  place  in  basic  core  courses  in  both  Junior  and  Senior 
High  Schools.  It  is  so  closely  tied  up  with  everyday  experiences  and 
knowledges  that  it  can  no  longer  be  considered  a  “special”  subject  for  a 
small,  select  group.  Its  limits  are  the  field  of  personal  living,  home  and 
family  life. 

Home  Economics  in  Norwood 

We  can  justly  view  with  satisfaction  the  progress  made  in  Home  Eco¬ 
nomics  in  Norwood  over  a  period  of  years.  Using  new  subject  matter  and 
method,  we  are  now  contacting  more  pupils  than  could  have  been  reached 
through  confining  this  training  to  instruction  in  the  traditional  phases  of 
this  field  of  education.  Through  our  splendid  physical  set-up  we  are  able 
to  develop  home-like  procedures  in  home  atmospheres,  creating  in  our 
pupils  initiative,  pupil  independence  and  a  desire  to  assume  responsibilities. 

In  keeping  with  the  demands  of  a  changing  world  our  courses  have  been 
re-evaluated,  reorganized  and  planned  to  bring  out  the  greatest  possible 
values,  viz.,  increased  personal  satisfactions,  more  wholesome  family  re¬ 
lationships  and  improved  living  conditions,  at  the  same  time  endeavoring 
to  keep  apace  with  the  abilities,  needs  and  interests  of  our  pupils.  Al¬ 
though  the  measure  of  our  success  cannot  be  determined  in  concrete  terms 
the  lasting  influence  of  Home  Economics  teaching  should  bear  its  fruit  in 
the  form  of  better  and  happier  homes  in  Norwood. 

Department  Routine 

We  have  had  the  cooperation  of  State  Teachers’  College  at  Framingham 
in  supplying  pupil-teachers  for  our  elementary  classes  in  Home  Economics. 
Demonstrators  and  lecturers  have  provided  outside  contact  for  our  pupils 
and  thus  much  valuable  information  has  been  made  available.  Both 
Junior  and  Senior  High  pupils  benefited  by  and  enjoyed  a  field  trip  to  the 
Slade  Company’s  demonstration  car  where  they  received  valuable  in¬ 
formation  on  spices  and  their  use.  Junior  High  School  Home  Economics 
classes  and  faculty  contributed  generously  to  our  Thanksgiving  dinner 
baskets  which  were  distributed  through  the  kind  cooperation  of  the  Public 
Health  nurses,  Mrs.  Gunnarson  and  Miss  Curran.  The  Home  Economics 
award,  made  possible  by  the  Norwood  Mothers’  Club  and  presented  at 
High  School  graduation,  was  given  to  Miss  Virginia  Cook,  who,  we  are 
pleased  to  note,  plans  to  continue  with  Home  Economics  training. 
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Recommendations 

In  the  interest  of  furthering  Home  Economics  to  the  point  where  we  are 
making  the  best  possible  use  of  all  facilities  at  hand,  I  recommend  the 
following: 

1.  Reinstatement  of  a  trained  Home  Economics  teacher  in  grades  five  and 
six  with  return  to  regular  courses  in  those  grades. 

2.  Room  space  at  Junior  High  School  for  setting-up  our  equipment  to  the 
best  advantage  and  to  allow  a  continuance  of  certain  branches  of  in¬ 
struction  which  have  been  curtailed  because  of  unsatisfactory  conditions 
for  presenting  the  work. 

3.  A  required  short  course  for  all  ninth  grade  girls. 

4.  Organization  of  a  required  course  for  boys  parallel  to  the  course  now 
given  Senior  High  School  girls.  This  course  to  deal  with  social  eti¬ 
quette,  personal  and  home  problems. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks 
for  the  excellent  cooperation  I  have  received  from  all  members  of  this 
department  and  from  all  who  have  contributed  to  the  development  of  this 
department  in  any  way.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PRACTICAL  ARTS 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  on  Practical  Arts  Education  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1936. 

Practical  Arts  Education  today  calls  for  a  program  full  of  “diversity 
and  enrichment”,  as  occupations  change  so  rapidly  that  specialized  train¬ 
ing  is  no  longer  justified.  Such  a  fact  causes  our  program  of  education 
to  differ  widely  from  that  of  a  generation  ago.  At  present  our  program  of 
Practical  Arts  strives,  on  one  hand,  to  introduce  industry,  and  on  the 
other,  to  provide  for  a  series  of  individual  interests  for  all  pupils. 

Our  objectives  of  “Exploration”,  “Avocation”,  and  “Intelligent  Con¬ 
sumption”  define  fairly  well  the  principle  scope  of  Practical  Arts  in  our 
schools.  There  are  other  objectives,  of  course,  and  points  of  emphasis 
will  vary,  but  these  three  should  determine  the  organization  of  Practical 
Arts  program. 

Our  program  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  has  been  rather  formal, 
providing  introductory  experiences  in  a  small  range  of  industrial  ma¬ 
terials,  processes,  tools,  and  machines.  We  endeavor  to  develop  desirable 
habits  of  achievement  through  directed  experiences  in  our  shops  and 
drawing  room.  We  strive  for  desirable  ideals  of  workmanship,  accomplish¬ 
ment,  and  social  behavior  through  carefully  supervised  activities  in  the 
shops.  These  in  turn  bring  into  play  the  native  impulses  for  invention, 
construction  and  cooperative  achievement. 
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In  our  woodworking  unit  for  Junior  High  School,  the  course  provided 
experiences  dealing  with  carpentry  and  building,  including  simple  bench 
experiences;  furniture  and  furnishings;  some  pattern  making;  finishing 
and  upholstery;  wood  identification;  forestry  and  conservation;  lumber¬ 
ing,  and  other  pursuits  characterized  as  arts  and  crafts  or  hobbies.  Of 
the  latter,  Leathercraft  was  introduced.  Through  this  activity,  experiences 
with  new  materials  and  tools  were  enjoyed.  The  addition  of  more  units 
similar  to  Leathercraft  is  being  planned  for  the  future,  in  order  that  the 
pupils  may  have  a  more  diversified  series  of  units  and  tool  processes. 

Our  general  metal  shop  course,  another  unit  of  seventh  grade  Practical 
Arts  Education,  provided  new  and  interesting  projects  in  several  kinds  of 
metals:  copper,  brass,  tin  plate,  galvanized  iron  and  mild  steel.  Small 
projects  were  made  which  required  soldering,  riveting,  folding  and  forming. 

During  the  year,  two  bench  machines  were  added  to  the  shop’s  equip¬ 
ment.  These  helped  to  increase  the  number  and  improve  the  quality  of 
the  projects  which  a  boy  could  construct  during  the  term.  Other  bench 
machines  could  be  added  which  would  aid  materially  in  this  type  of  in¬ 
struction. 

Our  graphic-arts  course  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  units  in  Practical 
Arts  Education.  Printing  ranks  second  in  the  United  States  among  all 
industries,  that  is,  in  respect  to  the  value  of  their  products.  We  have, 
therefore,  included  in  our  course,  units  dealing  with  paper  making,  station¬ 
ery,  cards,  forms,  tickets,  illustrations  (block  cuts),  posters,  programs, 
color  usage,  bookmaking  and  some  intaglio. 

Wherever  it  was  possible,  without  breaking  the  continuity  of  the  course, 
printing  jobs  for  the  school  authorities  or  for  school  organizations  were 
used  as  instructional  material.  A  vast  amount  of  job  printing  was  turned 
out  by  advanced  students  who  showed  considerable  ability  to  do  a  job  and 
do  it  well. 

Our  Practical  Arts  Education  program  in  the  Senior  High  School  empha¬ 
sized  the  technical  or  scientific  aspect  of  shop  and  drawing  work  as  well  as 
skill  and  workmanship.  Whether  the  boys  go  to  college  or  immediately 
into  some  industrial  vocation  they  need  and  receive  the  technical  knowledge 
relating  to,  and  involved  in,  shop  and  drawing  work. 

The  program  of  shop  activities  was  much  the  same  as  it  has  been  in  past 
years,  with  the  exception  of  the  moulding  unit.  This  unit  proved  suc¬ 
cessful,  providing  the  students  new  experiences  in  the  methods  of  working 
with  a  molten  metal.  Patterns  were  made  in  wood  and  moulded,  cast  in 
lead,  aluminum,  brass  and  bronze. 

The  machine  unit  was  less  effective  because  of  the  fact  that,  in  our  effort 
to  produce  a  successful  project  we  found  the  machine  lathes  badly  worn. 
One  needs  replacement  and  better  results  may  be  achieved  with  a  new 
machine  suitable  to  do  the  work.  Projects  constructed  were  small,  but 
interesting,  and  consisted  mostly  of  small  tools.

Each  sophomore  and  junior  division  devoted  one  period  during  the  week 
to  related  shop  material  and  shop  drawing,  including  shop  sketching.  By 
using  charts  and  illustrated  material,  these  divisions  were  given  an  in¬ 
structive  series  of  lectures  upon  the  subject,  “Safety  in  the  Shop.” 

Wherever  practical,  all  students  in  the  drafting  classes  were  given 
experiences  and  problems  dealing  with  layout,  lettering,  shape  descrip¬ 
tion,  pictorial  drawing,  descriptive  drawing,  color,  design,  working  draw¬ 
ings  or  plans,  including  furniture  and  architectural  drawing,  charts  and 
graphs,  commercial  art,  etching,  chalk  talking  and  cartooning.  With 
these  new  and  varied  experiences  we  can  place  before  our  pupils  a  field 
rich  in  natural  correlation  with  other  school  subjects. 

Our  future  outlook  should  include  some  consideration  of: 

1.  An  extension  of  the  shop  facilities  at  the  Senior  High,  as  our  present 
conditions  are  inadequate  to  meet  the  demands  placed  upon  them. 
We  should  like  to  provide  all  students  desiring  shop  activities,  the 
opportunity  of  obtaining  them. 

2.  A  longer  shop  period  during  the  day  at  Senior  High,  with  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  inserting  double  periods. 

3.  The  reinstatement  of  a  regular  Practical  Arts  teacher  in  grades  five 
and  six,  so  that  the  work  may  be  uniform  throughout  the  schools,  and, 
too,  that  we  may  earlier  provide  experience  in  the  fields  of  Practical 
Arts  interests  which  appeal  to  these  younger  boys. 

I  wish  to  extend  to  you  my  sincere  gratitude  and  thanks  for  your  help 
and  cooperation,  and  to  all  others  who  so  willingly  cooperated  with  the 
department.

REPORT  OF  HEALTH  SUPERVISOR 

The  annual  report  of  the  Health  Department  is  herewith  submitted. 

Physical  Examinations 

The  school  physicians,  Dr.  Edward  Brennan  and  Dr.  Alfred  Fenton, 
have  given  a  stripped-to-the-waist  physical  examination  to  each  pupil  in 
the  school  system.  Notices  of  defects  have  been  sent  to  the  parents; 
follow-up  visits  have  been  made,  and  in  many  cases  remedial  work  has 
been  completed.

Dental  Examinations 

Since  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  all  children  in  grades  1  to  6 
inclusive  have  had  a  dental  examination  by  the  school  dentist,  Dr.  Timothy 
J.  Curtin.  Approximately  eighty-five  per  cent  of  this  group  needed  dental 
attention,  some  requiring  only  a  cleaning  and  others,  more  extensive  re¬ 
pair.  The  parents  were  notified  of  the  defects  and  urged  to  consult  their 
family  dentist.  It  is  only  possible  to  care  for  the  children  in  the  first  three 
grades.  It  would  be  definitely  helpful  if  the  service  could  be  extended  so 
that  the  older  groups,  that  is,  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  students, 
might  benefit.  Many  of  the  students  find  it  very  difficult  to  consult  the 
family  dentist,  not  because  of  any  lack  of  interest  on  their  part,  but  because 
of  the  inelasticity  of  the  family  income. 

Mental  Examinations 

Dr.  Morris  Sharp  examined  forty-three  of  the  children  who  were  unable 
to  carry  on  the  regular  school  program.  He  has  made  recommendations 
which  should  enable  them  to  derive  greater  benefit  from  their  school  work. 

Norwood  is  fortunate  to  have  within  its  limits  a  Habit  Clinic.  This 
clinic  is  held  at  the  Norwood  Hospital  each  Friday  morning.  The  aim  of 
the  clinic  “is  one  of  Prevention — prevention  of  difficulties  which  arise 
from  some  simple  traits  of  early  childhood.  The  most  promising  means  for 
prevention  of  social  and  economic  failure  are  those  which  aim  to  correct 
the  difficulties  in  their  beginning.”  Many  parents  have  availed  themselves 
of  the  services  of  the  clinic.  We  feel,  too,  that  many  of  the  problems  we 
find  here  in  school  may  be  overcome  after  a  better  general  understanding 
of  what  the  child  needs  for  the  development  of  the  healthy  mind  and 
physique. 

Communicable  Disease  Control 

The  problem  of  the  controlling  of  communicable  diseases  has  not  been 
quite  as  great  this  year  as  it  has  been  in  the  past.  There  have  been 
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sporadic  cases  of  scarlet  fever  all  year;  measles  was  most  prevalent  during 
January,  February,  and  March;  and  Chicken-pox  has  been  with  us  since 
the  opening  of  school  in  September. 

Daily  inspections  of  contacts,  examinations  of  all  children  returning  to 
school  after  illness,  and  follow-up  visits  in  the  homes  helps  to  control  these 
diseases  to  a  certain  degree. 

It  would  be  most  helpful  if  parents  kept  children  at  home  when  they  are 
below  par  physically  or  when  they  show  signs  of  communicable  disease 
infection.  Such  precautions  taken  early  not  only  protect  their  children 
from  added  infection,  but  would  also  prevent  their  schoolmates  from 
unneccessary  exposure  to  infection. 

Diptheria  Immunization  Clinics 

Two  hundred  and  six  children  received  the  toxin  antitoxin  inoculation 
for  the  purpose  of  immunizing  them  against  diptheria.  Two  hundred  and 
fifty-four,  previously  inoculated,  were  given  the  Schick  test  and  all  but 
one  was  found  to  be  immune.  This  lone  child  was  given  a  second  series 
of  toxin  antitoxin  inoculations  and,  no  doubt,  will  have  the  desired  im¬ 
munity  when  given  a  second  test. 

Chadwick  and  School  Clinics 

The  purpose  of  these  clinics  is  to  promote  the  health  of  the  school  child 
and  prevent  tuberculosis  by  discovering  any  early  signs  of  the  disease, 
and  treating  it  before  serious  illness  occurs.  The  Chadwick  Clinic  work 
will  eventually  be  taken  over  by  the  School  Clinic  which  is  supervised  by 
the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  at  Braintree.  The  report  of  these  two 
clinics  is  as  follows:

School  Eye  Clinic 

One  hundred  forty-six  children  were  seen  at  the  school  eye  clinic  by 
Dr.  Hugo  B.  C.  Riemer.  Of  these,  sixty  two  had  vision  corrected  with 
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glasses;  eight  required  no  change  from  glasses  then  being  worn;  seven 
had  diseased  conditions  of  the  eyes  requiring  medical  treatment;  two  no 
longer  required  correction  with  glasses;  and  fifty-six  needed  no  treatment 
whatever.  Nine  patients  are  to  return  for  further  examination. 

Audiometer  Testing 

The  audiometer  test,  a  test  for  accuracy  in  hearing,  was  given  to  thirty- 
six  hundred  and  two  children.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-four  were  re¬ 
tested,  and  of  these,  one  hundred  and  six  were  found  to  have  defective 
hearing  in  one  or  both  ears.  The  parents  were  notified  and  urged  to 
consult  the  family  physician.  Five  students  in  this  group  are  having 
lip-reading  instructions  at  the  Horace  Mann  School. 

Weighing  and  Measuring 

The  interest  a  child  has  in  his  growth  is  stimulated  by  the  monthly 
weighing  and  measuring.  No  longer  do  we  hold  each  child  up  to  the 
“average”  weight  table.  He  is  compared  with  no  other  child.  A  steady 
gain  in  weight  each  month  is  encouraged,  as  this  is  the  best  indication  of 
growth. 

Mid-Morning  Lunch 

Each  building  has  this  activity,  though  it  must  be  said  that  the  ele¬ 
mentary  pupils  are  far  more  enthusiastic  than  the  pupils  in  the  Junior 
or  Senior  High  School.  Possibly  this  is  due  to  their  inability  to  appreciate 
the  value  of  such  an  activity.  The  Senior  High  students  are,  perhaps, 
justified,  since  their  noon  lunch  period  comes  soon  after  mid-morning 
lunch  is  served.  The  Norwood  Woman’s  Club,  through  the  Community 
Fund,  makes  it  possible  for  some  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  children 
to  have  milk  each  day. 

Health  Day 

The  elementary  grades  observed  Health  Day  on  June  4th.  This  cele¬ 
bration  completes  the  health  program  for  the  school  year.  As  stated  in 
the  Outline  on  Health  Education  used  in  the  grades,  “the  ultimate  ob¬ 
jective  of  health  education  is  to  insure  for  the  future,  healthier,  happy, 
and  more  efficient  citizens.” 

The  correction  of  remedial  physical  defects  is  encouraged  and  urged. 
The  correction  of  dental  defects  continues  to  show  progress.  In  1929  only 
52%  of  the  children  in  the  first  six  grades  had  dental  defects  corrected, 
while  in  1936  ninety-two  per  cent  had  the  work  completed.  The  Shattuck 
School  for  the  seventh  consecutive  year  had  100%  dental  correction. 

Individual  awards  were  given  to  the  children  for  correction  of  dental 
defects,  for  growth  as  indicated  by  the  gain  in  weight  and  height,  for 
having  all  remedial  defects  corrected,  and  for  improvement  in  posture. 

Suitable  programs  were  held  in  the  several  school  buildings.  The  suc¬ 
cess  of  this  program  is  dependent  upon  the  hearty-cooperation  of  all  who 
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come  in  contact  with  the  children;  the  parents,  teachers,  doctors,  dentists, 
and  nurses,  as  well  as  the  children  themselves. 

Summer  Camp 

Four  children  attended  summer  camp  at  Braintree.  They  improved 
greatly  during  their  eight  weeks.  This  vacation  is  made  possible  by  the 
sale  of  Christmas  seals. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Norwood  Woman’s  Club,  the  Senior  High  School 
Quest  Club,  the  Junior  High  School  Community  Club,  the  American  Red 
Cross,  and  our  many  other  kind  friends  for  their  combined  generous 
support. 

The  members  of  the  Health  Department  wish  to  express  their  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  the  loyal  support  and  helpful  advice  received  from  you,  super¬ 
visors,  principals,  and  teachers.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART 

The  annual  report  of  the  Art  Department  for  the  year  ending  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1936  is  herewith  submitted. 

This  past  year  seems  to  have  been  an  unusually  interesting  one  in  this 
department,  especially  in  the  elementary  grades.  Doubtless,  this  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  we  no  longer  use  a  formal,  definitely  planned  course  of 
study,  whereby  each  room  of  a  certain  grade  is  doing  the  same  lesson 
during  a  given  week.  While  various  fundamental  art  principles  are  still 
considered  essential,  and  always  will  be,  they  are  not  taught  as  separate 
drill  lessons,  but  are  applied  to  any  project  which  seems  to  fit  the  need  of 
any  particular  room.  These  principles,  such  as  Center  of  Interest,  Balance, 
Rhythm,  Proportion,  Perspective,  Fitness  to  Purpose  in  design,  Color 
Harmony,  and  so  forth,  are  discovered  by  the  children  from  their  own 
creative  or  directed  drawings,  usually  after  class  discussion.  Our  usual 
method  of  procedure  aims  first  for  expression  and  helpful  principles  as  a 
natural  outgrowth  thereof,  rather  than  abstract  principles  first,  and  then, 
lessons  to  illustrate  them. 

The  following  two  paragraphs  quoted  from  a  state  program  of  Art 
Education,  express  our  aims  here  in  Norwood  in  a  general  way. 

“Today  the  Art  program  is  tied  up  with  the  regular  school  curriculum, 
correlating  and  integrating  with  Social  Studies,  Reading,  Language  Work, 
Health  and  Humane  Education.  It  no  longer  stands  out  as  a  subject 
separated  from  the  regular  life  of  the  school  and  the  child.  It  offers 
opportunity  for  self-expression  and  an  outlet  for  imagination.” 

“Art  Education  is  a  practical  subject  aiming  to  ground  every  child  in 
the  fundamentals  necessary  to  appreciate  and  enjoy  Art  and  to  use  the 
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principles  of  Art — good  spacing,  fine  proportion,  appropriate  design, 
harmonious  color — in  the  everyday  needs  of  modern  life.” 

A  few  of  the  projects  through  which  we  have  tried  to  achieve  this  inte¬ 
gration  and  appreciation,  in  the  elementary  grades,  might  be  mentioned 
at  this  time — the  construction  of  pet  shows,  stores,  playhouses,  library 
corners,  moving  picture  shows,  large  dollhouse;  the  painting  of  background 
scenery  for  plays,  large  mural  drawings  on  bulletin  boards,  blackboard 
drawings,  friezes  and  window  decorations  correlating  with  Social  Study 
as  well  as  those  appropriate  to  the  various  seasons;  covers  and  illustrations 
for  notebooks  on  many  subjects;  cloth  wall-hangings,  paper  plates  and 
square  tiles  decorated  with  modern  designs,  for  gifts;  much  free  original 
illustration  of  poems  and  stories. 

Spirit  and  interest  are  good  in  Grades  VII  and  VIII,  where  our  Art  work 
is  being  done  on  a  larger  and  more  original  scale.  Grade  IX  elective  Art 
classes,  although  small,  are  doing  good  work  for  the  school  in  such  things 
as  posters  for  various  school  activities,  headings  lettered  and  illustrated 
for  the  new  school  paper.  A  new  club  this  year  is  the  Sketch  Club,  com¬ 
posed  of  fourteen  ninth  graders  who  have  done  outdoor  pencil  sketching, 
original  sketches,  pen  and  ink  work  and  drawing  from  life. 

The  Senior  High  Art  course  has  followed  much  the  same  general  lines 
as  it  has  for  several  years.  Representation,  Composition  and  Design  are 
the  three  major  divisions  of  study.  As  always,  many  posters  were  made 
for  various  school  and  town  affairs.  Much  water-color  painting,  original 
block  printed  Christmas  cards,  papier-mache  masks  and  plaster  of  paris 
placques  made  from  them  were  especially  interesting  projects. 

In  course  of  time,  we  hope  for  a  completely  integrated  and  articulated 
art  program.  As  the  pupil  passes  through  each  of  the  three  sections  of 
his  school  life,  his  ability  in  art  will  be  developed  progressively,  intensively, 
and  extensively. 

The  first  or  elementary  section  will  have  a  much  more  creative  pro¬ 
gram.  The  Art  work  will  be  motivated  more  and  more  through  interests 
aroused  by  contacts  with  all  the  other  subjects.  At  the  end  of  the  first 
six  grades  we  will  hope  to  have  reached  these  objectives: 

1.  Knowledge  of 

a.  Design,  with  its  various  principles. 

b.  Color — pleasing  combinations. 

c.  Representation — -freehand  drawing  of  many  kinds. 

d.  Masterpieces  of  famous  artists. 

2.  Skills 

a.  Practical  ability  to  represent  ideas. 

b.  Practical  ability  to  select  and  arrange  colors  in  a  pleasing  manner. 

c.  Practical  ability  to  construct  simple  objects  in  various  mediums. 
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3.  Habits  and  Attitudes 

a.  Habit  of  observation  and  discrimination. 

b.  Habit  of  free  expression. 

c.  Attitude  of  respect  for  fine  craftsmanship. 

d.  Attitude  of  appreciation  of  beauty  everywhere. 

The  Art  course  in  the  second  or  Junior  High  section  will  eventually  be 
of  an  exploratory  nature,  in  which  the  pupil  will  experiment  in  many 
media  and  have  many  kinds  of  art  experiences,  in  order  to  discover  the 
kind  of  creative  expression  in  the  exercise  of  which  he  is  most  happy. 
Clubs  and  hobbies  for  leisure  time  enter  into  this  phase  of  his  Art  Edu¬ 
cation,  while  some  of  his  activities  will  be  directed  toward  better  taste 
in  his  own  costumes,  making  his  home  and  surroundings  more  attractive 
and  planning  for  a  better  town  or  city. 

Art  in  the  Senior  High  or  third  section  will  consist  of  two  courses;  one 
general  elective  course  of  a  few  periods  per  week,  with  a  chance  for  original 
expression,  applied  design  and  crafts,  while  the  other  will  be  a  major 
elective  course,  with  required  outside  sketching  and  research.  This  course 
will  contain  Art  Appreciation,  Interior  Decorating,  Costume  Designing, 
Commercial  Advertising  and  Design,  Free  Illustrations  in  many  mediums 
and  so  forth. 

With  such  an  Art  program,  the  ultimate  character  training  outcomes 
to  be  hoped  for  are  these: 

1.  Joy  in  work  and  pride  in  doing  it  well. 

2.  Readiness  to  create  to  meet  a  need. 

3.  Self-confidence. 

4.  Independent  thinking. 

5.  Orderly  procedure. 

6.  Willingness  to  cooperate. 

7.  Desire  to  improve. 

8.  Discriminating  observation.

10.  Seeking  of  beauty  in  one’s  environment. 

11.  Respect  for  one’s  own  efforts  and  the  efforts  of  others.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Education. 
“Education  is  the  Process  by  which  the  individual  comes  into  con¬ 
tinually  increasing  possession  of  himself  and  his  powers,  through  continu¬ 
ally  increased  participation  in  race  achievement.” 
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Since  physical  education  is  an  essential  part  of  general  education  the 
aims  of  general  education  must  be  accepted  as  the  aims  of  physical  edu¬ 
cation. 

The  objectives  of  physical  education  may  be  divided  into  two  groups: 
(1)  developmental  objectives;  (2)  objectives  in  adjustment.  These  again 
may  be  classed  as:  (1)  Development  of  Organic  Power;  (2)  Neuro  Mus¬ 
cular  Development;  (3)  Intellectual  Development  and  Emotional  Devel¬ 
opment  through  Health;  Worthy  Use  of  Leisure;  Worthy  Home  Member¬ 
ship;  Citizenship;  Ethical  Character;  Vocation;  Fundamental  Processes. 

Adequate  time  is  allowed  to  do  effective  work.  In  the  senior  high 
school  the  average  is  usually  100  minutes.  It  might  be  of  interest  to  note 
that  some  states  require  150  minutes  as  a  minimum  for  all  grades  but 
many  towns  and  cities  within  these  states  allow  more  time  than  the 
minimum. 

We  have  eliminated  non-essentials.  We  teach  the  essentials.  Our 
program  is  based  upon  a  health  and  medical  examination  and  upon  indi¬ 
vidual  needs  according  to  the  finds  in  the  physical  education  tests.  We 
prescribe  corrective  measures  adapted  to  individual  needs.  We  do  every¬ 
thing  we  can  to  help  the  boys  and  girls  and  exercise  the  greatest  care  that 
we  do  nothing  to  hurt  them. 

Intramural  athletics  have  spread  throughout  the  schools  and  we  are 
now  giving  a  fair  amount  of  attention  in  the  way  of  equipment,  training 
and  coaching.  We  place  more  stress  on  the  type  of  recreative  sport  that 
will  carry  over  into  adult  forms  of  leisure. 

The  physical  education  work  in  the  first  six  grades  can  be  classified 
under  five  headings: 

1.  Marching  and  Exercises. 

2.  Games. 

3.  Rhythmic  Activities. 

4.  Individual  Posture  Training. 

5.  Extra-curricula  Activities. 

1.  Marching  and  Exercises. 

Objectives — To  improve  posture,  to  provide  maximum  activity 
with  limited  time  and  space,  to  develop  quick  accurate  response  to 
command,  to  develop  leadership. 

2.  Games — Games  for  the  class  as  a  whole. 

Objectives — Sportmanship,  team  play,  character  training,  skills, 
worthy  use  of  leisure  time,  fun. 

Squad  Activities. 

Objectives — Leadership  and  fellowship,  self  testing  competing 
against  own  record,  use  of  leisure  time. 

Story  Plays. 

Objectives — Stimulates  imagination,  connects  school  and  home  life, 
correlates  with  health.  This  is  the  informal  enacting  of  a  story  used 
in  Grades  1  and  2. 
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3.  Rhythmic  Activities.  Singing  games. 

Objectives — Rhythm  training,  group  spirit,  fun  of  playing. 

In  grades  1  through  3  it  is  easier  for  the  children  to  move  rhythmically 
if  they  sing. 

Dances  (to  piano  or  victrola). 

Objectives — Rhythm  training,  skill  in  moving  (especially  the  feet), 
group  spirit. 

More  difficult  dances  may  be  given  in  the  3rd  and  4th  grades  if  there 
is  accompaniment. 

4.  Individual  Posture  Training. 

Objective — To  improve  posture. 

The  children  in  greatest  need  of  correction  are  selected.  After  a 
careful  examination  exercises  are  given  to  correct  the  individual’s 
particular  defect.  Under  the  suggestion  of  the  physical  education 
department  and  the  school  nurse,  one  child  consulted  an  orthopedic 
specialist  who  recommended  that  she  continue  the  same  exercises 
given  at  school.  Another  child  acting  on  similar  advice  spent 
several  weeks  in  the  Children’s  Hospital  and  is  now  improving  by 
continuing  the  treatment  at  home. 

5.  Extra-curricula  Activities. 

a.  Special  work  in  all  schools. 

b.  Baseball  Games — Boys. 

c.  Play  Days — Girls. 

There  is  no  competition  between  schools. 

Three  play  days  were  held  last  spring. 

The  class  work  for  Junior  High  consists  of  posture  work,  gymnastic 
exercises,  marching,  team  games  and  apparatus  exercises.  Posture  is 
stressed  in  every  class,  and  if  a  pupil  seems  to  need  more  attention,  he  is 
given  corrective  work  outside  of  school  hours. 

After-school  activities  for  girls  are  carried  on  during  the  entire  year. 
During  the  fall  and  early  winter,  a  Quoitennis  tournament  is  staged  for 
7th,  8th  and  9th  grades.  It  has  proved  to  be  a  very  popular  sport,  ap¬ 
proximately  200  pupils  taking  part.  Basketball  is  played  by  girls  of  the 
ninth  grades  only  during  the  winter  season,  and  a  home  room  tournament 
takes  place  with  about  125  girls  participating,  while  the  girls  of  the  7th 
and  8th  grades  continue  Quoitennis.  In  the  spring,  tournaments  in  volley 
ball  for  the  7th  and  8th  grades  and  baseball  for  the  9th  grades  takes  place. 
About  270  girls  are  engaged  in  these  sports. 

After  the  Christmas  vacation  basketball  practice  for  boys  was  called, 
150  boys  reported.  These  boys  tried  for  places  on  the  Junior  High  School 
Varsity  team.  A  schedule  was  then  played  with  outside  teams. 

In  addition  to  the  varsity  team  at  the  Junior  High  School,  there  were 
three  basketball  leagues  organized  among  the  7th,  8th  and  9th  grades; 
140  boys  participated  and  the  schedule  of  games  lasted  well  into  the 
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spring  months.  Baseball  practice  was  then  called.  A  Junior  High  Varsity 
team  was  organized,  and,  also,  a  7th  and  8th  grade  league;  200  boys 
participated. 

Some  time  was  given  to  track.  During  the  fall,  three  tag  football  leagues, 
Junior  7th,  8th  and  9th  grades  were  organized.  From  100  to  150  boys  were 
actively  engaged. 

Special  exercises  are  given  to  boys  with  faulty  posture.  Many  good 
results  have  been  obtained  in  the  class. 

During  the  sixth  period  on  Friday,  37  boys  take  part  in  athletic  dancing. 
Athletic  dancing  develops  skill,  speed,  posture  and  rhythm  and  also  tends 
to  eliminates  self-consciousness. 

In  the  Senior  High  School  the  regular  class  work  for  both  girls  and  boys 
consisted  of  marching,  apparatus,  corrective  exercises,  games  and  practice 
teaching.  In  addition  to  this,  we  sponsor  three  lectures  in  the  sophomore 
health  course,  and  give  a  required  course  in  Hygiene  to  all  seniors.  Ad¬ 
ditional  corrective  exercise  is  given  to  all  individuals  needing  special  at¬ 
tention.  However,  we  find  that  fewer  individuals  today  need  that  work 
in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  because  of  the  great  amount  of  time 
being  spent  on  posture  in  the  grades. 

Athletics  for  girls  in  the  Senior  High  School  consisted  of  basketball, 
tennis,  field  hockey,  archery  and  speedball.  About  fifty  girls  reported  for 
basketball  practice.  First  teams  are  picked  for  interclass  games.  Class 
games  with  other  schools  are  arranged.  Following  this,  a  team  is  picked 
to  represent  the  high  school  in  a  schedule  of  five  games.  Brookline  again 
invited  our  girls  to  two  swimming  play  days  and  sixteen  girls  had  a  most 
enjoyable  time.  In  the  early  spring  about  sixty-five  girls  reported  for 
indoor  tennis  instruction,  and  in  May  a  team  was  picked  for  a  schedule  of 
seven  games.  In  the  spring  we  have  archery  and,  in  the  fall,  inter-class 
field  hockey  and  tennis. 

Athletics  for  boys  in  the  Senior  High  School  consisted  of  football, 
basketball,  indoor  track,  outdoor  track,  baseball,  tennis  and  golf. 

During  the  Christmas  vacation  fifty-seven  boys  reported  for  basketball. 
Of  this  number,  eight  were  chosen  to  represent  their  school  as  the  varsity 
team  against  other  high  schools.  Nine  others  made  up  a  junior  varsity 
team  which  played  a  schedule  against  the  Junior  Varsity  Teams  of  the 
same  high  schools.  The  remaining  candidates  formed  class  teams  and 
played  a  series  of  games  for  the  championship  of  the  Senior  High  School. 

In  January,  forty-five  boys  reported  to  Mr.  Wheeler  for  indoor  track 
at  the  State  Armory.  Five  dual  and  two  State  meets  were  arranged  for 
the  season. 

In  April,  fifty  boys  participated  in  outdoor  track  and  a  schedule  of  seven 
dual  and  three  Inter-Scholastic  meets  was  arranged. 

In  April,  fifty-one  boys  reported  for  baseball.  Fifteen  players  were 
chosen  to  represent  the  school  against  teams  of  outside  schools.  The 
Varsity  team  played  a  schedule  of  fifteen  games.  The  Junior  Varsity 
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team,  consisting  of  twelve  boys,  played  two  games  with  the  Junior  High 
School  and  two  outside  games. 

Norwood  retained  its  membership  in  the  Norfolk  County  High  School 
Golf  League.  The  Walpole  Country  Club  again  allowed  us  the  use  of  its 
course.  Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Learnard,  matches  were  played  with 
each  team  in  the  league. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Fisher,  a  tennis  schedule  of  twelve  matches 
was  played.  Approximately  fourteen  boys  took  part  in  tennis  during  the 
season.  Six  or  seven  played  in  each  match. 

In  September,  ninety-eight  boys  reported  for  football  and  a  schedule 
of  nine  games  was  arranged  with  outside  teams.  On  account  of  weather 
conditions,  the  game  with  Milford  had  to  be  cancelled.  The  second  team 
played  one  outside  game  with  Brockton. 

Indoor  track  started  just  before  the  Christmas  vacation  and  forty-seven 
boys  reported  for  practice. 

Basketball  practice  started  during  Christmas  vacation  and  seventy-two 
boys  are  now  practicing.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MUSIC 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Music  Department. 

During  the  past  year,  the  work  in  this  department  has  been  carried  on 
along  the  lines  of  the  program  issued  in  a  previous  report.  It  proposes  to 
satisfy  social,  ethical,  intellectual  and  vocational  aims.  In  addition  to 
the  vocal  and  theoretical  work  which  is  required  from  all  pupils  from  the 
first  to  the  tenth  grade,  there  are  now  several  elective  courses  in  which 
1090  pupils  are  enrolled. 

In  order  to  keep  up  with  the  increasing  interest  in  music  shown  by  the 
pupils,  several  new  units  have  been  added  to  the  “Course  in  Music.” 

In  the  first  and  second  grades,  the  children  are  learning  to  synchronize 
their  efforts  by  means  of  Rhythm  Band  practice. 

In  the  third  and  fourth  grades,  the  second  step  toward  instrumental 
music  is  the  study  of  the  harmonica.  This  simple  instrument  is  the  logical 
link  between  the  second  grade  and  the  fifth  grade  where  orchestra  and 
band  instrument  instruction  usually  begins.  The  aim  of  every  grammar 
school  is  to  have  its  own  little  orchestra  and  band.  A  decided  step  has 
been  taken  in  that  direction. 

Instrumental  music  encourages  boys  and  girls  to  organize,  gives  them 
an  opportunity  to  work  off  in  a  creative  way  some  of  the  energy  which 
every  child  generates,  creates  a  better  understanding  among  students,  and 
prepares  them  for  a  worthwhile  use  of  their  time. 
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In  joining  a  musical  organization,  the  advanced  player  as  well  as  the 
beginner  learns  cooperation,  responsibility,  initiative  and  group  routine. 

In  the  Junior  High  School  there  is  an  ever  increasing  demand  for  a  Glee 
Club.  This  activity  which  was  dropped  several  years  ago,  will  probably 
be  resumed  under  a  new  elective-selective  plan. 

In  the  Senior  High  School  forty-two  pupils  are  now  taking  the  Music 
Major  Course.  Last  May  a  group  of  students  gave  a  demonstration  of 
this  course  at  the  High  School  Principals’  Convention  at  Framingham  and 
were  very  well  received.  Members  of  the  Voice  Training  classes  gave 
several  exhibitions  of  the  work  for  different  organizations. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  know  that: 

(a)  A  band  composed  of  fifty-two  boys  and  girls  played  at  all  the  football 
games  this  season. 

(b)  Three  members  of  the  orchestra  were  selected  to  represent  Norwood 
in  the  New  England  Festival  Orchestra  at  Springfield  last  April. 

(c)  A  scholarship  of  one  hundred  dollars  was  awarded  last  June  to  a  member 
of  the  Senior  Orchestra  by  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  cooperation 
of  all  in  the  school  system  with  whom  this  department  comes  in  contact.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  AMERICANIZATION 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Americanization  classes  for  the 
year  ending  December,  1936. 

The  total  enrollment  of  the  Adult  Alien  classes  at  the  close  of  the  evening 
school  in  March,  1936  was  136.  There  were  eight  classes  held  at  the  Balch 
School  on  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings.  There  was  a  be¬ 
ginner’s  class  for  men  and  one  for  women.  In  this  class  the  pupils  could 
neither  read  nor  write  English.  The  second  class  was  the  intermediate 
group.  The  fundamentals  of  English  Grammar,  reading  and  writing  were 
taught.  The  advanced  class  was  a  very  interesting  group  since  most  of  the 
sixteen  people  enrolled  were  citizens.  History,  Geography,  Advanced 
English,  Current  Events  and  group  discussions  formed  a  great  part  of  the 
year’s  work.  The  Citizenship  Class  with  thirty-nine  pupils  had  the 
largest  enrollment. 

A  new  plan  for  teaching  citizenship  was  introduced  last  year.  About 
two  years  ago  all  supervisors  and  citizenship  teachers  met  with  Miss  Mary 
Guyton,  the  State  Supervisor,  and  a  committee  was  formed  to  revise  the 
outline  of  work  in  Citizenship.  After  many  conferences,  it  was  decided 
that  instead  of  teaching  the  historical  background  of  the  United  States 
so  thoroughly,  the  principles  of  the  Constitution  should  be  taught;  since 
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one  of  the  requirements  for  Citizenship  is  that  the  applicant  be  informed 
in  matters  relating  to  the  principles  of  the  Constitution.  Therefore,  each 
supervisor  was  responsible  for  a  lesson  plan  and  when  all  plans  were  com¬ 
pleted  they  were  sent  to  the  Commissioner  of  Immigration  and  Naturaliza¬ 
tion  at  Washington  to  be  corrected,  revised  and  sent  back  to  the  State 
House  in  Boston.  The  Federal  examiners  in  Boston  very  kindly  answered 
any  difficult  questions  which  arose  pertaining  to  the  Constitution  and  our 
government.  The  lessons  were  finally  completed  and  handed  to  the 
teachers  in  October,  1935.  The  object  of  all  this  work  was  to  compile  a 
uniform  set  of  questions  throughout  the  United  States.  The  lessons  are 
now  being  taught  in  all  Evening  Schools  and  the  questions  are  being  asked 
by  the  examiners.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Massachusetts  was  the 
pioneer  of  this  plan. 

In  addition  to  the  evening  classes,  there  were  six  day  classes  which  were 
taught  by  the  Director.  These  classes  consisted  of  mothers  who  were 
unable  to  attend  school  in  the  evening;  three  of  these  classes  were  held  in 
the  homes.  It  was  gratifying  to  see  mothers  taking  time  from  household 
duties  to  learn  to  read,  write  and  speak  English.  There  were  thirty-nine 
women  enrolled  in  these  classes. 

Graduation  was  held  on  March  26,  at  the  Junior  High  School.  Thirty 
Citizenship  diplomas  and  ninety  State  Certificates  were  awarded  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  Lincoln  D.  Lynch.  Miss  Mary  Ward,  the 
Commissioner  of  Immigration  and  Naturalization  for  the  Eastern  District, 
was  the  guest  speaker  and  Miss  Mary  Guyton,  State  Supervisor  of  Adult 
Alien  Education,  also  delivered  a  talk  to  the  graduates. 

The  evening  classes  for  1936-37  opened  October  15,  at  the  Balch  School. 
The  total  enrollment  at  the  end  of  December  was  170,  with  pupils’  ages 
ranging  from  15  to  70.  Of  the  eight  classes  being  conducted,  the  Citizen¬ 
ship  group  is  the  largest  with  an  enrollment  of  46  pupils. 

A  school  card  which  shows  that  he  has  attended  school  and  prepared 
himself  for  a  citizenship  examination  is  now  given  to  every  person  who 
applies  for  second  papers.  The  Federal  Government  feels  that  if  the 
standards  for  Citizenship  are  raised,  so  must  the  requirements. 

In  addition  to  the  170  people  attending  the  Evening  School,  there  are 
42  mothers  registered  in  six  day  classes.  Two  of  these  classes  are  held  in 
the  home  and  four  at  school. 

On  October  19,  a  Home  Hygiene  class  was  opened  at  the  Balch  School 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Boston  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  and  twenty-one 
women  registered.  The  course  consisted  of  twelve  lessons  and  the  class 
met  every  Monday  and  Thursday  evening  from  seven  o’clock  to  nine 
o’clock.  The  taking  of  temperature,  pulse,  and  respiration,  the  making 
of  a  bed  with  a  patient  in  it,  the  making  of  flaxseed  poultices  and  general 
hints  on  home  hygiene,  were  some  of  the  interesting  things  taught.  On 
November  30,  eighteen  Red  Cross  certificates  were  awarded  to  those  who 
successfully  passed  their  examination. 
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On  December  2,  another  class  was  organized  for  the  mothers  who  could 
not  attend  evenings.  Sixteen  women  enrolled  and  they  meet  every 
Wednesday  from  one-thirty  to  three-thirtv  at  the  Junior  High  School. 
The  women  enjoy  the  course  and  find  it  very  helpful  and  profitable. 

The  federal  census  of  1930  shows  1,054,636  foreign  bom  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  of  which  480,624  are  twenty-one  years  or  over  and  121,925  are 
illiterate.  There  are  73,295  aliens  who  cannot  speak  English.  There  is 
yet  much  to  be  done  with  the  adult  alien  despite  the  immigration  restriction. 
Norwood  has  2,200  adult  aliens,  many  of  whom  cannot  read,  write  or  speak 
English.

Monday,  January  18,  1937,  and  adjourned  to  March  22,  1937.

reference  be  with  respect  to  such  further  appropriations  additional  to  the 
appropriation  already  made,  as  may  be  made  at  the  Adjourned  session  of 
this  meeting. 

Article  18.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  or 
borrow  and  appropriate  for  providing  cooperation  with  the  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  in  unemployment  relief  and  other  projects  of  direct  or  indirect 
benefit  to  the  Town  or  its  inhabitants. 

Voted:  By  taxation  the  sum  of  $2,500.00,  said  sum  is  made  available 
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to  meet  the  expense  of  the  Town’s  requirement  in  a  project  entitled  Vernon 
Street  Plot  Park  and  Playground  Project.

No  dog  shall  be  permitted  to  run  at  large  in  the  town  at  any 
time  unless  it  shall  have  been  vaccinated  against  rabies  within  the  pre¬ 
ceding  twelve  months  and  evidence  thereof  shall  have  been  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Police  Department.  Every  dog  so  permitted  to  run  at  large 
shall  wear  an  identification  tag  or  badge  to  be  furnished  by  the  Police 
Department. 

Section  26.  Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  who  violates  the  provisions 
of  section  25  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  ten  dollars  ($10) 
for  each  offense. 

Voted:  On  motion  that  the  by-laws  be  amended,  motion  lost. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  and  dated  October  22,  1937 
and  signed  by  Charles  F.  Holman,  Sture  Nelson,  John  M.  Mutch,  Harry  B. 
Butters  and  Herbert  V.  Brady,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  proper  service 
of  which  warrant  was  duly  attested  by  John  L.  Collins,  Constable  of 
Norwood. 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to  Town 
Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Moderator,  Judge  James  A.  Halloran,  the  articles  contained  in  the 
warrant  and  the  action  thereunder  being  as  follows: 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Chapter  260  of  the 
Acts  of  1936  as  amended  by  Chapter  403  of  the  Acts  of  1936  providing 
that  certain  provisions  of  law  relative  to  compensating  municipal  em¬ 
ployees  who  are  injured  in  the  course  of  their  employment  and  providing 
for  the  inclusion  of  additional  public  employees  within  the  provisions  of 
the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Law.

C.  In  each  and  all  of  said  districts  hereinbefore  ennumerated  the  Board 
of  Appeal  may  give  permission  in  addition  to  such  powers  as  are  delegated 
to  it  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  by-laws  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood  for  one  or  more  of  the  following  purposes. 

a.  A  public  or  private  dump,  or  place  of  depositing  abandoned  property 
or  refuse. 

b.  The  removal  of  sod,  loam,  sub-soil,  sand  or  gravel  for  the  purpose 
of  sale  thereof. 

Section  17B:  Any  person  desiring  to  obtain  the  permission  of  the  Board 
of  Appeal  for  any  purpose  for  which  permission  is  required  under  Section 
17A,  17B,  17C,  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Board.  The  Board 
of  Appeal  within  a  reasonable  time,  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on  the  ap¬ 
plication:  shall  require  the  applicant  to  file  such  plans  and  information  as  it 
may  deem  necessary,  and  to  give  notice  of  the  hearing  by  registered  mail 
to  all  the  owners  of  property  opposite  to  and  abutting  on  any  property  in 
relation  to  which  permission  is  sought  as  shown  by  the  most  recent  valua¬ 
tion  list  of  the  Board  of  Assessors,  and  to  such  other  persons  as  may  ap¬ 
pear  to  the  Board  to  be  injuriously  affected,  and  to  post  a  notice  on  such 
property.  The  Board  of  Appeal  may  make  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  disposition  of  such  application. 

The  Board  of  Appeal  may  attach  such  conditions  and  limitations  of  time 
to  a  permission  granted  under  this  section  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect 
the  neighborhood  in  which  lies  the  property  to  which  the  permission 
relates.  The  rights,  under  any  permission  granted  as  herein  provided 
shall  be  exercised  within  six  months  or  such  permission  shall  be  null  and 
void. 

Voted:  That  the  subject  matter  of  Article  7  be  referred  to  the  Town 
Planning  Board  for  consideration  and  a  report  at  a  future  town  meeting. 

Article  8.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Town  Planning  Board 
together  with  its  recommendations  with  reference  to  an  amendment  to 
Section  10  of  the  existing  Zoning  By-Laws.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Section  10  of  the  exist¬ 
ing  Zoning  By-Laws  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  sub-division 
namely: 

(c)  No  part  of  any  building  designed,  intended,  arranged,  or  used  for 
residence  purposes  shall  be  constructed,  altered,  extended,  reconstructed, 
raised  or  moved  so  as  to  be  nearer  than  ten  feet  to  the  line  of  any  adjoining 
lot,  or  nearer  than  twenty  feet  to  any  building  used  for  residence  purposes 
on  the  same  lot  or  nearer  than  ten  feet  to  any  part  of  any  other  building 
located  on  the  same  lot,  except  that  part  of  a  residence  used  as  a  private 
garage  may  be  not  nearer  than  five  feet  to  the  line  of  any  adjoining  lot, 
except  that  roofs,  cornices,  and  similar  projections  on  residence  buildings 
may  extend  one  foot  nearer  to  the  line  of  an  adjoining  lot  or  to  another 
building  on  the  same  lot. 

Voted:  That  the  report  and  recommendations  of  the  Town  Planning 
Board  with  respect  to  the  question  of  an  amendment  to  Section  10  of  the 
existing  Zoning  By-Law  be  accepted  as  to  the  report  only,  that  the  recom¬ 
mendations  contained  therein  be  not  accepted  and  the  following  be  re¬ 
ceived  and  considered  and  acted  upon  as  a  substitute  motion. 

Voted:  That  Section  10  of  the  existing  Zoning  By-Law  be  amended  by 
striking  out  sub-division  B  thereof  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

Paragraph  B:  No  part  of  any  building  designed,  intended,  arranged, 
or  used  for  residence  purposes  shall  be  constructed,  altered,  extended, 
reconstructed,  raised  or  moved  so  as  to  be  nearer  than  10  feet  to  the  line 
of  any  adjoining  lot  or  nearer  than  20  feet  to  any  building  used  for  resi¬ 
dence  purposes  on  the  same  lot,  or  nearer  than  10  feet  to  any  part  of  any 
other  building  located  on  the  same  lot  except  that  roofs,  cornices,  and 
similar  projections  on  residence  buildings  may  extend  one  foot  nearer 
to  the  line  of  an  adjoining  lot  or  to  another  building  on  the  same  lot,  and 
except  that  part  of  a  residence  used  as  a  private  garage  may  be  not  nearer 
than  five  feet  to  the  line  of  any  adjoining  lot.  No  part  of  any  building 
other  than  one  used  for  residence  purposes  shall  be  constructed,  altered, 
extended,  reconstructed,  raised  or  moved  so  as  to  be  nearer  than  five  feet 
to  the  line  of  any  adjoining  lot  or  nearer  than  10  feet  to  another  building 
on  the  same  lot  except  that  two  such  buildings  with  a  common  party  wall 
may  be  constructed  upon  contiguous  lots  where  the  line  of  such  wall  is 
coincident  with  the  boundary  or  division  line  between  said  lots.

on  the  same  lot  or  nearer  than  ten  feet  to  any  part  of  any  other  building 
located  on  the  same  lot,  except  that  part  of  a  residence  used  as  a  private 
garage  may  not  be  nearer  than  five  feet  to  the  line  of  any  adjoining  lot, 
except  that  roofs,  cornices,  and  similar  projections  on  residence  buildings 
may  extend  one  foot  nearer  to  the  line  of  an  adjoining  lot  or  to  another 
building  on  the  same  lot. 

Voted:  To  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  so  called,  in  the  foregoing  manner. 

Article  3.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Town  Planning  Board 
together  with  its  recommendations  with  reference  to  certain  amendments 
of  the  existing  Zoning  By-Law,  with  respect  to  the  establishment  of  a  new 
type  of  district.

Section  4A:  In  a  Residential  Business  District  except  as  provided  in 
paragraph  “B”  of  Section  3,  no  new  building  or  structure  or  part  thereof 
shall  be  designed,  constructed  or  used  and,  except  as  provided  in  Section  6, 
no  building  or  structure  or  part  thereof  shall  be  altered,  enlarged,  extended, 
reconstructed,  or  used  except  for  one  or  more  of  the  following  purposes: 

Store  or  salesroom,  for  the  conduct  of  the  following  retail  business: 

1.  Drugstore,  gasoline  filling  station,  grocery,  lunchroom,  market. 

2.  ‘Place  of  business  of  a  baker,  barber,  dressmaker,  confectioner,  hair¬ 
dresser,  manicurist,  newsdealer,  shoe  repairer,  tailor. 

3.  Such  accessory  purposes  as  are  customarily  incident  to  the  foregoing 
purposes  and  are  not  injurious  to  a  neighborhood  as  a  Residential  Business 
District. 

4.  Any  uses  and  accessory  purposes  authorized  in  the  Single  Residence 
and  the  General  Residence  Districts. 

In  the  Residential  Business  District  no  new  building  shall  be  constructed 
nor  no  building  shall  be  altered,  enlarged,  extended,  reconstructed, 
raised  or  moved  so  that  any  external  wall  is  located  nearer  than  twenty 
(20)  feet  to  any  street  line  nor  shall  any  part  of  any  building  designed, 
intended,  arranged,  or  used  for  any  purpose  be  constructed,  altered,  ex¬ 
tended,  reconstructed,  raised  or  moved  so  as  to  be  nearer  than  ten  (10) 
feet  to  the  line  of  any  adjoining  lot  or  nearer  than  twenty  (20)  feet  to  any 
building  located  in  such  district,  except  that  roofs,  cornices  and  other 
similar  projections  may  extend  one  (1)  foot  nearer  to  the  line  of  an  adjoin¬ 
ing  lot  or  to  another  building  on  the  same  lot;  nor  shall  any  building  having 
a  frontage  of  over  forty  (40)  feet  be  constructed,  altered,  reconstructed,  or 
raised  upon  or  moved  into  a  Residential  District. 

Voted:  To  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  so  called,  in  the  foregoing  manner 
and  further  voted  that  the  Zoning  By-Law  be  and  hereby  is  amended  by 
altering  the  District  boundaries  established  under  Section  17  of  said  By- 
Law  with  respect  to  a  portion  of  the  General  Residence  District  situated 
on  the  easterly  side  of  Pleasant  Street  and  northerly  of  East  Cross  Street 
for  a  distance  of  about  one  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  feet  on  East  Cross 
Street  and  one  hundred  seventeen  (117)  feet  on  Pleasant  Street  to  a  depth 
of  one  hundred  (100)  feet,  said  line  of  Pleasant  Street  and  East  Cross  Street 
being  the  line  as  relocated  by  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  County  of 
Norfolk  and  as  shown  on  a  plan  entitled  “Town  of  Norwood,  Mass.  Zoning 
Map  supplementary  to  and  changing  original  Zoning  Map  dated  November 
1926”  by  A.  W.  Thompson,  Town  Engineer,  dated  November  1,  1937,  and 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant.

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The  Town  Planning  Board  submitted  its  recommendation  namely,  that 
the  Zoning  By-Law  be  not  amended  and  said  recommendation  was  adopted 
by  vote  of  the  meeting, 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Clause  A  of  Section  8 
of  the  existing  Zoning  By-Law  by  striking  out  the  word  “four”  following 
the  word  “than”  and  preceding  the  word  “stories”  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word  “five”,  so  that  said  Clause  A  as  amended  will  read  in 
part,  “or  more  than  five  stories  or  so  as  to  exceed  in  any  part  a  height  of 
sixty  feet  in  the  Business  Districts,  except  as  hereinafter  provided”. 

Voted:  That  action  under  Article  6  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Article  7.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Town  Planning  Board 
together  with  its  recommendations  with  reference  to  an  amendment  to 
the  existing  Zoning  By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  with  respect  to  an 
alteration  of  the  General  Residence  District  easterly  of  Washington  Street 
and  southerly  of  Dean  Street. 

Voted:  That  Articles  7  and  8  be  taken  up  together  for  consideration  and 
action  thereon. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  existing  Zoning 
By-Law  by  altering  the  district  boundaries  established  under  Section  17 
of  said  by-law  with  respect  to  a  certain  portion  of  an  existing  General 
Residence  District  and  establish  the  same  as  a  part  of  a  Business  District 
with  respect  to  the  following  area,  namely;  that  portion  of  a  General 
Residence  District  lying  easterly  of  the  Business  District  located  on  the 
easterly  side  of  Washington  Street  at  its  intersection  with  Dean  Street 
and  having  a  frontage  of  sixty-six  feet  on  Dean  Street  and  seventy-nine 
feet  on  Sturtevant  Avenue,  thereby  altering  the  respective  district  bound¬ 
aries  accordingly. 

Voted:  To  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  so  called  in  the  foregoing  manner. 

Article  9.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Town  Planning  Board 
together  with  its  recommendations  with  reference  to  amending  the  Zoning 
By-Law  so  called,  by  altering  the  district  boundaries  established  under 
Section  17  of  said  by-law  with  respect  to  a  certain  portion  of  an  existing 
General  Residence  District  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  That  action  under  Article  9  be  indefinitely  postponed,  and  that 
the  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board  be  adopted. 

Article  10.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Town  Planning  Board 
together  with  its  recommendations  with  reference  to  an  amendment  to 
the  existing  Zoning  By-Law  which  was  referred  to  it  through  action  of 
Town  Meeting  of  May  24,  1937  and  of  November  1,  1937. 

Voted:  That  Articles  10  and  1 1  be  taken  up  together  for  consideration 
and  action  thereon. 
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Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law 
by  the  addition  thereto  of  the  following  new  section,  viz.  “6A.  Non-Con¬ 
forming  Uses  with  respect  to  Premises:” 

The  removal  from  any  premises  for  sale  of  loam,  except  where  there 
remains  on  the  premises  loam  to  a  depth  of  not  less  than  three  inches  on 
the  surface  after  such  removal,  the  removal  from  any  premises  for  sale 
of  sod,  which  in  no  event  shall  exceed  six  inches  in  depth,  except  where 
there  remains  on  the  premises  loam  to  a  depth  of  not  less  than  three 
inches  on  the  surface  after  such  removal  and  the  removal  for  sale  of  sand, 
gravel  or  stone  from  any  premises  within  the  town  shall  be  deemed  a 
non-conforming  use  except  that  natural  deposits  may  be  removed  from 
proposed  streets  after  plans  of  such  proposed  streets  are  approved  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Survey  and  of  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  present  and  voting  thereon  at  a  joint  meeting  held  for  the 
purpose.  Such  non-conforming  use  may  be  permitted  by  the  Board  of 
Appeal  under  Section  21  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  upon  such  terms  and  con¬ 
ditions  as  the  Board  of  Appeal  may  impose  provided  however,  that  no  such 
permission  shall  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Appeal  as  would  in  its  judg¬ 
ment  adversely  affect  the  scheme  of  growth  laid  down  in  the  Zoning  By- 
Law  or  otherwise  or  the  economic  status  of  the  town,  or  tend  to  impair 
the  beauty  of  the  town  or  the  district  most  immediately  affected.  Con¬ 
ditions,  deemed  by  the  Board  of  Appeal  as  tending  to  protect  the  town 
and  any  district  shall  be  imposed  where  needed  and  made  a  part  of  any 
permission  given. 

Voted:  To  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  so  called,  in  the  foregoing  manner. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  its  existing  special 
committee  on  the  H.  O.  Peabody  Fund,  so-called,  to  petition  the  General 
Court  in  behalf  of  the  Town  for  appropriate  legislation  whereby  the  Town 
may  be  permitted  to  meet  terms  required  by  the  Trustees  of  the  H.  O. 
Peabody  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  location  therein  of  the  school 
for  girls  to  which  the  trust  relates. 

Voted:  To  so  authorize  the  existing  special  committee  on  the  H.  O. 
Peabody  Fund. 

Article  13.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
from  available  balances  in  existing  appropriations  for  the  current  year 
and  make  said  sums  available  by  the  appropriation  thereof  to  meet  the 
expenses  of  the  current  year  in  the  following  appropriation  accounts:  Fire 
Department  Incidentals,  W.  P.  A.  Administration  Expense,  Election  and 
Registration  Incidentals,  Interest  on  Maturing  Indebtedness,  Expense  of 
Removal  of  Snow  and  Ice,  Public  Welfare. 

Voted:  That  there  be  transferred  from  available  balances  the  following 
amounts:  Fire  Department  Salaries  $500.00;  Maturing  Town  Debt 
$723.00;  Removal  of  Snow  and  Ice  $4,900.00;  Expense  of  Defense  Pro¬ 
ceedings  $200.00  and  that  the  same  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  as 
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available  for  expenditure  in  the  following  appropriation  accounts,  namely : 
Fire  Department  Incidentals  $500.00;  W.  P.  A.  Administration  $900.00; 
Election  and  Registration  Incidentals  $200.00;  Interest  on  Maturing 
Indebtedness  $723.30;  Public  Welfare  $4,000.00. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  by-laws  relating 
to  regulations  governing  the  acceptance  of  new  streets  through  private 
property  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  new  sub-division;  or 
take  any  other  action  relative  thereto,  viz. 

The  Selectmen  shall  have  the  authority  to  waive  the  requirement  of 
removing  the  soil  from  that  part  of  a  way  as  laid  out  on  either  side  of  the 
traveled  way,  if  in  its  opinion  such  removal  of  soil  is  not  necessary  for  the 
proper  use  of  the  way,  provided  however,  that  all  rocks,  boulders  and  other 
objectional  hazards  are  removed,  and  the  full  width  of  the  taking  graded 
to  approximately  the  grade  of  the  adjacent  traveled  way. 

Voted:  That  action  under  Article  14  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Voted:  That  this  meeting  be  dissolved.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1937 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  report  on  their  activities  for  the 
year  1937. 

There  were  held  forty-eight  regular  meetings  and  seven  special  meetings. 
At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  on  January  18,  1937,  Herbert  V.  Brady 
was  elected  Selectman  and  duly  qualified  for  the  ensuing  term  of  three 
years  on  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  Selectman  Peter  J.  Feeney, 
who  was  not  a  candidate  for  reelection.  On  January  19,  the  Selectmen 
took  recognition  of  the  services  of  former  Selectmen  Feeney  and  instructed 
Clerk  Pendergast  to  communicate  said  action  to  Mr.  Feeney  and  cause 
public  notice  thereof  to  be  given. 

The  organization  for  the  year  was  perfected  on  January  19,  1937,  by 
the  election  of  Selectman  Charles  F.  Holman  as  Chairman  and  the  reelec¬ 
tion  of  James  E.  Pendergast  as  Clerk.  William  C.  Kendrick  continued 
to  act  as  General  Manager.  Mr.  Pendergast  was  reappointed  State  Aid 
Agent,  Soldiers’  Relief  Agent  and  Soldiers’  Burial  Agent. 

Appointments  were  made  during  the  year  as  follows: 

January  5 — James  E.  Pendergast,  town  clerk  and  accountant  and  town 
bookkeeper  for  the  term  of  three  years  ending  January  5,  1940.

By  letter  dated  November  30,  1937,  Albert  Fales  submitted  his  resigna¬ 
tion  to  become  effective  on  December  1,  1937,  but  on  request  he  continued 
in  office  to  December  15,  1937.  The  appointment  of  Dr.  R.  A.  Bruce  to 
fill  the  vacancy  for  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Fales  was  approved  on 
December  10,  said  appointment  being  effective  as  of  December  16,  1937, 
for  period  ending  March  31,  1938. 

April  27 — Carroll  H.  Woods,  John  J.  Bennett,  Thomas  H.  Hayden,  John 
A.  Abdallah  and  Thomas  J.  Foley,  public  auctioneers. 

There  were  also  appointed  election  officers  for  the  annual  town  meeting 
and  special  election  as  to  Finance  Commission  vacancy,  various  special 
police  officers  at  large  and  at  particular  premises  and  sworn  weighers, 
surveyors  of  lumber  and  measurers  of  bark. 

From  time  to  time  on  application  therefor  and  report  thereon  licenses 
and  permits  were  granted  for  various  activities  as  permitted  by  law  as 
follows,  namely:

Baker  Motor  Sales;  Class  2  licenses  for  purchase  and  sale  of  second  hand 
motor  vehicles;  Class  3  licenses  to  purchase,  sell,  exchange  or  assemble 
second  hand  motor  vehicles  or  parts  to  Norwood  Auto  Parts  Company 
and  Neponset  Auto  Parts;  business  and  private  garages;  keeping,  storing 
and  sale  of  gasoline  and  other  petroleum  products.

Public  dances,  carnivals;  field  days;  public  meetings;  concerts  and 
sales  at  band  concerts;  street  parade;  conduct  of  poppy  drive  on  streets; 
conduct  of  basketball  game  on  Sunday  afternoons;  tag  day  for  flood 
relief. 

Numerous  public  hearings  were  held  from  time  to  time  as  required  by 
law  upon  various  petitions  for  licenses,  permits,  locations,  layouts  and  the 
like,  which  it  does  not  appear  to  be  necessary  to  detail  in  this  report. 

On  February  9,  on  petition  voted  that  the  New  England  Telephone  and 
Telegraph  Company  of  Massachusetts  be  given  permission  to  enlarge  its 
existing  manholes  over  present  conduit  on  the  following  streets,  namely: 
Washington  at  Cottage  and  Washington  at  Railroad  Avenue,  in  accordance 
with  plan  dated  December  28,  1936,  and  subject  to  condition  that  the  work 
involved  be  performed  in  a  manner  which  will  meet  with  approval  of 
General  Manager  and  that  the  surface  of  the  streets  be  restored  at  the 
expense  of  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company. 

I  All  citizens  who  desired  to  be  heard  with  respect  to  alleged  grievances 
or  other  matters  were  given  full  opportunity  to  present  the  same  even  where 
in*  some  instances  such  matters  were  not  proper  subjects  for  action  by  the 
Selectmen  but  where  hearings  were  sought  and  thereafter  such  matters 
so  heard  had  due  consideration. 

Eugene  L.  Murphy 

On  March  9,  action  was  unanimously  taken  on  the  death  of  former 
Selectman  Eugene  L.  Murphy  and  expressive  of  his  faithful  service  to  the 
town  and  of  sympathy  to  his  surviving  family  and  extended  in  behalf  of 
the  Selectmen,  the  General  Manager,  the  Clerk  and  the  Town  Counsel, 
and  further  voted  that  the  flag  on  the  Municipal  Building  be  displayed  at 
half-mast  on  the  day  of  the  burial,  and  that  the  Selectmen  attend  the 
funeral  services.

On  November  16,  appropriate  action  was  unanimously  taken  relative 
to  the  death  of  Gordon  D.  Earle,  long  in  the  service  of  the  town  and  ex¬ 
pressive  of  sympathy  to  his  surviving  wife.

Hot  Water  Heating  Rate. 

Available  for  residential  and  commercial  electric  hot  water  heating 
applications  off  peak:

Each  tank  to  which  the  electric  hot  water  heater  is  connected  or  in  which 
the  electric  heater  is  installed,  shall  be  provided  with  a  combination  tem¬ 
perature  and  pressure  relief  valve  of  the  tube  type  which  provides  a  tube 
extending  down  into  the  water  in  the  tank  and  a  vacuum  relief  valve,  these 
devices  to  be  placed  directly  on  the  tank  and  not  in  the  piping  to  or  from 
the  tank.  No  check  valve  is  to  be  permitted  in  the  cold  water  line. 

A  recommendation  of  the  Special  Rate  Committee  was  adopted  on 
May  4  in  the  following  form,  namely: 

That  a  discount  of  five  (5%)  percent  from  the  present  rate  be  given 
to  the  Norwood  Press  and  the  General  Printing  Ink  Corporation 
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(Morrill  Division)  upon  payment  of  their  bills  respectively,  subject 
to  the  following  condition,  namely,  that  the  five  (5%)  percent  dis¬ 
count  apply  to  payments  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  notice 
of  indebtedness. 

and  the  further  recommendation  was  also  adopted,  namely, 

that  the  application  of  the  B  rate  be  discontinued  and  that  the  A  rate 
be  substituted  therefor  as  to  doctors  and  dentists  practicing  their 
professions  in  their  homes. 

On  May  4,  the  Special  Rate  Committee  of  Electric  Service  recommenda¬ 
tion  was  adopted,  namely, 

That  the  Selectmen  select  bs  their  expert  investigators  to  examine  and 
advise  as  to  the  desirability  and  practicability  of  the  town  establishing 
its  own  municipal  plant  for  the  manufacture  of  electric  energy,  John  A. 
Stevens,  Inc.  of  Lowell,  Massachusetts,  and  that  such  investigation  be 
made  within  the  scope  of  the  vote  of  the  town  meeting  of  March  22,  1937. 

On  May  25,  notice  was  received  of  the  engagement  of  John  A.  Stevens, 
Inc.  of  Lowell,  Massachusetts,  pursuant  to  the  recommendation  of  the 
Light  Rate  Committee  and  the  vote  of  Selectmen,  to  consider  and  make  a 
report  giving  estimates  of  cost  of  construction  of  an  electric  power  gener¬ 
ating  plant  and  the  cost  of  power  generating  including  both  operating  and 
fixed  charges. 


Layouts  and  Orders  of  Taking 

On  April  20,  an  order  of  taking  was  adopted  with  respect  to  a  portion 
of  a  parcel  of  land  owned  by  Winslow  Bros,  and  Smith  Company  as  author¬ 
ized  by  action  under  Article  17  of  the  annual  town  meeting  warrant  at  the 
adjourned  meeting  held  on  March  22. 

On  June  15,  orders  of  taking  together  with  plans  made  were  adopted 
for  acquiring  easements  for  the  following  purposes  in  the  parcels  designated. 
Highway  purposes  (1)  In  land  of  Nikolai  Hellsten 

,  t 

(2)  In  land  of  Laurence  Gammell 
Surface  Drainage  Purposes  (1)  In  land  of  Bird  &  Son,  Inc. 

On  June  15,  an  order  of  taking  was  adopted  of  an  easement  in  accordance 
with  the  layout  of  Berwick  Place  Extension  as  a  town  way  and  on  July  6, 
it  was  voted  that  the  General  Manager  proceed  with  construction  of  Ber¬ 
wick  Place  Extension  as  accepted  at  the  last  town  meeting,  on  the  basis 
of  a  fifty  foot  layout  and  to  include  in  the  warrant  for  the  coming  special 
town  meeting  to  be  held  on  July  16  an  article  permitting  of  action  on  an 
alteration  by  widening  of  Berwick  Place  as  laid  out  in  1935  by  an  addi¬ 
tional  ten  feet,  thereby  making  a  uniform  layout  of  fifty  feet  in  width  from 
Walpole  Street  to  Nichols  Street. 

On  July  29,  orders  of  taking  of  easements  were  adopted  with  respect  to 
the  following  ways: 

An  extension  of  Allen  Road; 
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An  extension  of  Nichols  Street,  and 
An  alteration  by  widening  of  Berwick  Place 

all  with  respect  to  layouts  reported  to  and  accepted  at  the  town  meeting 
held  on  July  16. 

On  September  14,  a  layout  was  made  of  a  portion  of  Gay  Street  as  a 
town  way,  extending  from  Third  Street  generally  easterly  and  under  the 
provisions  of  law  authorizing  the  assessment  of  betterments  with  plan  of 
layout  and  a  plan  showing  the  area  estimated  to  receive  benefit  or  ad¬ 
vantage  from  the  improvement.  Also  the  layout  was  made  of  a  town 
way  with  plan  and  profile  of  that  portion  of  Gay  Street  constructed  by 
the  owners  to  a  finished  grade  and  extending  westerly  to  Pleasant  Street 
from  the  accepted  portion  of  Gay  Street. 

On  November  23,  there  was  adopted  an  order  of  taking  for  the  new 
town  way  laid  out  as  an  extension  of  Gay  Street  under  the  provisions  of 
law  relating  to  the  assessment  of  betterments  and  for  the  extension  of 
Gay  Street  as  laid  out  between  Norfolk  Street  and  Pleasant  Street. 

On  October  13,  the  layouts  of  certain  alterations  by  widening  of  existing 
town  ways  and  the  plans  thereof  were  made  as  follows,  namely: 

1.  Bullard  Street. 

2.  Maple  Street  at  intersection  of  Maple  and  Cottage  Streets. 

3.  Railroad  Avenue. 

4.  Linden  Street  at  intersection  with  Winter  Street. 

5.  Roosevelt  Avenue  at  intersection  of  Adams  Street. 

On  November  30,  orders  of  taking  by  right  of  eminent  domain  with 
respect  to  several  alterations  by  widening  were  adopted,  as  follows,  namely: 
Bullard  Street. 

Maple  Street  at  intersection  with  Cottage  Street. 

Railroad  Avenue. 

Linden  Street  at  intersection  with  Winter  Street. 

Roosevelt  Avenue  at  intersection  with  Adams  Street. 

On  December  14,  orders  of  taking  of  easements  through  land  of  Florence 
M.  Johnson  were  adopted  as  follows,  namely: 

Surface  Drainage:  Gay  Street  southerly  to  Main  drain  taking  of  1915. 
Sanitary  Sewers:  Southerly  of  Dean  Street  and  easterly  of  Neponset 
River. 

Water  Supply  System  and  its  Protection 

The  new  water  purification  plant  was  placed  in  operation  by  the  con¬ 
tractor  on  January  18,  water  being  pumped  into  the  distribution  plant 
for  one  shift  each  day  for  test  purposes  called  for  in  the  contract  and  there¬ 
after  the  plant  was  turned  over  to  the  town  as  completed. 

As  to  the  Buckmaster  Pond  water  supply,  attention  was  given  on  Janu¬ 
ary  19,  to  a  report  received  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health 
in  answer  to  a  request  for  approval  for  temporary  use  of  unfiltered  water 
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from  this  supply  during  the  period  of  change-over  involved  in  the  transfer 
of  certain  equipment  from  the  Purgatory  Brook  supply  to  the  new  purifica¬ 
tion  plant.  The  report  set  forth  a  recent  survey  made  of  the  drainage 
area  including  an  examination  of  the  Pond  and  analyses  of  samples  of 
water  and  the  results  of  such  examination  and  conditions  as  found  and 
the  Department  recommended  that  if  it  becomes  necessary  to  use  the 
water  of  this  Pond  without  filtration  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted 
by  the  Department  on  January  3,  1901,  be  strictly  enforced  and  all  water 
supplied  from  the  Pond  be  adequately  chlorinated. 

On  January  26,  the  General  Manager  advised  that  he  had  arranged  for 
a  survey  of  the  area  around  the  Pond  to  be  made  by  the  Town  Engineer 
and  an  agent  of  the  State  Department  with  reference  to  the  protection 
of  this  water  supply  source  and  that  the  property  owners  in  the  vicinity 
responsible  for  violations  of  the  regulations  set  up  by  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Health  for  such  protection  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
correct  conditions  and  in  case  of  their  failure  to  do  so  prosecution  for  such 
violation  would  be  undertaken. 

On  July  20,  the  General  Manager  reported  that  by  reason  of  violations 
of  the  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  relative  to  the  protection 
of  the  water  supply  at  Buckmaster  Pond,  it  was  found  necessary  to  take 
court  action  against  a  certain  property  owner  with  respect  to  a  situation 
existing  within  the  prescribed  distance  from  the  high  water  mark  of  the 
pond  and  who  was  found  guilty  by  the  court  and  was  allowed  to  remedy 
the  conditions  complained  of  following  which  the  court  filed  the  case 
against  him. 

On  January  12,  Clerk  Pendergast  reported  securing  a  sixty  day  personal 
option  to  himself  or  his  assigns  for  the  purchase  of  parcels  of  land  lying 
generally  easterly  of  land  owned  by  the  town,  being  property  of  Charles 
Eaton  and  Annie  L.  Withington,  and  property  of  Ellen  Adams  Weatherbee, 
for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  existing  water  supply  and  with  a  view  to 
the  town  acquiring  these  lands  for  such  purpose  under  said  options. 

On  March  30,  the  purchase  or  taking  of  these  parcels  of  land  was  ap¬ 
proved  in  writing  by  the  State  Commissioner  of  Public  Health  said  parcels 
being  designated  as  Parcel  A,  and  Parcel  B,  containing  in  the  aggregate 
3  acres  1,432  square  feet  and  Parcels  1,  2,  3,  and  4,  containing  in  the  aggre¬ 
gate  43  acres  21,480  square  feet,  being  in  his  opinion  necessary  for  the 
proper  protection  of  the  water  supply  of  the  town  and  under  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  559  Acts  of  1911  approval  was  given  of  the  purchase  or  taking 
of  these  lands  which  were  further  identified  as  shown  on  two  plans,  one 
dated  March  12,  1937,  and  the  other  dated  March  22,  1937,  and  there¬ 
upon  by  action  taken  on  said  date  an  order  ot  taking  with  respect  to  Parcels 
1,2,3  and  4  was  adopted,  said  order  being  a  declaration  of  the  action  of  the 
Selectmen  that  such  lands  were  taken  in  fee  by  right  of  eminent  domain 
for  the  protection  of  the  water  supply  of  the  town. 

On  April  20,  an  order  of  taking  was  adopted  for  acquiring  land  for  the 
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protection  of  the  water  supply  as  authorized  by  action  under  Article  2  of 
the  annual  town  meeting  warrant. 

On  May  18,  the  town  received  the  final  grant  allotment  of  P.  W.  A. 
docket  No.  1317R  which  included  the  iron  removal  or  new  water  purifica¬ 
tion  plant,  so-called,  for  the  water  supply  system. 

On  June  8,  a  report  was  received  from  the  General  Manager  that  an 
agreement  as  authorized  had  been  signed  with  X.  Henry  Goodnough,  Inc. 
for  a  survey  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  an  additional  underground 
water  supply,  and  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a  second  high  lift  pump 
at  the  new  Ellis  Pumping  Station,  which  agreement  includes  a  charge  for 
services  of  $950,  the  town  to  supply  the  labor  for  rod  soundings,  labor, 
material  and  equipment  for  test  borings  and  labor,  fuel,  and  use  of  port¬ 
able  pumping  equipment  for  pumping  tests  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $650. 

Employment  Relief  Projects  and  Activities 

On  January  12,  the  General  Manager  reported  that  work  on  the  Nahatan 
Street  Drain  was  to  be  completed  on  the  14th  and  that  but  one  construc¬ 
tion  project  was  available  for  employment  of  laborers  in  Public  Works 
Department  and  laborers  under  part  time  relief,  namely,  the  Pleasant 
Street  Drain,  and  to  continue  the  present  policy  of  employment  it  was 
necessary  to  undertake  another  project  and  he  recommended  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  drain  on  Pleasant  Street  from  a  culvert  southwesterly  of 
Lenox  Avenue  and  running  northeasterly  a  distance  of  approximately 
three  hundred  feet  to  take  care  of  surface  water  entering  Pleasant  Street 
from  Lenox  Avenue  and  also  to  take  care  of  water  coming  down  Pleasant 
Street  from  the  direction  of  East  Cross  Street  and  that  the  engineer’s 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  such  project  was  approximately  $1,500,  thereby 
providing  work  for  the  present  personnel  for  approximately  two  and  one 
half  weeks,  and  this  recommendation  was  approved. 

On  January  12,  a  conference  was  held  with  the  Finance  Commission  to 
discuss  the  question  of  providing  funds  for  a  continuation  of  employment, 
following  which  it  was  voted  that  all  employment  under  part-time  relief 
policy  and  policy  of  continuation  of  employment  for  the  seasonal  workers 
be  terminated  when  the  existing  funds  for  certain  drainage  construction 
are  exhausted. 

Through  action  on  said  date  a  request  was  made  on  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission  to  give  favorable  consideration  to  a  recommendation  of  the  appro¬ 
priation  of  $2,500  at  the  annual  town  meeting  as  the  town’s  portion  for 
material  requirements  of  a  project  approved  by  W.  P.  A.  for  clearing  and 
preliminary  work  on  the  improvement  of  White  Mike’s  Field  Playground. 

On  January  26,  a  recommendation  was  approved  as  to  a  proposed 
project  of  recreational  character  for  Norwood  similar  to  that  operated 
last  year,  the  State  office  of  the  National  Youth  Administration  having 
approved  the  project,  which  provides  for  the  employment  of  a  supervisor 
and  twelve  instructors  to  conduct  recreational  activities  for  a  period  of

three  months,  the  same  contemplated  as  being  established  at  three  recrea¬ 
tional  centers,  namely,  Junior  High  School,  Civic  Building  and  Balch 
School,  and  the  General  Manager  to  place  this  project  in  operation  as 
promptly  as  possible. 

On  February  2,  the  General  Manager  reported  that,  by  reason  of  lack 
of  funds  available  for  construction  work,  it  was  necessary  to  lay  oft  men 
in  the  Public  Works  Department  including  fourteen  men  working  on  part 
time  relief  and  approximately  forty-five  men  on  regular  Public  Works 
Department  payroll. 

On  February  9,  further  consideration  was  given  to  the  policy  on  em¬ 
ployment  of  veterans  as  presented  by  Soldiers’  Relief  Agent  with  particular 
reference  to  veterans  laid  off  from  public  employment,  as  to  relief  dating 
from  day  on  which  they  were  laid  off. 

On  February  23,  completion  of  Central  Fire  Alarm  Station  P.  W.  A. 
project  No.  1317  R.  B.  was  reported. 

On  March  2,  following  conference  with  respect  to  re-employment  with 
certain  employees  in  the  Public  Works  Department  who  had  been  laid 
off  for  about  six  weeks,  voted,  that  the  General  Manager  take  the  names 
of  the  seven  men  attending  the  conference  and  take  up  with  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Public  Works  the  possibility  of  providing  some  employment 
for  these  men  even  though  it  might  mean  a  stagger  arrangement,  namely, 
one  week  on  and  one  week  off. 

On  March  9,  with  respect  to  employment  in  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment,  voted  by  the  necessary  two-thirds  vote  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  31,  Chapter  44  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.)  that  the  situation  with 
respect  to  a  surface  drainage  project  on  Pleasant  Street  easterly  of  Railroad 
Avenue  constitutes  an  extreme  emergency  involving  the  health  and  safety 
of  persons  and  property  and  that  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to 
incur  liability  to  correct  and  safeguard  said  situation. 

On  March  23,  it  was  voted  that  the  work  of  constructing  a  sewer  on 
Mylod  Street  to  Rockhill  Street  with  estimated  cost  of  about  $4,510  of 
which  $3,510  is  for  labor  and  $1,000  for  material,  be  undertaken  to  provide 
employment  in  the  Public  Works  Department  for  those  men  who  are  now 
on  the  Public  Works  Department  payroll  and  on  March  30,  approved  the 
installation  in  Mylod  Street  of  a  surface  water  drainage  system,  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  sanitary  sewer  drainage  system  now  under  construction.  In 
view  of  the  fact  that  such  installation  could  be  made  at  this  time  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  $1,300  with  respect  to  the  area  involved,  and  that  if  a 
separate  drainage  system  be  installed  at  some  time  in  the  future  the  cost 
of  such  system  would  be  approximately  $3,800. 

On  April  27,  a  report  was  received  from  the  General  Manager  that  Dis¬ 
trict  Director  Delaney  of  the  W.  P.  A.  had  furnished  information  regarding 
the  employment  of  twenty  additional  men,  bringing  the  total  number 
employed  approximately  to  the  quota  of  one  hundred  sixty-seven  and 
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thus  permitting  the  undertaking  of  the  W.  P.  A.  sidewalk  project  in  the 
near  future. 

On  May  4,  action  was  taken  with  respect  to  truck  hire  in  the  Public 
Works  Department,  that  Superintendent  of  Public  Works  use  his  best 
judgment  in  hiring  whatever  trucks  are  necessary  in  carrying  out  his  work, 
having  in  mind  that  the  Selectmen  wish  this  truck  hire  to  be  distributed 
as  equitably  as  possible,  consistent  with  the  proper  operation  of  his  de¬ 
partment  and  the  economical  execution  of  his  work. 

On  May  18,  a  report  was  received  from  the  General  Manager  that  on 
May  19  it  was  intended  to  start  again  construction  of  granolithic  sidewalks 
under  P.  W.  A.  sidewalk  project  and  this  work  would  be  continued  from 
the  point  where  it  was  left  off  last  fall  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  town. 

On  June  15,  a  report  was  received  from  the  General  Manager  that  since 
the  W.  P.  A.  lay  off  started  about  two  weeks  ago  there  have  been  twenty- 
four  women  and  ten  men  dropped  from  the  W.  P.  A.  payroll  and  that 
there  would  be  an  additional  ten  men  dropped  June  16,  making  a  total 
drop  of  thirty-four. 

On  June  22,  the  General  Manager  reported  that  the  personnel  of  the 
local  P.  W.  A.  had  been  reduced  to  one  hundred  and  three,  including  men 
and  women  and  that  thirty  women  and  twenty-three  men  had  been  re¬ 
leased,  or  a  total  of  fifty-three. 

The  General  Manager  also  reported  information  from  District  Super¬ 
visor  Engineer  Chapman  that  the  W.  P.  A.  office  would  approve  a  renewal 
of  the  Westover  Parkway  project  but  that  this  approval  would  mean  a 
temporary  suspension  of  the  cemetery  project  and  the  moth  project  and 
would  provide  for  a  double  shift  in  employment  of  forty  men. 

On  June  29,  action  was  taken  with  respect  to  a  protest  made  to  the 
Works  Progress  Administration  at  Boston  relative  to  the  lay  off  of  W.  P.  A. 
workers  by  the  local  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

On  July  6,  approved  recommendation  of  General  Manager  that  $750 
be  set  aside  from  the  appropriation  for  cooperation  with  Federal  Govern¬ 
ment  on  unemployment  relief  for  the  purpose  of  providing  material  and 
equipment  rental  cost  for  the  miscellaneous  school  repair  project. 

On  July  6,  a  report  received  from  the  General  Manager  that  since  the 
last  meeting  fifteen  more  men  had  been  laid  off  the  W.  P.  A.  thereby 
reducing  the  personnel  to  eighty-eight,  namely,  seventeen  women  and 
seventy-one  men.  . 

A  report  was  received  from  the  General  Manager  on  July  20,  of  instruc¬ 
tions  from  local  W.  P.  A.  Engineer  McGinnis  that  all  non-citizens  must 
be  dropped  from  W.  P.  A.  rolls  and  that  accordingly  eight  non-citizens 
have  already  been  dropped  and  investigations  are  being  made  as  to  others 
to  determine  whether  or  not  they  are  citizens.  Report  was  made  also 
that  the  total  employees  in  W.  P.  A.  are  seventeen  women  and  seventy- 
three  men  and  it  is  expected  that  another  crew  of  twenty  men  will  be  placed 
back  in  employment  on  W.  P.  A.  and  applied  to  Westover  Parkway  project, 
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provided  no  further  reductions  are  necessary  because  of  the  regulation 
requiring  the  dropping  of  non-citizens  from  the  rolls. 

On  July  29,  the  General  Manager  reported  W.  P.  A.  personnel  and 
setting  forth  in  detail  the  several  projects  on  which  sixty-nine  persons 
were  being  employed,  also  informing  the  Selectmen  that  it  had  been  found 
necessary  to  terminate  the  W.  P.  A.  granolithic  sidewalk  project  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  allotment  of  Federal  funds  being  exhausted,  and  that  two 
cement  finishers,  both  non-citizens,  as  such  were  laid  off  as  of  July  28. 

Approval  was  given  to  the  General  Manager’s  request  to  employ  two 
cement  finishers  to  be  paid  out  of  town  funds  for  this  project  until  the 
sidewalk  in  front  of  the  Callahan  School  on  Garfield  Avenue  is  completed 
to  Pleasant  Street  and  if  necessary  to  pay  for  hire  of  laborers  to  complete 
this  sidewalk,  the  estimated  amount  for  labor  expenditures  and  cement 
finishers  to  be  not  in  excess  of  $150. 

On  July  29,  on  report  that  practically  all  the  work  on  the  Rifle  Range 
project  had  been  completed  and  as  to  uncompleted  work  that  it  would 
be  better  for  the  town  to  employ  private  labor  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $450 
rather  than  to  provide  a  like  amount  for  the  expense  of  the  local  company 
of  the  National  Guard  to  use  the  Wakefield  Rifle  Range  because  the 
Norwood  Rifle  Range  is  not  available,  the  recommendation  was  approved, 
the  necessary  money  to  be  made  available  from  the  appropriation  under 
the  control  of  the  Selectmen  for  cooperation  with  the  Federal  Government 
in  projects  that  may  receive  or  are  receiving  benefit.  On  August  10,  a 
report  was  received  from  the  General  Manager  that  the  Rifle  Range  work 
was  completed  and  that  Captain  Barry  of  the  local  company  thought  every¬ 
thing  was  satisfactory  and  expected  to  start  rifle  practice  at  the  range  at 
the  end  of  the  week. 

Information  was  received  from  the  General  Manager  on  August  10, 
that,  at  present,  thirty  Norwood  men  were  working  on  a  W.  P.  A.  contract 
job  at  East  Foxborough  and  transportation  was  being  furnished  by  bus 
or  by  passenger  car  as  the  number  fluctuated  and  necessity  demanded. 

A  further  report  was  received  of  a  total  employment  of  seventy-two 
in  W.  P.  A.  personnel,  an  increase  of  three  since  the  last  meeting. 

On  August  24,  a  report  was  received  from  the  General  Manager  that 
the  appropriation  allocated  to  the  Westover  Parkway  project  for  material 
and  equipment  rental  cost  on  W.  P.  A.  projects  in  the  sum  of  $4,104  is 
now  overdrawn,  and  recommending  a  transfer  in  the  sum  of  $4,100  to 
meet  an  overdraft  of  approximately  $400  and  for  the  completion  of  the 
project,  and  further  reporting  that  the  grading  is  practically  completed 
and  the  application  of  oil  to  a  part  of  the  finished  surface  has  been  made. 
These  recommendations  were  approved. 

On  September  7,  following  report  of  the  General  Manager  on  the  sewing 
project  situation  with  respect  to  dealings  with  the  W.  P.  A.  office,  it  was 
voted  to  be  the  sense  of  the  meeting  that  the  women’s  sewing  project  be 
continued,  and  that  the  sum  of  $468  as  the  town’s  service  deposit  be  made

available  from  funds  appropriated  at  the  annual  town  meeting  for  the 
purpose  of  cooperating  with  the  Federal  government  in  unemployment 
relief  with  respect  to  projects  in  which  the  citizens  of  the  town  may  receive 
direct  or  indirect  benefit. 

On  the  same  date  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Works  Progress  Ad¬ 
ministration  indicating  a  definite  policy  of  furloughing  all  persons  who 
receive  temporary  jobs  and  guaranteeing  them  reemployment. 

On  September  21,  after  conference  with  certain  employees  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  with  reference  to  working  conditions,  voted  that  in 
the  event  that  employees  of  the  Public  Works  Department  lose  working 
time  on  account  of  weather  conditions  or  holidays  such  employees  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  work  Saturday  forenoons  to  make  up  lost  time. 

On  October  5,  the  General  Manager  reported  that  fourteen  men  had 
been  assigned  to  start  work  on  a  P.  W.  A.  beautification  project  at  Plain- 
ville  on  Route  1  and  transportation  for  these  men  had  not  been  requested. 

On  October  5,  on  report  that  additional  funds  were  needed  to  meet 
liability  and  further  needs  on  account  of  completion  of  Westover  W.  P.  A. 
Parkway  project  voted  that  the  sum  of  $3,500  be  made  available  from 
funds  under  control  of  Selectmen  appropriated  for  cooperation  with  Fed¬ 
eral  Government  in  relief  of  unemployment. 

On  October  5,  on  report  of  the  General  Manager  with  reference  to  re¬ 
placement  of  water  pipes  at  Central  Fire  Station  building,  voted  that  the 
Finance  Commission  be  requested  to  make  available  by  transfer  from 
reserve  fund  of  the  sum  of  $700  to  meet  the  additional  expense  incurred 
in  excess  of  allotment  for  repairs  at  Central  Fire  Station. 

On  October  13,  a  report  was  received  from  the  General  Manager  to  the 
effect  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  an  appropriation  which  will 
permit  of  an  expenditure  of  $15,000  for  labor  together  with  material  costs 
in  order  that  the  present  employment  program  may  be  carried  through  to 
December  31,  1937. 

On  October  26,  it  was  voted,  with  respect  to  the  necessity  for  further 
funds  for  transportation  of  P.  W.  A.  workers,  that  the  Finance  Commis¬ 
sion  be  requested  to  give  favorable  consideration  to  a  further  transfer  of 
$200  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  expense  of  transportation  of  inhabitants 
of  the  towm  to  Foxborough  or  Plainville,  such  persons*  being  engaged  on 
government  projects  through  which  the  inhabitants  of  Norwood  may 
receive  benefit. 

On  November  3,  a  report  was  received  from  the  General  Manager  that 
the  town’s  N.  Y.  A.  recreational  project  had  been  approved  by  the  State 
Administration  of  the  N.  Y.  A.  and  that  it  calls  for  employment  of  twelve 
workers  and  that  it  appears  that  the  project  will  not  be  placed  in  operation 
before  December  1. 

On  November  9,  the  General  Manager  reported,  following  conference 
with  State  Administrator  of  the  W.  P.  A.,  an  agreement  reached  permitting 
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the  town  to  employ  fifteen  additional  men  on  W.  P.  A.  projects  and  in¬ 
creasing  the  town’s  quota  from  seventy-six  to  ninety-one. 

On  November  30,  the  General  Manager  reported  that  eleven  men  were 
added  to  the  W.  P.  A.  rolls  on  November  26  and  an  additional  number  of 
four,  to  complete  the  increase  to  fifteen,  will  be  placed  at  employment 
in  the  near  future,  and  further  reporting  that  approval  had  been  received 
for  the  employment  of  twelve  workers  and  one  supervisor  on  the  N.  Y.  A. 
project,  subject  to  favorable  action  taken  by  the  School  Committee. 

On  December  7,  the  approval  by  the  School  Committee  of  the  use  of 
the  school  facilities  for  the  N.  Y.  A.  recreational  program  was  reported, 
such  approval  however  being  subject  to  the  stipulation  that  those  partici¬ 
pating  in  the  program  shall  submit  to  a  physical  examination  before  using 
the  school  facilities,  and  that  the  project  be  placed  in  operation  on  the 
evening  of  December  6. 

On  December  7,  the  General  Manager  reported  that  the  sidewalks  on 
the  east  side  under  the  W.  P.  A.  granolithic  sidewalk  project  had  been 
completed  with  expenditures  exceeding  the  amount  available  by  $265  and 
it  was  voted  to  transfer  from  the  funds  appropriated  for  relief  of  un¬ 
employment  in  cooperation  with  the  Federal  government  in  projects  in  . 
which  the  town  may  receive  direct  or  indirect  benefit  said  sum  to  said 
W.  P.  A.  granolithic  sidewalk  project. 

On  December  7,  it  was  voted  that  the  policy  of  assigning  welfare  workers 
to  the  Westover  Park  clearing  project  be  adopted  as  recommended  by 
the  General  Manager.  On  the  same  date  the  policy  was  approved  as 
recommended  by  the  General  Manager  that  in  the  future  only  those  trucks 
be  hired  for  use  in  the  Public  Works  Department  as  are  owned  by  residents 
of  the  town,  and  on  which  excise  taxes  are  now  being  or  have  been  paid 
to  the  town.  . 

On  December  14,  the  General  Manager  reported  a  request  received 
from  the  Brockton  office  of  the  W.  P.  A.  for  certificate  of  eighteen  addi¬ 
tional  men  for  employment,  also  that  assignment  slips  for  seven  additional 
men  had  been  delivered  to  the  local  P.  W.  A.  office,  such  men  having  been 
assigned  from  W.  P.  A.  headquarters,  and  that  the  present  quota  of  the 
town  is  one  hundred  and  two.  Notice  was  also  received  from  the  Works 
Progress  Administration  under  date  of  December  10  of  authorization  of 
employment  of  fifteen  workers  in  addition  to  number  previously  author¬ 
ized,  making  a  total  of  thirty  additional  workers  for  Norwood’s  quota. 

On  December  28,  on  report  of  a  proposed  curtailment  of  work  as  of  , 
December  31  in  the  Public  Works  Department  and  a  lay  off  of  forty  men 
it  was  voted  that  the  General  Manager  be  asked  to  adopt  the  policy  of 
equal  distribution  wTit,h  respect  to  employment  in  that  department. 

On  December  28,  a  letter  was  received  from  United  States  Senator 
David  I.  Walsh,  dated  December  22,  giving  notice  of  the  approval  by 
the  United  States  Comptroller  General  of  a  W.  P.  A.  allotment  for  needy 
persons  in  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  sewing  rooms  in  Norwood  and 
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that  the  project  was  now  eligible  for  operation  at  the  discretion  of  the 
State  W.  P.  A.  Administrator. 

Construction  Projects 

On  June  15,  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Manager  was  approved 
for  the  installation  of  transit  conduits  in  Westover  Street  A,  in  conjunction 
with  the  installation  of  sewer  trenches,  and  before  sewer  trenches  com¬ 
pletely  back  filled  with  cost  of  work  approximately  $1000  including  cost 
of  duct  and  that  such  work  be  done  at  the  present  time. 

A  recommendation  was  also  approved  for  the  construction  of  a  surface 
water  drain  from  the  athletic  field  at  the  rear  of  the  Senior  High  School 
to  be  connected  with  an  existing  drain  in  Westover  Street  A,  at  an  esti¬ 
mated  cost  of  $1,295. 

On  June  15,  Clerk  Pendergast  reported  that  Mr.  Donovan  of  the  State 
Public  Works  Department  had  indicated  that  the  allotment  to  the  town 
of  Norwood  would  undoubtedly  be  made  during  the  present  week  and  for 
a  Chapter  90  project  on  Nichols  Street  Extension  in  the  sum  of  $3,550 
less  30%. 

On  June  29,  notice  under  date  of  June  22  was  received  from  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works  that  the  Commissioners  had  allotted  under 
Section  34,  Chapter  90  General  Laws,  the  sum  of  $24,500  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  Nichols  Street  on  condition  that  at  least  $24,500  will  be  con¬ 
tributed  by  the  town. 

On  September  14,  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Manager  was 
approved  for  the  repair  of  Washington  Street  at  Ellis  Station,  consisting 
of  regrading  in  both  Norwood  and  Westwood,  as  indicated  by  plans  sub¬ 
mitted,  and  the  General  Manager  was  authorized  to  proceed  on  the  basis 
of  an  understanding  with  Westwood  that  the  Norwood  Public  Works 
Department  should  do  the  work  and  the  town  of  WestwTood  should  pay 
for  the  cost  of  that  part  of  the  work  in  Westwood,  the  estimated  cost  as 
to  Norwood  being  $1,248  and  as  to  Westwood  being  $1,144. 

On  September  14,  approval  was  voted  of  a  plan,  dated  March  1936, 
for  the  improvement  of  the  area  in  Highland  Cemetery  easterly  of  main 
entrance  and  fronting  on  Winter  Street  and  the  plan  adopted;  also  ap¬ 
proval  voted  of  the  improvement  of  the  frontage  of  the  section  of  Highland 
Cemetery  on  Winter  Street  and  easterly  of  the  entrance  to  the  town  dump, 
in  accordance  with  plans  previously  adopted. 

On  September  21,  it  was  voted  on  the  recommendation  of  the  General 
Manager  to  approve  of  the  construction  of  a  water  main  in  Allen  Road 
from  the  present  dead  end  to  Pleasant  Street  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1,750. 

On  September  28,  the  General  Manager  was  authorized  to  instal  a 
sidewalk  on  Sycamore  Street  from  Winter  Street  to  Lincoln  Street  at  an 
approximate  cost  of  $300. 

On  October  13,  approved  recommendation  of  the  General  Manager  for 
the  macadam  resurfacing  at  intersection  of  Prospect  and  Winter  Streets 
with  money  available,  with  estimated  cost  of  work  $1,561. 
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On  October  13,  a  letter  was  submitted  from  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works  dated  October  6  giving  notice  that  the  Commissioners  had 
made  the  following  allotments  under  Section  34  of  Chapter  90,  General 
Laws  with  respect  to  the  Washington  Street  underpass  Westwood-Norwood 
line,  namely,  State  $300,  the  Town  $600,  and  the  County  $300,  as  to  West- 
wood,  and  the  same  as  to  Norwood. 

On  November  30,  the  General  Manager  reported  that  certain  contracts 
with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  were  signed  on  November  28, 
for  the  construction  of  Nichols  Street  Extension  under  Chapter  90,  General 
Laws,  and  for  the  resurfacing  of  Washington  Street  to  the  Norwood- 
Westwood  town  line,  the  State  allotment  for  the  Nichols  Street  Extension 
work  being  $24,500,  the  estimated  total  cost  of  the  job  by  estimated  quan¬ 
tity  and  State  unit  price  being  $47,734.80  and  the  allotment  for  the  Wash¬ 
ington  Street  resurfacing  job  being  $300. 

Special  Town  Election 

On  July  20,  formal  notice  was  received  from  the  Finance  Commission 
by  letter  dated  July  15,  of  the  receipt  of  the  resignation  of  William  H. 
Connor  as  a  member  of  the  Finance  Commission. 

The  Town  Clerk  reported  the  receipt  also  on  the  same  date  of  Mr. 
Connor’s  written  notice  of  resignation.  Thereafter,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  17,  Chapter  197  Acts  of  1914,  Town  Charter  Act, 
so-called,  a  special  town  election  was  duly  called  by  warrant  and  was  held 
on  September  13,  at  which  Edmund  F.  Murphy  was  elected  to  fill  the 
vacancy  and  duly  qualified. 

Licenses — Alcoholic  Beverages 

On  application  transfers  of  licenses  were  granted  from  time  to  time  and 
thereafter  approved  by  the  Alcoholic  Beverages  Control  Commission  as 
follows:

On  March  30,  transfer  by  present  holders  of  an  existing  innholder’s 
license  to  Ellen  Gould  Fisher,  subject  to  all  conditions  in  the  grant  of  the 
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original  license  relative  to  sales  of  alcoholic  beverages  at  No.  12  Vernon 
Street. 

On  May  25,  the  following  regulations  were  adopted  with  reference  to 
sales  of  alcoholic  beverages  on  Memorial  Day,  namely: 

No  licensee  shall  sell  before  11:00  o’clock  in  the  forenoon  any  alcoholic 
beverages  in  any  form  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  on  Monday,  May  31, 
1937,  the  day  on  which  Memorial  Day  is  to  be  observed  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  May  30  falls  upon  a  Sunday. 

It  was  also  voted  unanimously  to  request  each  licensee  holding  a  license 
for  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  observe  the 
spirit  of  the  day  and  the  purpose  thereof  by  withholding  from  sale  alcoholic 
beverages  in  any  form  until  the  hour  of  1:00  o’clock,  p.m.  of  said  day. 

On  May  25,  on  notice  from  the  Alcoholic  Beverages  Control  Commis¬ 
sion  by  letter  dated  May  18  of  violation  of  provisions  of  Chapter  138, 
Section  34  General  Lawrs  as  amended  with  respect  to  premises  of  Arthur  G. 
Lewis,  licensee,  located  at  No.  95-105  Central  Street,  and  after  hearing 
held,  voted  that  a  letter  of  reprimand  be  sent  to  Mr.  Lewis  in  connection 
with  violation  which  appears  to  be  admitted  by  his  representative  and 
suggestion  made  to  him  that  his  employees  be  more  careful  in  the  future 
as  to  sales  to  minors  and  thereby  avoid  any  repetition  of  such  violation. 

On  July  6,  approval  was  given  to  notices  theretofore  issued  to  holders 
of  licenses  for  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises, 
that  the  hours  of  sale  on  July  4  and  July  5  were  extended  to  1 :00  o’clock, 
a.m.  on  July  5. 

On  July  29,  transfer  by  Press  Cafe,  Inc.  to  Morris  Z.  Prager  for  sale  of 
all  alcoholic  beverages  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises  at  No.  900-902-904 
Washington  Street. 

On  August  24,  on  notification  from  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Safety  by  letter  dated  August  9,  that  it  had  rescinded  the  regulations  re¬ 
quiring  licensing  of  entertainments  furnished  in  cafes,  hotels  and  restau¬ 
rants  on  Sunday  in  conjunction  with  their  regular  business,  effective  as  of 
said  date,  it  was  voted  that  the  action  of  the  Selectmen  requiring  a  local 
license  be  reconsidered  and  rescinded. 

On  October  5,  on  report  from  the  Alcoholic  Beverages  Control  Com¬ 
mission  under  date  of  October  4,  of  certain  violations  of  the  licensed 
premises  of  the  Workingmen’s  Sick  and  Death  Benefit  Association  No.  121 
at  No.  99^  Wilson  Street,  as  to  sales  of  alcoholic  beverages  after  closing 
hours,  and  the  possession  on  licensed  premises  of  alcoholic  beverages  other 
than  authorized  by  license,  after  hearing  held  it  was  voted  on  October  13, 
that  said  Association  be  reprimanded  by  letter  with  respect  to  said  viola¬ 
tion. 

On  October  13,  on  application  of  Elmer  Oelschalgel  licensee  doing  busi¬ 
ness  as  the  Cottage  Wines  and  Liquors,  to  sell  all  alcoholic  beverages  not 
to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  it  was  voted  to  amend  said  license  so  as  to 
include  additional  floor  space  in  the  rear  of  the  existing  licensed  premises, 
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fronting  on  No.  9  Cottage  Street.  Approval  was  given  by  the  Alcoholic

be  approved  by  the  Commission  for  sales  in  Norwood  wTith  respect  to 
restricted  licenses  under  Sections  12  and  15  of  the  Alcoholic  Beverages 
Law,  is  limited  to  a  total  of  seven,  which  represents  renewals  of  such 
licenses  in  effect  prior  to  June  15,  and  that  the  Commission  will  not  ap¬ 
prove  the  issuing  of  a  new  and  original  license  for  the  sale  of  wines  and  malt 
beverages. 

On  December  7,  by  divided  vote  the  fees  for  licenses  for  the  sales  of 
alcoholic  beverages  which  prevailed  in  1937  were  established  as  the  fees 
for  similar  licenses  for  the  year  1938. 

On  December  28,  it  was  voted  that  the  existing  regulations  with  respect 
to  closing  hours  as  to  licensees  for  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  to  be  drunk 
on  the  premises  be  temporarily  suspended  with  respect  to  December  31, 
1937  (New  Year’s  Eve)  and  the  day  following,  January  1,  1938  (New 
Year’s  Day)  so  as  to  permit  such  sales  in  such  licensed  places  until  1:00 
o’clock  a.m.,  on  January  1,  1938.

Claims  and  Litigation 

Claims  against  the  town  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Selectmen 
during  the  year  were,  when  it  appeared  to  be  desirable  or  necessary,  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Town  Counsel  for  advice  and  report  and  appropriate  action 
and  where  disposition  was  made,  it  was  on  approval  given. 

In  two  instances,  authority  was  given  to  the  Town  Counsel  to  bring 
actions  to  recover  for  the  town  compensation  for  damage  to  town  property. 

To  avoid  repetition  and  for  detailed  statement  of  these  matters  reference 
is  made  to  the  annual  report  of  the  Town  Counsel  for  the  year  1937. 

Miscellaneous 

On  January  12,  it  was  voted  that  the  Clerk  prepare  a  petition  and  ap¬ 
propriate  bill  and  file  the  same  with  the  General  Court  on  behalf  of  the 
Selectmen  by  January  16,  with  a  view  to  securing  legislation  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  the  Neponset  River  situation,  and  action  was  taken  accord¬ 
ingly. 

On  January  19,  notes  of  indebtedness  in  anticipation  of  1937  revenue 
in  the  sum  of  $300,000  for  sale  by  the  Treasurer  approved  and  signed  and 
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on  January  26,  similar  notes  in  the  sum  of  $100,000  approved  and  signed. 

On  January  19,  it  was  voted  that  the  surety  bonds  of  the  Town  Treas¬ 
urer  and  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes,  respectively,  be  set  as  to  each  at  the 
sum  of  $47,900  in  accordance  with  the  notification  of  the  Commissioner 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation  under  date  of  December  15,  1936,  and  cer¬ 
tificate  thereof  was  signed  accordingly.  On  February  9,  said  bonds  bearing 
the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  were 
submitted  and  accepted. 

On  January  19,  Clerk  Pendergast  reported  that  receipt  of  a  deed  to 
the  town  from  Bird  &  Son,  Inc.  of  a  parcel  of  land  near  the  end  of  St. 
Joseph  Avenue  by  way  of  gift  for  street  purposes  with  a  request  that  the 
same  be  recorded  at  once,  and  action  was  taken  with  a  view  to  the  accept¬ 
ance  of  this  deed  of  gift  as  soon  as  possible  through  vote  by  the  citizens 
in  town  meeting. 

On  January  26,  there  was  received  from  the  County  Commissioners 
of  Norfolk  County  an  assessment  warrant  calling  for  the  payment  of 
$6,627.76  on  or  before  the  13th  day  of  March  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Norfolk  County  Hospital. 

The  surety  bond  of  James  E.  Pendergast  as  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant 
was  submitted  and  approved  on  January  26. 

On  February  9,  Clerk  Pendergast  reported  that  the  funds  collected  on 
Tag  Day  for  flood  relief  totalled  $508  and  were  deposited  with  the  Norwood 
Trust  Company. 

On  February  23,  the  special  committee  relative  to  burial  of  indigent 
persons  reported  unanimous  agreement  on  recommendation  that  burials 
of  adult  indigent  persons  shall  be  made  in  the  free  lots  in  the  respective 
sections  of  the  cemetery  and  such  free  lots  or  portions  of  them  shall  be 
marked  by  the  installation  of  numbered  grave  markers  and  that  such 
burials  so  made  shall  be  recorded  in  the  records  of  burial  at  Highland 
Cemetery  it  being  understood  that  in  the  event  that  no  request  or  claim 
is  made  for  the  remains  so  buried  within  fifteen  years  following  the  date 
of  interment  the  town  shall  have  the  right  to  make  further  use  of  such 
burial  space. 

On  March  9,  the  following  order  was  adopted  by  the  Selectmen: 

ORDER  OF  RESTRAINT  OF  DOGS 
Ordered  that  all  dogs  shall  be  muzzled  or  restrained  from  running  at 
large  for  a  period  of  ninety  days  beginning  Friday,  March  12,  1937,  and 
it  is  further  ordered  in  pursuance  of  Section  167,  Chapter  140  of  the  General 
Laws  as  amended  that  warrants  be  issued  to  one  or  more  of  the  police 
officers  or  constables  of  the  town  of  Norwood  who  shall,  after  twenty-four 
hours  from  the  publication  of  such  notice,  kill  all  dogs  found  unmuzzled 
or  running  at  large  contrary  to  such  order. 

On  March  9,  it  was  voted  to  insert  an  article  in  the  special  town  meeting 
warrant  to  provide  for  the  appropriation  of  money  for  the  purpose  of 
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making  a  study  of  the  advisability  of  the  town  constructing  and  operating 
a  generating  plant  for  the  production  of  electricity  for  distribution  to  its 
existing  system. 

The  opposition  of  the  Selectmen  to  the  proposed  State  legislation  which 
would  establish  the  territorial  limits  of  Metropolitan  Boston  by  including 
therein  Norwood  and  other  municipalities  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston  wras 
recorded  at  a  hearing  before  the  Committee  on  Metropolitan  Affairs  of 
the  Massachusetts  Legislature  through  the  Town  Counsel  and  reported 
by  him  on  March  9. 

On  March  16,  opinion  from  Town  Counsel  to  General  Manager  reported 
to  the  effect  that  the  organization  known  as  G.  Company  Associates  was 
properly  classified  as  fraternal,  and  therefore  was  of  such  character  that 
the  Selectmen  had  authority  to  grant  to  it  a  so-called  “Beano”  permit, 
and  the  General  Manager  reported  that  a  permit  for  a  “Beano”  game  had 
been  issued  to  G.  Company  Associates. 

By  letter  dated  March  16,  William  L.  Pendergast  informed  the  Select¬ 
men  that  in  the  event  they  were  given  authority  to  purchase  property 
owned  by  him  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  town  water  supply  he  de¬ 
sired  to  offer  the  property  by  way  of  gift  to  the  town.  It  was  voted  that 
an  appropriate  letter  of  appreciation  of  the  offer  be  prepared  and  sent  to 
Mr.  Pendergast. 

On  March  16,  the  State  Director  of  Accounts  gave  notice  that  the  im¬ 
mediate  organization  of  two  members  of  the  Local  Retirement  Board 
should  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Chapter  57  Acts 
of  1937  effective  February  26,  1937  and  that  under  said  Act  the  Town 
Accountant  takes  office  at  once  as  a  member  of  said  Board,  and  that  the 
Selectmen  may  appoint  one  other  member  at  the  present  time  instead  of 
waiting  until  July.  Frederick  M.  Kingman  and  Joseph  D’Espinosa  were 
appointed  to  serve  in  such  capacity  together  with  Town  Accountant 
Pendergast. 

On  March  23,  a  report  wTas  received  of  the  action  of  the  Emergency 
Finance  Board  in  approving  the  renewal  of  so  much  of  the  $40,000  tax 
title  loan  approved  by  said  Board  of  April  7,  1936  as  is  outstanding  on 
April  15,  1937,  with  rate  of  interest  of  1%. 

On  March  30,  a  notice  from  Secretary  Waddell  of  the  State  Emergency 
Finance  Board  dated  March  26,  was  read  whereby  the  Selectmen  were 
informed  that  said  Board  had  approved  a  tax  title  loan  in  the  sum  of 
$3,500. 

On  April  13,  approval  was  voted  of  the  sale  by  the  Town  Treasurer  and 
Collector  of  Taxes  as  Town  Treasurer  of  Emergency  Finance  loan  notes 
of  $20,067.27  and  $35,000.00  respectively,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  with  rate  of  interest  of  1%  payable  at  maturity. 

On  April  27,  the  General  Manager  reported  that  the  amount  agreed 
upon  with  the  insurance  companies  interested  as  damages  for  property 
loss  on  account  of  the  recent  fire  at  the  Civic  Building,  so-called,  is  $3,016.88 
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and  as  soon  as  releases  were  received  the  necessary  repair  work  at  the 
building  would  be  started  to  restore  the  building  to  its  condition  prior 
to  the  fire. 

On  May  9,  a  program  was  approved  as  additional  to  the  present  program 
in  respect  to  recreational  activities  for  girls  beyond  school  age  with  respect 
to  the  use  of  the  Senior  High  School  gymnasium  one  night  a  week  in  order 
that  they  might  participate  in  certain  competitive  games  provided,  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  boys  make  use  of  the  Senior  High  School  gymnasium  and 
that  the  program  for  the  girls  be  limited  to  the  Junior  High  School  gym¬ 
nasium  if  the  School  Committee  permits  the  use  of  the  premises. 

On  May  25,  following  conference  with  Planning  Board  Chairman,  it 
was  voted  that  the  Finance  Commission  give  favorable  consideration  to 
making  available  a  certain  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  securing  the 
services  of  an  expert  town  planner,  pursuant  to  the  resolution  adopted  at 
the  recent  town  meeting,  and  that  in  the  event  the  funds  were  made  avail¬ 
able  arrangements  be  made  in  behalf  of  the  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board 
for  retaining  Mr.  Arthur  A.  Shurcliff  to  furnish  a  report  to  be  submitted 
directly  to  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Planning  Board. 

On  June  1,  approved  a  recommendation  of  the  General  Manager  for 
the  construction  of  a  pipe  drain  running  from  a  catch  basin  to  be  con¬ 
structed  on  Stone  Circle  to  the  rear  of  property  at  No.  3  Stone  Circle  in 
order  to  relieve  the  existing  situation  where  surface  water  in  the  street 
washes  across  and  through  this  property  with  estimated  cost  $250. 

Approval  given  to  the  recommendation  that  the  sewer  main  be  extended 
northerly  in  Lenox  Street  so  that  the  particular  sewer  connections  from 
the  service  station  under  construction  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Lenox 
and  Nahatan  Streets  could  be  made  with  estimated  cost  $300. 

On  June  1,  a  report  was  received  that  a  petition  had  been  filed  by  the 
Clerk  in  the  form  submitted  by  County  Engineer  to  the  County  Commis¬ 
sioners  for  the  relocation  and  widening  in  Norwood  of  Canton  Street,  a 
public  way  in  the  town  of  Westwood,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  suitable 
connection  between  Canton  Street  as  now  laid  by  the  Commissioners,  this 
relocation  involving  a  distance  of  about  seven  hundred  and  fifty  feet 
generally  northerly  from  existing  town  bounds,  and  which  petition  was 
signed  by  the  Selectmen. 

On  June  8,  on  application  a  Sunday  sales  license  at  Willett  Pond  was 
granted  to  Oscar  J.  Cloutier  for  the  period  ending  May  1,  1938,  also  a 
common  victualer’s  license  at  Willett  Pond  for  the  same  period,  subject 
to  the  condition  that  during  the  term  of  his  license,  neither  the  licensee 
nor  his  successors  in  business  would  seek  a  license  for  the  sale  of  alcoholic 
beverages  in  any  form  on  the  described  premises. 

On  June  15,  General  Manager  Kendrick  and  Chairman  Mahony  of  the 
Planning  Board  were  appointed  at  the  request  of  Mr.  George  F.  Willett 
as  representatives  of  the  town  to  meet  with  representatives  of  the  towns 
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of  Walpole  and  Westwood  relative  to  the  question  of  park  reservation  in 
an  area  in  which  all  three  towns  are  interested. 

On  June  22,  a  joint  conference  meeting  with  the  Finance  Commission 
was  held  to  discuss  the  policy  with  respect  to  requiring  guarantees  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  extension  of  water  mains  and  installation  of  conduits  and 
conductors  underground  for  the  transmission  of  electric  energy. 

On  June  22,  a  petition  was  signed  requesting  the  County  Commissioners 
to  relocate  Pleasant  Street  between  Dean  and  Cross  Streets,  together  with 
making  suitable  connection  with  all  intersecting  ways,  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  boundary  lines  of  said  ways,  making  alterations  in  the  course 
or  width  of  said  way  and  making  repairs  on  said  way. 

On  July  6,  it  was  voted  that  the  rate  of  interest  be  4%  for  a  guaranty 
charge  imposed  in  connection  with  future  extensions  of  water  mains. 

On  August  10,  it  was  voted  on  application  of  Forrest  M.  Douglass, 
inspector  of  buildings  that  the  Selectmen  as  the  appointing  authority 
recommend  favorable  consideration  be  given  by  the  Contributory  Retire¬ 
ment  Board  to  his  application  as  a  member  of  the  contributory  retirement 
system  to  continue  in  employment  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  years 
from  the  retirement  age  date. 

On  July  13,  the  General  Manager  was  authorized  to  negotiate  a  settle¬ 
ment  with  Leonard  C.  Fisher  with  respect  to  damages  sustained  by  him 
relative  to  the  easement  taken  by  the  town  in  his  land  for  surface  drainage 
purposes  by  an  increase  of  the  award  of  damages  to  $200  and  the  further 
consideration  that  the  town  will  place  rough  fill  in  the  portion  of  the  trench 
which  is  open.  On  July  29,  voted  to  increase  the  award  to  $250,  which 
was  accepted. 

On  August  24,  upon  report  received  it  was  voted  that  a  petition  be 
presented  to  the  County  Commissioners  relative  to  a  relocation  of  the  line 
of  Pleasant  Street  between  East  Cross  Street  and  Nahatan  Street. 

An  opinion  was  received  from  the  Town  Counsel  on  September  7,  ad¬ 
vising  that  the  provisions  of  law  empowering  the  town  to  make  appro¬ 
priations  for  providing  cooperation  with  the  Federal  Government  in  un¬ 
employment  relief  and  other  projects  of  direct  or  indirect  benefit  to  the 
town  or  its  inhabitants  give  power  and  would  warrant  an  appropriation 
to  meet  the  expense  of  transportation  to  other  points  of  Norwood  citizens 
who  are  engaged  in  Federal  relief  employment,  and  that  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission  would  be  justified  in  providing  a  sufficient  sum  by  transfer  for 
this  purpose.  It  was  reported  that  the  Finance  Commission  on  request 
had  taken  favorable  action  and  made  available  the  sum  of  $400  by  transfer 
for  the  purpose. 

On  September  14,  it  was  voted  that  a  letter  be  forwarded  to  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Utilities  protesting  against  the  proposed  changes 
in  the  timetables  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad. 
Company,  Midland  Division,  whereby  certain  trains  between  Boston 
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and  Norwood  would  be  discontinued,  and  the  General  Manager  and  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  district  be  requested  to  attend  and  enter  formal  protest 
at  the  hearing  to  be  held  as  to  said  changes. 

It  was  voted  on  September  21,  that  the  Selectmen  go  on  record  as  being 
in  favor  of  employing  union  labor  on  the  Central  Fire  Station  repair  job 
if  the  necessary  funds  are  available. 

On  September  28,  it  was  voted  to  approve  the  sale  of  an  issue  of  notes 
of  indebtedness  in  anticipation  of  revenue  of  1937  totalling  $50,000.00  and 
bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  .0069%. 

On  October  19,  the  recommendation  of  the  General  Manager  was  ap¬ 
proved  with  respect  to  the  rental  of  the  dwelling  house  at  the  Civic  Asso¬ 
ciation  property  at  the  rate  of  $25.00  a  month  with  tenant  to  take  care 
of  all  repairs  except  those  named. 

On  October  19,  it  having  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Selectmen  that 
horse  race  betting  establishments  are  being  conducted  in  Norwood,  it  was 
voted  that  the  General  Manager  make  a  thorough  investigation  as  to 
whether  such  establishments  are  conducted  within  the  confines  of  the 
town  and,  if  it  so  appear,  that  such  establishments  be  eliminated  com¬ 
pletely.  On  October  26,  the  General  Manager  reported  that  all  known 
horse  race  betting  establishments  in  Norwood  had  been  closed. 

On  October  19,  the  Selectmen  were  advised  by  the  Town  Clerk,  as  a 
member  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  State  Auditors  and  Accountants 
Association  on  the  Contributory  Retirement  System,  that  the  Committee 
was  definitely  informed  that  the  provisions  of  any  non-contributory  re¬ 
tirement  system  could  not  be  adopted  after  July  1,  1937  by  reason  of  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  102  Acts  of  1937. 

On  October  25,  a  conference  meeting  was  held  with  Plannng  Board 
members  and  others  for  the  consideration  of  the  report  submitted  by  Arthur 
A.  Shurcliff  as  Advisory  Town  Planner,  and  it  was  voted  that  a  public 
hearing  be  held  on  the  report  and  that  publicity  be  given  to  it  by  news¬ 
paper,  and  that  a  sub  committee  consisting  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Select¬ 
men,  Chairman  of  the  Planning  Board,  Clerk  of  Selectmen  and  General 
Manager  consider  the  matter  further  and  report  at  their  convenience 
to  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Selectmen  and  Planning  Board  prior  to  the  pro¬ 
posed  public  hearing.  On  December  9,  consideration  was  given  through 
conference  with  the  Planning  Board  of  Shurcliff  report  as  to  matters  in 
Class  I  recommendation  and  it  was  voted  to  request  the  General  Manager 
to  cause  a  study  to  be  made  of  the  area  westerly  of  Wilson  Street  with  a 
view  to  securing  definite  information  with  reference  to  a  proposed  public 
playground  area.  At  the  same  meeting  the  unanimous  sentiment  was 
expressed  that  attention  be  given  to  acquiring  a  parcel  of  land  in  the 
Hartshorn  Swale  area,  also  that  a  South  Norwood  highway  from  Pleasant 
Street  to  Washington  Street  should  have  attention  as  a  Chapter  90  project 
for  1938. 

On  October  26,  it  was  voted  to  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Assessors 
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the  abatement  of  special  assessments  committed  for  the  year  1936  which 
it  appears  are  assessed  upon  property  on  which  the  town  holds  tax  title. 

On  October  26,  approval  was  given  for  the  use  of  Social  Hall  at  the  Civic 
Building  for  one  night  a  week  for  eight  weeks  without  rental  charge  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  a  course  of  Music  Appreciation  in  Norwood, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Department  of  Education  as  offered  by 
said  Department  through  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  said  course  to 
be  under  the  direction  of  qualified  musicians  appointed  by  the  State  De¬ 
partment. 

On  November  9,  appreciation  was  voted  to  Fireman  Joseph  McAuliffe 
for  his  voluntary  services  in  acting  as  instructor,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Boston  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross,  for  holding  classes  on  one  of  his  days  off 
in  each  week  for  instruction  on  first  aid  work  to  members  of  the  Police 
Department. 

On  November  16,  following  discussion  on  rates  of  truck  hire  it  was  voted 
that  the  General  Manager  be  instructed  that  all  trucks  hired  by  the  town 
and  operated  with  a  body  of  water  level  capacity  of  five  cubic  yards  or 
over  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $3.00  per  hour. 

On  the  same  date  it  was  voted,  with  respect  to  traffic  signals,  that  the 
recommendation  of  the  General  Manager  that  a  contract  be  awarded  to 
the  Eagle  Signal  System,  Inc.  on  a  one  hundred  and  twenty  delivery 
day  basis  in  the  sum  of  $1,970  be  approved. 

On  November  16,  consent  was  given  to  granting  of  a  permit  for  the 
erection  of  a  marquee  type  sign  for  the  theatre  building  at  No.  1106  Wash¬ 
ington  Street  and  it  was  voted  that  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  be  so  notified, 
and  that  the  General  Manager  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  town  with 
respect  to  liability  to  the  public  so  far  as  obstruction  in  highway  is  con¬ 
cerned,  and  look  into  the  matter  of  the  town’s  liability  in  connection  with 
the  maintenance  of  other  similar  devices  and  signs  within  the  town.  On 
December  27,  the  General  Manager  reported  on  advice  from  the  Town 
Counsel  that  either  through  a  bond  or  through  a  specific  provision  in  a 
public  liability  insurance  policy,  the  owner  of  the  premises  to  whom  such 
a  permit  is  granted,  be  required  to  protect  the  town  against  liability,  and 
such  recommendation  w'as  adopted. 

On  November  16,  a  notice  was  received  from  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works,  under  date  of  November  12,  that  the  State  Department 
will  clear  all  State  highways  in  the  town  of  Norwood,  in  length  6.10  miles, 
of  snow  and  ice  for  the  year  December  1,  1937  to  December  1,  1938. 

On  November  17,  names  were  submitted  as  requested  to  the  State  De¬ 
partment  of  Conservation,  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game,  for  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  town  game  w'arden  and  endorsing  for  favorable  consideration 
the  re-appointment  of  James  E.  Bunney. 

On  November  23,  a  recommendation  of  the  General  Manager  was  ap¬ 
proved  that  request  be  made  of  the  Finance  Commission  to  transfer  from 
the  reserve  fund  the  sum  of  $260  to  meet  additional  costs  incurred  in  the 
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matter  of  repairs  of  Central  Fire  Station  building,  also  for  the  transfer 
of  $225  from  the  reserve  fund  to  supplement  the  playground  maintenance 
appropriation,  in  view  of  the  need  for  further  funds. 

On  November  30,  voted  to  express  to  the  Chief  of  the  Police  Department 
the  appreciation  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  services  rendered  by  Sergeant 
Patrick  J.  Coyne  and  Policeman  Joseph  Flood  of  the  Norwood  Police 
Department  in  apprehending  two  men  whose  arrest  was  sought  as  serious 
law  violators  and  suggesting  that,  in  recognition  of  such  services,  three 
days  leave  of  absence  be  granted  to  each  of  said  officers. 

On  December  14,  approval  was  voted  of  advertising  the  coasting  regu¬ 
lations,  adopted  February  4,  1936,  without  amendment  to  govern  coast¬ 
ing  during  the  coming  season. 

On  December  14,  it  was  voted  on  application  made  to  approve  the  erec¬ 
tion  and  maintenance  by  Ellen  G.  Fisher  of  an  outdoor  advertising  sign 
on  the  wall  of  No.  719  Washington  Street,  and  further  voted  that  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Works  be  so  notified. 

On  December  21,  a  report  was  received  of  a  notice  under  date  of  Septem¬ 
ber  16,  from  the  County  Commissioners  of  Norfolk  County,  of  the  return 
on  the  petition  of  Charles  F.  Holman  and  others  for  relocation  of  Pleasant 
Street  and  stating  that  a  copy  of  the  order  of  taking  of  land  for  said  pur¬ 
pose  was  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  on  December  14.  There  was 
also  submitted  a  schedule  of  awards  of  land  damages. 

On  December  21,  a  petition  in  the  following  form  was  signed  and  ordered 
forwarded  to  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  namely, 

His  Excellency  Charles  F.  Hurley 

Governor  of  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 

State  House,  Boston 

Your  Excellency: 

The  Transportation  Committee  of  our  Local  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  together  with  certain  officials  of  the  Town,  have  appeared 
at  hearings  held  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  the  matter  of  the  curtailment  of  train  service 
to  Norwood  Central  and  Boston  by  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
and  Hartford  Railroad. 

Formal  written  statements  have  been  submitted  by  the  peti¬ 
tioners  and  we,  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  do  here¬ 
with  petition  Your  Excellency  that  more  immediate  attention 
be  given  the  question  of  curtailment  and  that  the  Department  of 
Public  Utilities  take  early  and  favorable  definite  action  on  the 
petition  submitted  by  out  committee  and  which  is  now  before  it. 

On  December  21,  it  was  voted,  following  discussion  on  the  question  of 
amendment  of  the  by-laws  relating  to  the  acceptance  of  streets  in  private 
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property,  that  the  following  article  be  included  in  the  warrant  for  the 
coming  special  town  meeting,  namely: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  by-laws  relating  to  regulations 
governing  the  acceptance  of  new  streets  through  private  property  by 
adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  new  sub-division  or  take  any 
other  action  relative  thereto,  viz.: 

The  Selectmen  shall  have  the  authority  to  waive  the  requirement  of  re¬ 
moving  the  soil  from  that  part  of  a  way  as  laid  out  on  either  side  of  the 
travelled  way,  if  in  its  opinion  such  removal  of  soil  is  not  necessary  for 
the  proposed  use  of  the  way,  provided,  however,  that  all  rocks,  boulders 
and  other  objectionable  hazards  are  removed,  and  the  full  width  of  the 
taking  graded  to  approximately  the  grade  of  the  adjacent  travelled  way. 
On  December  28,  notice  was  received  from  the  Division  of  Forestry, 
State  Department  of  Conservation,  under  date  of  December  27,  con¬ 
taining  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Forester  that  the  town  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000  for  the  suppression  for  the  coming  year  of 
gypsy  and  brown  tail  moths  and  tent  caterpillars. 

On  notice  under  date  of  December  27,  received  from  the  Commissioner 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  of  the  establishment  of  the  sum  of  $47,300 
as  the  amount  not  less  than  which  the  bond  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town 
for  the  year  1938  shall  be  written,  and  of  a  like  amount  not  less  than  which 
the  bond  of  the  Collector  of  Taxes  for  the  year  1938  shall  be  written,  it 
was  voted  on  December  28,  that  the  amounts  so  established  be  adopted  as 
the  amounts  of  the  respective  bonds,  and  a  certificate  to  that  effect  was 
signed  by  the  Selectmen. 

Reports  were  received  periodically  from  American  Legion  Post  No.  70; 
from  Company  G  101st  Infantry,  Massachusetts  National  Guard  and 
Associates  and  from  Norwood  Post  No.  2452  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars, 
with  respect  to  the  conduct  of  “Beano”  games,  so-called,  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  licenses  issued  therefor. 

Weekly  grants  of  funds  for  soldiers  relief  as  submitted  by  Soldiers’ 
Relief  Agent  Pendergast  were  approved. 

Deeds  for  lots  in  Highland  Cemetery  as  presented  from  time  to  time  on 
sales  made  were  approved  and  acknowledged  for  delivery. 

From  time  to  time  during  the  year  upon  notice  received  so  to  do  jurors 
for  service  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  were  drawn  in  the 
manner  required  by  law. 

Consideration  was  given  to  estimate  submitted  by  the  General  Manager 
and  others  of  appropriations  required  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of 
the  town  for  the  year  1937. 

Reports  were  received  from  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  from  time  to 
time  as  to  the  number  of  cases  aided. 

Town  meetings,  both  annual  and  special,  were  called  by  appropriate 
warrants  as  submitted  by  the  Clerk  and  containing  articles  as  to  which 
town  action  was  sought  or  was  required. 
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Conclusion 

The  foregoing  report  is  set  up  in  such  form  as  to  acquaint  the  citizens 
in  considerable  detail  with  the  varied  activities  of  the  Selectmen  in  the 
performance  of  their  duties  during  the  year  1937  and  which  presents  a 
fair  picture  of  matters  undertaken  as  well  as  accomplished. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  all  other  officials  and  to  employees  and  to 
the  citizens  of  the  town  generally  for  the  cooperation  and  consideration 
shown.

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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  MANAGER 


The  Selectmen 

Sture  Nelson,  Chairman 

Norwood,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sirs: 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  General  Manager  for  the  year  1937. 
This  report  covers  the  activities  of  the  local  Works  Progress  Administra¬ 
tion  as  well  as  the  regularly  constituted  departments  coming  under  the 
supervision  of  the  General  Manager. 

I  am  attaching  the  reports  of  the  superintendents  covering  in  more  or 
less  detail  the  activities  of  their  departments  for  the  past  year.  In  my 
report,  therefore,  I  will  not  go  into  detail  but  will  state  the  major  activities 
and  those  which  have  been  unusual. 

Works  Progress  Administration 

I  am  attaching  to  this  report  a  tabulated  statement  of  the  various 
projects  which  we  have  operated  under  the  federal  agency.  This  state¬ 
ment  shows  the  amount  of  federal  money  spent  for  labor  and  the  amount 
of  our  contribution  for  labor,  materials,  and  equipment  rentals  for  each 
project. 

I  wish  to  call  to  your  attention  the  marked  decrease  in  the  Federal 
expenditures  for  labor  as  compared  to  previous  years.  This  has  resulted 
from  a  reduction  in  our  W.  P.  A.  personnel  which  was  ordered  by  the  State 
Administrator.  From  conferences  with  the  State  Administrator  at  various 
times,  it  has  developed  that  our  quota  is  based  on  our  employable  relief 
load.  Our  relief  load  is  low  in  comparison  with  other  municipalities  of 
our  size.  This  is  due  in  large  measure  to  the  policy  we  have  adopted  in 
providing  employment  in  our  Public  Works  Department  through  con¬ 
struction  work  financed  by  borrowed  money  for  which  we  receive  no  credit 
from  the  Works  Progress  Administration.  Unless  we  can  convince  the 
State  Administrator  that  he  should  give  this  fact  some  consideration  in 
the  determination  of  our  quota,  then  we  must  give  some  attention  to  the 
advisability  of  discontinuing  our  present  policy  in  respect  to  providing 
employment  in  our  Public  Works  Department  for  all  except  regular  em¬ 
ployees  of  this  department. 

The  major  project  that  was  completed  during  the  year  under  the  Works 
Progress  Administration  was  the  rifle  range.  This  provides  a  modern 
range  for  the  latest  type  of  ammunition  used  by  the  National  Guard  and 
will  make  it  unnecessary  for  the  Town  to  provide  transportation  and  sus¬ 
tenance  expense  for  the  local  unit  of  the  National  Guard  in  using  the 
Wakefield  Range  as  has  been  necessary  in  previous  years. 

Purchasing  Department 

The  total  value  of  purchases  for  the  year  1937,  although  approximately 
20  percent  less  than  in  1936,  was  higher  than  any  year  previous  to  1936. 
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The  department  has  continued  to  secure  competitive  prices  on  all  purchases 
as  far  as  practicable  and  possible.  This  results  in  a  continued  saving 
of  the  taxpayers’  money. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  this  department  to  give  local  merchants  prefer¬ 
ence.  All  tilings  being  equal,  business  is  placed  locally.  In  fact,  we  have 
an  adopted  policy  that  if  a  local  merchant’s  quoted  price  is  within  two 
percent  of  the  low  bid,  the  business  is  placed  locally  provided  that  all 
other  things  are  equal.  I  do  not  believe  that  business  should  be  placed 
locally  regardless  of  price  as  it  would  not  be  fair  to  the  taxpayers  who  are 
not  in  local  business  to  pay  higher  prices  merely  to  keep  the  business  in 
the  Town. 

Public  Works  Department 

The  Superintendent’s  report  contains  an  itemized  statement  of  the  ac¬ 
tivities  of  this  department.  At  the  expense  of  repetition,  I  wish  to  em¬ 
phasize  the  importance  to  the  water  supply  of  the  Town,  of  our  placing 
in  operation,  in  January,  our  new  Iron  Removal  Plant  at  the  Ellis  Station. 
In  previous  years  we  have  experienced  some  trouble  in  our  distribution 
system  because  of  the  high  iron  content  of  the  water  from  the  Ellis  well 
field.  Since  placing  the  new  plant  in  operation,  we  have  received  very 
gratifying  reports  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  on  the 
quality  of  the  water  at  the  effluent  of  the  new  plant. 

The  importance  of  the  leak  survey  and  repair  program  on  our  water 
distribution  system  cannot  be  overlooked.  The  result  of  this  program 
has  been  a  sizeable  decrease  in  our  “unaccounted  for”  water,  or  in  other 
words,  a  material  reduction  in  the  amount  of  water  pumped  in  comparison 
with  the  previous  year  with  a  resultant  saving  in  pumping  costs  and  a 
conservation  of  our  water  resources. 

Construction  work  was  started  on  the  extension  of  Nichols  Street  to 
Brook  Street.  When  this  project  is  completed  in  1938,  the  bathing  beach 
at  Willett  Pond  will  be  much  more  accessible  to  the  center  of  Town  and  to 
the  residents  of  the  east  side. 

The  appropriations  for  this  department  provided  considerable  em¬ 
ployment  during  the  year.  The  total  payroll  for  the  year  amounted  to 
$136,500. 

Recreation  Department 

We  were  fortunate  in  1937  to  again  secure  the  assistance  of  the  National 
Youth  Administration  in  conducting  a  winter  recreational  program. 
This  project  was  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Marston  Thayer.  Ac¬ 
tivities  were  conducted  at  the  Junior  High  School  gymnasium,  the  Balch 
School  auditorium,  and  Social  Hall  in  the  Civic  Building. 

The  salaries  of  the  supervisor  and  twelve  instructors  were  paid  by  the 
National  Youth  Administration.  The  expense  of  equipment  and  ma¬ 
terials  was  charged  to  the  Town  appropriation  for  Playground  Operation. 
The  school  facilities  were  made  available  by  the  cooperation  of  the  School 
Committee.  The  money  for  the  expense  of  an  orchestra  for  the  several 
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socials  that  were  a  part  of  this  program  was  donated  by  the  Norwood 
Women’s  Community  Committee. 

Although  the  interest  in  this  program  was  not  as  great  as  in  1936,  the 
attendance  was  sufficient  to  indicate  the  desirability  of  continuing  winter 
recreational  activities. 

Mr.  John  Donovan  was  reappointed  playground  supervisor  for  the 
summer  program,  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Playground  Advisory 
Committee.  The  National  Youth  Administration  cooperated  in  this 
program  by  providing  an  instructor  at  the  Bond  Street  playground.  In 
previous  years  this  playground  was  not  included  in  the  supervised  recrea¬ 
tional  program. 

The  activities  that  were  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Dono¬ 
van  are  itemized  in  detail  in  his  report  which  is  appended  hereto. 

The  willing  cooperation  of  the  Playground  Advisory  Committee,  the 
Norwood  Women’s  Community  Committee,  and  the  School  Committee 
in  the  furtherance  of  all  recreational  activities  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 

Police  Department 

No  changes  in  the  personnel  of  this  department  were  made  during  the 
year. 

Sergeant  Nicholas  P.  Curran  was  enrolled  at  the  New  England  Traffic 
Officers’  Training  School  for  a  two  weeks  course  in  traffic  work  the 
latter  part  of  August.  This  school  was  conducted  at  Harvard  University 
in  Cambridge.  The  training  and  information  secured  by  Sergeant  Curran 
at  this  school  should  be  of  benefit  to  the  department  in  traffic  problems. 

An  additional  cruising  car  was  purchased  during  the  year  and  the  motor¬ 
cycle  was  abandoned.  The  department  is  now  equipped  with  two  cruis¬ 
ing  cars,  a  patrol  wagon  and  an  ambulance. 

A  program  of  revolver  practice  was  instituted  for  all  members  of  the 
department.  This  consists  of  one  hour’s  practice  each  week  for  each 
platoon  or  a  total  of  three  hours  per  week.  The  practice  sessions  are  held 
at  the  local  State  Armory.  Since  the  institution  of  this  program,  there 
has  been  a  decided  improvement  in  the  use  of  firearms  by  all  members  of 
the  department. 

In  an  attempt  to  acquaint  the  members  of  the  department  in  modern 
first  aid  methods,  a  course  of  instruction  was  set  up  under  the  supervision 
of  Fireman  Joseph  McAuliffe  who  has  given  freely  of  his  time  on  his  days 
off  to  carry  out  this  program.  The  course  of  instruction  includes  a  one- 
half  hour  class  each  week  for  each  platoon.  The  members  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  have  shown  a  splendid  attitude  in  this  work  and  voluntarily  agreed 
early  in  1938  to  lengthen  the  classes  to  one  hour  for  each  platoon  each 
week.  The  benefit  of  this  instruction  may  some  day  be  demonstrated 
in  the  saving  of  the  life  of  some  automobilist  or  pedestrian  involved  in  an 
accident. 

I  regret  to  report  that  due  to  the  failure  of  the  contractor  to  satisfac- 
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torily  perform  under  the  contract  entered  into  in  1936,  the  radio  installa¬ 
tion  of  the  department  has  not  been  completed. 

Municipal  Light  Department 

The  new  rates  for  the  sale  of  electric  energy,  which  were  adopted  by 
your  Board  at  the  end  of  1936,  were  placed  in  effect  on  March  1,  1937. 
These  rates  affected  all  classes  of  service  except  industrial  accounts.  The 
so-called  Light  Rate  Committee,  referred  to  in  my  1936  report,  continued 
to  function  during  the  year  in  the  consideration  of  changes  in  our  industrial 
power  rates.  This  Committee  expects  to  submit  its  recommendations  and 
final  report  to  your  Board  early  in  1938. 

The  sales  of  electric  energy  again  showed  an  increase  over  the  previous 
year.  This  was  especially  notable  since  industrial  sales  decreased  because 
of  the  business  recession  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  The  increase  was 
therefore  attributed  to  greater  sales  to  residential  and  commercial  cus¬ 
tomers  which  indicates  that  the  theory  of  step-rates  as  promotional  rates 
worked  out  practically  as  was  anticipated  by  the  Light  Rate  Committee. 

The  cut-over  from  the  old  to  the  new  Central  Fire  Alarm  Office  was 
made  in  January.  This  new  improvement  gives  the  Town  a  modern 
central  fire  alarm  station  which,  with  minor  additions  as  necessary,  should 
take  care  of  the  requirements  of  the  Town  for  all  time. 

Conclusion 

Due  to  the  expansion  and  growth  of  the  facilities  of  our  departments 
it  has  been  difficult,  with  limited  appropriation,  to  operate  and  give  the 
same  type  of  service  to  which  the  citizens  of  the  Town  have  become  ac¬ 
customed.  If  we  continue  to  expand  our  facilities  and  improvements, 
such  as  extending  the  sanitary  sewerage  system,  the  surface  drainage 
sewerage  system,  the  water  distribution  mains,  the  construction  of  new 
highways,  the  enlargement  of  the  cemetery  area,  and  the  acquisition  of 
additional  park  and  playground  areas,  some  new  source  of  revenue  must 
be  found  either  by  way  of  new  taxable  real  estate  properties  or  some  other 
form  of  taxation,  otherwise  an  increase  in  our  tax  rate  applicable  to  present 
valuations  will  be  necessary. 

Future  expenditures  for  new  construction  and  improvements  must 
therefore  be  given  careful  consideration  to  determine  the  necessity  for  the 
work  and  the  future  benefit  to  the  Town  through  increased  taxable  values. 

The  satisfactory  and  successful  operation  of  the  various  departments 
has  been  due  to  the  excellent  cooperation  of  the  department  heads  for 
which  I  express  my  appreciation.  I  also  wish  to  thank  your  Board  for 
the  consideration  you  have  shown  me  in  the  conduct  of  my  office.

Dear  Sir: 

I  herein  submit  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  Playgrounds  for  the  season 
of  1937. 

Supervised  recreation  was  conducted  at  the  following  playgrounds 
from  July  6  to  August  27,  1937;  Balch,  Bond,  Callahan,  Civic,  Elks, 
Endean,  High  School,  Shattuck  and  White  Mikes.  In  addition  the  Hawes 
Brook  pool  was  open  for  supervised  swimming  from  June  7  to  September  8, 
1937.  In  spite  of  the  excessive  heat  which  prevailed  throughout  the  sum¬ 
mer,  the  daily  average  attendance  at  the  various  centers  numbered  ap¬ 
proximately  twelve  hundred. 

Instructors’  meetings  were  held  every  Monday  morning.  The  in¬ 
structing  personnel  was  composed  of  ten  men  and  nine  women.  Two 
men  and  one  woman  were  from  the  N.  Y.  A.  recreation  project.  In 
addition,  an  attendant  at  the  Civic  tennis  courts  was  under  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  this  department. 

Activities  were  arranged  at  each  playground  daily,  so  that  every  child 
would  have  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  some  type  of  recreation. 

League  Competition 

Each  playground  sponsored  four  individual  boys’  baseball  teams,  com¬ 
prising  four  leagues:  Peewees,  age  eleven;  Midgets,  age  thirteen;  Juniors, 
age  fifteen;  Seniors,  age  sixteen  and  over. 

There  was  league  competition  for  girls  in  baseball,  volley  ball  and 
tenniquoit.  Each  type  of  sport  was  divided  into  two  competitive  di¬ 
visions;  Seniors,  over  14  years  of  age,  and  Juniors  under  14  years  of  age. 

Ragweed  Campaign 

Active  participation  was  taken  by  the  playground  children  again  this 
year  to  rid  the  Town  of  ragweed.  Each  morning  they  spent  some  time 
in  searching  for  and  destroying  this  weed. 

Features 

Socials 

For  the  third  successive  summer,  Socials  were  held  at  the  Junior  High 
School  Auditorium.  Five  of  these  dancing  parties  were  held  on  successive 
Monday  evenings  from  eight  to  ten  o’clock.  The  average  attendance 
was  four  hundred  young  people  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  twenty. 

Swimming  Meet 

On  Saturday,  August  14,  1937  the  annual  swimming  meet  was  conducted 
at  the  Hawes  Brook  Pool.  The  time  was  recorded  in  the  various  events 
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so  that  future  swimmers  will  have  an  opportunity  to  attempt  to  break  the 
record  making  performances  of  the  1937  swimmers. 

Prizes  were  awarded  to  the  winners  at  the  meet  by  the  American  Red 
Cross  Association.  Also,  on  this  day,  certificates  were  awarded  by  the 
Red  Cross  to  those  who  successfully  passed  their  life  saving  examinations 
and  buttons  were  awarded  to  those  who  passed  the  examination  for  be¬ 
ginners  in  swimming. 

The  attendance  on  warm  days  at  the  pool  reached  six  hundred.  The 
daily  average  attendance  was  three  hundred. 

Wonderland 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Salvation  Army  the  girls  and  the  smaller 
boys  of  the  playgrounds  were  able  to  enjoy  the  advantages  that  Wonder¬ 
land  Camp  at  Sharon  had  to  offer.  This  outing  was  conducted  on  July  23, 
1937. 

Old  Timers’  Day 

Champions  of  the  various  playgrounds  convened  at  the  Civic  center  on 
Friday  afternoon,  July  30,  1937,  and  competed  for  the  town  champion¬ 
ships  in  Horseshoes,  Checkers,  Bicycle  Races,  Jackstones,  Hop  Scotch, 
O’Leary  and  Rope  Skipping. 

Parents’  Night 

Many  parents  turned  out  at  the  various  playgrounds  for  the  Annual 
Parents’  Night  Demonstration  which  was  held  in  the  evening  on  August  17 
and  August  18.  In  addition  a  large  group  of  Town  Officials  and  members 
of  the  Playground  Advisory  Committee  comprised  the  official  party  that 
visited  all  the  playgrounds.  August  17,  1937  was  assigned  as  Parents’ 
Night  on  the  north  side  of  the  Town  and  August  18,  1937  on  the  south  side. 

Baseball  Game 

On  July  29;  1937  the  boys  of  the  playgrounds  were  the  guests  of  the 
Boston  American  League  Team  at  Fenway  Park.  On  this  day  the  Boston 
Red  Sox  played  the  St.  Louis  Browns. 

Novice  Olympic  Games 

On  August  6,  1937  the  Civic  Center  was  turned  into  an  Olympic  Stadium 
and  a  town  wide  track  meet  was  held.  There  were  six  events  for  boys  and 
five  events  for  girls. 

Paddle  Tennis  Tournament 

The  Annual  Paddle  Tennis  Tournament  was  held  at  the  Civic  Center 
on  August  20,  1937  with  the  champion  doubles  team  from  each  Playground 
entered.  There  were  four  different  classes  for  boys  and  girls.  Ribbons 
were  awarded  to  the  winners. 

Baseball  Contest 

Champions  of  baseball  throwing,  fungo  batting,  and  base  running  were 
selected  by  Judges  H.  Bennett  Murray,  W.  W.  Everett,  and  Daniel  E. 
Callahan,  Jr.  at  the  Civic  Center  on  Friday,  August  13,  1937. 
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Operetta 

The  playground  season  was  closed  on  Friday,  August  27,  1937  with  an 
operetta  presented  by  the  children  of  the  playgrounds  at  the  Junior  High 
School  Auditorium. 

During  the  performance  the  Balch  School  Playground  was  awarded  a 
silver  trophy  for  its  all-around  excellency  during  the  Playground  season. 

Twilight  Baseball 

The  playground  Twilight  League  was  composed  of  eight  teams.  Each 
team  played  twice  a  week.  The  Norwood  Press  defeated  the  Cardinals 
for  the  championship. 

Tennis 

A  large  number  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  of  playing  at  the 
Civic  and  High  School  courts. 

Six  tournaments  were  conducted  with  one  hundred  and  fifty  partici¬ 
pating  in  the  competition. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  coopera¬ 
tion  shown  me  by  the  Town  Officials,  the  members  of  the  Playground 
Advisory  Committee  and  the  Playground  Instructors.

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  year  1937.  This  report  includes  data  on  the  W.  P.  A. 
Projects  that  came  under  my  supervision  as  well  as  on  the  regular  main¬ 
tenance  and  construction  of  the  department. 

W.  P.  A.  Projects 

Pleasant  Street  Drain:  This  drain  which  was  started  in  1936  was  com¬ 
pleted  during  the  past  year.  It  extends  on  Pleasant  Street  from  Neponset 
Street  to  Railroad  Avenue. 

Granolithic  Sidewalks:  These  sidewalks  were  build  for  the  most  part 
on  Hill  Street,  Adams  Street  and  Roosevelt  Avenue.  This  work  totaled 
1,430  square  yards. 

Moth  Control:  Large  areas  of  woodland  were  covered  with  gratifying 
success  in  the  extermination  of  the  gypsy  moth. 

Westover:  Approximately  two  miles  of  Bituminous  Gravel  Streets  wTere 
built  and  considerable  progress  was  made  in  the  construction  of  sidewalks 
and  parks. 

Nichols  Street  Drain:  This  drain  is  adjacent  to  the  High  School  and 
was  started  in  1936  and  was  completed  in  1937. 

Vernon  Street  Playground:  At  the  Winter  Street  Section  the  woods  were 
cleared  and  a  large  pool  constructed.  At  the  Vernon  Street  Section  three 
to  four  feet  of  peat  and  loam  were  removed  for  the  purpose  of  making  a 
skating  rink.  This  material  has  been  stacked  and  treated  with  lime  for 
park  requirements. 

Callahan  School:  A  Colprovia  Driveway  was  constructed  to  relieve 
muddy  conditions. 

Rifle  Range:  This  work  in  the  rear  of  the  Ellis  Pumping  Station  was 
completed.  It  consisted  of  three  bulkheads  of  reinforced  concrete,  fifty- 
four  feet  wide  and  twelve  to  fifteen  feet  high;  a  concrete  Target  Buttress, 
thirty-five  feet  long  and  a  reinforced  concrete  Magazine. 

Highway  Department 
Maintenance 

The  regular  maintenance  and  repairs  of  the  department,  which  includes 
streets,  sidewalks,  fences  and  bridges  were  carried  on  throughout  the  year. 
In  addition  there  were  five  major  jobs  which  are  listed  as  follows: 

Neponset  Street:  From  Neponset  Bridge  to  the  top  of  the  hill  the  street 
was  widened  from  eight  to  ten  feet  and  surfaced  with  Bituminous  gravel. 
This  eliminates  a  very  dangerous  condition  at  this  spot. 
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Wilson  Street:  At  the  Walpole  Line  the  street  was  widened  ten  to 
twelve  feet,  for  a  distance  of  six  hundred  feet  and  then  surfaced  with  stone 
penetration. 

East  Cross  Street:  From  Route  No.  1  to  Neponset  Street  the  highway 
was  widened  to  proper  width  and  surfaced  with  Bituminous  gravel. 

Eliot  Street:  Above  Crescent  Avenue  for  a  distance  of  three  hundred 
feet  this  street  was  resurfaced  with  a  six  inch  stone  penetration. 

Washington  Street:  From  Railroad  Avenue  to  Guild  Street  excavations 
made  by  the  Water  and  Electric  Light  Departments,  and  by  the  Gas  and 
Telephone  Companies  were  repaved.

Drainage  construction  and  a  Colprovia  Driveway,  rear  of  the  Central 
Fire  Station. 

Loaming  and  dressing  the  baseball  diamonds  at  Eliot  Park  and  the 
Civic  Playground. 

Building  of  new  avenues  at  the  Cemetery. 

Spreading  160  yards  of  fine  sand  at  the  Endean  Swimming  Pool. 

Highway  Construction 

Berwick  Place  Extension:  Through  wooded  land  to  Nichols  Street 
4,217  square  yards  of  Bituminous  Gravel  Roadway  was  constructed. 

Allen  Road  Extension:  1,590  square  yards  of  Bituminous  Gravel  Road¬ 
way. 

Nichols  Street  Extension:  A  reinforced  concrete  bridge  has  been  con¬ 
structed  and  the  rough  grading  of  the  roadway  has  been  completed.  This 
job  has  been  abandoned  for  the  winter. 

Winter  and  Prospect  Street  Traffic  Circle:  The  circle  at  this  point  has 
been  reduced  allowing  the  street  to  be  widened  ten  feet.  This  eliminates 
a  traffic  hazard  at  the  approach  to  Winter  Street.  The  work  consisted 
of  125  square  yards  of  stone  penetration  and  82  lineal  feet  of  curved  edge- 
stone  was  set.

East  Rock  Street  Sanitary  Sewer:  On  East  Rock  Street,  Oliver  and 
Winfield  Streets  a  new  sanitary  sewer  unit  was  constructed.  This  unit 
will  take  care  of  the  sewer  needs  of  this  low  section  of  the  town.  On  this 
job  the  construction  of  a  reinforced  concrete  tank  was  necessary.  From 
this  tank  the  sewage  will  be  pumped  to  a  higher  level  on  Pleasant  Street, 
where  gravity  will  carry  it  to  the  Metropolitan  connection.  The  excava¬ 
tion  on  this  job  was  made  through  rock  and  an  extremely  large  amount  of 
water  was  encountered.  A  broken  pipe  caused  considerable  leakage  in 
this  line  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  make  repairs  when  the  weather  permits. 
The  pumps  are  expected  to  be  installed  during  the  coming  year.

The  main  drain  from  Pleasant  Street  through  Dr.  Cleveland’s  property 
was  extended  304  lineal  feet,  with  a  5  x  7  foot  reinforced  concrete  culvert. 

The  drain  through  the  Fisher  Lot,  near  Neponset  Street,  was  backfilled 
to  the  level  of  the  surrounding  land. 
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Moth,  Forestry  and  Park  Departments 

All  shade  trees  along  the  highways  and  in  all  of  the  parks  were  properly 
sprayed  during  the  year. 

Twenty-one  dead  trees  were  removed. 

One  hundred  twenty-five  new  trees  were  planted  on  Nahatan  Street 
Extension,  Washington  Street,  from  Hoyle  Street  to  Walnut  Avenue,  and 
on  Hawthorne  Street. 

Considerable  pruning  and  trimming  of  trees  was  done  in  many  sections 
of  the  town. 

All  parks  and  playgrounds  were  maintained  in  a  highly  satisfactory 
manner  through  the  entire  year. 

Water  Department 
Maintenance  and  Operation 

The  new  Alteration  plant  at  Ellis  has  been  in  operation  since  January  18, 
1937,  and  has  proven  to  be  very  successful.  Much  of  the  iron  and  man¬ 
ganese  in  the  water  is  now  removed  through  the  coke  and  sand  filters 
before  it  is  pumped  into  the  mains.  Up  to  the  present  time  it  has  not 
been  necessary  to  use  any  chemicals  in  the  treatment  of  the  water. 

At  the  Westwood  Pumping  Station  many  minor  repairs  were  made. 
The  wire  fence  around  the  filters  was  painted.  Sixteen  Board  of  Health 
Signs  were  placed  around  the  pond.  The  filter  beds  were  cleaned  when 
necessary  and  one  bed  was  sanded  with  1,361  yards  of  state  inspected  sand. 

All  hydrants  were  tested  twice  during  the  year.  It  was  found  necessary 
to  replace  six  of  the  older  type  hydrants  with  new  A.  P.  Smith  Hydrants. 

Two  water  main  breaks  occurred  during  the  year.  One  at  Water  Street 
Bridge  and  the  other  on  Pleasant  Street. 

Considerable  work  was  done  on  the  detection  of  leaks,  with  the  result 
that  loss  in  the  water  system  is  at  the  lowest  point  in  years.

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REPORT  OF  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Sir: 

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Municipal  Light  Department 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1937. 

Although  our  large  industrial  customers  show  a  decrease  of  1,871,800 
K.  W.  Hours  metered  energy  for  this  year  over  1936,  our  totaled  purchased 
energy,  for  resale,  shows  an  increase  of  582,000  Iv.  W.  Hours.  24,929  K.  W. 
Hours  more  were  consumed  in  street  lighting,  leaving  an  increase  of 
2,428,871  Iv.  W.  Hours  applicable  to  domestic  and  small  power  customers. 

The  monthly  billing  demand  increased  three  times  during  the  year,  as 
follows:  January,  44  Iv.  W.,  May,  68  Iv.  W.,  and  June,  90  K.  W.,  making 
a  total  increase  of  202  K.  W.  more  than  the  highest  demand  created  in 
1936,  which  was  2,345  K.  W. 

Maximum  instantaneous  demand  was  2675  K.  W.  occurring  October 
28th,  at  11.25  A.  M.,  125  K.  W.  higher  than  the  maximum  for  1936. 

No  additions  have  been  made  to  the  Station  or  its  equipment  and  no 
major  troubles  have  occurred  at  the  Station.  The  largest  maintenance 
jobs  at  the  Station  were  the  sand-blasting  and  painting  of  two  2000  K.  W. 
transformers  and  the  re-surfacing  of  our  driveway  and  yard  by  the  Public 
Works  Department.  The  only  trouble  mentionable  to  our  outside  plant 
was  the  blowing  up  of  a  400  ampere  oil  switch  in  a  man-hole  at  Guild  and 
Washington  Streets,  during  a  lightning  storm. 

Three  more  units  of  mercury-mazda  street  lighting  were  added  on 
Naha  tan  Street  between  Monroe  and  Pleasant  Streets. 

1,080  feet  of  underground  duct  lines  were  installed  in  what  is  known  as 
A  Street,  in  Westover. 

A  portion  of  No.  6  primary  feeder  supplying  current  to  Holliston  Mills, 
Plimpton  Press,  and  the  Morrill  Ink  Works  was  placed  underground  from 
the  Plant  to  a  point  near  Nahatan  and  Lenox  Streets.  By  placing  these 
primary  feeders  underground  to  some  distant  point  from  the  Plant,  as 
we  have  been  doing  the  last  three  years,  we  are  not  only  going  to  improve 
the  operating  conditions  of  our  feeders,  but  also,  clean  up  an  unsightly 
looking  pole  line  in  front  of  the  Plant,  now  carrying  all  the  circuits  over¬ 
head  direct  from  the  Plant. 

The  first  underground  type  distribution  transformer  ever  owned  and 
installed  by  the  Department  was  placed  in  a  man-hole  at  Cottage  and 
Washington  Streets  late  this  fall  to  take  care  of  the  increased  load  in  the 
business  district  from  Cottage  to  Day  Streets,  on  Washington  Street. 
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Meter  and  Inspection  Division 

303  permits  were  issued  for  new  wiring  and  alterations.  A  considerable 
amount  of  wiring  is  being  done  without  permits,  mostly  by  outside  elec¬ 
tricians  installing  oil-burners,  electric  signs,  and  refrigerating  machines. 
The  remedy  for  this  situation  would  be  the  adoption  of  some  Town  by-laws, 
with  penalties  attached,  enforcing  the  requirements  of  the  Department. 

There  were  352  complaints  investigated  for  the  Billing  Department. 

January  26th,  in  meeting  of  the  Selectmen,  a  new  rate  schedule  was 
adopted  and  made  effective  March  1st.  The  new  schedule  introduced  a 
general  purpose  one  meter  rate,  doing  away  with  the  two  meter  lighting 
and  appliance  rates  for  residential  customers. 

Due  to  the  change  in  rate,  856  appliance  meters  have  been  removed, 
making  that  less  many  meters  to  read,  bill  and  maintain.  Of  the  856 
meters  removed,  715  have  been  retired  as  meters  inadequate  for  use  in 
the  modern  home,  with  its  increasing  appliance  and  lighting  load.

Fire  Alarm,  Police  Signal  and  Traffic  Control 

The  final  cut  over  from  the  old  to  the  new  Central  Fire  Alarm  Office 
was  made  on  January  16th.  There  are  now  five  fire  alarm  circuits  pro¬ 
tecting  the  Town  instead  of  three,  which  was  the  limit  of  the  old  Fire 
Alarm  Office.  The  circuits  and  their  respective  number  of  Fire  Alarm 
boxes  are  as  follows:  No.  1,  13  boxes,  No.  2,  10  boxes,  No.  3,  10  boxes, 
No.  4,  11  boxes,  and  No.  5,  19  boxes.  Three  additional  boxes  were  in¬ 
stalled  this  year,  as  follows:  No.  231,  Hill  Street  at  Garfield  Avenue, 
No.  254,  Washington  Street  at  Prospect  Avenue  and  No.  431,  Washington 
Street  at  Cedar  Street. 

A  total  of  1,580  feet  of  fire  alarm  wire  was  replaced  in  various  parts  of 
the  Town.  The  Fire  Alarm  System  is  operating  very  satisfactorily  with 
very  little  maintenance. 
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Other  than  the  renewing  of  two  Police  Signal  Circuits  between  Hoyle 
and  Chapel  Streets  on  Washington  Street  and  a  new  set  of  batteries  at 
the  Police  Station  Office,  troubles  with  the  Police  Signal  System  have  been 
few.  At  present,  the  System  is  in  satisfactory  operation. 

Traffic  Signals  on  Washington  Street  have  given  no  trouble,  the  only 
maintenance  to  these  signals  has  been  the  renewing  of  burnt  out  bulbs. 
The  vehicle  actuated  traffic  signals  at  Walpole  Street  and  Walnut  Avenue 
have  bothered  quite  a  lot  in  getting  out  of  adjustment.  I  recommend  at 
this  time  that  the  timers  in  both  of  these  signals  be  given  a  complete  over¬ 
hauling  this  coming  year.

Dear  Sir: 

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Cemetery  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1937.  As  in  previous  years,  this  department 
has  completed  the  usual  work,  namely  that  of  interments,  maintenance, 
construction,  foundations  and  private  work.  Calvary  and  Andrew 
Avenues  have  been  graveled  and  oiled.  (1850  square  yards.) 

The  Department  has  had  but  very  little  work  done  under  the  W.  P.  A. 
projects,  therefore  no  grading  or  seeding  was  done  during  the  year  in  the 
new  section  of  the  Cemetery. 

The  department  has  made  187  interments  and  two  removals  during 
the  year,  this  being  the  largest  since  the  year  of  the  epidemic  in  1918. 

Due  to  the  extremely  wet  weather  much  more  time  was  required  on 
maintenance  work,  thereby  reducing  work  done  on  improvements. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  co¬ 
operation  and  interest  shown  this  department.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  MORRILL 
MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1937. 

At  the  annual  election  in  January,  Mrs.  Otis  D.  Swain  and  Mr.  Ralph  W. 
Taylor  were  re-elected  to  the  Board. 

Daily  issues  of  the  Daily  Messenger  in  two  bound  volumes  each  year 
will  be  presented  to  the  library  by  Mr.  C.  C.  Cain.  This  offer  was  grate¬ 
fully  acknowledged  by  the  Trustees. 

During  the  year  Mrs.  Gustafson  and  Miss  Peterson  have  resigned  from 
the  library  staff.  The  vacancies  caused  by  these  resignations  were  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Dorothy  Henry  and  Miss  Annie  Smolski. 

In  April  The  Norwood  Council  of  Knights  of  Columbus  delegated  a 
committee  of  five,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  William  Hyland,  to  meet 
with  the  Trustees  and  discuss  plans  to  inaugurate  a  Catholic  Book  Section 
at  the  library.  Under  the  plan  the  Council  would  donate  to  the  library  an 
authoritative  collection  of  books  of  literature  which  would  embrace  works 
on  Art,  Biography,  Education,  History,  Poetry,  Psychology,  Religion, 
Science,  Sociology  and  Fiction.  Last  fall  the  plan  was  put  into  effect 
and  the  circulation  of  these  books  has  been  most  gratifying.  The  Council 
plans  to  enlarge  the  section  from  time  to  time.  The  Trustees  are  very 
thankful  to  the  Council  for  their  generosity  to  and  interest  in  the  library. 

On  October  31  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Alfred  Pearson  as  janitor  of  the 
library  was  received  with  regret.  He  has  served  the  library  faithfully 
for  thirty  years  and  the  Trustees  wish  him  many  years  of  life  and  happiness. 
Mr.  Carl  Pearson,  his  son,  succeeded  him  on  November  1. 

During  the  year  there  has  arisen  a  need  for  normal  repairs  on  the  interior 
walls  and  the  tiled  roof  of  the  building. 

The  growth  of  the  Young  Adults’  Room  has  been  quite  definite  and 
necessitated  the  purchase  of  a  new  bookcase. 

In  the  reading  room  we  may  find  a  fine  collection  of  magazines  and 
dailies  which  may  be  read  with  much  profit  by  those  seeking  to  increase 
their  knowledge  in  almost  any  field. 

The  total  number  of  books  circulated  during  the  year  was  115,822.  Of 
this  about  25%  was  non-fiction.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL 

Selectmen 

Charles  F.  Holman,  Chairman 
Norwood,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sirs: 

I  submit  herewith  in  summarized  form  the  twenty-ninth  annual  report 
of  my  conduct  of  the  Legal  Department  of  the  town  covering  its  activities 
for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven. 

As  in  past  years,  the  principal  service  has  been  of  an  advisory  character, 
in  many  instances  through  written  opinions,  and  furnished  to  the  following 
departments  and  officials,  namely,  Selectmen  and  Board  of  Survey,  School 
Committee  and  its  Superintendent,  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of 
Taxes,  Finance  Commission,  Board  of  Health,  Board  of  Assessors,  Board 
of  Public  Welfare,  Planning  Board,  General  Manager,  Town  Clerk  and 
Accountant,  Inspector  of  Buildings,  Fire  Department,  Peabody  Fund 
Committee,  and  Contributory  Retirement  Board. 

In  addition,  service  was  rendered  as  requested  or  as  voluntarily  under¬ 
taken,  when  it  seemed  advisable,  in  the  form  of  attendance  at  hearings, 
conferences  and  views  taken,  court  activities,  drafting  and  revising  various 
instruments  and  attention  to  an  extensive  correspondence. 

As  appears  from  the  itemization  which  follows,  the  service  rendered 
dealt,  as  in  past  years,  with  a  variety  of  essential  problems  and  questions 
and  covered  a  wide  field  of  municipal  activities.  A  detailed  account  of 
the  service  arranged  chronologically  in  departmental  order,  has  been  pre¬ 
pared  and  placed  in  the  files  and  is  available  for  reference  purposes. 

Litigation  and  Claims 

Charles  P.  Pond ,  et  al  vs.  Norwood  (Flora  M.  Pond,  executrix). 

Flora  Pond ,  et  al  vs.  Norwood:  The  status  of  these  cases  with  respect 
to  disposition,  by  trial  or  otherwise,  remains  as  stated  in  the  report  for  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-six.  The  situation  is  an  unusual  one 
in  that  there  appears  to  be  but  one  party  interested  in  bringing  the  litiga¬ 
tion  to  a  conclusion  and  whose  interest  results  from  relationship  with  one 
of  the  original  party  petitioners  now  deceased  and  which  interested  party 
is  now  holding  title  to  the  properties  involved  through  foreclosure  of  tax 
title  liens.  It  is  doubtful  if  the  cases  will  be  tried  in  the  future  and  there 
is  a  possibility,  although  remote,  that  through  the  activities  of  said  inter¬ 
ested  party  a  disposition  by  some  sort  of  a  compromise  agreement  may 
result.  The  Selectmen  have  always  stood  ready  to  consider  disposition 
on  a  fair  basis  protective  of  the  town’s  interests. 

City  of  Boston  vs.  Norwood:  This  suit,  as  stated  in  the  report  for  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-six,  was  brought  by  the  City  of  Boston 
against  the  town  by  writ  issuing  out  of  the  Superior  Court  for  Suffolk 
County  on  December  15,  1936  and  returnable  on  the  first  day  of  March,

nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  being  an  action  of  contract  to  recover 
on  some  fifty-six  separate  claims  for  relief  furnished  to  various  persons 
alleged  to  have  had  Norwood  settlements,  in  the  total  sum  of  $28,498.00. 
By  agreement  with  the  Corporation  Counsel  of  Boston,  the  case  was  trans¬ 
ferred  from  Suffolk  County  to  Norfolk  County  where  it  is  now  pending 
for  trial,  following  answer  filed  on  behalf  of  the  town.  It  is  the  belief  of 
this  department  as  stated  in  the  report  for  last  year,  that  the  majority  of 
the  claims  covered  by  the  suit  are  outlawed  by  the  specific  statutory  period 
of  limitation  of  action  and  /or  that  the  alleged  recipients  have  no  Norwood 
settlement.  This  belief  has  been  strengthened  during  the  past  year  as 
a  result  of  conferences  had  with  officials  in  the  Welfare  Department  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  who  have  immediate  supervision  of  the  subject  matter 
of  the  suit.  These  conferences  were  undertaken  and  are  still  being  held 
to  eliminate  as  far  as  possible  items  which  could  be  found  to  be  not  in  con¬ 
troversy  as  to  liability  or  lack  of  liability. 

There  is  also  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  Coimty  a  suit 
brought  in  behalf  of  the  town  against  the  City  of  Boston  by  way  of  cross¬ 
action  to  recover  the  sum  of  $1,811.26  for  claims  for  relief  furnished  to 
Boston  settled  recipients.  It  is  doubtful  if  these  cases  will  be  brought  to 
trial  during  the  present  year  in  view  of  the  negotiations  under  way  and 
the  desire,  expressed  by  the  Legal  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  that 
the  respective  claims  be  settled  by  negotiation  rather  than  through  court 
trial,  which,  on  account  of  the  number  of  claims  involved  on  both  sides, 
would  mean  long  and  expensive  hearings. 

Norwood  vs.  Town  of  Westwood:  This  suit  pending  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  1937  under  agreement  for  settlement  through  payment  of  the 
amount  of  the  claim  involved  with  interest  and  costs,  namely,  $156.81, 
was  settled  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  agreement. 

Donahue  ( Workmen’s  Compensation)  Claim:  This  claim  reported  as 
pending  at  the  end  of  last  year  was  brought  by  a  petition  to  the  State 
Department  of  Industrial  Accidents  under  the  Workmen’s  Compensation 
Act  to  recover  compensation  for  a  personal  injury  alleged  to  have  been 
sustained  in  July,  1936,  while  in  the  employ  of  the  town.  On  advice  of 
this  department  that  the  claim  should  be  recognized  following  further  in¬ 
vestigation  the  Selectmen  authorized  a  settlement  to  be  negotiated  and 
thereafter  such  settlement  was  made  with  the  approval  of  the  Industrial 
Accident  Board  in  the  amount  of  $170.00  covering  medical  and  hospital 
expenses  and  including  a  small  sum  for  legal  expenses. 

Norwood  vs.  Caroline  M.  Hunt :  With  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen, 
suit  was  brought  on  April  22,  in  behalf  of  the  town  against  Caroline  M. 
Hunt  to  recover  for  damage  to  a  motor  vehicle  owned  by  the  town,  operated 
by  Superintendent  Conley  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  re¬ 
sulting  from  a  collision  with  a  motor  vehicle  owned  by  Mrs.  Hunt  and 
operated  by  one  Johnson  and  which  suit  following  entry  in  the  District 
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Court  of  Northern  Norfolk  was  removed  to  the  Norfolk  Superior  Court. 
The  action  was  referred  with  other  pending  actions  growing  out  of  the 
collision  to  an  Auditor,  who,  following  hearings,  reported  on  August  16 
findings  adverse  to  the  town  and  in  line  with  findings  favorable  to  Mrs. 
Hunt  and  Mr.  Johnson  and  another  passenger  in  the  Hunt  motor  vehicle 
in  their  suits.  It  was  deemed  advisable  to  allow  the  case  to  rest  on  the 
Auditor’s  finding  without  further  litigation  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen  an  agreement  for  judgment  for  the  defendant  without  costs 
was  filed  in  October,  1937. 

Norwood  vs.  Julia  Smith:  With  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  by  a  writ 
issuing  out  of  the  District  Court  for  Southern  Norfolk  dated  August  3, 
suit  was  brought  in  behalf  of  the  town  against  Julia  Smith  to  recover 
compensation  for  damage  to  a  fire  truck  owned  by  the  town  resulting 
from  a  collision  at  the  intersection  of  Maple  and  Vernon  Streets  with  a 
motor  vehicle  operated  by  said  Julia  Smith  on  the  twenty-third  day  of 
May,  which  suit  was  returnable  on  September  11,  1937.  The  action  was 
removed  by  the  defendant  to  the  Norfolk  Superior  Court  on  September  14, 
where  it  is  now  pending  for  trial.  Agreement  has  been  reached  with 
counsel  for  the  defendant  as  to  the  amount  of  the  damages,  namely, 
$300.00,  subject  however,  to  liability  being  established.  Several  other 
actions  resulting  from  the  collision  and  involving  persons  injured  are  also 
pending  and  all  cases  will  doubtless  be  tried  together  during  the  year  1938. 

Norwood  vs.  James  Walker  Estate:  By  writ  issuing  out  of  the  Superior 
Court  for  Norfolk  County  under  date  of  July  30,  1937,  an  action  of  con¬ 
tract  was  brought  against  the  Estate  of  James  Walker  to  recover  a  sub¬ 
stantial  sum  paid  to  Mr.  Walker  in  his  life  time  by  way  of  old  age  assist¬ 
ance  on  the  ground  that  it  was  found  after  his  death  that  he  had  been  in 
funds  and  was  not  entitled  to  receive  such  assistance  which  fact,  however, 
was  unknown  to  the  old  age  assistance  division  of  the  Norwood  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  when  payments  were  being  made.  It  developed  that  the 
estate  was  small  and  that  a  recovery  was  doubtful  and  in  consequence  a 
settlement  by  way  of  compromise  in  the  sum  of  $100.00  was  obtained  by 
negotiation  with  the  Executor  and  the  suit  was  withdrawn. 

Town  of  Norwood ,  Petitioner:  As  appears  in  the  report  for  last  year  a 
petition  was  filed  on  August  8,  1936  by  the  Town  Treasurer  in  behalf  of 
the  town  with  the  Land  Court  to  register  the  title,  secured  through  decree 
for  foreclosure  of  tax  liens,  to  land  with  building  thereon  on  Railroad 
Avenue,  known  as  the  Sullivan  property.  The  title  was  duly  registered 
and  a  decree  of  registration  issued  from  the  Land  Court  and  was  filed  with 
the  Norfolk  Registry  District  of  the  Land  Court  on  Janaury  26,  1937, 
in  Book  103,  Page  143  and  Certificate  of  Title  No.  20543  issued  to  the 
town. 

Claims  for  reimbursement  for  relief  furnished  to  recipients  in  the  form 
of  public  assistance  and  hospital  care  who  were  settled  elsewhere  than  in 
Norwood  have  had  appropriate  attention  with  results  as  follows: 
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Norwood  vs.  Town  of  Belmont:  Settled  in  full  by  payment  of  $222.19. 

Norwood  vs.  City  of  Chicopee:  Suit  was  brought  in  behalf  of  the  town 
against  the  City  of  Chicopee  through  writ  issuing  out  of  the  Superior 
Court  for  Norfolk  County  on  January  21,  1937,  and  returnable  on  the 
first  Monday  of  March,  1937,  where  it  is  now  pending.  The  suit  is  based 
upon  a  claim  for  welfare  and  hospital  relief  furnished  to  certain  persons 
having  settlements  in  Chicopee.  As  a  result  of  negotiations  a  settlement 
of  the  claim  is  expected  to  be  made  in  the  early  part  of  1938. 

Norwood  vs.  Town  of  Dedham:  Settled  in  full  by  payment  of  $710.00. 

Norwood  vs.  Town  of  Mansfield:  Settled  in  full  by  payment  of  $326.79. 

Norwood  vs.  Town  of  Newburyporl:  Settled  in  full  by  payment  of  $12.00. 

Norwood  vs.  Town  of  North  Attleboro:  Settled  in  full  by  payment  of 
$858.36. 

Norwood  vs.  Town  of  Watertown:  Settled  in  full  by  payment  of  $895.63. 

On  November  8,  certain  claims  of  the  town  against  the  estate  of  a  party 
who  deceased  earlier  in  the  year  were  settled  in  full  by  the  Administrator 
of  the  estate  as  follows,  namely,  for  aid  and  hospital  care  and  funeral  ex¬ 
penses  with  interest  in  the  total  sum  of  $1342.79,  also  for  redemption  of 
tax  title  held  by  the  town,  amount  $293.62. 

A  suit  for  hospital  relief  brought  by  the  City  of  Worcester  vs.  Norwood 
was  settled  in  full  by  payment  of  $33.00. 

Tax  Lien  Foreclosure  Cases 

Petitions  filed  in  the  Land  Court  in  behalf  of  the  town  by  Town  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  Taxes  Sullivan  for  the  foreclosure  of  tax  title  liens  with 
respect  to  the  various  properties,  as  detailed  in  the  respective  petitions, 
which  were  pending  on  January  1,  1937,  and  which  were  brought  during 
the  year  and  the  status  of  the  same  are  reported  as  follows:

Norwood  vs.  A.  L.  Atwood,  el  al  (No.  6161).  Withdrawn  on  motion 
allowed  January  28,  1937,  by  reason  of  redemption  of  tax  lien. 

Norwood  vs.  Walter  E.  Bailey,  Jr.,  el  al  (No.  6162).  Motion  for  general 
default  filed  September  23,  1937.  Pending.  Tax  redemption  expected 
in  1938. 

Norwood  vs.  Frederick  A.  Hartshorn,  et  al  (No.  8369).  Foreclosure 
decree  entered  July  26,  1937.  Notice  of  disposal  filed  with  Norfolk  Regis¬ 
try  of  Deeds  August  3,  1937. 

Norwood  vs.  American  Glue  Company  (No.  9919).  Foreclosure  decree 
May  15,  1937.  Notice  of  disposal  filed  May  28,  1937.  Motion  for  new 
certificate  after  decree  of  foreclosure  filed  June  15,  1937.  Order  for  new 
certificate  after  foreclosure  June  18,  1937. 

Norwood  vs.  Alfred  E.  Anderson  (No.  9920).  Foreclosure  decree  April 
15,  1937,  filed  with  Norfolk  Registry  of  Deeds  April  27,  1937. 

Norwood  vs.  Alfred  L.  Atwood  (No.  9921 — three  parcels).  Foreclosure 
decree  September  27,  1937.  Notice  of  disposal  filed  October  5,  1937.

Excluding  from  consideration  the  pending  suit  of  the  City  of  Boston  against 
the  town,  involving  claims  in  the  substantial  sum  of  $28,498.00,  as  to 
which  reference  is  made  elsewhere  in  this  report,  the  situation  is  favorable 
with  no  disturbing  factors. 

As  to  the  Boston  suit,  however,  developments  during  the  year  appear 
to  justify  my  statement  of  last  year  that  recovery  against  the  town  in  any 
sum  which  even  approximates  the  amount  claimed  is  not  to  be  expected. 

The  uniform  confidence  and  consideration  extended  by  the  Selectmen  and 
the  other  officials  and  employees  of  the  town  as  in  past  years  and  particu¬ 
larly  the  great  co-operation,  whether  necessary  or  otherwise,  shown  by 
Clerk  Pendergast  and  General  Manager  Kendrick,  with  respect  to  the 
conduct  of  this  department,  are  deeply  appreciated  and  gratefully  ac¬ 
knowledged.

The  Norwood  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1937. 

The  care  of  poor  and  indigent  people  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  dates  back  to  Colonial  days  and  this  State  has  been  a  leader  in 
the  enactment  of  laws  and  regulations  for  the  proper  care  of  people  in 
need.  Suitable  provisions  for  the  aid  of  those  in  need  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  by  the  establishment  of  different  divisions  in  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  by  the  local  Boards  of  Public  Welfare 
in  the  various  cities  and  towns  throughout  the  State. 

The  methods  of  administering  relief  in  the  present  day  is  much  different 
from  those  of  years  ago  when  the  daily  life  of  the  average  citizen  was  less 
complex.  The  service  needed  in  the  cases  today  is  made  up  not  only  of 
the  problem  of  seeing  that  the  necessary  elements  of  relieving  the  imme¬ 
diate  distress  are  supplied  but  that  the  family  problems  including  those  of 
all  the  members  are  dealt  with  and  some  plan  and  help  provided. 

The  year  of  1937  has  been  one  of  more  than  average  activity  for  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare.  The  general  cross  section  of  the  cases  relieved 
and  supported  during  the  past  year  has  been  consistent  with  those  of  the 
previous  several  years.  There  seems,  however,  to  be  a  tendency  on  the 
part  of  the  younger  employable  heads  of  families  and  of  single  persons  to 
apply  too  readily  for  relief  and  expect  that  the  town  treasury  is  a  source 
of  an  unending  supply  of  funds.  Other  individuals  are  prone  to  apply 
for  aid  too  soon  after  being  laid  off  from  work  apparently  lacking  the  fore¬ 
sight  to  provide  for  a  necessary  reserve  when  they  were  employed.  The 
mismanagement  of  the  weekly  wage  in  some  families  of  low  incomes  and 
the  spending  of  too  great  a  percentage  of  their  earnings  on  personal  pleasures 
that  are  not  conducive  to  economic  self  preservation  also  tend  to  increase 
the  number  of  those  who  apply  for  aid. 

The  local  Board  of  Public  Welfare  has  endeavored  at  all  times  to  render 
aid  in  a  fair  and  impartial  manner  giving  help  only  to  those  that  were  in 
need  and  relieving  their  distress  according  to  the  best  judgment  of  the 
Board  and  to  the  laws  governing  the  administration  of  relief,  having  in 
mind  at  the  same  time  that  the  funds  for  this  assistance  must  come 
from  the  taxpayers  of  Norwood.

Public  Welfare,  including  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  (formerly  known 


as  Mothers’  Aid).

As  shown  by  the  summary  of  cases  the  greatest  net  changes  throughout 
the  year  occurred  in  the  Temporary  Aid  group;  Aid  to  Dependent  Chil¬ 
dren,  Board  in  Families,  Institutional  and  Hospital  cases  varied  but  little 
during  the  year. 

The  Works  Progress  Administration  adopted  during  the  year  a  policy 
of  employing  only  citizens  and' this  fact  together  with  the  Public  Works 
Administration  closing  down  or  completing  the  projects  in  this  vicinity 
on  which  many  Norwood  men  were  employed  caused  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  aided  with  respect  to  the  Temporary  Aid  employable  men 
as  shown  in  the  above  table. 

Another  contributing  factor  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  employ- 
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able  cases  aided  was  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  persons  employed  by 
private  industries  in  Norwood  and  surrounding  communities. 

Throughout  the  year  considerable  hospital  care  was  necessary  for  re¬ 
cipients  and  for  the  most  part  the  Norwood  Hospital  was  used.  Various 
cases  of  people  involved  in  automobile  accidents  were  referred  to  the  Wel¬ 
fare  Department  by  the  Hospital  authorities  and  these  cases  were  con¬ 
tributing  factors  to  the  general  expense  of  the  department. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Federal  surplus  commodities  were  given  out 
weekly  to  Welfare  recipients,  Works  Progress  Administration  workers  and 
families  having  insufficient  incomes.  Such  food  supplies  as  those  listed 
below  were  given  out  during  the  year:

The  Works  Progress  Administration  sewing  project  at  the  Norwood 
Civic  Building  continued  to  function  during  the  entire  year  of  1937,  em¬ 
ploying  fewer  people  than  in  previous  years.  The  articles  made  were 
sent  to  the  District  Commissary  at  Quincy,  Massachusetts  and  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Branch  drew  their  allotment  weekly.  The  articles  of  clothing  were 
available  for  the  same  group  as  shared  in  the  food  commodities.  Such 
articles  as  these  listed  below  were  issued  during  the  year:

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The  Works  Progress  Administration  sponsored  projects  of  a  varying 
nature  throughout  the  entire  year  thus  affording  work  for  many  men  who 
otherwise  may  have  applied  to  the  Welfare  Board  for  assistance. 

In  February,  1937,  the  Welfare  Board  suggested  that  the  so-called  free 
lots  in  Highland  Cemetery  be  done  away  with  and  individual  marked 
graves  be  substituted.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  Selectmen  a  plan  is 
now  in  operation  whereby  when  a  person  who  has  received  Welfare  relief 
passes  away  who  has  no  burial  lot  of  his  own,  he  is  assured  of  a  marked 
grave  and  not  laid  to  rest  in  a  Potters  field. 

The  Welfare  Board  through  its  Agent  acted  as  local  selecting  agent  for 
the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps,  there  being  four  quotas  of  young  men 
sent  to  the  Camps.  These  young  men  in  the  most  cases  made  allotments 
of  their  monthly  wages  to  their  parents  and  thus  helped  out  in  the  matter 
of  support  for  their  families.  Unfortunately  the  quotas  were  not  always 
filled  due  to  the  lack  of  interest  shown  by  the  young  men  eligible  although 
notices  of  enrollment  were  given  newspaper  publicity. 

The  enactment  of  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act  which  included  Aid 
to  Dependent  Children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  (formerly  Mothers’ 
Aid)  became  operative  January  1,  1937.  The  Town  of  Norwood,  there¬ 
fore,  shared  in  the  financial  grants  from  the  Federal  Government  and 
the  sum  of  $4391.62  was  received,  which  was  available  for  immediate  use 
upon  receipt.

The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year  1937: — 

At  the  regular  Board  of  Health  meeting  held  February  24,  1937,  Dr. 
Charles  L.  Lynch  was  unanimously  chosen  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

The  following  were  also  chosen:  Dorothy  L.  Bemis,  Clerk,  John  A. 
Shannon,  Agent  and  Plumbing  Inspector,  Nora  C.  Curran,  Public  Health 
Nurse. 

On  April  1,  1937,  Leonard  E.  Curran  was  appointed  Milk  Inspector  to 
fill  the  vacancy  of  Dr.  F.  X.  Maguire. 

On  April  1,  1937,  Dr.  Thomas  H.  O’Toole  was  appointed  Public  Health 
Physician. 

The  Board  has  held  their  regular  monthly  meetings,  and  other  special 
meetings,  to  discuss  the  various  problems  of  the  Department. 

The  Board  again  calls  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  during  the  follow¬ 
ing  years  there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria:  1933,  1934,  1935,  1936  and 
1937.

The  Milk  Inspector,  Leonard  E.  Curran  submits  the  following  report 
for  1937: 

I  became  Milk  Inspector  on  April  1,  1937.  Since  then  66  licenses  have 
been  granted,  nine  to  farmers,  seven  to  dealers  and  fifty  to  stores.  Five 
licenses  for  the  pasteurization  of  milk  have  been  issued  by  the  Norwood 
Board  of  Health  for  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  Nine  licenses 
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for  the  sale  of  oleo-margarine  have  been  issued.  Two  licenses  for  the 
manufacture  of  ice  cream  for  retail  sale  have  been  issued  for  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health. 

Sixty-two  samples  have  been  taken  from  trucks,  dealers  and  stores,  and 
tested  for  butterfat,  total  solids  and  sediment.  These  samples  were 
found  in  most  cases  to  be  well  above  the  minimum  requirements  for  milk 
in  Massachusetts. 

Norwood  can  well  boast  of  its  milk  supply  because  the  bulk  of  it  is 
produced  locally  and  correctly  pasteurized.  The  people  of  Norwood 
consume  approximately  6800  quarts  of  fluid  milk  and  150  quarts  of  cream 
daily.  This  is  a  little  less  than  one  pint  per  person  per  day  and  about  the 
same  as  the  rest  of  the  country  consumes.  Of  the  6800  quarts  6112  are 
produced  locally  and  688  quarts  are  produced  on  distant  farms,  562  quarts 
are  sold  raw  and  6238  quarts  are  pasteurized.  Stores  sell  1016  quarts 
and  5784  quarts  are  sold  from  trucks  and  wagons  by  farmers  and  dealers. 

The  dealers  and  farmers  have  in  1937  as  in  past  years  installed  much 
up-to-date  equipment  for  the  handling  of  milk. 

Our  Plumbing  Inspector,  John  A.  Shannon,  reports  that  during  the 
year  1937  he  made  141  inspections  in  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1937: — 

The  Norwood  Chest  Clinic,  which  is  held  every  Thursday  night  at  the 
Board  of  Health  Rooms  in  the  Municipal  Building  is  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  Dr.  Walter  A.  Griffin  of  the  Sharon  Sanatorium.  This  is  purely 
a  diagnostic  clinic  and  no  charge  is  made.  Patients  are  usually  referred 
to  the  Clinic  by  the  family  physician. 

There  were  11  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  reported  during  the  year,  and 
all  hospitalized.  There  were  5  cases  re-infected  and  hospitalized. 

Parochial  School 

Physical  examinations  were  made  by  Dr.  T.  H.  O’Toole,  Public  Health 
Physician,  on  all  children  at  the  Parochial  School.  Parents  were  notified 
of  any  defects. 

Visits  were  made  by  the  school  physician  and  nurse  three  times  a  week 
and  pupils  were  checked  for  symptoms  of  contagious  diseases  and  referred 
to  the  family  doctor. 

Out  of  an  enrollment  of  705  there  were  585  children  immunized  against 
Diphtheria.  There  were  15  pre-school  children  also  immunized. 

Braintree  School  Clinic 

One-hundred  forty-seven  (147)  children  from  the  seventh  and  ninth 
grades,  or  54%  were  given  the  Von  Pirquet  Test  for  Tuberculosis.  Out  of 
that  number  1 1  were  positive  and  were  X-rayed  and  had  physical  examina¬ 
tions.  All  contacts  were  also  X-rayed.

Community  Service — Budget 

The  School  Committee  is  called  upon,  from  time  to  time,  to  offer  school 
facilities  for  the  promotion  of  community  enterprises  which,  though 
technically  not  a  part  of  the  Town’s  educational  program,  are  worthwhile. 
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Reference  was  made  in  pages  9  and  10  of  last  year’s  report  to  these 
many  activities  which  are  supported  in  large  part  from  School  Depart¬ 
ment  expenditure. 

Your  Committee,  believing  in  the  permanent  worth  of  a  program  which 
contemplates  a  more  ideal  community  has,  in  the  past,  encouraged  support 
for,  and  maintenance  of,  those  community  service  projects  for  which  the 
School  Department  is  in  a  favorable  position  to  offer  its  facilities. 

Like  everything  else,  such  support  calls  for  an  expenditure  of  School 
Department  funds.  This  additional  expenditure  is,  of  necessity,  bound 
to  be  reflected  in  the  per  capita  cost  of  instruction,  which  must,  as  a  result, 
be  higher  than  it  should  normally  be. 

Townspeople,  generally,  will  be  interested  in  the  fact  that,  of  the  many 
services  made  available,  and  the  many  rooms  and  halls  used  by  the  general 
public  for  such  community  purposes  as  have  been  mentioned  heretofore, 
the  Junior  High  School  gymnasium  has  been  in  greatest  demand.  It 
has  been  used,  this  past  year,  on  160  occasions  for  other  than  school  func¬ 
tions. 

Fire  Alarms 

Occasionally,  word  comes  to  us  that,  as  a  result  of  fire,  panic  or  both, 
an  awful  tragedy  might  have  been  avoided  if  adequate  precautions  were 
taken  to  overcome  fire  hazards.  Your  Committee  has,  for  some  time, 
considered  the  danger  to  school  children,  as  a  result  of  our  failure  to  in¬ 
stall  an  up-to-date  fire  alarm  system  in  each  of  our  school  buildings. 

Joint  conferences  with  Fire  Department  and  School  Department  officials 
have  been  arranged  to  determine  the  need  for  separate  school  fire  alarms. 

The  School  Committee  feels  that  this  matter  should  be  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  people  of  the  Town.  It  is,  therefore,  requesting 
that  an  Article  be  inserted  in  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  and 
recommends  favorable  action  upon  it. 

A  system  whereby  each  school  can  be  equipped  with  a  separate  alarm 
which  will  be  controlled  both  from  within  and  outside  each  building  may 
be  installed  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $2,882. 

School  Maintenance  Cost  Increase 

The  School  Department  must  report  an  unusually  heavy  maintenance 
expenditure  for  the  year  1937.  The  thirty-two  year  old  boiler  of  the 
Winslow  School  was  condemned  and  its  replacement  cost  $1,346. 

Our  School  Department  truck,  which  was  nine  years  old,  had  to  be 
replaced  at  a  cost  of  $468.80. 

The  ceiling  of  the  West  School  was  a  menace  to  the  safety  of  children 
and  a  new  ceiling  was  installed  at  a  cost  of  $135.00.  Two  power  lawn 
mowers  had  to  be  replaced  and  the  cost  of  these  was  $558.00. 

The  reader,  having  in  mind  the  fact  that  normal  wear  and  tear  upon 
buildings  and  equipment  requires  a  regular  outlay  of  money,  will  readily 
see  that  these  unusual  expenses  will  explain  why  it  was  necessary  to  spend 
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more  money  upon  the  maintenance  of  our  program  than  under  ordinary 
conditions. 

Industrial  Education 

There  are  several  boys  enrolled  in  special  trade  courses  at  the  Boston 
Trade  School,  both  in  day  and  evening  divisions.  These  young  men, 
who  are  pursuing  the  study  of  an  industrial  trade,  require  a  different  type 
of  training  than  we  are  able  to  offer  in  our  comprehensive  type  High  School. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  such  courses  are  usually  much  more  expen¬ 
sive  than  the  ordinary  high  school  course.  Tuition  rates  at  the  Boston 
Trade  Schools  for  Boys  and  for  Girls  are  $230  and  $220  per  year,  respec¬ 
tively.  Evening  division  tuition  is  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  cents  per  hour. 

By  requirement  of  the  State  law,  a  town  must  pay  the  tuition  of  such 
of  its  boys  and  girls  as  may  be  qualified  to  enter  and  who  wish  to  take 
advantage  of  courses  offered  at  the  Trade  Schools.  Because  of  the  un¬ 
usually  large  number  of  boys  who  attend  the  Boston  Trade  School,  our 
tuition  costs  for  such  have  increased  from  $1,498.40  for  1936  to  $1,807.27 
for  the  year  1937.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Herewith,  I  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

In  my  report  last  year,  there  was  presented  an  outlined  personal  phil¬ 
osophy  of  education  and  there  seems  no  need  for  its  repetition.  I  would 
like,  however,  in  this  report,  to  present  a  point  of  view  which  supplements 
and,  to  a  certain  extent,  implements  the  aforementioned  idiology. 

Education  is  life  and  cannot  be  separated  from  it  and  life  today,  with 
its  swiftly  changing  currents,  which  we  seem  powerless  to  direct,  exacts 
heavy  tribute  from  the  individual’s  resourcefulness.  One  who  refuses  to 
recognize  the  fact  and  who  fails  to  adjust  his  own  modes  of  living  to  the 
fact  of  social  change  must  either  withdraw  from  the  life  about  him  or 
protest  against  it  in  futile  ways.  The  way  of  one’s  living  is  much  more 
important  than  the  life  itself,  and  when  people  are  young,  it  is  time  to 
develop  in  them  the  power  and  insight  necessary  for  the  direction  of  their 
own  lives.  Unafraid,  they  must  accept  the  evolution  of  the  social  order 
and  be  ready  to  use  their  personal  resources  to  further  it  along  generously. 

We  want  children  to  read,  write  and  think  along  specifically  scholarly 
lines.  However  important  these  skills  may  be,  we  must  insist  that  more 
necessary  is  the  development  of  this  central  intelligence  and  self-direction. 
This  is  an  act  of  educational  faith  which  will  not  submit  to  statistical 
measurements,  and  is  not  easily  explained  or  planned.  We  must  think 
of  the  child  as  a  whole  child  in  a  total  situation.  One  aspect  of  his  being 
a  totality  is  his  membership  in  the  school.  So,  for  his  sake  and  for  the 
sake  of  the  school,  we  must  strike  a  proper  balance  between  freedom  and 
discipline.  While  we  demand  a  certain  amount  of  conformity,  we  must 
at  the  same  time  provide  for  his  growth. 

As  his  own  personal  stability  releases  his  resourcefulness,  so  does  the 
mutual  acceptance  of  the  idea  of  order  allow  for  the  development  of  mind 
and  character. 

The  atmosphere  of  the  classroom  should  create  an  opportunity  to  know 
children.  We  can  learn  much  more  abouG  them  moving  about  naturally, 
than  if  they  were  behaving  like  automatoms.  Moreover,  children  can 
best  learn  the  arts  of  self-direction  if  they  have  an  opportunity  to  practice 
it  under  guidance  and  in  a  variety  of  activities.  At  times  they  work 
alone  at  their  desks  in  silence  on  individual  tasks  which  have  been  as¬ 
signed.  At  other  times  they  may  meet  in  groups  for  the  purpose  of  dis¬ 
cussing  ideas,  plans  or  problems  which  call  for  cooperation  and  counsel. 

Children  find  themselves  living  in  a  world  which  is  complex  and  which 
makes  specific  demands  upon  them.  For  this  reason  they  must  early 
develop  the  idea  of  obedience.  We  must  not  exploit  this  obedience  by 
making  casual  or  inconsistent  demands  upon  it.  We  must,  however, 
create  an  unquestioned  pattern  of  daily  routine  which  will  give  the  child 
a  measure  of  security  and  repose  and  a  clear  understanding  of  the  part 
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he  is  expected  to  play.  Realizing  this  we  cannot  expect  the  child  to 
make  too  many  or  too  difficult  choices  or  decisions,  but  to  see  to  it  that 
those  which  they  do  make  are  within  their  powers  at  each  stage  of  their 
growth. 

In  such  a  situation  where  through  affection,  respect  and  mutual  trust 
the  child  is  treated  as  a  person,  the  teacher  sees  the  child  as  a  growing 
personality,  valid  at  each  stage  of  his  growth.  The  teacher  cannot  look 
upon  the  child  as  a  miniature  grown-up.  He  may  not  then  expect  of  a 
five  year  old  child  the  behavior  of  a  seven  year  old,  nor  will  he  impose 
upon  him  the  same  sort  of  school  regime.  He  must  plan  their  school  life 
accordingly  with  a  fair  balance  of  freer  and  exacting  activities,  of  longer 
or  briefer  attention,  of  conformity  and  individual  range  of  training  in 
mental  habits  anti  experience  in  social  living.  He  will  realize  that  in  a 
rationally  developed  program,  boys  and  girls  of  fifteen  are  ready  for  sus¬ 
tained  enterprises  and  thought  involving  a  kind  of  intellectual  discipline 
very  different  from  that  which  is  asked  of  younger  children.  They  may 
also  be  given  more  personal  freedom  and  can  assume  for  themselves  and 
toward  each,  other  responsibility  which  one  could  not  expect  of  younger 
boys  and  girls. 

The  man  or  woman  who  respects  children  as  persons  and  likes  to  be 
with  them  finds  it  easy  to  form  with  them  the  kind  of  acquaintance  which 
permits  the  sharing  of  fun  and  of  interests,  the  contagion  of  ideals,  and, 
at  the  same  time,  the  clear  exercise  of  authority  and  guidance  where  it 
is  needed.  Upon  such  a  companionship  rests  the  kind  of  discipline  which 
has  in  it  no  pomp,  no  empty  formalist  or  artificial  school  spirit,  but  which 
emphasizes  well  focussed  daily  life,  responsibility  and  consideration  of 
others. 

Herewith  I  shall  present,  briefly,  an  account  of  several  things  which 
we  have  been  doing  in  the  School  Department  this  year  (and  not  described 
in  the  reports  of  Supervisors,  Principals  or  others),  to  the  end  that  our 
school  program  may  be  made  more  adequate  in  the  light  of  the  educational 
demands  placed  upon  it. 


Individualization  of  Instruction 

During  the  first  half  of  this  school  year,  arrangements  were  made  with 
the  Harvard-Boston  University  Extension  Service  to  have  Professor 
Donald  D.  Durrell,  of  Boston  University,  offer  to  our  teachers  a  course 
in  Remedial  Reading  and  Individualization  of  Instruction.  This  course, 
attended  by  eighty-three  teachers  (most  of  them  Norwood  teachers),  met 
on  Monday  afternoons  for  sixteen  consecutive  weeks  in  the  Norwood  Junior 
High  School. 

As  its  title  would  indicate,  the  course  provided  our  teachers  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  learn  the  most  up-to-date  and  progressive  methods  and 
procedures  in  meeting  the  problems  arising  out  of  the  individual  needs, 
interests  and  abilities  of  pupils  in  the  school  situation. 
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By  reason  of  the  fact  that  reading  is  a  fundamentally  basic  skill  in  the 
life  of  the  school  child,  it  is  no  more  than  to  be  expected  that  primary  em¬ 
phasis  was  placed  upon  the  development  of  a  reading  teaching  technique. 

The  fact  that  the  teachers  were  so  interested  and  attentive  to  the  prob¬ 
lems  which  arose  and  recognition  of  the  challenge  presented  by  them, 
leaves  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  our  schools  will  benefit  much  as  a  result 
of  our  study. 

Composition 

This  past  year,  in  an  attempt  to  improve  the  quality  of  oral  and  written 
composition,  principals  in  each  of  our  school  buildings  arranged  a  schedule 
whereby  each  pupil  in  each  school  would  make  a  direct  and  focal  attack 
upon  sentence  structure.  It  is  felt  that  any  composition  is  strong  or  weak 
according  to  the  quality  of  the  sentences  of  which  it  is  constructed. 

Sometimes  it  seems  that  direct  attention  to  a  specific  problem  like  this, 
wherein  results  can  be  easily  measured,  and  where  the  progress  of  the 
individual  may  be  easily  noted,  will  produce  definitely  good  results. 

Professional  Library 

Miss  Jane  A  Hewitt,  our  Town  librarian,  has  kindly  consented  to  set 
apart  for  the  use  of  teachers,  several  shelves  upon  which  may  be  placed 
teachers’  private  and  professional  reading  materials,  which  may  be  made 
use  of  for  general  circulation.  Such  cooperation  as  this  makes  possible 
a  general  improvement  in  the  professional  attitude  of  teachers  because  it 
makes  it  easy  for  them  to  secure  from  a  convenient  place,  professional  books 
which  are  generally  recommended  for  their  help  and  value  in  the  study  of 
specific  school  problems. 

Visual  Education 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  William  J.  Wynaught,  we  have  organized 
a  Visual  Education  Department  in  our  schools  which  is  satisfying  a  long 
felt  need.  We  have  purchased  considerable  equipment,  such  as  motion 
picture  and  opaque  projectors,  screens,  stillfilms  and  slides,  so  that  the 
teaching  of  some  materials  may  be  made  more  effective. 

In  each  of  our  buildings  we  now  have  rooms  which  may  be  darkened  for 
the  purpose  of  presenting  illustrated  material,  which  enriches  the  course 
content  with  which  the  pupil  must  concern  himself. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  beyond  question  that  abstract  ideas  may  fre¬ 
quently  be  grasped  more  readily  by  all  pupils,  particularly  by  those  who 
are  slow  readers,  when  the  lessons  are  so  taught. 

A  regular  schedule  of  film  and  slide  showings  in  all  of  our  schools  anti 
for  most  of  our  classes  makes  possible  the  visual  presentation  of  such 
topics  as  teachers  may  deem  worthy  of  presentation. 

Pre-Primary  Grades 

After  considerable  study  last  year,  I  suggested  that  it  might  be  well 
to  establish  a  pre-primary  program  for  children  entering  our  school  system. 
It  seems  to  me  that  we  might  consider  the  possibility  of  admitting  children 
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who  reach  the  age  of  five  years  in  September  and  offering  them  a  pre¬ 
primary  program  of  instruction  in  order  to  prepare  them  for  the  routine 
work  of  the  school  for  much  of  which  many  entering  first  graders  are  now 
not  ready. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  recommendations  which  I  made  in  this  con¬ 
nection  upon  page  17  of  last  year’s  Annual  Report  are  still  worthy  of 
serious  consideration. 

Elementary  Social  Science  Program 

We  have,  this  year,  completed  the  introduction  of  an  entirely  new 
Social  Science  program  for  the  first  six  grades  which  dovetails  nicely  with 
the  program  already  at  work  in  the  Junior  High  School.  It  is  well  articu¬ 
lated,  as  it  develops  progressively  the  study  of  man  and  his  changing 
society  and  lays  the  groundwork  for  a  truer  understanding  of  man’s  place 
in  the  world  in  which  he  lives.  Teachers,  pupils  and  parents,  generally, 
have  accepted  this  new  program  with  much  satisfaction  and  interest. 

Elementary  Natural  Science  Program 

It  is  generally  accepted  fact  that  most  failures  in  the  elementary 
schools  fall  to  the  lot  of  boys.  This  may,  in  part,  be  due  to  faulty  curricu¬ 
lum  construction. 

One  reliable  authority  has  said  that  such  failures  can  often  be  traced 
to  the  fact  that  there  is  less  in  the  elementary  school  program  to  appeal 
to  the  boy  than  may  be  found  to  interest  the  girl. 

It  is  equally  true  that  a  well-rounded  educational  program  must  con¬ 
template  the  broadening  of  intellectual  horizons  in  the  fields  of  Natural 
Science,  as  well  as  in  the  fields  of  Languages,  Mathematics,  Social  Science 
and  the  Arts. 

Several  of  our  teachers  are  busy  in  the  selection  of  a  series  of  elementary 
Natural  Science  books,  which  will  satisfy  this  requirement.  It  is  very 
difficult  to  determine  which  of  several  editions  of  elementary  science 
texts  is  best  adapted  to  our  specific  needs.  The  matter  requires  much 
thought  and  study  because  course  outlines  in  this  field  are  relatively  new 
in  the  elementary  program,  and  it  will  be  several  months  before  we  can 
make  the  best  selection. 

Department  of  Child  Guidance 

The  Massachusetts  Mental  Hygiene  Society  has,  since  September, 
sponsored  a  project  in  the  Norwood  schools  under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Henry  B.  Elkind,  its  Medical  Director. 

In  my  report  to  the  School  Committee  last  year,  I  announced  the  projec¬ 
tion  of  this  integrated  health  study,  and  briefly  stated  the  philosophical 
and  educational  bases  upon  which  it  is  premised. 

The  health  project  is  in  no  sense  an  experiment.  Rather,  it  is  an  attempt 
upon  the  part  of  specialists  to  demonstrate  the  practicability  of  certain 
procedures  which  have  already  been  proved  to  be  worthwhile.  In  edu- 
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cation,  we  must  concern  ourselves  with  the  needs  of  the  individual  to 
the  end  that  he  may  better  adjust  himself  to  the  school  situation.  There 
are  so  many  things  which  impinge  upon  and  determine  the  effectiveness 
of  his  school  environment.  They  affect,  directly  and  indirectly,  the 
progress  of  his  development  and  the  unification  of  his  personality  and 
must,  for  these  reasons,  be  taken  into  account  in  the  educative  process. 

We  learn  that  many  of  our  children  show  evidences  of  fatigue,  mal¬ 
nutrition  and  physical  handicaps — the  result  of  defective  primary  senses 
of  sight,  hearing  and  speech.  We  cannot  hope  to  expect  the  normal 
progressive  development  of  the  child  except  that  steps  be  taken  to  remedy 
or  improve  these  deficiencies. 

Emotional  stresses  and  strains  also  play  an  important  part  in  the  ease 
with  which  the  child  fits  into  the  school  program.  Obviously  the  so- 
called  temperamental  child,  the  irritable  child  or,  for  that  matter,  any 
child  who  is  unstable  emotionally  must  be  aided  in  overcoming  his  de¬ 
ficiency  if  he  is  to  adjust  easily  to  the  demands  of  his  school,  home  and 
social  environment. 

All  behavior  is  symptomatic  and  evidence  of  the  manner  in  «which  a 
child  thinks  or  feels.  We  must  direct  our  attention  to  correction  of  emo¬ 
tional  and  social  maladjustment.  The  day  does  not  pass  when  we  do 
not  meet  these  situations  and  I  believe  that  our  school  system  is  to  receive 
much  benefit  from  the  expert  advice  and  counsel  of  Dr.  Elkind  and  his 
excellent  staff  of  specialists  and  advisers. 

By  reason  of  the  complexity  of  this  tremendous  problem,  our  progress 
must,  of  necessity,  be  slow.  However,  it  will  be  certain,  and  those  of 
us  most  closely  in  touch  with  the  work  of  the  Child  Guidance  Department 
are  most  hopeful  as  to  results. 


Conclusion 

May  I  express  to  you,  members  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  to 
all  my  fellow-workers  in  the  Norwood  School  Department  and  to  the  other 
Town  officials  upon  whom  I  have  to  call  for  help  and  advice,  my  feelings 
of  deep  gratitude  for  the  kind  and  considerate  manner  in  which  you  have 
aided  and  supported  me  in  my  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  to  you  herewith  my  second  annual  report  as 
principal  of  the  Norwood  High  School. 

The  first  portion  of  this  report  will  deal  with  some  statistical  tables  in 
order  that  some  comparison  may  be  made  with  the  reports  of  other  years 
and  from  which  some  predictions  may  be  made  for  the  future:

The  figures  in  Table  I  show  that  there  were  11  more  pupils  in  the  Senior 
High  School  on  October  1,  1937  than  were  enrolled  at  the  same  time  last 
year. 

Predictions  for  September  1938 

In  the  school  report  of  1936,  it  was  estimated  that  there  would  be  690 
pupils  in  the  school  in  September.  The  facts  show  that  this  prediction 
was  in  error  by  22  pupils.  This  is  a  fairly  close  approximation  and  one 
which  is  close  enough  to  justify  the  estimate  of  books  and  supplies  for  the 
following  year.  On  the  same  basis  the  following  prediction  may  be  made 
for  September,  1938:

The  figures  in  Table  II  are  on  the  basis  that  all  the  pupils  now  in  school 
will  earn  promotion  in  June,  1938,  and  that  they  will  all  return  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  1938.  This  assumption  is,  of  course,  not  valid  and  if  the  same  figures 
for  elimination  are  used  as  were  used  a  year  ago,  then  7%  of  this  total  will 
not  be  in  school  in  September,  1938.  If  this  percentage  is  subtracted 
from  the  total  of  726,  then  it  would  seem  that  the  total  number  of  pupils 
who  may  be  expected  to  enroll  in  September  would  be  in  the  vicinity  of 
680,  even  with  the  Post  Graduate  pupils  who  may  appear  but  whose 
numbers,  at  the  moment,  can  be  only  a  matter  of  guess  work.

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During  the  past  school  year,  some  changes  were  made  in  our  program  of 
studies  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  five  distinct  curricula  which  were  listed  as  the  offerings  of  the 
school  in  1936-1937  were  consolidated  into  three.  The  two  chief  reasons 
for  this  move  were — first,  very  little  difference  was  evident  among  some 
of  the  original  five;  second,  much  less  confusion  would  seem  to  exist  in 
the  minds  of  the  pupils,  especially  the  entering  class,  if  choices  of  electives 
could  be  made  from  only  three  types  of  program.  From  our  experience 
of  last  spring  and  fall,  this  confusion  was  reduced  to  a  minimum  and 
actually  the  pupils  had  a  wider  choice  of  subject  matter  on  the  basis  of 
the  new  plan,  because  of  its  flexibility,  than  would  have  been  possible 
under  the  old  scheme.  The  percentages  of  the  entire  school  as  shown 
by  Table  III,  correspond  very  closely  to  the  figures  for  the  country  as  a 
whole.  Our  own  figures  (see  Table  IV)  show  that  less  than  30%  of  our 
graduates  of  June,  1937  are  in  schools  of  any  sort  so  that  it  is  not  sur¬ 
prising  that  about  75%  of  all  our  pupils  are  enrolled  in  either  Commercial 
or  General  Curricula.

Changes  in  the  High  School  Teaching  Staff 

During  the  school  year  1936-1937  Mr.  John  Kelley  was  a  member  of 
the  faculty  as  a  temporary  teacher.  The  enrollment  of  the  school  in 
September  showed  a  total  of  11  pupils  in  excess  of  the  enrollment  of  one 
year  ago,  so  that  more  pupils  have  been  taken  care  of  in  the  year  1937- 
1938  than  in  the  previous  year,  with  one  less  teacher.  Some  rearrange¬ 
ment  of  the  subjects  taught  among  the  several  teachers  was  brought  about 
so  that  there  was  no  subject  removed  from  the  curriculum  of  the  school. 

In  August,  1937,  Miss  Helen  Paul  resigned  to  be  married.  Miss  Paul 
had  been  in  the  Home  Economics  Department  of  the  school  for  a  period  of 
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three  years  and  was  a  very  popular  and  efficient  teacher.  During  the 
month  of  October,  1937,  the  Committee  elected  Miss  Ruth  Goddard  to  fill 
the  vacancy  left  by  Miss  Paul.  Miss  Goddard  is  a  graduate  of  the  Fram¬ 
ingham  Teachers’  College  in  the  class  of  1934  and  has  had  three  years  ex¬ 
perience  in  the  Home  Economics  Department  of  the  Franklin  Junior  High 
School  before  coming  to  Norwood.  During  the  month  that  Miss  Goddard 
has  been  in  Norwood,  she  has  entered  into  our  organization  with  fine 
spirit. 

On  December  13,  1937,  Miss  Loretta  Burke,  for  six  years  a  teacher 
in  our  Commercial  Department,  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  the 
Boston  School  system.  Miss  Burke  was  a  very  capable  instructor  of 
commercial  subjects  and  all  the  pupils  who  passed  through  her  classes 
while  she  was  here,  will  doubtless  wish  her  a  great  deal  of  success  in  her 
new  field  of  labor.  This  vacancy  in  the  Commerical  Department  was 
filled  by  the  School  Committee  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Felix  Babel,  a  grad¬ 
uate  of  the  Norwood  High  School  in  the  class  of  1927,  and  of  Boston 
University  in  the  class  of  1931.  Mr.  Babel  has  done  a  considerable  amount 
of  graduate  work  in  History  at  Boston  University  and  has  had  five  years 
teaching  experience  in  the  High  School  at  Wethersfield,  Connecticut. 
He  has  gone  about  his  new  assignments  in  our  High  School  in  a  very 
efficient  and  businesslike  manner. 

The  High  School  Library 

In  the  High  School  of  twenty-five  years  ago,  if  a  library  existed  at  all 
it  was  usually  a  room  set  apart  for  the  storage  of  textbooks,  together  with 
such  other  books  as  might  have  been  given  to  the  school  from  time  to 
time.  Some  of  these  books  were  occasionally  loaned  to  the  pupils,  but 
the  library  was  not  used  as  a  place  of  study  and  research  as  it  should  be, 
nor  was  there  any  instruction  given  in  its  use. 

During  the  past  few  years,  with  the  rise  of  what  might  be  called  the 
Modern  High  School,  there  has  grown  up  the  idea  that  the  library  should 
be  an  integral  part  of  the  school,  that  definite  instruction  in  its  use  should 
be  given,  that  a  teacher  should  spend  part,  or  all,  of  her  time  there,  de¬ 
pending,  of  course,  on  the  size  of  the  school,  and  that  definite  amounts 
of  money  should  be  set  aside  each  year  for  the  equipment  and  upkeep  of 
a  library  as  is  done  at  present  for  a  Science  laboratory  or  a  Practical  Arts 
Department. 

We  have  in  the  Norwood  High  School,  a  very  good  library,  and,  arranged 
as  it  is,  between  two  large  study  rooms,  it  is  well  situated  to  afford  the 
maximum  amount  of  use  to  the  pupils  in  the  school.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  equipment  in  the  library  is  not  at  all  comparable  to  the  amount  of 
thought  and  money  which  must  have  gone  into  its  construction.  During 
the  ten  years  that  this  school  has  been  built,  it  is  quite  probable  that  a 
sum  of  money  has  been  set  aside  each  year  for  library  books  and  other 
equipment;  it  is  also  quite  probable  that  when  the  financial  pressure  for 
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other  types  of  equipment  became  pressing,  the  needs  of  the  library  were 
allowed  to  be  postponed. 

Beginning  next  September,  it  seems  desirable  to  incorporate  into  our 
English  course  a  considerable  amount  of  instruction  in  Library  procedure 
and  technique,  which  cannot  be  done  at  present  with  the  rather  limited 
equipment  available. 

High  School  Athletics 

With  the  beginning  of  school  last  September,  an  attempt  was  made 
to  start  an  Athletic  Association  with  the  idea  that  all  pupils  in  the  school 
ought  to  belong.  The  membership  fee  would  entitle  all  members  to  ad¬ 
mission  to  all  athletic  contests.  During  the  football  season  just  closed, 
there  were  120  pupils  who  joined.  This  represents  about  17%  of  the 
school. 

Our  athletic  teams  have  been  reasonably  successful  during  the  past 
12  months  and  for  this  reason  our  financial  condition  is  somewhat  better 
than  it  was  a  year  ago.  The  public  is  always  willing  to  support  a  winning 
team,  which  is  a  good  argument  for  our  association  in  that  the  fees  of  the 
pupils  will  be  available  when  the  teams  are  not  as  successful  as  they  have 
been  this  year.  An  association  such  as  we  are  trying  to  build  up  here  is 
something  which  cannot  be  brought  about  in  any  one  year,  but  it  is  a 
system  which  will  probably  take  several  years  to  build.  There  are  some 
pupils  who  without  doubt  cannot  afford  to  join,  but  ample  provision  is 
made  for  this  group  of  pupils  to  earn  their  own  way  in  the  association. 

Safety  Education 

During  the  past  year  or  two  there  has  grown  up  a  decided  interest  on 
the  part  of  many  groups  of  people  in  Safety  Education.  This  interest 
has  been  started  largely  by  the  automobile  but  it  has  branched  out  into 
many  other  phases  of  life,  so  that  some  form  of  this  type  of  education 
is  now  being  given  in  many  of  our  High  School  subjects.  To  cite  a  few 
of  these  subjects  one  might  mention  Practical  Arts,  Biology,  Chemistry 
and  Physics.  The  rifle  team  conducted  by  Mr.  Wheeler  during  each  school 
year  plays  a  very  large  part  in  this  program. 

In  addition  to  these  facts,  there  have  been  many  assemblies  given 
during  the  past  year  by  Insurance  Companies,  Railroad  Executives  and 
others,  in  which  this  phase  of  education  has  been  stressed. 

Assemblies 

During  the  school  year  1936-1937  there  was  a  total  of  thirty  assemblies, 
or  almost  one  during  each  week  of  the  school  year,  held  for  the  entire  school. 
These  assemblies  were  very  varied  in  their  character  but  most  of  them 
were  worthwhile  and  undoubtedly  contributed  something  to  the  education 
of  the  pupils.  All  of  these  were  carried  out  at  no  cost  to  the  school  or  to 
the  pupils.  With  the  beginning  of  school  in  September,  1937,  the  fact 
was  pointed  out  to  the  pupils  that  many  more  varied  types  of  assembly 
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could  be  put  on  at  the  school  if  a  small  sum  of  money  was  available  for 
this  purpose,  and  the  pupils  contributed  voluntarily  a  total  of  $31.88. 
There  have  been  added  to  this  fund  various  class  balances  which  have 
accumulated  over  the  years,  so  that  the  total  amount  in  the  fund  at  present 
is  $51.78.  It  is  hoped  that  some  use  of  this  fund  may  be  made  during 
the  present  school  year,  and  it  is  also  hoped  that  additional  contributions 
may  be  made  with  the  beginning  of  school  each  September  so  that  a  per¬ 
manent  assembly  fund  may  be  built  up. 

The  Quest  Club 

As  this  report  is  being  written,  the  14th  Quest  Club  party  has  just 
taken  place  in  the  gymnasium  of  the  Senior  High  School  for  the  benefit 
of  some  young  children  in  the  town  of  Norwood.  This  custom  is  so  far 
reaching  in  its  effects,  not  only  upon  the  children  who  are  the  guests,  but 
upon  the  High  School  boys  and  girls  who  make  the  party  possible,  that  it 
seems  to  deserve  some  mention  in  this  report. 

The  Club  began  with  the  class  of  1925  who  banded  themselves  together 
for  the  purpose  of  gaining  some  education  which  wras  not  listed  in  the 
curriculum  of  the  school,  and  for  some  time  before  the  automobiles  were 
as  numerous  as  they  are  now,  many  of  the  activities  of  the  Club  consisted 
of  making  various  educational  trips  around  Boston,  such  as  to  the  Art 
Museum.  As  the  years  went  by,  this  custom  ceased  to  function  and  the 
party  of  the  present  day,  run  by  the  pupils,  which  is  aimed  to  bring  the 
spirit  of  Christmas  into  the  lives  of  some  children,  has  grown  up. 

At  the  beginning  of  school  in  September,  the  various  teachers  in  the 
elementary  grades  keep  an  eye  on  the  children  and  at  the  appropriate 
time  these  teachers  report  certain  children  to  the  school  nurses  as  meriting 
an  invitation  to  this  party.  These  children  are  checked  up  by  the  nurses 
and  as  a  result  of  this  checkup,  between  85  and  100  children  are  invited 
each  year.  The  funds  to  make  the  party  possible  are  derived  from  many 
activities,  among  which  are  private  subscription,  the  sale  of  candy  at  foot¬ 
ball  games,  the  sponsoring  of  a  moving  picture.  Approximately  80%  of 
the  student  body  participates  in  some  way  and  it  is  quite  amazing  to  find 
that  the  interest  in  this  party  continues  among  the  alumni.  This  state¬ 
ment  is  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  the  class  of  1932  recently  made  a  sub¬ 
stantial  contribution  to  the  Club  from  a  fund  which  they  had  left  over 
from  a  recent  banquet. 

Another  activity  of  this  Club  which  is  not  generally  known  by  the 
public  is  the  administration  of  a  fund,  portions  of  which  are  set  aside 
each  year  and  which  is  used  throughout  the  year  to  supplement  the  wrork 
of  the  school  nurse.  This  fund  is  used  to  supply  transportation  for  pupils 
in  the  school  who  become  ill  during  the  school  day  or  as  an  aid  in  furnish¬ 
ing  glasses  to  pupils  who  otherwise  might  not  be  able  to  buy  them,  and 
for  other  equally  worthy  purposes. 

This  organization,  as  far  as  is  known,  is  unique  among  High  Schools 
and  it  is  probable  that  its  effects  here  would  not  be  as  far  reaching  as  they 
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are  if  it  were  not  for  the  member  of  our  faculty,  Miss  Ruth  M.  Gow,  who 
is  the  guiding  genius  of  the  Club  and  who  is  known  to  every  pupil  who  has 
ever  been  in  Norwood  High  School.  Pupils  who  are  associated  with  this 
group  undoubtedly  learn  the  lesson  that  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to 
receive. 

Use  of  Caps  and  Gowns  at  Graduation 

The  Senior  class  of  last  June  used  caps  and  gowns  at  their  graduation 
exercises  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school.  So  far  as  can  be 
learned,  the  general  concensus  of  opinion  was  favorable  both  among  the 
members  of  the  class  and  among  the  parents.  When  the  idea  was  first 
presented  to  the  class  there  was  some  opposition,  as  there  would  be  to 
any  new  plan,  but  when  the  economy  of  the  plan  was  fully  outlined  to  the 
pupils,  they  realized  that  it  would  mean  some  saving  to  them  and  the 
majority  agreed.  Whether  the  class  of  1938  will  use  the  gowns  will  remain 
for  them  to  decide. 

A  complete  program  of  the  Graduation  Exercises  of  the  class  of  1937 
will  close  this  report.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  Norwood  Junior 
High  School. 

Dramatics 

During  the  past  school  year  pupils  from  our  school  broadcast^  two 
fifteen  minute  radio  plays,  “Turkey  Magic”  and  “The  White  King  Rides” 
through  the  cooperation  of  Station  WAAB.  This  opportunity  for  enrich¬ 
ing  one  of  our  extra  curricular  activities  was  received  by  pupils  with  un¬ 
usual  enthusiasm.  The  casts  were  complimented  by  authorities  of  the 
broadcasting  station  for  their  fine  presentations. 

Early  in  May  the  pupils  presented  “Rendezvous  Revue”,  a  dramatic 
production,  embodying  the  efforts  of  four  hundred  students.  This  show, 
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under  the  direction  of  Miss  Kathryn  R.  Byrne  and  Mrs.  Marie  S.  Brown, 
assisted  by  all  members  of  the  faculty  was  supported  unusually  well  by 
capacity  audiences  of  children,  parents,  and  friends.  A  presentation  of 
this  kind  is  a  splendid  testimonial  of  the  fine  cooperative  spirit  which 
exists  between  the  various  departments  within  the  school.  The  annual 
Christmas  Play  “Why  the  Chimes  Rang”,  was  typical  of  the  true  spirit 
of  the  time.  The  stained  glass  windows  constructed  by  the  ninth  grade 
art  classes  attracted  many  visitors.  The  scenic  effects  made  by  pupils 
in  the  Manual  Training  Departments  were  excellent. 

Safety  Education 

The  common  use  of  the  automobile  and  bicycle  as  a  means  of  trans¬ 
portation  has  increased  the  number  of  accidents  and  fatalities  on  the 
highways.  The  school  is  participating  in  a  state-wide  program  of  safety 
education. 

Miss  Doris  B.  Greenwood  of  the  Massachusetts  Society  for  School  and 
Home  Safety  gave  an  instructive  talk  on  Street  Safety  at  one  of  our  as¬ 
semblies. 

Several  safety  films  have  been  shown  to  pupils  emphasizing  the  need 
for  careful  driving  and  caution  while  crossing  the  streets.  A  survey  of 
hazards  in  the  home  was  made  for  the  American  Red  Cross. 

The  Outside  and  Inside  Traffic  Patrols  have  been  efficiently  regulating 
the  traffic  within  the  school  building  and  on  the  crossings  bordering  our 
school  property. 

The  Band 

Every  Friday  afternoon,  after  school,  a  large  number  of  pupils  gather 
to  play  in  the  band.  The  Junior  High  School  Band  made  its  first  public 
appearance  in  our  school  show.  A  few  weeks  later  the  Band  combined 
with  the  Drum  and  Bugle  Corps  paraded  on  Memorial  Day. 

The  teachers  generously  conducted  a  bridge  party  from  which  a  good 
sum  was  realized.  This  money  was  used  to  equip  members  of  the  band 
with  hats  and  ties. 

Measurement  of  Instruction 

Current  Events: 

The  pupils  of  the  Norwood  Junior  High  School  participated  in  the 
National  Current  Events  Test  which  was  published  by  the  American 
Education  Press  of  Columbus,  Ohio.  The  test  consisted  of  one  hundred 
questions  based  on  “news  items  of  importance  in  domestic  and  foreign 
affairs  since  July,  1936”.  Taken  as  a  whole  our  pupils  were  found  to  be 
better  informed  than  the  average  pupil,  the  Norwood  Median  was  67.1, 
the  National  Median  was  63.8,  based  on  tests  administered  to  77,585 
pupils  in  various  parts  of  the  United  States. 

Reading: 

Statistics  derived  through  Experiments  in  Reading  based  on  test  scores 
of  pupils  tabulated  in  January  show  pupils  in  grades  seven  and  eight 
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maintained  an  Average  Memory  Grade  Score  and  an  Average  Compre¬ 
hension  Grade  Score  of  their  respective  grades.  Jt  is  also  a  source  of 
great  satisfaction  to  know  the  ninth  grade  was  reading  on  a  tenth  grade 
level,  or  one  year  ahead  of  the  standard  grade. 

Curriculum  Developments 

The  Science  Department  is  organizing  outlines  of  work  from  the  science 
materials  now  in  use.  The  seventh  grade  outline  has  been  completed. 
The  eighth  grade  and  ninth  grade  outlines  are  in  the  process  of  construction. 

Several  units  of  work  in  Social  Science  have  been  correlated  through 
the  efforts  of  the  teachers  of  Social  Science,  English  and  Music.  This  type 
of  activity  makes  education  more  effective  because  pupils  are  shown  the 
relationship  between  the  various  school  subjects. 

Guidance 

In  recent  years  the  importance  of  guidance  has  been  emphasized  by  the 
more  progressive  school  systems.  At  present  we  are  offering  a  well  or¬ 
ganized  program  in  educational,  health,  recreational,  social-civic  and  voca¬ 
tional  guidance. 

The  work  in  grade  seven  is  centered  about  orientation.  In  this  course 
the  new  pupil  is  acquainted  with  the  new  school,  building  routine,  courses 
of  study,  personnel,  extra-curricular  activities,  school  traditions,  the 
library  and  its  use. 

In  grade  eight  the  pupil  makes  a  general  study  of  occupations  with 
emphasis  on  the  preparation  needed  for  general  fields  of  work.  The  educa¬ 
tional  opportunities  for  grade  nine  are  discussed  in  detail. 

Guidance  for  grade  nine  is  concentrated  about  the  occupational  oppor¬ 
tunities  in  our  community.  At  this  time  pupils  are  encouraged  to  make 
an  intensive  study  of  individual  occupational  interests  and  abilities.  A 
careful  study  of  the  Senior  High  School  courses  is  made  which  should  make 
the  adjustment  from  the  Junior  High  School  to  Senior  High  School  easier. 

In  all  grades  the  guidance  counsellors  are  striving  to  help  build  character, 
reduce  failures,  improve  study  habits,  develop  the  right  social  attitudes 
and  well-rounded  personalities. 

The  Guidance  Department  is  making  a  Job  Survey  of  the  Community. 
This  is  being  done  with  the  cooperation  of  Bird  &  Son  and  The  Plimpton 
Press  for  the  purpose  of  securing  data  which  will  be  of  invaluable  assistance 
in  guiding  the  youth  of  our  town. 

A  Challenge 

The  challenge  of  the  Junior  High  School  of  today  is  that  of  adjusting 
the  school  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  individual.  The  school  has  definitely 
become  the  custodian  of  the  child.  How  much  should  the  school  do  for 
the  individual? 

There  isn’t  any  doubt  but  what  our  pupils  differ  in  their  ability  to  per¬ 
form  scholastically.  They  are  also  different  in  height,  weight,  age,  and 
physical  condition. 
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Each  year  we  receive  a  large  number  of  mediocre  pupils  from  the  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  mainly  because  they  no  longer  fit  into  the  elementary 
school  from  a  social  standpoint.  Within  this  group  may  be  found  a  num¬ 
ber  of  pupils  with  serious  reading  disabilities. 

Reading  is  basically  a  fundamental  skill.  If  a  pupil  has  a  low  reading 
age  he  usually  fails  to  maintain  grade  standards  in  school  because  of  this 
handicap. 

A  careful  examination  of  statistics  compiled  through  reading  tests 
would  show  us  the  spread  in  the  scores  in  any  grade  in  our  school  is  from  a 
fourth  grade  level  to  college  grade. 

Classes  of  limited  ability  should  be  organized  to  stay  more  than  the 
customary  three  years  to  complete  the  minimum  essentials  of  the  school. 
These  groups  will  require  special  teaching  techniques  effective  with  pupils 
who  are  slow  in  learning.  They  will  need  the  sympathetic  understanding 
of  skillful  teachers  adequately  prepared  to  teach  remedial  work  on  various 
levels. 

In  closing  this  report  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  a  loyal  student 
body,  to  a  conscientious  and  cooperative  faculty,  to  the  School  Committee 
for  its  continued  support,  and  to  you  for  your  guidance  and  counsel.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  HOME  ECONOMICS  EDUCATION 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  on  Home  Economics  Education  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1937. 

The  “New  Deal”  in  Home  Economics 

The  purpose  of  any  homemaking  curriculum  should  be  to  provide  such 
training  as  will  prepare  individuals  to  meet  the  responsible  tasks  involved 
in  homemaking  and  to  interest  them  in  those  finer  relationships  that  will 
not  only  bring  abundant  satisfaction  in  establishing  their  own  homes  but 
will  directly  prepare  them  for  the  highest  type  of  citizenship. 

Home  Economists  have  long  been  aware  that  the  home  is  the  core  of 
human  progress  and  in  their  attempts  to  develop  a  satisfactory  approach 
to  ho  me  making  training  have,  over  a  period  of  years,  been  shifting  em¬ 
phasis  from  housekeeping  techniques  and  skills  to  the  application  of  the 
fields  of  science,  economics,  sociology  and  psychology  to  human  living, 
particularly  to  the  economics  of  consumption  and  the  psychology  of  group 
relations  both  in  the  home  and  the  community.  Home  Economics  is 
constantly  advancing  into  new  and  wider  areas  of  service  and  is  endeavour¬ 
ing  to  develop  in  pupils  an  independent  judgment  and  an  interest  in  the 
arts  and  sciences  as  applied  to  the  problems  of  living  a  sane  and  wholesome 
life. 
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Therefore,  the  “New  Deal”  in  Home  Economics  means  wider  and  saner 
vision,  the  visualizing  of  the  individual  and  the  family  as  part  of  a  whole — 
a  training  away  from  the  standards,  techniques  and  skills  of  the  old  school 
toward  larger  social  and  spiritual  values. 

Home  Economics  as  Education  for  Home  Living 

“The  home  is  the  most  fundamental  unit  in  our  civilization.” 
“Education  for  home  living  for  both  sexes  and  at  all  age  levels  is  per¬ 
haps  society’s  greatest  need  today  and  Home  Economics  has  much  to 
contribute  to  the  planning  and  teaching  of  such  a  program.” 

The  above  statements  of  outstanding  educators  indicate  that  present 
thinking  points  to  education  for  home  living  as  one  of  the  basic  areas  in  a 
curriculum  concerned  with  general  education.  The  importance  of  this 
training  is  conceded  but  it  remains  for  Home  Economists  to  offer  the  best 
the  field  has  to  offer  to  both  sexes.  We  must  decide  what  learning  ex¬ 
periences  should  be  provided  and  at  what  age  levels  the  work  can  best  be 
given.  The  problem  of  content  centers  in  the  selection  of  the  most  worth¬ 
while  experiences  thereby  offering  the  most  important  aspects  of  home 
living  in  which  there  will  be  real  interest  and  value.  Our  challenge  calls 
for  a  decision  as  to  what  constitutes  adequate  training  in  homemaking  in 
order  that  our  offerings  may  be  increasingly  functional  and  if  possible 
present  a  solution  for  the  complex  problems  involved  in  home  and  family 
life. 

Home  Economics  and  the  Guidance  Program 

The  contribution  of  Home  Economics  to  social  living  has  long  been 
recognized  and  it  appears  that  Home  Economics  has  stimulated  the  whole 
field  of  modern  social  psychology.  It  is  significant  that  much  material 
which  Home  Economists  have  long  used  in  their  teachings  is  now  to  be 
found  incorporated  in  many  social  courses  and  guidance  programs.  This 
overlapping  or  possibly  integration  of  subject  matter  becomes  a  problem 
in  the  planning  of  Home  Economics  courses. 

The  Home  Economics  teacher  has  a  splendid  opportunity  to  understand 
pupils  through  observation  of  their  behavior  in  natural  situations.  She 
has  exceptional  opportunity  to  learn  the  needs,  capacities  and  aspirations 
of  her  students  and  to  give  suggestions  that  make  for  a  wiser  choice  or 
better  response  to  a  situation.  She  meets  many  opportunities  for  voca¬ 
tional  guidance  and  counseling.  Home  Economics  teachers  are  possessed 
of  a  great  privilege,  i.e.  helping  to  make  homes  and  family  life  better  and 
happier.  Her  challenge  therefore  is  to  lie  the  best  possible  influence  in 
her  pupils’  lives. 

Norwood  Accepts  the  Challenge  of  Modern  Home  Economics  Teaching 

To  offer  the  best  in  Home  Economics  to  the  pupils  of  Norwood  we  are 
constantly  enriching  our  programs.  We  are  thinking  in  terms  of  basic 
values  in  life.  We  are  including  in  our  courses  subject  matter  which 
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includes  all  the  functions  of  the  family  and  which  involves  the  whole 
environment  of  the  individual.  To  prepare  our  future  homemakers  for 
worthy  and  satisfying  home  life  we  are  training  in  the  social  and  psycho¬ 
logical  aspects  of  daily  living. 

We  know  that  Home  Economics  has  a  wider  function  in  our  schools 
than  the  limitation  of  this  training  to  vocational  uses.  We  believe  that 
the  fundamentals  of  Home  Economics  are  needed  by  all  women  regardless 
of  their  interests;  that  since  boys  participate  in  home  life  and  have  social 
relationships  they  can  no  longer  be  excluded  from  home  training  courses 
if  we  are  to  provide  a  well-rounded  program  in  Home  Economics.  We 
recognize  the  richness  of  offerings  in  Home  Economics  that  may  be  made 
in  educating  all  youth,  both  boys  and  girls. 

Therefore,  our  courses  are  comprehensive  in  scope,  including  all  phases 
of  home  life.  To  make  our  courses  function  directly  we  select  for  subject 
matter  the  problems  which  are  within  the  range  of  the  students’  everyday 
experiences,  trusting  that  we  are  helping  them  to  meet  the  many  conditions 
of  this  changing  world. 


Milestones  of  1937 

1.  Organization  of  a  High  School  Boys’  Class  in  Home  Economics 

By  far  the  outstanding  achievement  of  this  past  year  is  the  organization 
of  a  course  in  “Daily  Living  Problems”  for  High  School  boys  (Seniors). 
Subject  matter  and  discussion  is  related  to  the  major  interests  and  practical 
needs  of  young  men.  Although  this  year  the  course  has  been  given  as  a 
major  course  of  five  periods  per  week,  it  would  seem  desirable  that  oppor¬ 
tunity  be  afforded  for  more  boys  to  avail  themselves  of  this  important 
and  vital  information,  possibly  through  offering  a  shorter  course  or  making 
the  course  a  requirement  for  all  boys  before  graduation  as  we  have  done 
in  the  case  of  our  required  course  for  girls.  The  response  to  this  course  has 
far  exceeded  our  expectations. 

2.  Organization  of  a  High  School  Major  Course  in  “Home  Living” 

(for  Senior  Girls) 

This  course  answers  the  request  from  older  pupils  for  advanced  material 
in  Home  Economics.  Interest  in  personality  development  and  home 
training  has  been  aroused  through  their  contact  with  the  department  in 
the  required  course  and  many  have  expressed  the  desire  for  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  further  their  knowledge  in  this  field. 

3.  Social  Contact  with  Norwood  Mothers’  Club 

At  our  afternoon  teas  representatives  of  the  Norwood  Mothers’  Club 
kindly  joined  us,  thus  providing  the  mothers  with  the  opportunity  to 
observe  practical  demonstrations  of  social  etiquette  as  carried  out  by  the 
pupils.  The  privilege  of  entertaining  the  mothers  was  much  enjoyed  and 
appreciated. 
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4.  Department  Routine 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to  State  Teachers  College 
at  Framingham  for  supplying  us  with  pupil  teachers  for  our  sixth  grade 
Home  Economic  classes.  Also  to  the  Department  of  Public  Health  (State) 
for  sending  out  lecturers  for  our  Nutrition  course,  and  to  the  several  com¬ 
mercial  houses  who  have  so  generously  supplied  demonstrators  or  lecturers. 

The  same  generous  response  from  Junior  High  School  faculty  and  pupils 
made  possible  the  distribution  of  several  bountiful  Christmas  dinner 
baskets  which  were  placed  in  deserving  homes  through  the  kind  coopera¬ 
tion  of  Norwood’s  Public  Health  nurses,  Miss  Curran  and  Mrs.  Gunnarson. 

We  greatly  appreciate  the  continued  interest  and  cooperation  of  the 
Norwood  Mothers’  Club  in  making  possible  again  this  year  an  award  in 
Home  Economics  at  graduation.  Louise  Balboni  was  the  very  deserving 
recipient. 

Recommendations  for  1938 

1.  For  both  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools — a  supply  of  reference  texts 
for  teacher  use  and  pupil  collateral  reading. 

2.  Room  space  at  Junior  High  School  for  expansion  of  our  program  to 
include  more  phases  of  home  training. 

3.  Reinstatement  of  a  trained  Home  Economics  teacher  in  grades  five  and 
six  with  return  to  regular  scheduled  courses  in  these  grades. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  grateful  appreciation  to  our 
Superintendent  of  Schools  for  his  understanding  and  helpful  suggestions, 
to  principals  for  their  interest  and  cooperation  and  to  all  co-workers  who 
have  made  the  development  of  this  department  possible  through  their 
excellent  loyalty  and  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PRACTICAL  ARTS 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  on  Practical  Arts  Education  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1937. 

In  presenting  a  brief  summary  to  emphasize  a  few  points  of  view  in 
relation  to  Practical  Arts  Education,  it  is  well  to  note  that  it  serves  a 
valuable  part  of  our  general  education.  First,  we  are  impressed  by  some 
of  the  demands  made  by  our  changing  civilization.  Students  nowr  passing 
through  our  schools  demand  an  opportunity  for  securing  aid  for  their 
problem  of  getting  ready  to  choose  a  life  work.  This  may  be  secured  by 
giving  them  the  chance  to  develop  some  of  the  understandings  and  attitudes 
which  will  place  choice-making  above  the  plane  of  guesswork. 

Practical  Arts  supplies  a  medium  by  which  we  can  assist  our  students 
to  interpret  something  of  the  world  in  which  they  live,  and  its  demands 
for  industry,  accuracy,  skill  and  order.  During  the  last  thirty  years, 
Practical  Arts  Education  has  steadily  improved.  It  has  passed  through 
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several  transitional  periods,  and  we  are  now  facing  another,  a  more  eco¬ 
nomic  and  more  efficient  period. 

Changes  are  necessary,  because  we  realize  it  is  best  to  think  our  way  out 
of  the  horse  and  buggy  days  into  a  streamlined  era  of  Practical  Arts 
Education. 

Our  Practical  Arts  Education  is  not  designed  definitely  to  train  boys  for 
the  trades,  but  it  is  a  general  or  non-vocational  education  which  aids  and 
enriches  every  day  life  principally  through  purposeful  ACTIVITY.  Its 
method,  typically,  is  DOING  things;  that  is,  providing  our  learners  with 
experiences,  understandings  and  appreciations  of  materials,  tools,  processes, 
products,  and  some  of  the  conditions  and  requirements  incident  to  manu¬ 
facturing  and  mechanical  industries. 

The  Needs  of  Youth 

Our  youth  today  is  in  turmoil.  It  is  at  sea,  so  to  speak.  Economic 
conditions  are  so  uncertain,  and  thinking  demands  made  upon  them  are 
far  beyond  those  of  a  generation  just  grown  up.  Assistance  of  some  sort 
is  necessary,  and  rightly  so.  They  need  to  KNOW  something  of  the  work¬ 
ing  of  the  world  in  which  they  have  been  placed.  They  need  knowledge 
much  more  extended  than  of  old. 

Differences  of  opinion  as  to  type  are  being  considered.  We  have  passed 
beyond  the  type  where  we  had  intensive  training  in  only  a  few  fields,  to 
the  present  broadened  type  by  contact  with  many  fields.  The  consensus 
of  belief  favors  this  broader  integrated  type.  Our  present  curriculums  in 
both  Junior  and  Senior  High  have  subscribed  to  this  multiplicity  of  sub¬ 
jects  on  an  “exploratory”  basis.  We  feel  we  are  meeting  the  needs  of 
youth  to  a  certain  degree,  but  there  is  much  more  that  can  be  done  through 
enrichment  of  present  course  contents. 

The  profitable  use  of  leisure  time  supplies  a  need  for  direction  in  its  use. 
It  depends  in  a  large  measure  on  a  varied  background  of  interesting  ex¬ 
periences.  Such  a  diversified  pattern  of  understanding  can  be  enlarged 
by  participation  in  Practical  Arts  courses.  An  outlet  is  provided  through 
increasing  interest  in  making  things,  in  opening  many  new  interesting 
doors  which  can  show  our  students  new  thrills  and  excitement. 

Knowledge  Gained  in  Practical  Arts 

If  as  we  develop  in  our  students  some  of  the  industrial  background,  and 
add  some  wise  use  of  leisure  interests,  they  will  become  more  sensitive  to 
significant  problems.  To  produce  sensitivity  in  our  students,  we  can  help 
them  to  see  relationships  in  enough  different  situations  to  develop  a  skill 
of  discovering  relationships  themselves.  Our  “General  Shop”  offers  a 
splendid  opportunity  by  assisting  boys  in  these  relationships.  The  diffi¬ 
culty  of  choosing  a  field  of  work  and  preparing  for  it  is  clearly  illustrated 
by  the  fact  that  most  jobs  require  a  combination  of  several  things. 
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Department  Procedure 

In  the  accomplishment  of  our  aims  and  objectives  during  the  past  year, 
our  program  has  provided  a  series  of  individual  interests  for  all  pupils. 
Work  in  the  grades  with  a  variety  of  fundamental  activities  provided 
introductory  experiences  in  wood-work,  and  in  some  cases  a  little  sheet 
metal  work. 

Our  Junior  High  students  found  that  they  had  ample  opportunity  to 
use  and  show  their  initiative  with  fine  teacher  cooperation.  Some  ex¬ 
ceptional  pupil  initiative  was  displayed  by  the  club  activities,  meeting 
once  a  week.  Natural  interests  of  the  boys  to  discover  things  was  mani- 
est'd  in  the  seventh  grade  where  opportunities  were  ideal,  both  in  metal 
and  woodwork.  '‘The  fundamental  instinct  of  life”,  says  H.  G.  Wells, 
‘‘is  to  create,  to  make,  to  discover,  to  grow,  to  progress.” 

A  revision  of  shop  credit  for  boys  electing  Practical  Arts  in  the  High 
School  was  effected  this  fall,  and  due  to  less  credit  given  than  in  the  past, 
there  was  a  tendency  for  shop  enrollment  to  slump.  All  sophomores 
electing  shop  were  assigned  one  period  per  week  in  the  drafting  room,  thus 
serving  as  a  step  to  better  understanding  of  shop  procedure  and  project 
construction. 

Some  of  our  old  machinery  that  has  served  its  purpose  well  for  many 
years  was  turned  in  for  new  machinery.  Two  nine  inch  South  Bend  work¬ 
shop  lathes  were  installed,  which  greatly  served  a  long-felt  want  and  pro¬ 
vided  for  a  more  efficient  unit  in  metal  work. 

More  boys  than  ever  before  have  taken  the  opportunity  to  enroll  in 
mechanical  drawing  major.  This  is  a  comprehensive  course  that  takes 
them  over  and  through  many  phases  of  drafting  procedure,  and  through 
various  fields  of  constructive  design. 

Future  Outlook 

To  look  ahead  with  an  aim  to  further  the  interests  of  Practical  Arts 
in  our  schools  some  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  outlook  of  the 
following: 

1.  Place  our  fifth  and  sixth  grade  work  on  a  directed  activity  program, 
where  in  these  early  years  the  work  would  be  realistic  and  achieved  through 
a  visualization  and  expression  methodology.  The  reinstatement  of  a 
trained  teacher  and  return  to  regular  courses  is  strongly  recommended. 

2.  More  adequate  lighting  facilities  for  our  printing  department.  In¬ 
direct  lighting  as  at  present  is  a  source  of  tremendous  eye-strain  to  our 
youthful  compositors.  Drop  lights  over  the  type  cases  are  essential. 

3.  To  extend  our  present  limited  shop  facilities  at  Senior  High  School 
to  make  room  for  a  course  in  general  electricity,  where  a  student  could 
study  illumination,  ignition,  motors,  radio,  power  transmission  and  other 
related  fields  of  learning. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  all 
in  the  school  system  who  cooperated  so  generously  with  the  department. 


CLIFFORD  H.  WHEELER 
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REPORT  OF  HEALTH  SUPERVISOR 

The  annual  report  of  the  Health  Department  is  herewith  submitted. 

In  a  recent  bulletin  of  the  National  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers 
it  was  said  that  “All  parents  are  ambitious  for  their  children.  The  future 
achievements  of  the  nation  depend  upon  how  successful  we  are  in  the  ful¬ 
fillment  of  these  ambitions.  There  are  three  gifts  which  are  within  our 
power  as  parents  to  pass  on  to  our  children.  The  first  of  these  is  good 
health;  the  second,  home  education;  the  third  is  a  sound  school  education 
which  will  permit  the  individual  to  make  the  most  of  his  opportunities.” 

Physical  Examinations 

A  stripped  to  the  waist  examination  is  given  to  each  child  in  the  school 
system  by  Dr.  Edward  Brennan  and  Dr.  Alfred  Fenton,  school  physicians. 
Notices  of  defects  found  at  the  time  of  examination  are  sent  to  the  parents 
with  a  request  that  the  family  doctor  be  consulted  for  their  corrections. 
Follow-up  visits  are  made  by  the  nurses.  In  many  cases  remedial  work 
has  already  been  completed. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  one  hundred  and  one  children  were  able  to 
have  defective  tonsils  and  adenoids  removed  in  the  past  year. 

Mental  Examination 

The  examinations  of  forty  children  having  some  difficulty  in  keeping 
up  with  the  regidar  school  program  were  examined  by  Dr.  Mary  Hammond 
early  in  the  fall.  She  recommended  changes  to  help  them  do  better  those 
things  which  they  are  doing  as  well  as  to  derive  greater  pleasure  and  more 
benefits  while  doing  it. 

Habit  Clinic 

The  Habit  Clinic  is  conducted  each  Friday  morning  from  10  a.m.  to 
12  noon  at  the  Norwood  Hospital  under  the  able  leadership  of  Dr.  Ella 
Cahill.  To  this  clinic  have  come  sixty  children  whose  ages  range  from 
six  to  nineteen  years. 

The  aim  of  the  clinic  is  one  of  prevention — prevention  of  maladjustments 
in  later  life  which  result  from  apparently  minor  problems  in  childhood. 
Such  problems  may  be  due  to  physical  handicaps;  poor  home  conditions, 
emotional  or  personality  disturbances;  to  problems  which  arise  as  a  result 
of  the  child’s  inability  to  adjust  himself  to  the  teacher  or  other  pupils 
or  to  grasp  work  at  hand.  Parents  are  urged  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunities  offered  by  the  clinic  to  develop  a  better  understanding  of 
the  child’s  needs  for  developing  a  healthy  mind,  and  physique. 

Dental  Examinations 

Dr.  Timothy  J.  Curtin  examined  the  teeth  of  the  children  in  grades  1 
to  3  inclusive  at  the  beginning  of  school  in  September.  In  November  he 
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examined  those  in  grades  4  to  6  inclusive.  About  85  per  cent  were  in  need 
of  some  dental  correction  of  a  more  or  less  serious  nature.  The  parents 
were  notified  of  these  defects  and  urged  when  possible  to  see  the  family 
dentist  to  have  corrections  made. 

Only  children  in  grades  1  to  3  inclusive  can  be  cared  for  at  the  dental 
clinic  if  any  progress  is  to  be  made.  Since  the  children  in  these  three 
grades  are  getting  their  second  teeth  and  since  in  many  cases  the  enamel 
of  these  teeth  is  defective  when  they  erupt  it  is  quite  important  to  have 
such  necessary  work  done  before  the  more  extensive  decay  takes  place. 
Good  dental  hygiene  habits  can  be  learned  and  established  in  these  forma¬ 
tive  years  which  will  carry  over  into  later  life. 

The  Junior  High  School  pupils,  grade  7  to  9  inclusive,  were  examined 
in  December  in  order  to  stimulate  their  interest.  Practically  the  same 
incidence  of  defects  was  noted  in  this  group  as  in  that  of  the  younger 
children. 

Communicable  Disease  Control 

The  incidence  of  communicable  disease  in  the  past  year  has  been  very 
low.  A  few  cases  of  mumps,  measles,  scarlet  fever  and  whooping  cough 
have  been  reported.  None,  however,  have  reached  epidemic  proportions. 
Chicken  pox  is  prevalent  at  the  present  time. 

We  have  had  the  common  cold  in  our  midst.  Few,  if  any,  of  us  are 
immune  to  its  evils,  so  it  seems  advisable  to  take  certain  precautions  not 
only  to  avoid  personal  complications  which  might  result  but  to  protect 
our  fellow  workers.  Acute  illnesses  often  delay  school  progress.  Thus 
if  we  try  to  develop  good  health  habits  of  living  by  getting  adequate  sleep 
and  rest,  some  exercise  in  the  open  air,  a  well  balanced  diet,  personal 
cleanliness  and  healthy  mental  attitudes,  it  may  be  possible  to  build  up 
the  body  resistance  so  that  such  infections  are  avoided.  It  is  wiser  to 
keep  a  child  out  of  school  who  has  developed  a  cold  for  he  may  not  only 
give  it  to  others  with  whom  he  comes  in  contact  but  may  develop  some 
complication  as  a  result  of  his  exposure.  It  is  well  to  remember  that 
pneumonia,  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and  other  serious  illnesses  usually 
start  with  a  slight  cold. 

Diphtheria  Immunization  Clinics 

Only  132  children  received  the  inoculation  for  the  purpose  of  immunizing 
them  against  diphtheria.  140  previously  inoculated  were  given  the 
Schick  test  and  found  to  be  imrmine.  On  the  advice  of  the  physicians  in 
charge  of  the  immunization  work  for  the  state  department  of  health,  all 
children  under  nine  years  of  age  are  given  toxoid  injections  instead  of 
toxin-antitoxin  injections  in  order  to  avoid  sensitization  to  horse  serums. 

Chadwick  and  School  Clinics 

The  work  of  these  two  clinics  is  essentially  the  same,  that  is,  to  promote 
the  health  of  the  school  child  and  to  prevent  tuberculosis  by  discovering 
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any  early  signs  of  the  disease  and  treating  it  before  serious  illnesses  occur. 
The  follow-up  cases  of  the  Chadwick  Clinic  will  be  taken  over  eventually 
by  the  School  Clinic  which  is  conducted  by  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital 
at  Braintree.

School  Eye  Clinic 

161  pupils  were  seen  by  Dr.  Hugo  B.  C.  Riemer  at  the  eye  clinic.  Of 
these  89  pupils  were  given  glasses  to  correct  vision;  10  required  no  change 
in  glasses  then  being  worn;  6  had  diseased  conditions  requiring  "medical 
attention,  5  no  longer  needed  corrections  with  glasses,  and  48  pupils  were 
in  need  of  no  medical  or  refractive  corrections  at  the  time  of  examinations. 
Two  children  were  recommended  to  attend  Perkins  Institute. 

Audiometer  Testing 

The  audiometer  test  for  accuracy  in  hearing  was  given  to  1550  children, 
87  were  retested  due  to  failure  to  pass  first  test  and  of  these,  48  were  found 
to  have  defective  hearing  in  one  or  both  ears.  Parents  were  notified  of 
these  defects  and  advised  to  consult  their  family  physician  for  treatment. 
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Two  children  in  this  group  are  receiving  lip  reading  instruction  at  the 
Horace  Mann  School  in  Boston. 

Weighing  and  Measuring 

Weighing  and  measuring  children  each  month  continues  to  be  our  best 
measuring  stick  for  growth.  It  serves  as  an  incentive  for  the  child  since 
he  is  no  longer  compared  with  his  fellow  pupil  but  rather  compares  his  own 
progress  with  what  he  has  accomplished  in  the  past.  A  steady  gain  in 
weight  each  month  is  encouraged  because  it  is  our  best  indication  of 
growth. 

Mid-morning  Lunch 

The  Norwood  Woman’s  Club  through  the  Community  Fund,  makes 
it  possible  for  some  one  hundred  and  fifty  children  to  have  a  milk  lunch 
each  dgy.  This  lunch  often  is  the  crutch  which  carries  the  child  through 
with  a  much  crippled  diet — not  usually  because  of  poor  planning  on  the 
mother’s  part,  but  on  account  of  low  family  income  with  which  to  plan. 
Other  children  who  are  able  to  buy  their  own  milk  have  the  opportunity 
to  take  mid-morning  lunch. 

Health  Day 

Health  Day  was  celebrated  on  June  4th.  It  is  the  completion  of  the 
health  work  done  during  the  school  year.  Health  has  a  definite  relation¬ 
ship  to  citizenship  since  the  man  with  good  health  is  better  equipped  to 
meet  the  problems  that  arise. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  progress  to  be  noted  is  in  the  correction  of  dental 
defect.  In  1929  only  52%  of  the  children  in  first  six  grades  had  all  dental 
corrections  made,  while  in  June,  1937,  99y9o%  of  the  group  had  the  neces¬ 
sary  work  done.  No  such  progress  could  be  made  without  the  whole¬ 
hearted  co-operation  and  interest  which  exists  between  dentists,  parents, 
teachers,  and  nurses.  The  child’s  interest  plays  a  very  important  part 
in  the  program. 

Individual  tags  were  awarded  to  children  for  the  correction  of  remedial 
defects.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART 

The  annual  report  of  the  Art  Department  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1937,  is  herewith  submitted. 

This  report  must  necessarily  be  similar  to  last  year’s  report,  since  our 
aims  remain  the  same.  We  are  happy  to  report,  however,  that  we  feel 
some  noticeable  progress  has  been  made  toward  reaching  those  aims,  as 
outlined,  in  the  three  major  divisions  of  our  schools. 

Perhaps  the  most  progress  is  shown  in  certain  first  grade  rooms,  where 
practically  no  formal  teaching  in  Art  is  now  attempted.  Much  oppor¬ 
tunity  is  given  for  pupils  to  make  large  individual  or  group  pictures,  with 
chalk  on  blackboards  or  with  tempera  paint  on  large  papers  on  easels; 
original  ideas  are  carried  out  in  the  making  of,  among  other  things,  wooden 
or  cardboard  articles  for  toys,  Christmas  gifts.  The  subjects  for  illus¬ 
tration  are  not  forced  on  the  children;  they  are  the  natural  outcome  of 
their  reading  lessons,  stories  told  or  poems  learned,  interesting  experiences 
told  by  some  pupil,  by  such  other  events  or  situations  as  pictures  sug¬ 
gested  by  the  weather  or  the  various  holiday  seasons.  Naturally  the 
results  are  not  technically  perfect,  but  the  eagerness,  spontaneity  and 
happiness  shown  and  the  creative  and  imaginative  ability  developed  are 
their  own  reward. 

The  new  grade  six  Rugg  books  on  Social  Science,  “Man  at  Work — His 
Arts  and  Crafts”,  have  proved  full  of  inspiration  for  Art  lessons.  They 
have  offered  opportunity  for  research  work  and  illustrations  along  the 
lines  of  types  of  homes  in  all  lands  and  ages,  architecture,  ancient  and 
modern,  the  making  of  masks  and  scenery  for  plays,  the  history  of  the 
printed  page,  especially  as  illuminated  by  the  monks  of  the  middle  ages. 

We  feel  that  the  numerous  possibilities  for  Art  to  enrich  and  illustrate 
the  Social  Studies  in  all  grades  were  shown  in  the  exhibition  of  work  in 
that  subject,  held  in  the  Junior  High  School  gymnasium  in  April  of  last 
year. 

More  pupils  have  elected  Grade  9  Art  than  for  several  years  and  there 
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is  an  enthusiastic  Sketch  Club  of  twenty-one  pupils.  The  members  of 
this  club  are  obtaining  practice  in  the  use  of  many  media,  all  of  which 
may  be  used  outside  in  leisure  time.  Pastels  are  very  popular  with  this 
club  at  the  present  time,  nine  pupils  having  bought  boxes  for  use  at  home. 
In  this  connection,  it  might  be  of  interest  to  the  reader  to  learn  that  one 
boy  last  year  entered  pastel  drawings,  made  at  home,  in  the  Hobby  Show 
and  received  a  special  honor,  never  having  heard  of  pastels  until  a  few 
weeks  before  in  the  Sketch  Club. 

The  Junior  High  School  Art  room  usually  presents  the  aspects  of  a 
workshop  rather  than  a  schoolroom,  as  it  is  very  seldom  that  all  pupils 
are  working  on  the  same  project.  Some  may  be  designing  headings  or  a 
cover  for  the  school  paper,  others  making  posters,  one  boy  painting  a  large 
marine  picture  with  tempera  paints,  others  painting  wall  placques  or 
engaged  in  other  craft  work.  The  most  ambitious  project  yet  attempted 
was  the  designing  and  making  of  three  life-sized  stained-glass  windows, 
which  were  used,  with  strong  lights  behind  them,  in  the  Christmas  as¬ 
sembly.  The  designs,  a  madonna  and  child  and  two  angels,  with  decorative 
shapes  surrounding  them,  were  planned  by  three  different  girls,  while  the 
color  scheme  was  a  group  problem.  The  actual  work  of  cutting  and  glueing 
many  pieces  of  colored  cellophane  on  a  plio-film  background,  with  painted 
black  lines  between  them,  was  done  by  about  thirty-five  pupils,  working 
in  Art  and  Club  periods,  study  periods  and  after  school.  A  project  like 
this  accomplishes  many  of  the  objectives  desired  in  our  Art  course — much 
creative  thinking  and  planning,  group  discussions,  much  cooperation  and 
willingness  to  put  in  many  hours  of  extra  work,  use  of  new  and  unfamiliar 
materials,  with  a  general  result  of  satisfaction  and  pleasure  in  a  completed 
piece  of  work  which  is  really  to  be  used  to  give  enjoyment  to  many  other 
people. 

As  suggested  in  last  year’s  report,  Art  in  our  Senior  High  School  has 
this  year  made  a  step  forward  in  reaching  our  goal.  The  general  elective 
Art  course,  as  in  other  years,  consists  of  two  periods  per  week,  with  work 
in  many  media,  several  of  which  have  not  been  used  in  the  Elementary  or 
Junior  High  Schools.  The  major  Art  Appreciation  course,  meeting  five 
periods  a  week  and  requiring  outside  research  and  notebook  work,  has 
fifty-six  pupils  enrolled  this  first  year. 

Since  the  “ultimate  aim  of  Art  Appreciation  is  to  enable  pupils  to  under¬ 
stand,  to  enjoy  more  fully  the  art  of  all  ages  and  to  choose  with  discrimina¬ 
tion  the  articles  of  everyday  use”,  our  major  course  includes  not  only  the 
study  of  famous  paintings,  but  also  architecture,  sculpture,  arts  and  crafts 
and  machine-made  products.  A  few  textbooks,  “Understanding  the  Arts” 
and  “Art  Through  the  Ages”  have  been  used  as  basic  reading  materials, 
with  talks  by  the  Art  teacher,  illustrated  by  many  concrete  examples  of 
Art  in  various  forms.  A  general  view  of  the  subjects  mentioned  above, 
together  with  the  historical  background  as  an  aid  in  understanding  them, 
has  been  taken  already.  Later,  each  subject  will  be  studied  more  in  detail, 
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with  a  chance  for  the  individual  pupils  to  try  their  skill  in  drawing  and 
painting  in  various  media,  soap-carving,  pottery  and  other  modeling, 
making  of  paper-mache  masks  and  craft  work  of  various  kinds. 

As  is  the  case  in  any  grade,  from  the  first  through  the  twelfth,  the  regular 
work  is  often  interrupted  by  special  needs,  arising  through  activities  in 
the  school  or  suggested  by  outside  opportunities.  Thus,  book-jackets 
were  designed  by  Senior  High  School  pupils  as  covers  for  certain  book 
reports  written  in  connection  with  their  study  of  English.  Prizes  were 
offered  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  for  original  designs  for  decorating 
the  Town  Square  for  Christmas.  As  a  result,  pupils  feel  that  their  Art 
can  be  put  to  a  definite,  practical  use. 

The  continued  cooperation  and  help  of  all  with  whom  we  come  in  contact 
is  sincerely  appreciated  by  this  department.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Education. 

Physical  Education  is  that  phase  of  education  which  is  concerned,  first, 
with  the  organization  and  the  leadership  of  children  in  big  muscle  activi¬ 
ties,  to  gain  the  development  and  the  adjustment  inherent  in  the  activities 
according  to  social  standards;  and,  second,  with  the  control  of  health  or 
growth  conditions  naturally  associated  with  the  leadership  of  the  activities 
so  that  the  educational  process  may  go  on  without  growth  handicaps. 

Thus  physical  education  is  apt  to  be  interpreted  by  adults  from  an  adult 
standpoint  merely  as  exercise.  But  the  meaning  of  physical  education  is 
not  confined  to  the  organization  and  leadership  of  the  activities  as  exercises 
in  the  adult  sense.  The  program  in  physical  education  is  determined  by 
the  inherent  and  essential  values  of  the  activities  for  the  normal  growth 
and  development  of  children. 

We  have  eliminated  non-essentials.  We  strive  to  teach  the  essentials. 
Our  program  is  based  upon  a  health  and  medical  examination  and  upon 
individual  needs  according  to  the  findings  in  the  physical  education  tests. 
We  prescribe  corrective  measures  to  meet  individual  needs.  We  do 
everything  we  can  to  help  the  boys  and  girls  and  exercise  the  greatest  care 
that  we  do  nothing  to  hurt  them. 

The  physical  education  program  in  the  first  six  grades  was  carried  on 
as  in  the  past  with  due  regard  to  the  age  of  the  pupil  and  a  careful  study  of 
their  physical  needs.  A  great  deal  of  attention  is  paid  to  their  posture 
during  this  age. 

The  class  work  for  Junior  High  School  consists  of  posture  work,  gym¬ 
nastic  exercises,  marching,  team  games  and  apparatus  exercises.  Posture 
is  stressed  in  every  class,  and  if  a  pupil  seems  to  need  more  attention,  he 
is  given  corrective  work  outside  of  school  hours. 
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After-school  activities  for  girls  are  carried  on  during  the  entire  school 
year.  During  the  fall  and  winter,  a  Quoitennis  tournament  is  staged  for 
the  7th,  8th  and  9th  grades.  As  in  the  past,  it  has  proven  to  be  a  very 
popular  sport,  approximately  175  pupils  taking  part.  Basketball  is  played 
by  girls  of  the  9th  grade  only  during  the  winter  season,  and  a  home  room 
tournament  takes  place  with  about  130  girls  participating,  while  the  girls 
of  the  7th  and  8th  grades  continue  Quoitennis.  In  the  spring,  tourna¬ 
ments  in  volley  ball  for  the  7th  and  8th  grades  and  baseball  for  the  9th 
grade  takes  place.  About  275  girls  are  engaged  in  these  sports. 

Boys’  basketball  practice  started  before  the  Christmas  vacation  and 
about  165  boys  reported.  These  boys  tried  for  places  on  the  Junior  High 
School  Varsity  team.  A  schedule  was  then  played  with  outside  teams. 

In  addition  to  the  varsity  team  at  the  Junior  High  School,  there  were 
three  basketball  leagues  organized  among  the  7th,  8th  and  9th  grades; 
160  boys  participated  and  the  schedule  of  games  lasted  well  into  the  spring 
months. 

Baseball  practice  was  called  during  the  month  of  April,  and  a  Junior 
High  School  Varsity  team  was  organized,  and  also,  a  7th  and  8th  grade 
league;  190  boys  participated. 

A  great  deal  of  interest  was  shown  in  track  this  past  year  and  although 
we  do  not  have  a  schedule  with  outside  schools,  we  did  allow  three  9th 
grade  boys  to  compete  in  a  75  yd.  dash  at  Dedham  against  three  Dedham 
Freshman  boys. 

During  the  sixth  period  on  Friday,  45  boys  take  part  in  athletic  dancing. 
Athletic  dancing  develops  skill,  speed,  posture  and  rhythm  and  also  tends 
to  eliminate  self-consciousness. 

Athletics  for  girls  in  the  Senior  High  School  consisted  of  basketball, 
tennis,  archery  and  speedball.  About  sixty  girls  reported  for  basketball 
practice.  First  we  held  interclass  games,  then  class  games  with  other 
schools.  Following  this  a  team  is  picked  to  represent  the  high  school  in  a 
schedule  of  five  games.  Brookline  again  invited  our  girls  to  two  swimming 
play  days  and  sixteen  girls  had  a  most  enjoyable  time.  In  the  early  spring 
about  fifty-five  girls  reported  for  indoor  tennis  instruction,  and  in  May  a 
team  was  picked  for  a  schedule  of  six  games.  We  run  an  intramural  pro¬ 
gram  in  tennis  during  the  fall  and  spring  terms.  Archery  has  increased 
in  popularity  this  past  year, — and  about  forty  girls  participate  in  this 
activity  both  spring  and  fall. 

Athletics  for  boys  in  the  Senior  High  School  consisted  of  football,  basket¬ 
ball,  indoor  track,  outdoor  track,  baseball,  tennis  and  golf. 

During  the  Christmas  vacation  fifty-two  boys  reported  for  basketball. 
Of  this  number,  ten  were  chosen  to  represent  their  school  as  the  varsity 
team  against  other  high  schools.  Nine  others  made  up  a  Junior  Varsity 
team  which  played  a  schedule  against  the  Junior  Varsity  teams  of  the  same 
high  schools.  A  schedule  of  twelve  games  was  played  by  each  team.  After 
the  schedule  was  finished,  an  inter-room  schedule  of  35  games  was  played, 
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with  all  boys  who  had  played  on  either  of  the  Varsity  teams  being  elimi¬ 
nated. 

In  January,  fifty-two  boys  reported  to  Mr.  Wheeler  for  indoor  track  at 
the  State  Armory — four  dual  and  two  interscholastic  meets  were  partici¬ 
pated  in. 

In  April,  sixty  boys  participated  in  out-door  track  and  a  schedule  of 
six  dual,  one  triangular  and  one  quadrangular  meets  was  arranged. 

In  April,  fifty-five  boys  reported  for  baseball.  Fifteen  players  made  up 
the  Varsity  team  and  played  a  schedule  of  fourteen  games.  A  Junior 
Varsity  team,  consisting  of  twelve  boys,  played  two  games  with  the  Junior 
High  and  two  outside  games.  The  Varsity  team  was  chosen  as  one  of  the 
eight  teams  to  play  at  Fenway  Park  for  the  Massachusetts  Eastern  State 
Title.  They  also  were  the  winners  of  the  Bay  State  Scholastic  League. 

Norwood  retained  its  membership  in  the  Norfolk  County  High  School 
Golf  League.  Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Learnard,  matches  were  played 
with  each  team  in  the  league. 

Under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Fisher,  a  tennis  schedule  of  twelve  matches 
was  played.  Approximately  twenty-five  boys  took  part  in  tennis  during 
the  season.  Six  or  seven  played  in  each  match. 

In  September,  eighty-two  boys  reported  for  football  and  a  schedule  of 
nine  games  was  arranged  with  outside  teams.  The  Junior  Varsity  played 
three  games  with  outside  teams. 

Basketball  practice  started  during  the  Christmas  vacation  and  forty-five 
boys  are  now  practicing. 

Through  athletics,  we  believe,  the  teacher  of  athletics  has  a  means  of 
conditioning  the  modern  social,  ethical,  and  character  traits  of  desirable 
citizenship.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MUSIC 

I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Music  Department. 

To  the  lay  person  the  word  music  merely  means  some  familiar  tunes; 
to  the  musician,  it  means  Theory,  Solfeggio,  Harmony,  History,  Com¬ 
position,  Vocal  Music,  and  Instrumental  Music;  to  the  educator,  it  means, 
among  other  things: 

1.  Skill  in  recognizing  and  translating  music  symbols. 

2.  First  essential  to  sensitizing  the  ear  and  guiding  the  voice. 

3.  Strict  discipline  (mental  and  physical). 

4.  Development  of  the  Social  Spirit  (through  chorus,  orchestra  and  band). 

5.  Self  expression,  creative  attitude. 

6.  Enlarged  horizon  (facts  about  composers,  compositions,  countries). 

7.  Opportunities  for  guidance  in  practical,  usable  citizenship. 
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The  course  now  in  force  embodies  all  these  objectives  and  is  graded  so 
as  to  reach  all  the  children  regardless  of  the  class  to  which  they  will  event¬ 
ually  belong.  These  three  groups,  the  Creator,  the  Listeners,  and  the 
Performers  (the  importance  of  this  group  may  be  estimated  from  the  fact 
that  music  as  a  vocation  ranks  fourth  in  the  United  States),  are  approached 
through  three  courses;  Vocal,  Theoretical,  and  Instrumental.  In  the 
Elementary  Schools  the  number  of  children  who  elected  Instrumental 
Music  was  as  follows:

While  instrumental  music  is  flourishing  in  the  Junior  High  School,  the 
Vocal  and  Theoretical  work  has  been  seriously  impaired  by  the  change  some 
years  ago  in  the  number  of  periods  alloted  to  Music,  one  period  a  week 
instead  of  two.  While  educators  everywhere  admit  that  music  is  now  an 
integral  part  of  life,  that  it  is  the  first  thought  toward  “Worthy  Use  of 
Leisure  Time”,  “Worthy  Home  Membership”,  and  so  on,  the  most  im¬ 
portant  fact  remains  that  students  during  and  after  their  senior  year 
regret  that  they  were  not  “made”  to  take  music.  The  argument  that  the 
children  should  not  be  required  to  learn  music  does  seem  odd  considering 
the  fact  that  a  large  percentage  are  obliged  to  take  courses  which  they  do 
not  want.  Even  if  music  is  not  their  goal,  they  will  continue  to  enjoy  the 
work  they  did  in  that  subject  long  after  they  have  forgotten  the  more 
traditional  subjects  learned  in  schools. 

It  is  said  “A  character  in  the  making  has  three  essentials;  Intellectual, 
Physical,  and  Emotional.  If  a  student  is  developed  equally  and  evenly 
in  these  three  essentials,  he  becomes  a  well  balanced  person”.  Two  periods 
a  week  for  the  subject  best  suited  to  teach  the  third  essential  do  not  seem 
excessive  considering  the  ethical,  social,  vocational,  and  intellectual  value 
of  music. 

In  the  Senior  High  School  the  students  elected  Music  in  the  following 
proportions:

These  numbers  do  not  include  the  students  who  elected  Music  but  could 
not  join  the  classes  owing  to  conflicts  with  other  courses. 

The  results  of  the  Music  Courses  may  be  judged  by  the  program  rendered 
by  the  entire  Senior  Class  at  their  graduation  when  two  difficult  composi- 
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tions  with  orchestral  accompaniment  were  sung  from  memory  after  a  few 
rehearsals. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  cooperation 
of  all  in  the  school  system  with  whom  this  department  comes  in  contact.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  ADULT  ALIEN  EDUCATION 

My  work  during  the  past  year  was  divided  into  three  parts:  supervising 
the  evening  school,  teaching  mothers  of  foreign  birth  and  preparation  of 
citizenship  papers. 

The  evening  classes  have  been  very  well  attended.  Because  of  the  State 
Employers’  Insurance  Proposal,  the  Widow’s  Pension,  the  Old  Age  Pen¬ 
sion,  the  Social  Security  Act  and  the  threat  of  legislative  action  against 
aliens,  there  has  been  a  remarkable  increase  in  the  enrollment.  The  ISO 
people  in  the  evening  school  and  the  thirty-eight  women  enrolled  in  the 
mothers’  classes  makes  a  total  of  218  adult  aliens  being  reached  in  Nor¬ 
wood.  They  represent  fifteen  nationalities,  the  Italians  having  the 
highest  percentage — 35%.  The  other  nationalities  are:  Finnish,  Lithu¬ 
anian,  Greek,  Irish,  Polish,  Scotch,  Jewish,  Russian,  Canadian,  Portuguese, 
Syrian,  Swedish  and  German.  The  ages  range  from  twelve  years  to 
seventy-one  years.  Father  and  son,  husband  and  wife,  brother  and  sister, 
work  side  by  side,  all  interested  in  one  common  purpose — education. 

The  mothers’  classes,  which  numbered  five,  had  an  enrollment  of  thirty- 
eight.  They  offer  a  direct  means  of  interesting  women  in  education. 
Many  of  these  women  have  resided  in  our  community  for  ten,  fifteen  and 
twenty  years,  but  because  of  their  isolation  in  a  foreign  colony,  they  are 
unable  to  speak,  read  or  write  English.  These  classes  are  taught  in  the 
homes,  around  the  kitchen  table. 

Because  of  the  large  enrollment  in  the  citizenship  class,  it  was  necessary 
to  employ  an  extra  teacher.  As  no  man  may  work  on  the  W.  P.  A.  now 
unless  he  is  a  citizen,  the  number  applying  for  naturalization  papers  has 
greatly  increased.  The  Advanced  Class  is  a  very  interesting  group  this 
year  in  that  arithmetic  and  simple  economic  problems,  besides  the  study 
of  English,  are  being  taught.  Civics  and  economics  mean  more  to  people 
of  thirty-five  or  forty  years  of  age  than  they  do  to  students  of  High  School 
age. 

Many  interesting  and  educational  films  have  been  shown  the  classes. 
The  pupils  appreciate  them  very  much. 

The  Norfolk  County  Agricultural  School  has  been  very  co-operative 
in  the  last  year.  Beginning  in  September  and  continuing  through  Decem¬ 
ber,  Mrs.  Ruth  Shufelt,  the  County  Extension  Agent,  held  a  cooking  class 
once  a  month  at  the  Junior  High  School.  The  title  of  the  course  was, 
“Budgeting  the  Food  Dollar.”  As  this  is  a  very  important  item  in  the 
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household  budget,  sixty  women  attended  this  class.  It  was  most  inter¬ 
esting  to  the  group  and  many  helpful  hints  were  given. 

At  present  there  are  twenty-seven  women  enrolled  in  a  Home  Hygiene 
class  which  is  being  held  at  the  Balch  School  every  Thursday  evening. 
The  Red  Cross  is  sponsoring  the  course  and  it  is  being  taught  by  Mrs. 
Florence  Sprague,  a  Red  Cross  worker.  The  group  will  meet  for  twelve 
nights  and  a  Red  Cross  certificate  is  awarded  to  all  those  who  pass  the 
examination. 

On  March  26th,  the  Evening  School  graduation  was  held  at  the  Junior 
High  School.  A  play  entitled,  “The  Spirit  of  America”  was  presented  by 
the  pupils.  It  was  very  inspiring  to  see  the  parts  of  some  of  America's 
greatest  men  portrayed  so  sincerely  and  earnestly.  Mr.  Charles  Herlihy, 
President  of  Fitchburg  State  Teachers’  College,  was  the  guest  speaker. 
Mr.  Herlihy  gave  a  very  interesting  address.  Having  been  a  former 
State  Supervisor  of  Adult  Alien  Education,  he  knew  the  problems  of  the 
foreign  born  and  therefore  encouraged  them  to  continue  their  study  of 
English  and  Citizenship.  A  thousand  people  attended  the  exercises. 

Thirty-five  Citizenship  diplomas  were  awarded  and  ninety-five  certifi¬ 
cates. 

In  the  past  year  there  have  been  seventy-five  new  citizens  made  and 
eighty-five  second  papers  filed;  100  first  papers  have  been  received.  It 
might  be  of  interest  to  learn  that  the  total  cost  for  complete  naturalization 
is  $10.00. 

The  following  naturalization  laws  have  been  made  since  May,  1934. 

An  alien  man  who  married  an  American  citizen  or  whose  wife  became 
naturalized  since  May  24,  1934,  needs  only  second  papers.  An  American 
woman  who  married  an  alien  before  September  22,  1922,  lost  her  American 
citizenship.  She  may  now  be  repatriated  and  her  alien  husband  needs 
only  a  second  paper. 

Many  interesting  lectures  have  been  planned  for  the  year.  A  talk  on 
Insurance  and  one  on  Social  Security  have  been  arranged.  If  we  expect 
certain  standards  of  citizenship  from  our  foreign-born,  we  must  hold 
before  them  certain  ideals  and  patterns  of  good  citizenship  in  order  that 
they  may  be  guided  and  helped.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Monday,  January  17,  1938,  and  adjourned  to  March  28,  1938. 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  under  date  of  January  4, 
1938  and  signed  by  Charles  F.  Holman,  Sture  Nelson,  John  M.  Mutch, 
Harry  B.  Butters  and  Herbert  V.  Brady,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  proper 
service  of  which  warrant  was  duly  attested  by  John  L.  Collins,  Constable 
of  Norwood. 

All  the  requirements  of  the  statutes  and  by-laws  relating  to  elections 
and  town  meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to 
order,  the  articles  contained  in  the  warrant  and  the  action  thereunder  being 
as  follows:

ponset  Street  and  for  a  depth  of  400  feet  as  shown  on  a  plan  on  file  at  the 
office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the 
matter.  On  petition  of  John  G.  Rizzo. 

Voted:  That  Article  17  be  laid  on  the  table  and  referred  to  the  Town 
Planning  Board  for  a  report  at  the  adjourned  session  of  this  meeting. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law 
so-called  with  respect  to  “Construction  Regulations  A.  Height,  Section  87 
Clause  A,”  by  striking  out  the  words  “or  more  than  four  stories”  following 
the  word  “district”  and  preceding  the  word  “or”  so  that  said  Clause  A  as 
amended  will  read: 

A.  No  building  shall  be  constructed,  altered,  enlarged,  extended,  recon- 
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structed  or  raised  more  than  two  and  one-half  stories  or  so  as  to  exceed 
in  any  part  a  height  of  thirty-five  feet  in  the  Single  Residence  Districts 
and  the  General  Residence  Districts  or  so  as  to  exceed  in  any  part  a  height 
of  sixty  feet  in  the  Business  Districts  except  as  hereinafter  provided.  On 
petition  of  William  P.  Nickerson  et  al. 

On  motion  that  this  article  be  referred  to  the  Town  Planning  Board 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  22  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  for  con¬ 
sideration  and  report  at  the  adjourned  session  of  this  meeting,  was  by  voice 
vote  not  carried.  Motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  was  offered  and  with¬ 
drawn. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  by-laws  relating 
to  regulations  governing  the  acceptance  of  new  streets  through  private 
property  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof,  the  following  new  sub-division  of 
Section  6,  namely: 

G.  The  Selectmen  shall  have  the  authority  to  waive  the  requirements 
of  removing  the  soil  from  that  part  of  a  way  as  laid  out  on  either  side  of 
the  traveled  way  as  wrought,  if  in  their  opinion  such  removal  of  soil  is  not 
necessary  for  the  proper  use  of  such  traveled  way,  provided  however,  that 
all  rocks,  boulders  and  other  objectionable  hazards  are  removed,  and  the 
full  width  of  the  taking  is  graded  to  approximately  the  grade  of  the  adjacent 
traveled  way. 

Voted:  That  Article  21  be  laid  on  the  table  to  be  taken  up  at  the  ad¬ 
journed  session  of  this  meeting. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  existing  Zoning 
By-Law  by  striking  out  the  word  “five”  before  the  word  “districts”  in 
Section  1  and  by  substituting  therefor  the  word  “six”  and  by  adding  at 
the  end  thereof,  the  following  namely:  “6.  Residential  Business  Dis¬ 
tricts”  and  by  adding  to  said  Zoning  By-Law  the  following  new  section 
designated  as  Section  4A  viz. 

Residential  Business  Districts 

Section  4A.  In  a  Residential  Business  District  except  as  provided  in 
paragraph  “B”  of  Section  3,  no  new  building  or  structure  or  part  thereof 
shall  be  designed,  constructed  or  used  and,  except  as  provided  in  Section  6, 
no  building  or  structure  or  part  thereof  shall  be  altered,  enlarged,  extended, 
reconstructed  or  used  except  for  one  or  more  of  the  following  purposes: 
Store  or  salesroom,  for  the  conduct  of  the  following  retail  business: 

1.  Drug  store,  gasoline  filling  station,  grocery,  lunchroom,  market. 

2.  Place  of  business  of  a  baker,  barber,  dressmaker,  confectioner,  hair¬ 
dresser,  manicurist,  newsdealer,  shoe  repairer,  tailor. 

3.  Such  accessory  purposes  as  are  customarily  incident  to  the  foregoing 
purposes  and  are  not  injurious  to  a  neighborhood  as  a  Residential  Business 
District. 
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4.  Any  uses  and  accessory  purposes  authorized  in  the  Single  Residence 
and  the  General  Residence  Districts. 

In  the  Residential  Business  District  no  new  building  shall  be  constructed 
and  no  building  shall  be  altered,  enlarged,  extended,  reconstructed,  raised 
or  moved  so  that  any  external  wall  is  located  nearer  than  twenty  (20)  feet 
to  any  street  line  nor  shall  any  part  of  any  building  designed,  intended, 
arranged,  or  used  for  any  purpose  be  constructed,  altered,  extended,  recon¬ 
structed,  raised  or  moved  so  as  to  be  nearer  than  ten  (10)  feet  to  the  line 
of  any  adjoining  lot  or  nearer  than  twenty  (20)  feet  to  any  building  located 
in  such  district,  except  that  roofs,  cornices  and  other  similar  projections 
may  extend  one  (1)  foot  nearer  to  the  line  of  an  adjoining  lot  or  to  another 
building  on  the  same  lot;  nor  shall  any  building  having  a  frontage  of  over 
forty  (40)  feet  be  constructed,  altered,  reconstructed,  or  raised  upon  or 
moved  into  a  Residential  Business  District. 

And  to  further  amend  said  Zoning  By-Law  by  altering  the  district 
boundaries  established  under  Section  17  of  said  by-law  with  respect  to  a 
portion  of  the  General  Residence  District  situated  on  the  easterly  side  of 
Pleasant  Street  and  northerly  of  East  Cross  Street  for  a  distance  of  about 
one  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  feet  on  East  Cross  Street  and  one  hundred 
seventeen  (117)  feet  on  Pleasant  Street  to  a  depth  of  one  hundred  (100) 
feet,  said  line  of  Pleasant  Street  and  East  Cross  Street  being  the  line  as 
relocated  by  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  County  of  Norfolk  and  as 
shown  on  a  plan  entitled  “Town  of  Norwood,  Mass.  Zoning  Map  supple¬ 
mentary  to  and  changing  original  Zoning  Map  dated  November  1926”  by 
A.  W.  Thompson,  Town  Engineer,  dated  November  1,  1937,  and  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant. 

Voted:  To  so  amend  the  existing  Zoning  By-Law. 

Voted:  That  this  meeting  adjourn.

receive  from  the  Town  a  pension  at  such  rate,  not  exceeding  $500  a  year, 
as  the  Town  may  authorize.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  by-laws  relating 
to  regulations  governing  the  acceptance  of  new  streets  through  private 
property  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof,  the  following  new  sub-division  of 
Section  6,  namely:

all  rocks,  boulders  and  other  objectionable  hazards  are  removed,  and  the 
full  width  of  the  taking  is  graded  to  approximately  the  grade  of  the  adjacent 
traveled  way. 

This 
motion  was  lost.

the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $36,000

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  an  addition  to  its  senior  high  school 
and  originally  furnishing  and  equipping  said  addition  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  1  of  Cha  ter  466  of  the  Acts  of  1938  and  authorize 
and  direct  the  Selectmen  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  town  for  use  in  carrying 
out  such  project,  a  Federal  grant  of  money  pursuant  to  the  Public  Works 
Administration  Appropriation  Act  of  1938  and  authorize  the  Moderator  to 
appoint  a  committee  of  five  to  construct  said  project  and  contract  with 
respect  thereto  and  authorize  the  Town  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  any  appro¬ 
priation  made,  and  to  use  any  other  available  funds  that  may  be  raised  by 
taxation  or  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Voted:  To  postpone  with  respect  to  an  appropriation,  and  that  the 
following  resolution  be  adopted. 

Whereas,  the  town  of  Norwood  is  authorized  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  1  of  Chapter  466  ot  the  Acts  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  for 
1938  to  borrow  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  $200,000  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  an  addition  to  the  Senior  High  School  and 
originally  furnishing  and  equipping  said  addition,  and  which  Act  has  been 
duly  accepted  by  the  town  as  provided  therein,  and  whereas,  the  purpose 
to  be  served  by  said  addition  if  built  is  to  provide  accommodations  for  the 
conduct  therein  in  whole  or  in  part  of  a  school  for  the  vocational  education 
of  girls  which  will  be  of  such  character  as  to  secure  income  funds  from  a 
trust  known  as  the  Peabody  Trust  and  to  be  utilized  for  the  conduct  and 
maintenance  of  said  school,  and  whereas,  it  appears  that  the  Probate  Court 
for  Suffolk  County,  Massachusetts,  has  under  consideration  the  question 
of  the  time  and  manner  of  use  of  said  Peabody  Trust  funds  on  petition  by 
the  trustees  of  said  trust  fund  and  its  decision  will  not  be  given  until  after 
a  hearing  set  for  November  next, 

And  whereas,  it  is  deemed  desirable,  if  not  necessary,  to  secure  for  use 
in  carrying  out  said  project  a  Federal  grant  of  money  pursuant  to  the  Public 
Works  Administration  Appropriation  Act  of  1938. 

And  whereas,  preliminary  application  for  said  funds  has  been  made  and 
it  now  appears  that  the  final  date  set  by  said  United  States  Public  Works 
Administration  within  which  any  municipality  must  make  the  appropria¬ 
tion  required  of  it  to  secure  a  Federal  money  grant  is  October  1,  1938. 

Now  therefore,  Be  it  Resolved  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  make  appropriate  application  and  request  upon 
the  Public  WTorks  Administration  through  petition  for  an  extension  of 
time  to  a  date  later  than  November  15,  1938,  to  make  the  necessary  ap¬ 
propriation  of  funds  which  will  permit  of  a  Federal  grant  being  made  and

V oled:  That  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Clause  9  of  Section  8  of  Chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws  and  amendments  thereto,  the  Town  Treasurer  and 
Collector  of  Taxes  in  his  capacity  as  Town  Treasurer  and  with  the  approval 
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of  the  Selectmen  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  from  time  to  time  on  notes 
of  the  town  as  provided  by  law  not  more  than  $35,000  which  sum  or  sums 
so  authorized  are  hereby  appropriated  to  meet  the  expense  requirements 
of  a  situation  of  extreme  emergency  due  to  storm  damage  involving  the 
health  or  safety  of  persons  or  property  as  determined  by  vote  of  the  Select¬ 
men  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  Section  31  of  Chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws  and  amendments  thereto  in  the  following  form. 

“In  meeting  of  the  Selectmen  Thursday,  September  22,  1938. 

We  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Norwood  having  personal  knowledge 
of  the1  conditions  in  the  town  of  Norwood  resulting  from  and  caused  by 
the  extensive  windstorm  which  occurred  late  in  the  afternoon  of  Wednes¬ 
day,  September  21,  1938  and  upon  information  received  from  officials  in 
charge  of  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  departments  of  the  town 
to  the  effect  that  the  conditions  resulting  from  and  caused  by  said  wind¬ 
storm  of  Wednesday,  September  21,  1938  are  extensive  to  the  proportions 
that  the  estimated  cost  of  repairing  the  damages  and  placing  in  operation 
several  of  the  departments  exceeds  the  amount  available  therefor,  in  the 
respective  appropriations  for  said  purposes.

Proposed  Amendment  to  the  Constitution

This  amendment  annuls  all  existing  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and 
its  prior  amendments  which  require  annual  sessions  of  the  General  Court, 
commonly  known  as  the  Legislature,  and  provides  for  biennial  sessions  in 
their  place.

Law  Proposed  by  Initiative  Petition 

Shall  the  proposed  measure  which  provides  that  in  any  city  or  town 
which  accepts  its  terms,  the  licensing  authorities  shall  establish  free  public 
taxicab  stands  for  the  use  of  all  taxicabs  and  motor  vehicles  for  hire  whose 
owners  are  licensed  within  such  city  or  town,  and  shall  abolish  all  other 
forms  of  taxicab  stands  on  any  public  highway  within  such  city  or  town, — 
which  was  disapproved  in  the  House  of  Representatives  by  a  vote  of  96 
in  the  affirmative  and  109  in  the  negative  and  in  the 
Senate  by  a  vote  of  4  in  the  affirmative  and  35  in  the 
negative, — be  approved?

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
November  14,  1938 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  under  date  of  November  4, 
1938  and  signed  by  Charles  E.  Houghton,  Harry  B.  Butters,  Charles  F. 
Holman,  Francis  W.  Smith  and  John  E.  Folan,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the 
proper  service  of  which  warrant  was  duly  attested  by  the  Constable. 

All  the  requirements  of  the  statutes  and  by-laws  relating  to  the  calling 
of  the  town  meeting  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called 
to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Judge  James  A.  Halloran  at  8:00  o’clock 
in  the  afternoon.  The  warrant  calling  the  meeting,  together  with  the 
Constable’s  return  thereon  was  read  by  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant 
James  E.  Pendergast,  the  articles  contained  in  the  warrant  and  the  action 
thereunder  being  as  follows: 

Article  1.  To  see  what  further  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  by  borrowing  and  appropriate  in  addition  to  money  heretofore  ap¬ 
propriated  to  meet  the  expense  requirements  of  a  situation  of  extreme 
emergency,  involving  the  health  or  safety  of  persons  or  property  as  de¬ 
termined  by  vote  of  the  Selectmen  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  31  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  and  amendments  thereto, 
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such  indebtedness  to  be  incurred  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Clause  9  of 
Section  8,  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  and  amendments  thereto. 

Voted:  That  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Clause  9  of  Section  8  of  Chapter 
44  of  the  General  Laws  and  amendments  thereto,  the  Town  Treasurer  and 
Collector  of  Taxes  in  his  capacity  as  Town  Treasurer  and  with  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  from  time  to  time  on  notes 
of  the  town  as  provided  by  law  not  more  than  $22,000  which  sum  or  sums 
are  in  addition  to  money  heretofore  appropriated  and  are  hereby  appro¬ 
priated  to  meet  the  expense  requirements  of  a  situation  of  extreme  emer¬ 
gency  due  to  storm  damage  involving  the  health  or  safety  of  persons  or 
property  as  determined  by  vote  of  the  Selectmen  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  31  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  and  amend¬ 
ments  thereto  in  the  following  form. 

“In  meeting  of  the  Selectmen  Thursday,  September  22,  1938. 

We,  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Norwood,  having  personal  knowledge 
of  the  conditions  in  the  town  of  Norwood  resulting  from  and  caused  by 
the  extensive  windstorm  which  occurred  late  in  the  afternoon  of  Wednes¬ 
day,  September  21,  1938  and  upon  information  received  from  officials  in 
charge  of  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  departments  of  the  town 
to  the  effect  that  the  conditions  resulting  from  and  caused  by  said  wind¬ 
storm  of  Wednesday,  September  21,  1938  are  extensive  to  the  proportions 
that  the  estimated  cost  of  repairing  the  damages  and  placing  in  operation 
several  of  the  departments  exceeds  the  amount  available  therefor,  in  the 
respective  appropriations  for  said  purposes. 

We  do  hereby  determine  that  a  situation  of  extreme  emergency  involving 
the  health  or  safety  of  persons  or  property  exists,  said  determination  being 
established  as  the  result  of  an  investigation  and  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  and  amendments 
thereto. 

Subscribed  at  Norwood  this  twenty-second  day  of  September,  A.D. 
1938.” 

Article  2.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  borrow  and 
appropriate  for  the  construction  of  sanitary  and  surface  drainage  sewers 
or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  town  of  Norwood  for  the  period  from  January  1,  1936,  to  October  23, 
1937,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 
This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  As¬ 
sistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts  of 
the  town  of  Norwood  for  the  period  from  January  1,  1936,  to  October  23, 
1937,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town  or  com¬ 
mitting  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and  checked  for  the  period 
covered  by  this  audit. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  reported  receipts  were  compared  with  the  records  of  the 
several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the  treas¬ 
urer’s  cash  book.  The  payments,  as  recorded  in  the  accountant’s  books, 
were  checked  to  the  treasury  warrants  and  with  the  tresurer’s  cash  book. 

An  analysis  of  the  ledger  was  made,  a  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  a 
balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  as  of  October  23,  1937. 

The  appropriation  accounts  were  examined  and  all  appropriations,  trans¬ 
fers,  and  loans  authorized,  as  entered,  were  checked  with  the  town  clerk’s 
record  of  financial  votes  passed  in  town  meeting. 
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The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  records  in  the 
several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town,  with  the  other  sources 
from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  and  with  the  ac¬ 
countant’s  records.  The  payments,  as  entered,  were  compared  with  the 
selectmen’s  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds  and 
with  the  accountant’s  books. 

The  cash  book  was  footed  and  the  cash  balance  on  October  23,  1937,  was 
verified  by  actual  count  of  cash  in  the  office  and  by  a  reconciliation  of  the 
bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  of  deposit. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest  were  checked 
with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the  cancelled  coupons,  bonds  and 
notes  on  file. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investments  of 
the  several  trust  and  retirement  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  town  treasurer 
were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  receipts  and  dis¬ 
bursements  were  verified. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined,  checked,  and 
compared  with  the  deeds  on  file. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  commitments  of  poll,  property,  and  motor  vehicle  excise 
taxes  were  verified  and  compared  with  the  assessors’  warrants  for  their 
collection.  The  recorded  collections  were  checked  with  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer  as  shown  by  the  treasurer’s  books,  while  the  abatements  as 
entei’ed  were  compared  with  the  assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted. 
The  taxes  transferred  to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the 
records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town,  and  the  outstanding  tax  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved  to  the  accountant’s  ledger. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to  a 
number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money 
to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as 
listed,  are  correct. 

The  records  of  the  town  clerk  for  receipts  on  account  of  dog  licenses  issued 
on  behalf  of  the  county,  sporting  licenses,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  paid 
to  the  State,  as  well  as  from  marriage  intentions  and  recording  fees  which 
are  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  were  examined.  The  payments  to  the 
State,  County,  and  town  were  checked  with  the  receipts  on  file  and  with 
the  treasurer’s  cash  book,  and  the  cash  balance  was  verified  by  a  count  of 
the  cash  in  the  office. 

The  records  of  the  several  departments  committing  bills  for  collection 
were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s 
books. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified  by  a 
comparison  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s  books. 
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The  records  of  the  school  department  on  account  of  school  lunches,  etc., 
were  examined,  and  the  recorded  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  library  for  fines,  etc.,  were  examined  and 
the  recorded  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified  by  a  comparison  with 
the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s  books,  the  cash  on  hand  being  verified 
by  actual  count. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  water  department  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  commitments  were  examined,  the  recorded  receipts  being 
checked  and  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s  books  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Municipal  Light  Department  were  ex¬ 
amined  and  checked.  The  records  of  accounts  receivable,  guarantee  de¬ 
posits,  and  of  cash  receipts  were  examined  and  checked,  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer  being  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  and  the  accountant’s 
books.  The  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with  the 
accountant’s  ledger. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  encountered  in  auditing  the  accounts  re¬ 
ceivable  of  the  Municipal  Light  Department,  since  no  reports  of  com¬ 
mitments,  discounts,  and  adjustments  had  been  made  to  the  accountant 
for  the  period  from  January  1  to  October  23,  1937.  It  was  therefore  neces¬ 
sary  to  compile  these  figures  in  the  course  of  the  audit,  this  work  increasing 
the  length  of  the  audit  and,  consequently,  its  cost.  Daily  and  monthly 
summary  sheets  have  been  installed  and  in  the  future  monthly  reports 
should  be  made  to  the  accountant. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  and  accounts  mentioned,  the  records  of 
all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  or  committing  bills  for 
collection  were  examined.  The  recorded  collections  were  checked  with 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved,  and  the  cash  balances  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  on  file  for  the  several  officials  required  by  law  to  furnish 
such  surety  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  are  tables 
showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  as¬ 
sessment,  tax  title,  departmental,  water,  and  municipal  light  accounts,  as 
well  as  schedules  showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  several 
trust  and  retirement  funds. 

For  the  courtesies  extended  by  the  various  town  officials  and  employees 
during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for 
myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1938 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  report  on  the  activities  of  their 
department  for  the  year  1938. 

There  were  held  forty-nine  regular  meetings  and  twelve  special  meetings 
and  several  conferences. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  on  January  17,  1938,  Charles  F.  Hol¬ 
man  was  reelected  Selectman  and  duly  qualified  for  the  ensuing  term  of 
three  years. 

Following  temporary  organization  made  on  January  18,  1938  the  perman¬ 
ent  organization  for  the  year  was  perfected  on  February  1,  1938  by  the 
election  of  Sture  Nelson,  Chairman  and  James  E.  Pendergast,  Clerk,  by 
unanimous  votes.  Mr.  Pendergast  was  reappointed  State  Aid  Agent, 
Soldiers’  Relief  Agent  and  Soldiers’  Burial  Agent. 

At  a  recall  election  held  on  October  11,  Selectmen  Mutch,  Brady  and 
Nelson  were  removed  from  their  respective  offices  and  in  their  places  were 
elected  John  E.  Folan,  Francis  W.  Smith  and  Charles  E.  Houghton  and 
who  duly  qualified  for  the  respective  unexpired  terms  for  which  they  were 
elected  and  Charles  E.  Houghton  was  unanimously  chosen  to  serve  as 
Chairman. 

Appointments  were  made  during  the  year  as  follows: 

January  4 — Alonzo  N.  Earle,  forest  fire  warden  for  the  year  1938.  Ap¬ 
proved  by  State  Forestry  Department  on  February  21;  reappointment. 
January  4 — James  E.  Bunney,  town  fish  and  game  warden,  on  recom¬ 
mendation;  reappointment  by  Chief  Game  Warden,  State  Department 
of  Conservation. 

January  25 — John  J .  Feeney,  smoke  inspector  of  the  town  for  the  period 
ending  January  17,  1939. 

January  25 — William  C.  Kendrick,  local  superintendent  for  the  suppression 
of  moths,  approved  by  State  Forestry  Department  on  February  8;  re¬ 
appointment. 

February  7 — Resignation  by  letter  of  Mrs.  Lucille  W.  Reimer  as  a  member 
of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Public  Playgrounds  received  and  on 
February  15  accepted  after  she  had  been  requested  to  reconsider.  It 
was  voted  that  a  letter  expressing  the  appreciation  of  the  Selectmen  for 
services  rendered  by  her  be  prepared  and  sent  to  her. 

February  15— John  P.  Jasionis,  member  of  Advisory  Committee  on  Public 
Playgrounds  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  of  Philip  W.  Riley. 
February  15— Frances  L.  Blanchot,  member  of  Advisory  Committee  on 
Public  Playgrounds  to  fill  vacancy  caused  by  resignation  of  Mrs.  Lucille 
W.  Reimer. 

April  5—  Thomas  U.  Mahony,  inspector  of  animals,  approved  by  State 
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Department  of  Agriculture,  Division  of  Livestock  Disease  Control 
April  8. 

April  26 — Appointments  for  terms  of  one  year  beginning  May  1,  1938  as 
follows:  William  P.  Nickerson,  Francis  J.  Dunn  and  John  J.  Flaherty, 
fence  viewers;  reappointments.

J.  Alexander  Abdallah,  John  J.  Bennett,  Thomas  Hayden  and  Carroll  H . 
Woods,  public  auctioneers.  William  H.  Sullivan,  Walter  S.  Bagley, 
Thomas  C.  Lydon,  Thomas  J .  Foley,  Patrick  J .  Coyne,  Peter  N.  Curran 
and  Nicholas  P.  Curran,  constables;  reappointments. 

May  5 — Harold  F.  Kiley,  John  E.  Bamber  and  Herbert  A.  Baker,  members 
of  board  of  appeal  vice  Thomas  M.  Flaherty  and  John  M.  Lindblom, 
resigned,  and  James  J.  Curran  who  declined  appointment. 

May  17 — C.  Roger  Pearson,  Margaret  M.  Giinthner  and  John  A.  Abdallah, 
board  of  public  welfare;  reappointments.  Resignation  of  Mr.  Pearson 
accepted  May  24,  1938  and  on  August  9  Victor  E.  Blasenak  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  fill  vacancy  caused  by  his  resignation. 

September  26 — William  H.  Connor,  temporary  general  manager. 

There  were  also  appointed  election  officers  for  the  annual  town  meeting, 
special  town  meeting,  recall  election  and  state  primary  and  state  election, 
various  special  police  officers  at  large  and  at  particular  premises,  sworn 
weighers,  surveyors  of  lumber  and  measurers  of  bark. 

From  time  to  time  on  application  therefor  and  report  thereon  licenses 
and  permits  were  granted  for  various  activities  as  permitted  by  law  as 
follows,  namely: 


Miscellaneous  Licenses 

Common  victualers;  Sunday  amusement;  pool  rooms;  bowling  alleys; 
junk  collectors;  public  amusements;  lodging  houses;  intelligence  offices; 
sales  of  frozen  desserts,  fruit,  ice  cream,  confectionery,  frozen  mix  and  soda 
water  on  the  Lord’s  Day;  sale  of  firearms  by  Sears,  Roebuck  and  Company; 
Class  1  licenses  for  sale  and  exchange  of  second  hand  motor  vehicles  and 
parts;  Class  II  licenses  for  purchase  and  sale  of  second  hand  motor  vehicles; 
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Class  III  licenses  for  purchase,  sale,  exchange  or  assembling  second  hand 
motor  vehicles  or  parts;  taxicabs;  business  and  private  garages;  keeping, 
storing  and  sale  of  gasoline  and  other  petroleum  products,  after  hearings 
held. 

On  application  made  the  Norwood  Bowling  Parlors,  Inc.  license  to 
operate  for  public  hire  granted  on  November  15  in  accordance  with  pro¬ 
visions  of  law  and  subject  to  such  reasonable  regulations  as  the  Selectmen 
may  from  time  to  time  impose,  six  bowling  alleys  at  No.  942  State  High¬ 
way,  Route  1,  said  license  expiring  May  1,  1939. 

On  November  15,  on  application  made  license  granted  to  John  Santoro 
to  keep  open  and  maintain  a  roller  skating  rink  for  the  amusement  of  the 
public  for  hire,  gain  or  reward  upon  such  terms,  conditions  and  regulations 
as  the  Selectmen  may  deem  proper  and  from  time  to  time  impose,  and  to 
expire  on  May  1,  1939  at  No.  942  State  Highway,  Route  1.  Space  to  be 
occupied  55  x  110  feet. 

On  December  20,  voted  by  affirmative  action,  Selectman  Houghton 
not  voting,  to  grant  a  license  to  John  Santoro  to  operate  a  roller  skating 
rink  on  the  Lord’s  Day  at  No.  942  State  Highway,  Route  1,  between  hours 
of  1 :00  P.  M.  and  11 :00  P.  M.,  the  local  license  fee  to  be  $1  for  each  license. 

On  December  27,  voted  to  grant  to  Pasquale  and  Carmella  Santoro  a 
license  for  roller  skating  on  Sunday,  January  1,  1939  between  hours  of 
1 :00  and  1 1 :00  P.  M.  at  No.  942  State  Highway,  Route  1,  and  further  voted 
that  until  further  action  by  the  Selectmen  the  Clerk  is  authorized  to  submit 
for  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  Division  of  Sunday 
licenses,  weekly  applications  of  Pasquale  and  Carmella  Santoro  for  opera¬ 
tion  of  roller  skating  rink  on  Sunday. 

Permits 

Dances;  carnivals;  charity  frolic;  circus  by  Norwood  Lodge  of  Elks; 
field  days;  public  meetings;  concerts  and  sales  at  band  concerts;  public 
street  parades;  conduct  of  poppy  drives  on  streets;  wrestling  match; 
conduct  of  basketball  game  on  Sunday  afternoons;  tag  day;  free  public 
flower  show  and  free  public  lecture. 

On  May  31  permit  granted  on  conditions  to  local  Lodge  of  Elks  to  main¬ 
tain  a  sign  across  Washington  Street  at  either  Cottage  or  Vernon  Streets 
or  between  those  points,  advertising  the  Elks  carnival. 

On  June  14,  upon  it  appearing  that  the  Board  of  Appeal  had  granted 
temporary  permission  for  a  non-conforming  use  of  certain  premises  situated 
in  a  general  residence  zone,  being  the  premises  involved  herein,  voted  to 
grant  to  C.  Bradley  Armour  and  Louis  Flemure  a  license  to  conduct  a 
public  amusement  in  the  form  of  a  golf  driving  range  on  parcels  of  land 
situated  on  State  Highway,  Route  1,  owned  by  the  Vega  Baking  Company, 
Thomas  U.  Mahony  and  Frederick  A.  Cleveland,  respectively.  Fees  were 
set  as  follows:  Seasonal  license  for  golf  driving  range  $10.00,  Sunday  local 
license  $2.00  for  each  Sunday  operated. 
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On  June  14,  the  Norwood  Rifle  Club  on  its  application  and  upon  report 
from  the  General  Manager  that  regulations  are  now  available  for  use  of 
rifle  range  was  granted  permission  to  use  the  rifle  range  premises  owned  by 
the  town  from  time  to  time  under  authority  given  to  the  General  Manager. 

On  June  28,  voted  that  all  petitions  for  permits  to  rim  carnivals  in  the 
future  be  given  publicity  through  the  newspapers  in  order  that  persons 
may  have  opportunity  to  be  heard  by  the  Selectmen  in  protest  previous 
to  the  granting  of  any  permit. 

On  August  2,  permit  for  erection  of  banners  on  Washington  Street 
granted. 

On  November  22,  on  application  permission  granted  to  erect  and  main¬ 
tain  a  sign  at  the  roller  skating  rink  property  No.  942  State  Highway  to 
be  located  in  the  manner  which  will  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  General 
Manager  but  not  nearer  than  twenty  feet  to  the  street  line  and  on  con¬ 
dition  that  the  plan  of  approaches  and  drives  together  with  grades  thereof 
also  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  General  Manager  also  voted  that  a  fee 
of  $10.00  be  established  as  a  license  fee  for  the  operation  of  roller  skating 
rink,  being  a  flat  fee  and  to  cover  the  licensed  period,  whether  operated 
on  the  twelve  months  basis  or  a  lesser  portion  of  a  year  and  license  to  expire 
on  the  first  of  May  of  each  year. 

On  November  29,  following  hearing  action  taken  at  meeting  of  November 
22  with  respect  to  location  of  sign  in  connection  with  the  licensing  of  roller 
skating  rink  to  John  Santoro  amended  to  read  that  the  sign  in  question 
may  be  maintained  and  located  in  a  manner  which  will  meet  with  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  the  General  Manager  and  on  condition  that  plan  of  approaches 
and  drives  together  with  the  grade  thereof  meet  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen. 

On  December  6,  after  public  hearing  held  on  petition  voted  that  an 
order  be  prepared  granting  permission  to  the  New  England  Telephone  & 
Telegraph  Company  of  Massachusetts  to  place  and  maintain  buried  cable, 
manholes,  handholes  and  wires  and  cables  therein,  markers  and  other 
fixtures  in  and  under  the  surface  of  Dean  Street  and  State  Highway  Route  1, 
subject  to  conditions  set  forth  and  as  shown  on  plan  marked  and  dated 
November  2. 

Numerous  public  hearings  were  held  from  time  to  time  as  required  by 
law  upon  various  petitions  for  licenses,  permits,  locations,  lay  outs  and  the 
like,  which  it  does  not  appear  to  be  necessary  to  detail  in  this  report. 

From  time  to  time  various  pole  and  conduit  locations  were  granted 
through  orders  of  location  signed  following  hearings  thereon. 

All  citizens  who  desired  to  be  heard  with  respect  to  alleged  grievances  or 
other  matters  were  given  full  opportunity  to  present  the  same  where  hear¬ 
ings  were  sought,  even  where  in  some  instances  such  matters  were  not 
proper  subjects  for  action  by  the  Selectmen,  and  thereafter  such  matters 
so  heard  had  due  consideration. 
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Reverend  James  F.  Doherty 

On  September  22,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted 
expressing  the  official  sorrow  and  regret  of  the  Selectmen  on  the  decease 
of  the  Reverend  James  F.  Doherty,  Pastor  of  Saint  Catherine’s  Parish. 

WHEREAS  Reverend  James  F.  Doherty,  Parish  Priest  for  the  past 
seventeen  years  of  Saint  Catherine’s  Roman  Catholic  Church,  departed 
this  life  after  a  long  illness  which  he  valiantly  suffered,  on  Wednesday, 
September  twenty-first  last  at  the  Rectory  on  Washington  Street  in  the 
seventy-first  year  of  his  age. 

NOW  THEREFORE  be  it  resolved  that  the  towm  of  Norwood  has  sus¬ 
tained  the  loss  of  one  of  its  outstanding  and  ideal  citizens,  whose  interest 
in  its  well-being  and  progress  has  always  been,  during  his  pastorate  here, 
active  and  salutory,  whose  word  and  example  in  the  civic  as  well  as  the 
religious  life  of  the  towm  has  been  of  the  greatest  value  and  guidance,  one 
who  has  been  a  generous  contributor  to  every  worthy  cause  without  regard 
to  its  source  or  character,  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  Father  Doherty  be  ever  remembered  by 
the  citizens  of  Norwmod  for  his  fine  priestly  character,  his  devotion  to  his 
church  and  religion,  his  fine  Americanism  and  his  great  contributions  to 
the  beautification  and  high  repute  of  Norwood,  and  be  it 

FURTHER  VOTED  that  this  resolution  be  spread  on  the  records  and 
published  in  the  Norwood  Daily  Messenger  and  the  Norwood  Free  Press.

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  this  resolution  be  placed  in  our 
records  and  copies  thereof,  be  signed  by  the  Selectmen  and  sent  to  his 
surviving  family,  and  to  the  Norwood  Daily  Messenger  and  Norwmod 
Free  Press  for  publication. 
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Lay  Outs  and  Orders  of  Taking 

On  March  15,  the  lay  out  of  Curran  Avenue  from  Prospect  Avenue  to 
Nahatan  Street  was  made  and  accompanying  plan  signed. 

On  April  26,  an  order  was  adopted  of  the  taking  of  an  easement  in  land 
for  Curran  Avenue  as  a  town  way  as  laid  out. 

On  March  15,  the  exterior  lines  of  Autumn  Road  with  plan  thereof  laid 
out  and  established.  On  June  14,  the  Selectmen  convened  as  a  board  of 
survey  and  voted  to  adopt  a  modified  plan  of  Autumn  Road,  the  same 
representing  an  alteration  deemed  necessary  by  the  Board  of  Survey  of  a 
plan  which  had  been  made,  approved  and  signed. 

On  June  14,  lay  outs  of  proposed  ways  under  the  provisions  of  law  re¬ 
lating  to  the  assessment  of  betterments  were  made  as  follows:  Fourth 
Street  extending  from  Cross  Street  to  Gay  Street,  and  Fifth  Street  within 
similar  limits,  and  on  August  9,  orders  were  adopted  of  takings  of  easements 
in  parcels  of  land  for  said  town  way  purposes. 

On  August  9,  orders  were  adopted  of  takings  of  parcels  of  land  required 
for  public  playground  purposes,  namely, 

A  parcels  northerly  of  Nahatan  Street  and  easterly  of  Lenox  Street  with 
area  approximately  3  acres,  13,416  square  feet,  Margaret  Dunn  and 
Norwood  Estates,  Inc.  owners,  respectively. 

B  parcels  northerly  of  Cross  Street  and  westerly  from  State  Highway, 
Route  1,  with  area  approximately  38,764  square  feet,  May  F.  Harmon 
and  Harry  Lofchie,  owners,  respectively. 

On  August  16,  the  lay  out  was  made  of  a  proposed  way  extending  westerly 
from  the  line  of  State  Highway,  Route  1,  to  the  location  of  the  Old  Colony 
Railroad,  being  the  South  Norwood  Highway,  so-called. 

On  October  4,  orders  were  adopted  of  takings  of  easements  for  surface 
drainage  sewers  in  accordance  with  a  plan  dated  September  21,  1938. 

An  order  was  adopted  of  taking  on  October  10  of  lands  for  the  so-called 
South  Norwood  Highway  with  award  of  damages  and  it  was  voted  that 
the  same  be  withheld  for  filing  and  recording  at  the  Norfolk  Registry  of 
Deeds  until  further  direction. 

On  November  9,  Clerk  Pendergast  reported  that  the  order  of  taking 
with  respect  to  the  South  Norwood  Highway,  so-called,  was  recorded  on 
November  7  at  the  Norfolk  Registry  of  Deeds  in  accordance  with  the  vote 
of  the  Selectmen. 

On  November  15,  orders  of  taking  of  sewer  easements  were  adopted  with 
respect  to  two  sections,  namely,  Sections  A  and  B  through  lands  of  Frederick 
A.  Cleveland,  Winslow  Brothers  and  Smith  Company  and  Edward  W. 
Dean  as  to  Section  A,  beginning  in  the  northerly  line  of  Dean  Street  and 
running  to  a  point  in  the  easterly  line  of  State  Highway  and  of  a  uniform 
width  of  forty  feet,  and  as  to  Section  B  beginning  at  a  point  in  the  westerly 
line  of  State  Highway  and  running  to  a  point  in  easterly  line  of  Pleasant 
Street  and  being  of  a  uniform  width  of  forty  feet. 
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Bill  Boards  and  Signs 

Following  notice  from  the  Division  of  Outdoor  Advertising  of  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Works  dated  January  12,  it  was  voted  on  January  18 
that  objection  be  made  to  the  erection  of  a  sign  on  a  lot  of  land  on  State 
Highway  Route  1  north  of  Neponset  Street  for  which  application  was  made 
by  John  Donnelly  &  Sons  of  Boston,  said  sign  for  which  permit  was  sought 
to  be  fifty  feet  long,  twelve  feet  high  and  eighteen  feet  above  the  street  line. 

Notice  under  date  of  February  11  was  received  from  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works  through  the  Division  of  Outdoor  Advertising  of  the 
application  of  John  Donnelly  &  Sons  for  permission  to  locate  three  outdoor 
advertising  signs  on  State  Highway  Route  1  east  side  and  south  of  Neponset 
Street  right  head  on  to  Dedham  and  left  head  on  to  Walpole,  and  east  side 
approximately  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  north  of  Neponset  Street,  re¬ 
spectively.  And  on  February  15  it  was  voted  to  notify  said  Department 
of  the  objection  of  the  Selectmen  to  the  granting  of  permits  therefor  and 
to  request  a  formal  hearing  on  said  application.  The  objection  of  the 
Selectmen  to  the  location  of  these  signs  was  duly  presented  but  without 
success. 

Special  Committee  on  H.  O.  Peabody  Fund  and  Norwood  Plan,  So-Called 

On  July  13,  a  conference  was  held  with  Dr.  F.  A.  Cleveland,  Chairman 
of  the  Special  Committee  on  H.  O.  Peabody  Fund,  and  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission  at  which  Dr.  Cleveland  reviewed  the  situation  with  respect  to 
developments  between  his  committee  and  the  trustees  of  the  fund  under 
the  will  of  the  late  Henry  O.  Peabody.  Reference  was  also  made  to  recent 
legislation  obtained  by  the  town,  namely,  Chapter  466  Acts  of  1938,  being 
in  the  form  of  an  enabling  act  under  which  the  town  after  acceptance  of 
the  act  would  be  permitted  to  borrow  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  $200,000 
outside  of  the  debt  limit  for  the  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  Senior 
High  School  building  and  being  intended  for  housing  the  Henry  O.  Peabody 
School  for  Girls  under  the  so-called  Norwood  Plan.  Mention  was  made  of 
the  desirability  of  action  being  taken  to  insure  to  the  town  priority  in  the 
matter  of  securing  P.W.A.  funds.  It  was  then  voted  to  approve  applica¬ 
tion  to  be  made  to  the  P.W.A.  to  insure  to  the  town  a  priority  claim  in  the 
event  that  the  town  votes  to  appropriate  money  for  the  purpose,  and  a 
special  committee  was  named  to  act  for  the  Selectmen  and  to  cause  such 
application  to  be  presented  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  committee  suf¬ 
ficient  information  is  available. 

On  July  26,  following  report  from  the  special  committee  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  with  respect  to  the  H.  O.  Peabody  Fund  situation,  action 
was  taken  with  reference  to  a  P.W.A.  grant  in  aid  of  financing  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  proposed  addition  to  the  Senior  High  School  building  to 
house  the  so-called  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  for  Girls  under  the  so-called 
Norwood  Plan  in  the  form  of  a  resolve  authorizing  the  General  Manager 
to  execute  and  file  on  application  on  behalf  of  the  town  with  the  United 
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States  of  America  for  a  grant  to  aid  in  financing  such  proposed  construction. 
Such  resolution  followed  the  required  form. 

On  August  16,  it  was  agreed  that  pending  receipt  of  further  information 
the  submission  of  an  application  for  a  P.W.A.  grant  to  be  used  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  an  addition  to  the  Senior  High  School  building  for  the  purpose 
of  housing  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  School  for  Girls  be  withheld  for  further 
consideration. 

On  November  1,  report  was  received  of  conference  by  the  committee 
appointed  on  October  25  with  representatives  of  the  School  Committee, 
Finance  Commission  and  Special  Committee  on  H.  O.  Peabody  Fund,  to 
the  effect  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  conference  it  appeared  desirable  that 
each  of  the  several  committees  take  appropriate  action  authorizing  the 
Town  Counsel  to  present  at  a  hearing  to  be  held  before  the  Probate  Court 
of  Suffolk  County  on  November  14  the  so-called  Norwood  Plan  and  that 
each  of  the  several  committees  so  far  as  they  have  authority  indicate  their 
approval  of  such  procedure.  The  so-called  Norwood  Plan  was  presented 
by  the  Town  Counsel  at  the  Probate  Court  hearing  held  on  November  14. 
A  decree  was  entered  in  said  Court  on  December  20,  1938  embodying  in 
substance  the  Norwood  Plan  as  presented  to  the  Court.  A  copy  of  the 
decree  follows  the  report  of  the  Town  Counsel  and  reference  thereto  for 
details  is  hereby  made. 

Railroad  Passenger  Service  Abandonment  and  Related  Matters 

With  respect  to  the  proposal  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Company  to  abandon  all  passenger  service  on  the  Wrentham 
branch  line  on  a  request  of  the  Walpole  Selectmen  received  at  the  meeting 
held  on  January  4,  it  was  voted  that  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Chair¬ 
man,  Clerk  and  General  Manager,  together  with  representatives  of  the 
Norwood  Chamber  of  Commerce  meet  with  the  committee  representing 
the  Selectmen  of  Walpole  to  give  definite  consideration  to  the  most  effective 
measures  which  may  be  taken  by  way  of  cooperation  with  Walpole  and 
other  towns  interested  to  protest  against  such  curtailment,  this  action 
being  taken  also  in  the  light  of  information  from  the  Railroad  Company  as 
to  the  abandonment  of  passenger  train  service  at  Winslow  Station  and  of 
notice  of  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities  of  a  hearing  on  January  20 
at  the  State  House  in  Boston. 

On  February  23,  General  Manager  Kendrick  reported  on  his  attendance 
at  the  hearing  held  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Utilities  with  re¬ 
spect  to  curtailment  of  service  on  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford 
Railroad  Company. 

On  March  1,  a  conference  was  held  with  representatives  of  the  New 
England  Transportation  Company  on  its  request  relative  to  the  operation 
of  intra-state  transportation  over  State  Highway  Route  1.  Following 
conference  held  it  was  voted  that  said  Corporation  be  informed  that  the 
Selectmen  are  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  transportation  intra-state  of 
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persons  for  hire  over  State  Highway  Route  1  between  Norwood  and  points 
north  and  south  the  general  scheme  of  indiscriminately  picking  up  or  dis¬ 
charging  passengers  along  said  Route  in  Norwood  should  not  prevail  and 
that  more  regular  stopping  places  should  be  designated  on  each  line  of 
traffic  on  said  Route  in  Norwood. 

On  April  5,  it  was  voted  with  respect  to  application  of  the  New  England 
Transportation  Company  for  permission  to  operate  buses  on  State  High¬ 
way  Route  1  that  said  application  remain  on  the  table  and  that  the  Com¬ 
pany  be  advised  that  action  was  being  delayed  pending  the  receipt  of  some 
assurance  from  the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany  of  a  decision  on  its  part  as  to  the  resumption  of  train  service  schedule 
in  effect  prior  to  September  1937. 

On  June  21,  notice  was  received  from  the  New  England  Transportation 
Company  through  letter  dated  June  20  informing  the  Selectmen  of  the 
restoration  of  through  Boston-Providence  bus  operation  via  Walpole  and 
Wrentham  effective  July  1,  1938. 

Unemployment  Relief 
W.P.A.  Projects  and  Related  Matters 

January  11,  approved  payment  to  W.P.A.  of  $468.00  as  contribution  to 
expense  of  materials  in  operating  W.P.A.  sewing  project  for  period  January 
to  March  inclusive. 

January  11,  program  of  part  time  employment  as  a  policy  placed  in 
operation  the  present  week  with  approximately  one-half  the  laborers 
working  this  week  and  the  other  half  next  week,  depending  upon  the 
weather.  It  was  also  voted  that  regular  employees  of  the  cemetery  de¬ 
partment  be  taken  into  consideration  with  employees  of  the  department 
of  public  works  in  so  far  as  providing  employment  is  concerned.  It  was 
voted  also  that  the  Selectmen  be  recorded  as  willing  to  approve  the  policy 
of  permitting  welfare  recipients  to  be  employed  in  snow  removal  on  the 
condition  that  such  recipients  be  placed  immediately  back  on  relief  at  the 
termination  of  such  employment. 

January  18,  by  letter  of  State  Administrator  of  P.W.A.  dated  January  17, 
authorization  given  of  employment  of  fifteen  additional  workers. 

On  February  1,  dealing  with  the  condition  of  public  works  jobs  com¬ 
pleted  and  to  be  constructed  and  the  delay  on  work  at  the  new  main  sewer 
job  due  to  flooded  condition  of  the  area  involved,  and  with  conditions 
affecting  the  job  when  again  started  that  might  make  a  lay  off  necessary 
or  put  into  effect  a  further  labor  stagger  system,  it  was  voted  that  every 
effort  be  made  to  divide  the  work  as  far  as  possible  and  practicable  among 
the  employees. 

February  8,  report  received  on  situation  with  respect  to  employment  of 
additional  workers  by  way  of  increasing  town’s  quota  on  W.P.A.  actual 
increase  being  fifteen  and  the  total  employed  one  hundred  and  sixteen  men. 
Notice  received  from  State  Administrator  of  W.P.A.  dated  February  3 
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authorizing  employment  of  ten  additional  workers  who  will  be  certified 
and  veterans  given  preference. 

March  8,  notice  received  from  Administrator  McDonough  that  it  was 
not  possible  to  increase  number  of  employees  in  local  sewing  project  and 
suggesting  other  types  of  white  collar  projects.  Total  employment  in 
W.P.A.  projects  reported  as  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  men  and  women. 

April  5,  report  received  that  one  hundred  eighty-seven  men  and  thirteen 
women  or  a  total  of  two  hundred  were  employed  on  W.P.A.  projects. 

On  April  5,  voted  with  respect  to  construction  of  W.P.A.  granolithic 
sidewalk  projects  to  be  started  in  about  two  weeks  by  the  Public  Works 
Department  and  involving  three  areas  or  sections  that  the  order  of  pre¬ 
cedence  be  Section  5,  namely,  area  bounded  by  Washington,  Chapel, 
Walpole  and  Winter  Streets. 

On  April  12,  report  from  Supervisor  of  National  Youth  Administration 
Recreation  program  project  presented  to  the  effect  that  an  outdoor  pro¬ 
gram  for  boys  and  an  outdoor  and  indoor  combination  program  for  girls 
had  been  lined  up,  including  supervised  ball  games  to  be  conducted  at  the 
Civic  Field  and  the  Callahan  School  playground  four  nights  a  week  for 
boys  and  soft  ball  game  for  girls  three  nights  at  the  Civic  Field  and  at  Eliot 
Park  and  indoor  games  at  Social  Hall  two  nights  a  week.  The  sum  of 
$100.00  as  necessary  funds  therefor  transferred  from  appropriation  for 
cooperation  with  Federal  Government  for  relief  of  unemployment. 

April  12,  the  sum  of  $3600.00  transferred  from  the  appropriation  for  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Federal  Government  in  relief  of  unemployment  as 
necessary  funds  to  meet  the  cost  of  material,  etc.  not  taken  care  of  by 
W.P.A.  in  the  construction  of  granolithic  sidewalks  as  W.P.A.  projects  to 
be  begun  April  20,  1938. 

May  17,  transfer  voted  of  the  sum  of  $110.00  from  the  appropriation  for 
cooperation  with  Federal  Government  for  relief  of  unemployment  to  meet 
the  immediate  expense  found  necessary  of  a  W.P.A.  moth  control  project. 
Also  transfer  voted  of  $300.00  from  such  appropriation  to  meet  the  expense 
of  transportation  of  allotments  of  W.P.A.  commodities. 

On  May  17,  following  consideration  of  the  problem  of  providing  relief 
employment  it  was  voted  to  enlarge  committee  formerly  appointed,  namely, 
former  Chairman  Holman,  C.  Roger  Pearson,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare,  General  Manager  Kendrick  and  Clerk  Pendergast  by 
including  Selectman  Mutch  and  that  the  committee  review  the  general 
situation  and  represent  to  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  the  desire  of  the 
Selectmen  that  early  action  be  taken  in  regard  to  such  recommendations 
as  the  committee  may  submit  whereby  unemployment  relief  may  be  avail¬ 
able  to  such  persons  as  may  qualify. 

On  May  24,  said  committee  on  welfare  unemployment  relief  reported 
that  a  modification  of  the  program  outlined  in  the  report  of  a  similar  com¬ 
mittee  in  1937  be  made,  namely,  that  recipients  of  welfare  relief  who  are 
employable  be  required  to  perform  labor  under  the  Superintendent  of 
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Public  Works  in  an  amount  equivalent  to  the  monthly  budgetary  allow¬ 
ance  and  that  such  labor  be  performed  at  the  beginning  of  the  month  rather 
than  intermittently  throughout  the  month,  and  that  such  persons  be  com¬ 
pensated  at  the  standard  rate  of  compensation  for  the  period  of  time  em¬ 
ployed. 

On  June  14,  the  General  Manager  was  authorized  to  place  on  record  with 
the  Public  Works  Administration  authority  the  desire  of  the  Selectmen 
that  the  town  be  recorded  by  way  of  formal  application  for  P.W.A.  grants 
for  the  following  purposes,  namely,  construction  of  trunk  line  sewer  from 
the  end  of  existing  construction  with  the  Metropolitan  System  to  Pleasant 
Street  and  enlargement  of  storage  system  for  water  supply. 

On  June  21,  notice  received  from  Works  Progress  Administration  through 
Administrator  McDonough  authorizing  employment  of  twenty-five  ad¬ 
ditional  workers  as  of  June  30  with  the  understanding  that  these  workers 
would  be  employable  and  certified  according  to  regulations  and  that 
veterans  be  given  preference. 

On  July  26,  transfer  voted  of  the  sum  of  $450.00  from  appropriation  for 
relief  of  unemployment  to  complete  the  job  of  Balch  School  grounds  im¬ 
provement  W.P.A.  project,  the  same  being  required  to  defray  the  expense 
of  material  and  equipment  rental  cost.  Also  voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of 
$4000.00  from  said  appropriation  to  be  expended  on  W.P.A.  sidewalk 
projects,  to  start  anew  on  August  3,  and  to  meet  the  expense  of  material 
and  equipment  rental  cost,  the  total  amount  required  for  the  purpose  being 
approximately  $5300.00  with  labor  costs  of  approximately  $13,000.00  to 
be  met  by  W.P.A.  funds.  Also  voted  to  renew  work  on  W.P.A.  cemetery 
digging  project  on  August  3  as  expected  date,  the  amount  of  W.P.A.  funds 
available  for  labor  being  approximately  $23,000.00  and  the  town’s  con¬ 
tribution  for  material  and  equipment  rental  cost  being  set  up  as  $3183.90 
which  includes  an  item  of  $1500.00  for  loam  which  will  not  be  required 
until  a  later  date.  It  was  further  voted  to  transfer  at  this  time  from  said 
appropriation  the  sum  of  $1000.00  for  the  purpose. 

On  July  26,  a  resolution  in  the  required  form  was  adopted  through  which 
the  General  Manager  was  authorized  to  execute  and  file  an  application 
on  behalf  of  the  town  to  the  United  States  of  America  for  a  grant  to  aid  in 
financing  the  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  existing  sewerage  system 
and  being  in  the  nature  of  a  W.P.A.  project.  In  like  manner  a  resolution 
was  adopted  for  a  grant  to  aid  in  financing  the  construction  of  an  addition 
to  the  water  supply  system,  namely,  a  standpipe  for  additional  storage 
and  in  like  manner  a  resolution  was  adopted  authorizing  that  an  applica¬ 
tion  be  made  in  behalf  of  the  town  for  a  grant  in  aid  of  financing  the  con¬ 
struction  of  an  addition  to  the  Municipal  Lighting  System  in  the  form  of  a 
generating  station  for  the  manufacture  of  electricity  for  the  town. 

On  September  8,  report  was  made  that  notice  had  been  received  from 
the  Regional  Office  of  the  P.W.A.  that  the  sewer  project  grant  had  been 
approved  also  notice  from  United  States  Senator  Walsh  that  P.W.A.  grant 
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for  the  sanitary  sewer  project  was  approved  in  the  sum  of  $44,014.00  and 
for  the  water  storage  tank  project  in  the  sum  of  $28,494.00. 

September  13,  with  respect  to  P.W.A.  sewer  project  voted  to  send  letters 
to  United  States  Senators  and  others  calling  attention  to  the  desire  of  the 
Selectmen  to  proceed  under  force  account  rather  than  by  contract,  for  the 
reason  that  the  employment  roll  in  the  Public  Works  organization  which 
comprise  approximately  one  hundred  and  twenty  men  would  be  seriously 
affected  with  the  result  that  unless  employment  be  furnished  to  these  men 
through  this  project  approximately  seventy  must  be  laid  off  in  the  near 
future,  and  voted  to  request  such  assistance  in  the  matter  as  the  Federal 
officials  would  be  able  to  give. 

On  September  26,  appropriate  resolutions  were  adopted  accepting  the 
offers  of  the  United  States  to  the  town  to  aid  by  way  of  grant  in  financing 
the  construction  of  a  water  tank  including  necessary  piping  therefor,  said 
project  being  known  as  Docket  No.  Mass.  1515-F  and  being  in  the  amount 
of  45%  of  the  cost  of  the  project  as  determined  by  the  Federal  Emergency 
Administration  of  Public  Works  but  not  to  exceed  in  any  event  the  sum  of 
$28,494.00,  and  in  financing  the  construction  of  a  field  line  sewer  to  be 
known  as  Docket  No.  Mass.  1514-F  including  the  acquisition  of  necessary 
land  and  rights  of  way,  the  amount  being  45%  of  the  cost  of  the  project 
upon  completion  as  determined  by  the  Federal  Emergency  Administration 
of  Public  Works,  but  not  to  exceed  in  any  event  the  sum  of  $44,014.00. 

On  November  1,  notice  received  from  United  States  Senator  Walsh 
under  date  of  October  27,  that  project  30983  for  the  improvement  of  High¬ 
land  Cemetery  had  been  found  acceptable  for  inclusion  in  the  W.P.A. 
program  and  said  project  is  now  eligible  for  operation  at  the  discretion  of 
the  State  Works  Progress  Administration,  the  allotment  being  in  the  sum 
of  $37,849.00. 

On  November  15,  the  General  Manager  reported  the  approval  by  the 
Federal  Emergency  Administration  of  Public  Works  of  the  contract  docu¬ 
ments  on  water  tank  project  P.W.A.  Docket  No.  1515-F. 

On  November  22,  transfer  voted  from  available  appropriation  of  the 
sum  of  $700.00  to  W.P.A.  storm  reconstruction  project  in  need  thereof. 

Voted  that  over-draft  of  W.P.A.  granolithic  sidewalk  project  be  met 
by  transferring  the  sum  of  $1500.00  from  available  funds  for  relief  of  un¬ 
employment  and  being  estimated  cost  for  remainder  of  year. 

On  November  29,  appropriate  action  was  taken  as  required  by  resolution 
awarding  to  the  Chicago  Bridge  and  Iron  Company  of  Chicago,  the  lowest 
bidder,  the  contract  for  the  building  of  the  elevated  water  tank,  valve 
chambers,  foundations,  etc.  under  P.W.A.  project  No.  1515-F,  conditional 
upon  the  proper  surety  bond  being  furnished. 

On  December  6,  formal  resolution  adopted  in  prescribed  form  of  award 
of  contract  for  the  construction  of  field  trunk  line  sewer  P.W.A.  Docket 
No.  Mass.  1514-F  to  Charles  Struzziery,  the  low  bidder,  conditional  upon 
filing  of  a  proper  surety  bond,  and  to  meet  approval  of  the  Federal  Emer- 
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gency  Administration  of  Public  Works  and  on  December  13,  approval 
reported  of  the  award  of  contract  for  the  construction  of  trunk  line  sewer, 
PW.A.  Docket  Mass.  1514-F. 

Claims  and  Litigation 

Claims  against  the  town  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Selectmen  during 
the  year  whether  by  court  action  or  otherwise  were,  when  it  appeared  to 
be  desirable  or  necessary,  referred  to  the  Town  Counsel  for  advice  and 
report  and  appropriate  action  and  where  disposition  was  made,  it  was  on 
approval  given. 

To  avoid  repetition  and  for  detailed  statement  of  these  matters  reference 
is  made  to  the  annual  report  of  the  Town  Counsel  for  the  year  1938. 

A  claim  made  by  Mrs.  Ellen  Walsh  for  compensation  for  injuries  sus¬ 
tained  through  a  defect  in  the  sidewalk  on  Howard  Street  upon  considera¬ 
tion  was  settled  by  compromise  for  the  sum  of  $36.00  by  Clerk  Pendergast 
as  authorized  through  action  taken  on  February  15. 

Licenses — Alcoholic  Beverages 

On  application  transfers  of  licenses  were  granted  from  time  to  time  and 
thereafter  approved  by  the  Alcoholic  Beverages  Control  Commission  as 
follows : 

On  February  23,  Clerk  Pendergast  reported  approval  by  Alcoholic 
Beverages  Control  Commission  of  a  transfer  of  an  all  alcoholic  beverages 
license  (restaurant)  at  No.  1118  Washington  Street  originally  issued  to 
Joseph  Dundulis. 

On  April  20,  it  was  voted  to  grant  to  Concetta  Sansone,  a  licensed  com¬ 
mon  victualer  doing  business  under  the  title  of  Whip  o  Will  Cafe,  a  transfer 
as  to  existing  license  for  wines  and  malt  beverages  of  licensed  premises 
from  No.  1037  Washington  Street  to  No.  1029  Washington  Street  with 
floor  space  in  rear  of  No.  1031  Washington  Street  and  subject  to  approval 
of  Alcoholic  Beverages  Control  Commission  and  approval  given.

Hurricane  of  September  21,  1938 — Storm  Damage  Action 

On  September  22,  a  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  and  signed  in 
the  following  form,  namely: 

We  the  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Norwood  having  personal  knowledge  of 
the  conditions  in  the  town  of  Norwood  resulting  from  and  caused  by  the 
extensive  windstorm  which  occurred  late  in  the  afternoon  of  Wednesday, 
September  21,  1938  and  upon  information  received  from  officials  in  charge 
of  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  departments  of  the  town  to  the 
effect  that  the  conditions  resulting  from  and  caused  by  said  windstorm  of 
Wednesday,  September  21,  1938  are  extensive  to  the  proportions  that  the 
estimated  cost  of  repairing  the  damages  and  placing  in  operation  several 
of  the  departments  exceeds  the  amount  available  therefor,  in  the  respective 
appropriations  for  said  purposes, 

We  do  hereby  determine  that  a  situation  of  extreme  emergency  involving 
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the  health  or  safety  of  persons  or  property  exists,  said  determination  being 
established  as  the  result  of  an  investigation  and  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  and  amendments 
thereto. 

Subscribed  at  Norwood  this  twenty-second  day  of  September,  A.D.  1938. 

Following  which  action  a  special  town  meeting  was  called  by  warrant 
duly  signed  and  ordered  posted  forthwith,  to  be  held  on  October  1  at 
7:30  o’clock,  P.  M.  at  the  Junior  High  School  building  gymnasium  to  act 
upon  an  article  in  the  following  form,  namely: 

To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  by  borrowing  and 
appropriate  to  meet  the  expense  requirements  of  a  situation  of  extreme 
emergency,  involving  the  health  or  safety  of  persons  or  property  as  deter¬ 
mined  by  vote  of  the  Selectmen  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
31  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  and  amendments  thereto,  such  in¬ 
debtedness  to  be  incurred  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Clause  9  of  Section  8 
of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  and  amendments  thereto. 

As  appears  elsewhere  in  the  annual  report  favorable  action  was  taken 
at  said  town  meeting  with  respect  to  the  appropriation  sought.

By  action  initiated  on  August  30,  1938  by  Selectmen  Mutch,  Brady  and 
Nelson  as  the  majority  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  proceedings 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  11  of  Chapter  197  Acts  of  1914,  being  the 
new  town  charter  act,  so-called,  were  undertaken  for  the  removal  from 
office  of  General  Manager  William  C.  Kendrick,  holder  of  said  office,  but 
without  written  statement  then  filed  as  required  by  the  terms  of  said 
section. 

Thereafter,  namely,  on  September  22,  formal  action  was  taken  by  like 
majority  vote,  with  Selectmen  Butters  and  Holman  voting  in  the  negative, 
to  effect  said  removal  with  written  statement  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk 
and  Accountant  and  reciting  that  said  William  C.  Kendrick  be  suspended 
forthwith  from  his  said  office. 

As  the  result  of  action  through  recall  petitions  taken  by  certain  qualified 
voters  of  the  town  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  27  to  32 
of  said  Chapter  197  Acts  of  1914  and  directed  against  said  Selectmen  who 
instituted  said  removal  proceedings,  a  removal  election  was  held  on  Oc¬ 
tober  11,  at  which  said  Selectmen  were  candidates  to  succeed  themselves 
but  were  not  reelected  and  were  accordingly  removed  upon  the  qualifica¬ 
tion  of  their  successors  as  elsewhere  appears  in  this  report. 

On  October  13,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  as  newly  constituted,  voted 
unanimously  to  revoke  the  suspension  of  said  W  illiam  C.  Kendrick  as  said 
General  Manager  by  reconsideration  of  the  action  previously  taken  on  the 
ground  stated  therein,  namely,  “as  it  appears  that  the  necessity  as  well  as 
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the  desirability  for  a  continuance  of  such  suspension  pending  the  hearing 
on  the  removal  proceedings  against  him  and  the  decision  to  follow  no  longer 
exists  and  that  he  resume  forthwith  the  performance  of  his  duties  subject 
to  the  decision  to  be  made  and  entered  in  the  removal  proceedings.” 

The  hearing  sought  by  Mr.  Kendrick  and  to  which  he  was  entitled  under 
the  provisions  of  said  section  11  was  held  on  October  27,  1938  in  the  Select¬ 
men’s  Room  in  the  Municipal  Building  at  7:30  o’clock,  p.  m.  and  was  open 
to  public  attendance  and  following  which,  namely  on  November  22,  an 
unanimous  decision  was  rendered  dismissing  said  removal  proceedings 
against  said  William  C.  Kendrick  for  reasons  set  forth  therein  to  which 
for  details  reference  is  hereby  made. 

As  said  decision  embodied  the  sequence  of  events  in  said  removal  pro¬ 
ceedings  a  copy  of  the  same  is  appended  to  this  report  and  made  a  part 
hereof. 

In  the  course  of  the  proceedings  certain  incidental  action  was  taken  as 
is  hereinafter  set  forth,  namely,  on  September  8,  by  the  majority  vote  of 
then  Selectmen  Mutch,  Brady  and  Nelson  with  Selectman  Butters  voting 
in  the  negative  and  Selectman  Holman  absent,  action  was  taken  as  follows, 
namely: 

Decision  of  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood  in  the  Matter  of  the  Removal  of 

William  C.  Kendrick  from  the  Office  of  General  Manager  of  the  Town 

of  Norwood 

WHEREAS  John  M.  Mutch,  Herbert  V.  Brady  and  Sture  Nelson,  then 
selectmen  of  the  town  of  Norwood,  and  constituting  a  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  of  said  town,  did  on  August  30,  1938  by  vote  take  the 
following  action,  namely: 

Selectmen  Mutch  submitted  the  following  motion,  which  wras  read  by 
him: 

Voted  that  the  following  action  be  taken,  namely,  that  William  C.  Kend¬ 
rick  be  removed  from  the  office  of  general  manager  of  the  town  of  Norwood 
by  filing  a  written  statement  with  the  town  clerk  and  accountant  setting 
forth  in  detail  the  specific  reasons  for  his  removal,  a  copy  of  which  state¬ 
ment  shall  be  delivered  or  mailed  to  said  William  C.  Kendrick  and  that 
such  further  action  be  taken  in  accordance  with  and  as  may  be  required 
by  the  provisions  of  Section  11  of  Chapter  197  Acts  of  1914. 

This  motion  was  seconded  by  Selectman  Brady.  Before  this  motion  was 
submitted  for  action  Selectman  Butters  requested  the  Chairman  to  vote 
with  him  in  opposition  to  the  motion.  He  referred  to  a  previous  meeting 
of  the  Selectmen  and  the  sentiment  expressed  by  Selectman  Holman. 
Chairman  Nelson  directed  a  question  to  General  Manager  Kendrick  asking 
if  he  cared  to  resign  before  this  action  was  taken.  Mr.  Kendrick’s  answer 
was,  no. 

The  vote  on  the  motion  was,  voting  Yes,  Selectman  Brady,  Selectman 
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Mutch,  Selectman  Nelson;  voting  No,  Selectman  Butters  and  at  this  point 
the  Clerk  stated  that  he  had  been  informed  by  Selectman  Holman  prior 
to  his  leaving  on  his  vacation  that  he  had  given  notice  at  the  last  meeting 
that  if  a  motion  for  removal  or  dismissal  was  presented  during  his  absence 
that  he  desired  the  opportunity  to  be  recorded  as  opposed  to  such  removal 
or  dismissal.  The  Clerk  asked  if  it  was  the  pleasure  of  the  meeting  that 
this  privilege  be  accorded  to  him  and  that  Selectman  Holman  be  recorded 
as  voting  in  opposition  to  this  motion.  The  meeting  expressed  approval 
of  so  recording  Selectman  Holman’s  action. 

AND  WHEREAS  said  selectmen  did  on  September  22,  1938  take  the 
following  action,  namely: 

Voted:  That,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  the  Selectmen  of  the 
Town  of  Norwood  by  law,  and  particularly  by  the  provisions  of  Section  11, 
Chapter  197,  of  the  Acts  of  1914  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
William  C.  Kendrick  be  removed  from  the  office  of  General  Manager  of 
the  said  Town  by  filing  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  said  Section  11,  a  written  statement  setting  forth  in 
detail  the  specific  reasons  for  the  removal  of  the  said  William  C.  Kendrick 
and  by  delivering  or  mailing  a  copy  of  said  written  statement  to  the  said 
William  C.  Kendrick.  Said  written  statement  shall  be  in  form  and  sub¬ 
stance  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

And  it  is  further  voted  that  such  further  action  be  taken  to  effect  the  pur¬ 
pose  hereof  as  may  be  required  by  law  and  by  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid 
Act. 

And  it  is  further  voted  that  said  William  C.  Kendrick  be  and  is  hereby 
suspended  forthwith  from  his  said  office  of  General  Manager.

Written  Statement  Removing  William  C.  Kendrick  from  the  Office  of 
General  Manager  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Mass. 

William  C.  Kendrick  is  hereby  removed  from  the  office  of  General 
Manager  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Massachusetts,  for  the  following 
reasons,  namely: 

(1)  For  the  best  interests  of  the  Town. 

(2)  Because  said  General  Manager  has  failed  to  perform  the  duties  of  his 
office  in  a  disinterested  manner  and  with  reasonable  competency. 

(3)  Because  said  General  Manager  has  refused  and  failed  to  co-operate 
in  a  consistent,  unprejudiced,  and  reasonable  manner  with  the  board 
of  Selectmen  and  the  individual  members  thereof  in  the  exercise  of 
their  official  powers  and  the  performance  of  their  official  duties. 
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(4)  Because  said  General  Manager  has  refused  and  failed  to  co-operate 
in  a  consistent,  unprejudiced,  and  reasonable  manner  with  the  Plan¬ 
ning  Board  and  the  individual  members  thereof  in  the  exercise  of 
their  official  powers  and  the  performance  of  their  official  duties. 

(5)  Because  said  General  Manager  has  refused  and  failed  to  co-operate 
in  a  consistent,  unprejudiced,  and  reasonable  manner  with  certain 
officials  of  the  Fire  Department,  particularly  in  connection  with  the 
purchase  of  equipment  and  supplies  required  and  requisitioned  by 
said  Department. 

(6)  Because  said  General  Manager  has  neglected  and  failed  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  Article  XT  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Town  in  that  on  divers  occasions  where  the  estimated  amount  of  a 
proposed  contract  exceeded  five  hundred  dollars,  he  neglected  and 
failed  to  advertise  for  proposals  as  provided  therein. 

(7)  Because  said  General  Manager  has  neglected  and  failed  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  Article  XI  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Town  in  that  on  divers  occasions  where  a  reasonable,  fair  and  dis¬ 
interested  estimate  of  a  proposed  contract  would  have  exceeded  five 
hundred  dollars,  he  neglected  and  failed  to  advertise  for  proposals  as 
provided  therein. 

(8)  Because  said  General  Manager  has  neglected  and  failed  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  Article  XI  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Town  in  that  on  divers  occasions,  in  estimating  the  cost  of  a  proposed 
contract,  he  unreasonably  and  improperly  split  said  work  into  two  or 
more  contracts  with  the  object  and  result  of  evading  the  provisions 
of  said  Section  as  to  advertising  for  proposals  as  therein  provided. 

(9)  Because  said  General  Manager  has  neglected  and  failed  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  Article  XI  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Town  in  that  on  divers  occasions  where  practicable  he  neglected  and 
refused  to  secure  reasonable  competition  in  awarding  contracts  for 
less  than  five  hundred  dollars. 

(10)  Because  said  General  Manager  has  neglected  and  failed  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  4  of  Article  XI  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Town  in  that  on  divers  occasions  he  neglected  and  failed,  in  contracts 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  to  obtain  a  suitable  bond  for  the 
performance  of  the  same  or  a  deposit  of  money  or  security  to  the 
amount  of  such  a  bond. 

(11)  Because,  in  violation  of  his  official  duties  and  in  disregard  of  the  ex¬ 
press  vote  of  the  Selectmen,  the  General  Manager  has  refused  to 
permit  the  Selectmen  and  Special  Counsel  engaged  by  them  to  inspect 
and  examine  the  books,  papers  and  records  of  the  Town  in  his  custody 
for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  information  required  by  them  in  the 
investigation  of  the  conduct  of  the  office  of  General  Manager. 
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And  said  William  C.  Kendrick  is  suspended  forthwith  from  his  said 
office  of  General  Manager. 

This  statement  shall  be  filed  forthwith  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  Ac¬ 
countant  of  said  Norwood  and  a  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  delivered  or 
mailed  to  said  William  C.  Kendrick  as  said  General  Manager. 

Such  removal  shall  not  take  effect,  however,  until  the  expiration  of  five 
days  from  the  filing  of  this  statement  with  said  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant 
and  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  11  of  Chapter  197  of  the  Acts  of 
1914  governing  action  with  respect  to  such  removal.

AND  WHEREAS  by  action  taken  by  the  qualified  voters  of  Norwood 
through  recall  petitions  at  a  removal  election  held  on  October  11,  1938, 
said  Selectmen  were  removed  from  their  respective  offices  as  selectmen 
upon  the  qualification  of  the  undersigned,  namely,  John  E.  Folan,  Francis 
W.  Smith  and  Charles  E.  Houghton,  as  their  successors  in  their  respective

AND  WHEREAS  similar  letters  of  invitation  at  the  request  of  General 
Manager  William  C.  Kendrick  were  addressed  and  delivered  to  the  follow¬ 
ing,  namely,  Thomas  U.  Mahony,  Chairman,  Charles  E.  Nicholson,  Secre¬ 
tary,  John  E.  Bamber,  Rosewell  A.  Norton,  Frank  B.  Jenness,  members  of 
the  Planning  Board;  Chief  Alonzo  N.  Earle  and  Deputy  Chief  Louis  F. 
Parker  of  the  Fire  Department. 
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AND  WHEREAS  of  the  parties  so  invited  only  Chairman  Thomas  U. 
Mahony  and  Secretary  Charles  A.  Nicholson  of  the  Planning  Board  were 
present, 

AND  WHEREAS  no  facts  were  presented  either  of  general  or  detailed 
character  in  support  of  the  reasons  or  charges  contained  in  the  removal 
statement  of  said  former  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

AND  WHEREAS  said  Planning  Board  Chairman  Mahony  and  said  Secre¬ 
tary  Nicholson  made  denial  of  any  lack  of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  said 
General  Manager  Kendrick  with  said  Planning  Board,  and  further  stated 
that  the  Planning  Board  had  made  no  charges  against  said  General  Manager 
Kendrick, 

AND  WHEREAS  acting  through  his  Counsel  and  on  his  advice  as  stated 
by  his  Counsel,  General  Manager  William  C.  Kendrick  stated, 

I  am  speaking  for  Mr.  Kendrick.  We  would  like  very  much  to  stand 
here  and  go  into  detail  as  to  all  of  these  charges.  He  has  done  that. 
Maybe  this  would  be  the  occasion  to  do  it  all  over  again.  At  a  meeting, 
previous  to  the  election,  he  took  the  stand,  or  the  platform,  and  he 
tried  to  answer,  at  least  in  substance,  all  of  the  charges  that  have  been 
thrown  in  here,  or  affecting  his  conduct  in  office.  At  a  largely  attended 
meeting  he  answered  them  and  also  through  the  press.  He  could  do  it 
again  here  tonight,  and,  probably,  with  unlimited  time,  could  go  into 
more  detail.  I  am  not  going  to  ask  him  to  do  it  unless  the  Board 
insists  upon  it,  and,  under  the  circumstances  now  confronting  us,  I  do 
not  think  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  should — not  only  as  a  practical 
matter,  but  as  a  legal  matter.  First,  as  a  practical  matter,  if  those 
who  have  seen  fit  to  make  charges,  after  having  been  courteously  and 
duly  notified,  do  not  care  to  come  here  to  substantiate  them,  the 
charges,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  does  not  call  for  a  denial  or  an  affirm¬ 
ative  statement  by  Mr.  Kendrick.

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  already  acknowledged  receipt  of  the  removal  statement  signed 
by  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen  dated  September  22,  1938. 

Since  the  receipt  of  the  document,  I  have  conferred  with  my  attorney 
and  at  his  suggestion  I  am  writing  to  you  now  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
a  more  detailed  statement  of  the  grounds  of  removal.  Of  course  you  are 
familiar  with  Section  11,  of  Chapter  197  of  the  Acts  of  1914  which  requires 
the  Selectmen  to  set  forth  in  detail  the  specific  reasons  for  removal  of  the

general  manager.  The  removal  statement  as  presently  composed  is  most 
general  in  its  terms  and  except  as  to  paragraph  11,  gives  no  grounds  for 
removal  in  detail.  Accordingly,  I  request  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  send 
me  forthwith  a  more  detailed  statement  and  specifically  set  forth  the 
following  information: 

As  to  Section  3:  To  set  forth  the  transactions  or  dealings  in  which  the 
general  manager  has  refused  and  failed  to  cooperate 
with  the  Selectmen. 

As  to  Section  4:  To  set  forth  wherein  the  general  manager  has  failed 
to  cooperate  with  the  Planning  Board. 

As  to  Section  5:  To  set  forth  wherein  the  general  manager  has  refused 
to  cooperate  with  the  Fire  Department. 

As  to  Section  6:  To  set  forth  the  proposed  contract  or  contracts  ex¬ 
ceeding  $500  wherein  the  general  manager  failed  to 
advertise  for  proposals. 

As  to  Section  7:  To  set  forth  the  contract  or  contracts  wherein  a  reason¬ 
able  estimate  of  such  would  have  exceeded  $500,  the 
general  manager  failed  to  advertise  for  proposals. 

As  to  Section  8:  To  set  forth  the  contract  or  contracts  which,  it  is 
alleged,  the  general  manager  improperly  split  in  order 
to  evade  the  provisions  of  the  by-laws  as  to  advertising 
for  proposals. 

As  to  Section  9:  To  set  forth  the  contract  or  contracts  wherein  the 
general  manager  neglected  and  refused  to  secure  reason¬ 
able  competition. 

As  to  Section  10:  To  set  forth  the  contract  or  contracts  exceeding  $1,000 
wherein  the  general  manager  failed  to  obtain  a  suitable 
bond  or  deposit  or  security  for  performance. 

As  the  removal  statement  now  stands,  it  is  quite  apparent  that  it  will  be 
most  difficult  for  me  to  prepare  for  the  proposed  hearing  by  the  Selectmen. 
During  my  term  of  office  I  have  entered  into  hundreds  of  contracts  on 
behalf  of  the  Town,  and  it  will  involve  a  great  deal  of  time  and  expense  if 
I  am  to  be  in  a  position  to  have  all  the  facts  and  data  with  respect  to  each 
contract.  Before  the  hearing,  I  should  like  to  know  the  contract  or  con¬ 
tracts  to  which  the  Selectmen  refer  in  the  removal  statement  so  that  I  may 
be  prepared  to  have  all  available  data  and  witnesses  on  hand. 

An  early  reply  to  this  letter  will  be  appreciated.

AND  WHEREAS  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  at  present 
constituted  the  reasons  in  the  form  set  forth  in  the  written  statement  of 
removal  did  not  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Section  11  of  said  Chapter 
197,  Acts  of  1914,  in  that  the  said  statement  did  not  set  forth  in  detail  the 
specific  reasons  for  the  removal  of  said  William  C.  Kendrick  and  the  in- 
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formation  requested  by  said  William  C.  Kendrick  should  have  been  fur¬ 
nished  as  a  matter  of  right  to  him  promptly  upon  his  request  therefor 
AND  WHEREAS  as  notified  to  said  William  C.  Kendrick  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  as  at  present  constituted  had  no  knowledge  of  the  matters  and 
things  set  forth  in  said  reasons  other  than  as  contained  therein  and  were 
unable  therefore  to  furnish  such  details 

AND  WHEREAS  said  reasons  and  each  of  them  as  set  forth  in  said  re¬ 
moval  statement  were  entirely  without  support  at  said  hearing 
NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  VOTED  by  the  unanimous  action  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  as  at  present  constituted  that  said  reasons  and  each  of 
them  have  not  been  sustained  and  no  warrant  has  been  shown  that  the 
said  William  C.  Kendrick  should  be  removed  from  the  office  of  General 
Manager  based  upon  said  reasons  or  any  of  them  as  set  forth  in  said  re¬ 
moval  statement  and  that  said  removal  proceedings  be  and  hereby  are 
dismissed.

After  statement  made  by  Selectman  Mutch  that  in  connection  with  the 
proceedings  for  the  removal  of  Mr.  Kendrick  as  General  Manager  the  Town 
Counsel  must  be  neutral  and  advise  both  the  majority  and  the  minority, 
voted  that  the  same  being  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  necessary,  special 
counsel  be  employed  to  advise  and  assist  the  Board  in  connection  with  the 
procedure  involved  in  said  removal  proceedings  and  in  the  preparation 
and  conduct  of  any  hearing  that  may  be  requested  and  held  and  to  perform 
such  other  legal  services  as  may  be  reasonably  incidental  thereto,  and  by 
further  action  taken  by  like  divided  vote,  voted  that  pursuant  to  the  vote 
immediately  preceding,  George  R.  Farnum  of  Boston,  a  member  of  the 
Massachusetts  bar,  be  engaged  as  special  counsel  to  perform  the  legal 
services  therein  set  forth,  to  be  paid  therefor  in  accordance  with  the  stand¬ 
ard  of  charges  customarily  obtaining  for  the  rendition  of  like  services. 

Attorney  Farnum  was  informed  by  letter  of  the  action  taken  and  ac¬ 
knowledged  receipt  by  letter  dated  September  10. 

Action  was  taken  on  October  13,  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  newly 
constituted  by  unanimous  vote  as  follows,  namely, 

In  respect  to  action  taken  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men  on  September  8,  1938,  as  then  constituted,  with  respect  to  George 
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R.  Farnum,  Esquire,  and  whereas  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as  at  present 
constituted  questions  the  validity  and  binding  force  and  effect  upon 
the  town  of  Norwood  by  said  action  so  taken,  said  George  R.  Farnum, 
Esquire,  be  forthwith  notified  in  writing  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  and 
in  its  name  and  behalf  that  the  legality  and  binding  force  and  effect 
upon  the  town  of  said  action  and  of  any  services  rendered  pursuant 
to  said  action  are  not  recognized  and  are  expressly  denied,  and  that 
the  occasion  for  such  services  has  not  existed  and  does  not  now  exist, 
but  in  any  event  such  services  are  no  longer  desired  or  required. 

Attorney  Farnum  was  duly  notified  of  said  action. 

By  letter  dated  October  17,  Attorney  Farnum  asserted  the  legality  of  his 
employment  and  the  obligation  of  the  town  to  pay  for  all  services  rendered 
under  it  and  claimed  a  repudiation  of  his  contract  to  perform  the  services 
thereunder. 

On  November  1,  a  letter  was  received  from  Attorney  Farnum  through 
which  a  claim  in  the  sum  of  $515.15  was  made  for  services  rendered  and 
expenses  incurred  as  set  forth  in  an  accompanying  statement. 

It  was  then  voted  to  refer  the  claim  to  the  Finance  Commission  for  in¬ 
vestigation  of  the  facts  and  report  thereon  under  the  provisions  of  Section 
20  of  said  Chapter  197  of  the  Acts  of  1914,  it  being,  as  stated  in  said  vote, 
as  it  seems  to  the  Selectmen,  of  doubtful  validity,  excessive  in  amount  if 
valid  and  otherwise  contrary  to  the  interests  of  the  town,  and  which  report 
is  yet  to  be  made. 

With  regard  to  the  removal  election  above  mentioned,  it  was  reported 
on  September  8  by  Clerk  Pendergast  that  notice  had  been  given  to  each 
of  the  Selectmen  under  date  of  September  7,  formally  submitting  the 
petitions  for  the  recall  and  removal  election  as  to  Selectman  John  M. 
Mutch,  Selectman  Herbert  V.  Brady  and  Selectman  Sture  Nelson,  with 
attached  certificates  certifying  that  said  petitions  were  sufficient  as  to 
signatures,  whereupon  it  was  voted  that  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  30  Chapter  197  Acts  of  1914  the  several  officials  referred  to  in  said 
petition  be  given  written  notice  by  the  Clerk  that  said  recall  petitions 
together  with  said  attached  certificates,  etc.  certifying  that  said  petitions 
seeking  said  removal  were  examined  and  found  to  be  sufficient  and  said 
recall  petitions  together  with  certificates  were  submitted  to  the  Selectmen 
at  a  special  meeting  held  on  September  8,  and  that  said  notices  be  issued 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  said  Section  30. 

On  September  15,  it  was  voted,  upon  it  appearing  from  information 
furnished  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  that  the  Selectmen  were 
required  to  order  a  recall  and  removal  election  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  law,  that  the  date  of  the  removal  election  be  fixed  as  October  11,  1938, 
being  the  Tuesday  within  the  thirty-five  days  of  September  7,  the  date  of 
the  certificate  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  and  that  said  election 
be  so  ordered  and  that  the  polls  be  opened  at  11:00  o’clock,  a.  m.  and  be 
closed  at  8:00  o’clock,  p.  m. 
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Miscellaneous 

On  January  11,  report  was  made  of  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  County 
Commissioners  of  Norfolk  County  under  date  of  December  30,  1937  stating 
that  the  petition  and  plan  of  relocation  of  Canton  Street  in  Norwood  had 
been  received  and  advising  as  to  award  of  damages  and  requesting  entry 
be  made  as  provided  by  law  and  return  of  entry  be  reported  to  them. 

On  January  16,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  Pendergast  reported  that 
the  total  amount  of  appropriation  for  pension  accumulation  fund  under 
the  contributory  retirement  act,  Chapter  318  Acts  of  1936,  has  been  esti¬ 
mated  by  the  State  Department  of  Banking  and  Insurance  as  $18,851.00. 

On  January  25,  it  was  voted  to  install  by  way  of  extension  of  primary 
distribution  circuit  on  Nichols  Street  and  Westover  Street  A,  overhead 
service  on  Berwick  Place  to  Nichols  Street  and  continuing  underground  to 
Westover  Street  A.  estimated  cost  being  $2,222.00. 

Following  conference  with  representatives  of  Playground  Committee 
and  of  other  committees  and  organizations  relative  to  providing  a  skating 
area  in  Dunn’s  Field,  so-called,  off  Nahatan  Street,  it  was  voted  on  Febru¬ 
ary  1,  1938  that  necessary  steps  be  taken  to  affect  a  flooding  of  the  field 
on  the  understanding  that  Mrs.  Dunn,  the  owner,  would  permit  the  use 
of  the  field  for  the  purpose. 

On  February  1,  a  warrant  was  received  from  the  Commissioners  of  the 
County  of  Norfolk  calling  for  the  payment  of  $9,135.56  representing  the 
assessment  levied  upon  the  town  for  care,  maintenance,  and  improvement 
of  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital  for  the  year  1938. 

Upon  notice  from  the  Federal  Director  of  Commodity  Distribution, 
Surplus  Commodities  Division,  under  date  of  February  9,  received  through 
the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  of  the  share  of  the  town  for  administrative 
expense  for  the  year  beginning  March  16,  1938  in  the  sum  of  $184.70,  it 
was  voted  on  February  15  to  contribute  said  sum.  Information  was  also 
furnished  by  said  Director  that  food  and  clothing  was  distributed  in  Nor¬ 
wood  for  the  year  1937  of  the  value  of  $14,775.66  and  that  two  persons 
were  employed  in  the  town  by  this  department  with  a  yearly  payroll  of 
$1,764.87. 

On  February  23,  report  received  from  General  Manager  that  entry  had 
been  made  on  Canton  Street  at  the  Norwood- Canton  line  also  that  entry 
had  been  made  on  Pleasant  Street  as  laid  out  anew  by  the  County  Com¬ 
missioners  between  East  Cross  Street  and  Dean  Street. 

Report  from  Advisory  Committee  on  Public  Playgrounds  received  on 
February  23,  that  its  organization  was  perfected  on  February  20  with  Miss 
Maude  A.  Shattuck  as  Chairman  and  Miss  Florence  Hennessy  as  Secretary, 
and  making  recommendation  that  a  field  house  be  erected  at  the  Hawes 
Brook  swimming  pool. 

On  February  8,  it  was  voted,  after  a  hearing,  that  the  license  issued  to 
Johnson  Bus  Lines,  Inc.  to  operate  and  transport  passengers  for  hire  from 
the  Norwood-Westwood  town  line  in  Norwood  be  revoked  for  the  reason 
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that  said  corporation  voluntarily  discontinued  such  service  and  has  not 
been  operating  since  November  7,  1931;  it  was  also  voted  that  the  Oakdale 
Community  Garage  and  Bus  Line  (P.  A.  Chamberlain)  be  given  leave  to 
withdraw  on  its  application  for  a  permit  to  operate  buses  in  Norwood  as 
set  forth  in  its  letter  of  January  28. 

On  February  8,  it  was  voted,  on  report  of  the  retirement  of  William  A. 
Carlson  from  the  service  of  the  town  at  the  Civic  Playground  Building, 
that  a  letter  be  prepared  and  forwarded  to  him  expressing  the  appreciation 
of  the  Selectmen  for  his  long  and  faithful  service  in  the  capacity  of  janitor 
of  the  premises. 

On  March  7,  it  was  voted  that  the  Selectmen  do  not  favor  any  increase 
in  salaries  other  than  the  step  rate  increases  and  further  voted  on  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  purchase  of  uniforms  in  the  police  and  fire  departments  that 
the  Selectmen  would  not  recommend  such  purchases. 

On  March  29,  voted  to  install  a  larger  water  main  in  the  extension  of  the 
water  system  in  Winter  Street  than  the  one  now  existing  at  an  estimated 
expense  of  $750.00  on  request  of  Norwood  Hospital  for  increased  water 
service  and  additional  pressure. 

On  April  5,  notice  was  received  from  Emergency  Finance  Board  indi¬ 
cating  approval  of  tax  title  loans  as  voted  by  the  town  also  of  refunding 
an  existing  tax  title  loan  maturing  on  April  15. 

Approved  sale  by  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  as  Town 
Treasurer  of  notes  of  indebtedness  due  April  15,  1939  in  the  sum  of  $20,- 
000.00  each  being  emergency  finance  tax  title  loans. 

On  April  5,  a  letter  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  Pierce  Bus 
Lines  under  date  of  March  25,  withdrawing  its  application  for  a  bus  license 
to  operate  between  Norwood  Central  Depot  and  North  Attleborough. 

On  April  20,  it  was  voted  that  underground  electric  service  be  installed 
in  a  portion  of  Vernon  Street  and  Hawthorne  Street  on  condition  that  the 
owner  of  the  property  assume  one-half  of  the  assessed  cost  over  and  above 
the  cost  of  overhead  installation,  said  one-half  to  be  exclusive  of  street 
lighting  installation,  and  if  the  owner  is  unwilling  to  accept  said  condition 
that  the  General  Manager  be  authorized  to  proceed  with  the  installation  of 
overhead  electric  service. 

On  April  20,  by  majority  action  it  was  voted  that  a  committee  of  five  be 
appointed  (afterwards  reduced  to  four)  to  make  an  extensive  study  in 
regard  to  future  developments  in  Norwood  with  a  view  to  relieving  the 
local  tax  burden  and  whatever  the  committee  may  consider  to  be  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  community  in  general  and  on  their  survey  and  study 
to  recommend  to  the  Selectmen  at  a  future  meeting  policies  and  to  have 
access  to  whatever  records  the  committee  considers  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  appointed,  and  that  no  citizen  be  appointed 
who,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  is  interested  in  any  real  estate  develop¬ 
ment  or  is  an  attorney  at  law,  and  that  the  committee  have  the  cooperation 
of  the  Clerk,  General  Manager  and  Town  Counsel,  and  to  report  on  May  3. 
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The  following  were  named  as  members  of  the  committee,  Edmund  F. 
Murphy,  C.  Roger  Pearson  and  Paul  I.  Bernier. 

Request  of  Norwood  Garden  Club  for  use  of  Memorial  Hall  for  a  public 
lecture  on  April  21,  no  admission  charge  to  be  made,  was  granted. 

On  April  26,  by  a  divided  vote  action  was  taken  as  follows,  namely: 
“That  all  contracts  for  purchases  in  excess  of  $500.00  in  the  future  be 
taken  up  with  the  Selectmen  before  the  contract  is  awarded.”  On  No¬ 
vember  22,  it  was  voted  to  rescind  the  action  taken  on  April  26,  that  all 
contracts  for  purchases  in  excess  of  $500.00  be  taken  up  with  the  Selectmen 
before  the  contract  is  awarded. 

On  May  24,  the  resignation  of  C.  Roger  Pearson  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  was  received  and  accepted  and  it  was  voted  that 
a  letter  be  prepared  and  forwarded  to  him  expressing  the  regret  of  the 
Selectmen  and  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  him  as  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare. 

On  June  21,  arrangements  authorized  to  be  made  by  General  Manager 
Kendrick  with  Norwood  Legion  Band  for  a  series  of  band  concerts  to  be 
held  at  the  Guild  Park  Bandstand  on  successive  Thursday  evenings  for 
the  period  of  eight  weeks  beginning  July  7  and  including  August  25. 

On  June  21,  during  a  conference  with  the  Planning  Board,  a  letter  from 
the  Highway  Engineer  representing  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  dated  June  10  was  read  in  which  it  was  stated  that  the  Commissioners 
on  recommendation  of  the  Engineer  had  approved  for  a  Chapter  90  project 
this  year  the  way  shown  on  a  plan  and  indicated  as  the  Selectmen’s  pro¬ 
posed  road  extending  from  Route  1  across  Pleasant  Street  and  Washington 
Street  with  two  railroad  under-passes  and  a  future  connection  across 
Route  1A  to  Nichols  Street,  this  Route  crossing  Washington  Street  at  or 
near  St.  Paul  Avenue  and  the  section  to  be  constructed  this  year  to  be 
between  Route  1  and  the  railroad  embankment  adjacent  to  Pleasant  Street 
and  indicating  the  advisability  of  including  in  the  lay  out  sufficient  land 
along  Route  1  to  provide  for  an  over  road  at  some  future  date  to  eliminate 
the  possibility  of  the  construction  of  gas  stations  or  other  developments 
that  might  cause  increased  land  damages  in  the  future. 

The  letter  raised  the  problem  to  be  considered  in  the  conference  of 
whether  the  town  would  provide  the  entire  fund  necessary  to  carry  on  an 
employment  program  or  whether  it  would  avail  itself  of  an  opportunity  to 
secure  a  Chapter  90  contribution  of  $25,000.00  towards  such  employment 
program. 

After  discussion  it  was  voted  to  approve  of  said  Chapter  90  project  for 
1938,  as  the  so-called  South  Norwood  Highway,  it  being  understood  that 
a  lay  out  is  to  be  prepared  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  of  a  proposed  way  in  this  location  and  to  include  sufficient 
land  taking  easterly  and  westerly  of  Route  1  to  provide  an  over  road  at 
some  future  date,  and  that  it  be  understood  that  the  proposed  road  ex- 
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tending  from  Route  1  to  Washington  Street  would  cross  said  street  at  or 
near  St.  Paul  Avenue. 

On  August  23,  report  was  received  from  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works  that  the  Department  would  not  cooperate  under  Chapter  90  on 
highway  construction  or  bridges  under  the  railroad  and  over  the  Neponset 
River  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  South  Norwood  Highway 
if  the  town  intended  to  apply  to  P.W.A.  for  a  45%  grant  on  its  55%  of 
the  cost  of  such  a  project. 

On  June  21,  voted  that  the  Selectmen  as  retiring  authorities  do  not  accept 
the  provisions  of  Sections  55-59  Chapter  32  General  Laws  relative  to 
veterans’  pensions  and  that  the  Retirement  Board  be  so  notified. 

In  the  matter  of  providing  life  guards  at  the  so-called  Willett  Pond 
bathing  beach  which  had  been  under  consideration,  notice  was  received 
on  June  28,  from  the  Finance  Commission  that  the  sum  of  $385.00  had 
been  made  available  from  reserve  funds  to  defray  the  expense  of  life  guards 
and  of  a  rowboat  at  said  beach,  provided  how'ever,  that  if  a  concession  wras 
granted  to  any  one  at  this  location  payments  of  town  funds  cease  when 
the  concession  starts  to  operate. 

On  June  28,  approved  a  recommendation  with  respect  to  Chapter  90 
highway  maintenance  funds  where  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  was  appropriated 
to  be  used  together  with  like  amounts  to  be  contributed  by  State  and 
County  and  that  application  be  made  for  the  use  of  such  funds  for  the 
repair  of  Neponset  Street  between  Neponset  Street  and  East  Cross  Street 
a  distance  of  approximately  2,100  feet  and  application  to  be  made  to  the 
State  and  County  for  this  purpose  authorized.  On  August  2,  notice  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  dated  July  28,  of  the 
allotment  of  $1,000.00  for  maintenance  of  Chapter  90  funds  in  Norwood 
on  condition  that  at  least  $1,000.00  be  contributed  by  the  town  and  a  like 
amount  by  the  County  for  the  improvement  in  whole  or  in  part  of  town 
ways.  On  August  16,  pursuant  to  notification  from  the  County  Com¬ 
missioners  of  Norfolk  County  under  date  of  August  10,  a  petition  was 
signed  representing  that  specific  repairs  be  made  on  Neponset  Street  be¬ 
ginning  at  a  point  distant  northerly  about  300  feet  from  the  Norwood- 
Canton  town  line  and  Neponset  River  and  extending  in  the  direction  of 
Dean  Street  as  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  available  would  permit,  and  requesting 
that  specific  repairs  be  ordered  on  said  way. 

On  August  30,  contract  in  duplicate  prepared  by  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Works  was  signed  whereby  the  town  is  to  perform  certain  work 
at  a  point  on  East  Cross  Street  at  or  near  the  Canton  line  for  a  distance  of 
one-half  mile  and  under  which  the  State,  County  and  town  contribute 
equally  to  the  cost  limited  to  $1,000.00  each. 

On  October  18,  an  order  was  reported  from  the  County  Commissioners 
on  the  petition  of  the  Selectmen  for  repairs  on  Neponset  Street  granting 
petition  and  award  from  the  County  Treasurer  of  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to 
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meet  the  County’s  share  of  the  expense  of  the  maintenance  of  a  Chapter  90 
road. 

Agreement  made  between  the  town  and  the  Public  Works  Commission 
with  respect  to  repairs  on  Neponset  Street  in  the  form  of  a  contract,  making 
available  under  the  conditions  of  the  agreement  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for 
maintenance  of  Chapter  90  roadway  under  the  provisions  of  Section  34  of 
Chapter  90  General  Laws. 

List  of  persons  qualified  for  jury  service  as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen 
on  June  28,  adopted  as  is  elsewhere  published  in  the  annual  town  report. 

On  July  26,  upon  information  received  relative  to  the  death  of  Frank 
Narbut  of  Norwood  during  his  heroic  attempt  to  save  a  person  in  Fox- 
borough  from  drowning,  it  was  voted  that  resolutions  of  condolence  and 
appreciation  be  prepared,  published  in  the  local  papers  over  the  signatures 
of  the  Selectmen,  and  a  signed  copy  be  forwarded  to  the  nearest  relative. 

On  July  26,  a  report  was  received  from  Smoke  Inspector  Feeney  through 
letter  dated  July  23,  from  the  Superintendent  of  the  American  Brake  Shoe 
and  Foundry  Company,  to  the  effect  that  he  was  advised  from  the  New 
York  office  of  the  Company,  following  visit  of  the  Smoke  Inspector  to  the 
plant  on  July  18,  that  plans  were  about  completed  for  the  installation  of 
a  new  cupola  and  a  gas  scrubber  at  the  plant  which  they  hope  to  have 
erected  in  a  short  time. 

On  August  2,  notice  was  received  of  the  approval  by  the  Emergency 
Finance  Board  of  loan  of  $30,000.00  under  authority  of  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  58  Acts  of  1938  to  meet  appropriations  as 
follows,  namely:  Public  Welfare,  $17,000.00;  Soldiers’  Relief,  $3,000.00; 
Federal  Emergency  LTnemployment  Relief  $10,000.00.  Term  of  loan  fixed 
at  not  more  than  ten  years. 

On  August  16,  the  General  Manager  reported  the  award  made  on  August 
15  to  Whitman  and  Howard,  Engineers,  of  a  contract  for  a  further  survey 
for  the  purpose  of  locating  an  additional  water  supply. 

On  August  16,  it  was  reported  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
would  not  agree  as  to  a  Chapter  90  allotment  for  1938  to  approve  of  an 
extension  of  Nahatan  Street  intersecting  State  Highway,  Route  1,  at  grade. 

On  August  23,  it  was  voted  to  approve  the  splitting  of  No.  8  circuit  into 
two  separate  circuits  with  respect  to  service  in  the  Municipal  Light  System, 
funds  in  said  Department  construction  account  being  sufficient  to  take 
care  of  this  improvement,  to  the  extent  of  the  cost  of  installation  of  station 
equipment  of  $4,400.00  and  the  cost  of  pole  line  equipment  and  labor  to 
split  circuit  at  Adams  Street  and  Railroad  Avenue  of  $365.00  and  that  at 
some  future  time  the  split  in  this  circuit  be  carried  to  Lenox  and  Wash¬ 
ington  Streets  at  an  additional  expense  of  $1,485.00. 

On  September  13,  approval  was  given,  as  recommended  by  General 
Manager,  for  the  construction  of  sewer  and  water  mains  on  Winfield  and 
Fuller  Streets  upon  it  appearing  that  the  construction  of  eight  houses  on 
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Winfield  Street  and  two  on  East  Rock  Street  was  to  be  started  in  March 
of  1939  and  that  a  certain  party  had  purchased  twelve  lots  in  the  vicinity 
of  Winfield  and  Fuller  Streets  and  had  already  constructed  four  houses 
on  East  Rock  Street. 

On  September  13,  the  construction  was  approved  as  recommended  by 
the  General  Manager,  of  a  tar  sidewalk  on  the  easterly  side  of  Lenox  Street 
from  Cross  to  Willow  Street  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1,760.00. 

On  September  15,  report  was  made  with  reference  to  the  situation  as  to 
noise  at  the  Holliston  Mills,  which  had  been  the  subject  of  complaint  to 
the  Selectmen,  that  while  the  escape  of  steam  had  been  reduced  at  the 
plant  the  noise  caused  by  it  had  not  been  reduced  accordingly  and  that 
further  changes  are  under  consideration  and  that  it  is  the  hope  of  the 
engineers  in  charge  that  the  noise  will  be  completely  eliminated. 

On  October  13,  permission  was  granted  to  the  Norwood  Senior  High 
School  class  for  the  use  of  vacant  space  on  the  top  floor  of  the  Municipal 
Building  for  rifle  range  practice,  on  Friday  afternoons  from  5:00  to  7:00 
o’clock,  starting  October  14  and  continuing  through  the  school  year  upon 
certain  arrangements  being  made  by  the  Clerk  with  the  Principal  of  the 
Senior  High  School. 

On  October  13,  certificates  of  approval  of  the  State  Emergency  Finance 
Board  were  presented  by  the  Clerk  in  the  matter  of  an  emergency  appro¬ 
priation  of  $35,000.00,  to  meet  the  cost  of  repairs  and  of  damage  occasioned 
by  the  storm  disaster  of  September  21. 

On  October  25,  approval  was  given,  as  recommended,  to  the  amend¬ 
ment  of  existing  parking  regulations  with  respect  to  Central  Street  to  the 
effect  that  parking  on  said  street  between  Cottage  Street  East  and  the 
entrance  to  former  Norwood  Auto  Station  property  as  to  the  westerly  side 
of  said  street  be  abolished  and  that  a  “no  parking”  rule  for  this  area  be 
put  into  effect,  and  that  the  regulation  be  amended  so  as  to  permit  and 
restrict  parking  in  this  particular  area. 

On  October  25,  the  warrant  for  biennial  state  election  to  be  held  on 
November  8  signed  as  prepared  and  presented. 

On  October  25,  as  recommended  by  the  Town  Counsel,  action  was  taken 
approving  the  settlement  with  the  present  property  title  owner  of  lands 
adjoining  Nichols  Street  Extension  with  respect  to  existing  claims  in 
litigation. 

On  November  15,  the  Clerk  reported  that  the  cost  of  the  special  election 
of  November  11  was  $515.99. 

On  November  15,  authorization  by  Finance  Commission  was  reported 
of  the  transfer  of  the  sum  of  $197.26  from  the  reserve  fund  as  compensation 
for  services  of  William  H.  Connor  as  Temporary  General  Manager. 

On  November  29,  report  was  made  of  the  approval  by  the  State  Emer¬ 
gency  Finance  Board  of  loans  for  trunk  line  sewer  in  the  sum  of  $46,000.00 
and  water  storage  tank  and  tower  $36,000.00.  Sale  of  bonds  so  authorized 
approved  on  December  6. 
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On  December  20,  a  notice  was  presented  from  the  Commissioner  of 
Corporations  and  Taxation  dated  December  15,  establishing  in  the  sum 
of  $47,500.00  each  the  amount  not  less  than  which  the  respective  surety 
bonds  for  the  year  1939  of  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  will 
be  approved,  following  which  an  accompanying  certificate  was  signed 
indicating  said  amounts  to  be  the  bond  penalties. 

Warrants  for  state  and  primary  elections  and  for  annual  town  meeting 
and  special  town  meetings  received  attention  and  were  duly  issued. 

Soldiers’  relief  was  granted  from  time  to  time  on  recommendation  of 
Soldiers’  Relief  Agent  Pendergast. 

Highland  Cemetery  deeds  were  approved  and  acknowledged  for  delivery. 

Bonds  for  the  year  1938  required  by  law  in  amounts  fixed  by  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Corporations  and  Taxation  and  approved  by  him  wrere  fur¬ 
nished  as  follows,  namely:  Edmund  F.  Sullivan  as  Town  Treasurer,  prin¬ 
cipal,  United  States  Fidelity  &  Guaranty  Company,  surety,  amount 
$47,300.00;  Edmund  F.  Sullivan  as  Collector  of  Taxes,  principal,  United 
States  Fidelity  &  Guaranty  Company,  surety,  amount  $47,300.00;  annual 
bond  for  the  year  1938  of  James  E.  Pendergast  as  Town  Clerk  and  Town 
Accountant,  principal,  Massachusetts  Bonding  &  Insurance  Company, 
surety,  received  and  filed. 

Sale  in  anticipation  of  revenue  of  notes  of  indebtedness  were  approved 
by  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  in  his  capacity  as  Town 
Treasurer. 

Notes  in  anticipation  of  revenue  in  the  sum  of  $50,000.00  due  July  1, 
1939  and  two  other  notes  in  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  each  due  October  1, 
1939  approved. 

Conclusion 

The  foregoing  report  is  based  upon  the  extensive  records  of  Clerk  Pender¬ 
gast  which  set  forth  with  much  detail  the  activities  of  this  department 
and  is  set  up  in  the  form  heretofore  followed  with  a  view  to  acquaint  the 
citizens  generally  in  a  comprehensive  way  with  the  performance  of  the 
varied  duties  of  the  Selectmen  during  the  year  1938  and  without  comment 
thereon. 

The  report  of  necessity  must  be  read  in  the  light  of  the  change  made  in 
the  personnel  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  by  the  special  election  held  in 
October  as  stated  in  some  detail  elsewhere  in  this  report.  The  list  of  persons 
qualified  for  jury  service  as  prepared  by  the  Selectmen  follows  as  an 
addendum  of  this  report.

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REPORT  OF  GENERAL  MANAGER 


The  Selectmen 

Charles  E.  Houghton,  Chairman 
Norwood,  Massachusetts 

Dear  Sirs: 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  General  Manager  for  the  year  1938. 
I  shall  not  go  into  detail  in  the  activities  of  the  departments  coming 
under  my  supervision,  as  I  am  appending  hereto  the  reports  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  heads  which  state  the  important  facts  concerning  the  operation  of 
these  departments  during  the  year. 

This  report,  therefore,  makes  mention  of  the  activities  or  occurrences 
which  are  most  important  or  unusual. 


Works  Progress  Administration 

Immediately  following  this  report  is  a  tabulated  statement  of  the  ex¬ 
penditures,  both  from  funds  of  the  Federal  Government  and  from  Town 
funds,  for  the  various  projects  operated  during  the  year  under  this  agency. 

The  amount  of  money  paid  out  by  the  Federal  Government  for  these 
projects  showed  an  increase  of  approximately  sixty-five  per  cent  over  1937 
while  the  expenditures  out  of  Town  funds  decreased  approximately  twenty- 
two  per  cent.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  Works  Progress  Adminis¬ 
tration  agreed  to  defray  a  part  of  the  material  cost  on  those  projects  which 
had  a  high  material  cost  factor.  We  expect  to  receive  the  benefits  of  this 
policy  during  1939. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  102  persons  employed  on  W.P.A. 
projects  in  Norwood.  This  number  was  increased  during  the  year  to  a 
total  of  246  in  September  and  then  gradually  reduced  to  200  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

One  of  the  most  beneficial  projects  has  been  the  construction  of  grano¬ 
lithic  sidewalks  in  various  parts  of  the  town.  It  is  hoped  that  this  project 
can  be  continued  and  extended  in  1939  so  that  the  citizens  of  the  town  can 
be  provided  with  more  permanent  sidewalks. 

The  work  that  has  been  done  on  the  Cemetery  Improvement  Project 
gives  some  indication  of  the  finished  appearance  of  this  area  when  this 
project  shall  have  been  completed. 

The  ice  skating  pool  at  so-called  “White  Mike’s  Field”  was  completed 
under  the  Vernon  Street  Playground  Project.  The  amount  of  pleasure, 
enjoyment,  and  healthful  exercise  that  this  improvement  has  afforded, 
was  attested  to  by  the  large  number  of  young  people  and  adults  who  par¬ 
ticipated  in  this  recreational  activity  during  the  month  of  December.  The 
drainage  ditches  that  have  been  completed  have  drained  this  former  swamp 
land  to  such  an  extent  that  a  wooded  park  area  has  resulted. 
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Purchasing  Department 

Although  there  was  an  increase  of  ten  per  cent  over  1937  in  the  number 
of  orders  issued  in  1938,  the  total  value  of  these  orders  decreased  slightly 
as  compared  to  1937. 

In  August,  Helen  F.  Kane,  who  before  her  marriage  was  Helen  F.  Hood, 
resigned  from  her  position  as  secretary  to  the  General  Manager,  the  resig¬ 
nation  becoming  effective  in  September.  She  had  been  a  valued  employee 
for  many  years  and  during  the  latter  years  of  her  service  had  charge  of 
purchases.  Teresa  V.  Collins  was  promoted  to  fill  this  vacancy,  and  Helen 
G.  Connolly  was  appointed  to  Miss  Collins’  former  position  of  switchboard 
operator  and  information  clerk. 

Public  Works  Department 

The  most  important  construction  project  completed  during  the  year  by 
this  department  was  the  completion  of  the  extension  of  Nichols  Street  to 
Willett  Pond.  The  value  of  this  street  extension  to  the  residents  of  the 
town  will,  I  am  sure,  be  evident  during  the  coming  summer  season,  as  it 
will  provide  a  much  shorter  route  to  the  Willett  Pond  bathing  beach  for  a 
large  section  of  the  town. 

The  amount  of  water  pumped,  at  the  two  stations  combined,  was  less 
than  for  many  years.  The  amount  of  metered  water  was  lower  than  the 
previous  three  years.  The  per  cent  of  water  metered  to  total  wTater  pumped 
was  higher  than  it  has  been  for  many  years.  This  latter  fact  can  be  at¬ 
tributed  to  the  close  observation  of  and  prompt  attention  to  all  leaks  in 
the  distribution  system. 

In  September  a  contract  was  awarded  to  Whitman  and  Howard,  Inc., 
of  Boston,  for  a  survey  to  locate  additional  sources  of  water  for  the  town 
water  supply.  This  contract  calls  for  completion  of  the  survey  in  1939. 

A  contract  was  awarded  in  December  to  the  Chicago  Bridge  and  Iron 
Company  for  furnishing  and  erecting  a  500,000  gallon  water  storage  tank 
and  tower.  Whitman  and  Howard,  Inc.,  of  Boston,  were  the  consulting 
engineers.  This  project  is  being  financed  with  the  assistance  of  the  Public 
Works  Administration  which  has  made  a  grant  of  forty-five  per  cent  of  the 
cost.  The  contract  calls  for  completion  in  June,  1939. 

Another  project  for  which  the  Public  Works  Administration  has  awarded 
a  grant  of  forty-five  per  cent  of  the  cost  to  the  town  is  the  construction  of  a 
new  field  line  trunk  sewer  from  the  Metropolitan  Sewer  south  easterly  of 
Dean  Street,  along  the  Neponset  River  to  the  outlet  of  the  main  drain 
and  thence  along  the  main  drain  to  Pleasant  Street.  This  contract  wras 
awarded  to  Charles  Struzziery,  Roslindale,  Massachusetts,  in  December, 
and  calls  for  completion  in  June,  1939. 

Recreation  Department 

By  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  Norwood  Women’s  Community 
Committee  and  the  School  Committee  a  winter  program  of  recreation, 
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under  the  sponsorship  of  the  National  Youth  Administration  was  carried 
forward  similar  to  the  previous  year,  with  the  exception  that  the  activities 
at  the  Balch  School  auditorium  were  discontinued  because  of  small  at¬ 
tendance.  This  administration  also  conducted  a  summer  program  which 
supplemented  the  usual  recreation  program.  This  consisted  mainly  of 
conducting  a  twilight  baseball  league  and  providing  supervision  for  the 
weekly  dances.  Edward  Nee  acted  as  supervisor  of  all  National  Youth 
Administration  activities  for  the  town. 

The  supervised  playground  activities  were  again  under  the  direction  of 
John  F.  Donovan  who  was  appointed  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
Playground  Advisory  Committee.  Mr.  Donovan’s  report  which  is  ap¬ 
pended  hereto  contains  an  itemized  account  of  the  activities  of  this  depart¬ 
ment.  I  wish  to  bring  to  your  attention  that  the  town  for  the  first  time 
provided  life  guards  during  the  swimming  season  at  the  Willett  Pond 
bathing  beath. 

The  success  of  our  recreation  program  resulted  in  no  small  measure  from 
the  active  interest  of  the  Playground  Advisory  Committee  and  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Women’s  Community  Committee  and  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee. 

Municipal  Light  Department 

The  Light  Rate  Committee,  which  was  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  in 
1936  and  which  has  been  referred  to  in  my  last  two  annual  reports,  made 
its  final  report  in  February.  The  industrial  rates  recommended  in  this 
report  wTere  adopted  and  placed  in  effect.  The  town  is  indebted  to  the 
members  of  this  committee  for  the  thorough  and  conscientious  manner  in 
which  they  handled  this  assignment  and  for  the  many  hours  of  their  time 
so  willingly  and  gratuitously  given  during  the  time  that  the  committee 
was  active. 

The  details  of  the  operation  of  this  department  during  the  year  are 
covered  in  Superintendent  Church’s  report  which  follows.  There  is  one 
fact  in  this  report  which  I  wish  to  emphasize.  Up  to  this  year  there  had 
been  a  consistent  increase  each  year  in  electric  energy  sales.  However,  in 
1938  these  sales  showed  a  decrease  of  about  seven  per  cent  as  compared 
with  1937.  As  pointed  out  in  Superintendent  Church’s  report,  this  decrease 
was  caused  by  the  drastic  reduction  in  sales  to  our  industrial  customers. 
Our  sales  to  residential  and  commercial  customers  increased  as  was  an¬ 
ticipated  when  our  lower  rates  to  this  class  of  customers  were  adopted  in 
1937. 

Conclusion 

The  widespread  unemployment  in  the  town  continued  to  be  a  major 
problem  during  the  year.  There  is  no  questioning  the  fact  that  this  prob¬ 
lem  was  more  acute  than  at  any  time  since  the  start  of  the  depression  in 
1929.  While  it  is  the  earnest  hope  of  all  who  are  interested  that  there  will 
be  an  increase  in  industrial  activity  in  1939  sufficient  to  alleviate  this 
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situation  to  some  degree,  present  indications  point  to  a  continuance  of  this 
problem  in  1939. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  very  trying  one.  While  I  hesitate  to  mention  it, 
I  feel  that  my  report  would  not  be  complete  without  making  reference  to 
the  differences  of  opinion  which  arose  between  the  previous  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  myself  regarding  my  duties  and  the  administration  of  my 
office  which  resulted  in  my  suspension  from  office  on  September  twenty- 
second  and  my  reinstatement  to  office  on  October  thirteenth,  after  the 
election  of  three  new  members  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  I  take  this 
opportunity  to  express  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  my  appreciation  for  the 
confidence  shown  in  me  by  my  reinstatement  to  office.

Dear  Sir: 

I  herein  submit  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  Playgrounds  for  the  season 
of  1938. 

The  following  playgrounds  were  open  for  supervised  recreation  from 
July  5  to  August  26,  1938:  Balch,  Bond,  Callahan,  Civic,  Elks,  Endean, 
High  School,  Shattuck,  and  White  Mikes. 

In  addition,  the  Hawes  Pool  in  South  Norwood  was  open  for  supervised 
swimming  from  June  6  to  September  10,  1938,  and  the  Willett  Pond,  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  playground  department  this  year,  was  open  for 
supervised  swimming  from  June  22  to  September  10,  1938. 

A  weekly  meeting  for  instructors  was  held  on  Monday  morning.  The 
playground  instructing  personnel  was  composed  of  seven  women  and  six 
men.  The  swimming  personnel  was  composed  of  four  men.  Two  were 
assigned  to  Hawes  Pool  and  two  supervised  at  Willett  Pond  which  came 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  department  this  summer  for  the  first  time. 
In  addition,  an  attendant  at  the  Civic  tennis  courts  was  under  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  this  department. 

Adult  Recreation 

The  male  playground  instructors  at  the  Balch,  Endean,  Elks,  Pleasant, 
and  High  School  conducted  evening  programs  at  their  centers  in  order 
to  make  the  playground  facilities  available  to  those  who  were  unable  to 
take  advantage  of  them  during  the  day. 

In  addition,  the  N.Y.A.  evening  baseball  league  under  the  supervision 
of  Edward  Nee,  was  composed  of  ten  teams. 

Safety  Campaign 

A  safety  program  was  conducted  at  each  playground  during  the  season. 
Sergeant  Nicholas  P.  Curran,  of  the  Police  Department,  visited  each 
playground  and  stressed  the  necessity  of  carefulness  on  the  streets.  Deputy 
Chief  Louis  Parker  and  Captain  Harry  Butler  of  the  Fire  Department 
stressed  the  prevention  of  fire  in  their  visits  to  the  playgrounds.  Miss  Doris 
Greenwood,  Field  Executive  of  the  Massachusetts  Safety  Council,  visited 
the  playgrounds  and  met  with  the  playground  instructors  as  a  group,  and 
spoke  on  the  necessity  of  a  safety  program  on  the  playgrounds. 

Ragweed  Campaign 

The  playground  children  entered  the  campaign  to  rid  the  Town  of 
ragweed.  Every  morning  during  the  campaign,  they  spent  some  time  in 
searching  for  the  weed. 
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Features 

Beginner’s  Dances 

Socials  were  held  on  five  Monday  nights  for  instruction  in  ballroom 
dancing  for  boys  and  girls  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen.  This 
was  the  first  year  for  instruction  in  dancing.  The  average  attendance  at 
these  socials  was  three  hundred  children. 

Wonderland 

Through  the  courtesy  of  the  Salvation  Army,  the  girls  and  the  smaller 
boys  of  the  playgrounds  were  able  to  enjoy  the  advantages  that  Wonder¬ 
land  Camp  at  Sharon  had  to  offer.  This  outing  was  conducted  on  July 

22,  1938. 

Baseball  Contest 

On  Monday,  July  25,  a  baseball  contest  was  held  at  the  High  School 
Playground.  Much  interest  was  shown  by  the  boys  participating.  The 
champions  in  fungo  hitting,  base  running  and  throwing  to  second  base 
from  home  plate  were  selected  by  the  judges. 

Joseph  Lee  Day 

Throughout  the  nation,  Thursday,  July  28th,  was  set  aside  to  pay  tribute 
to  Joseph  Lee,  a  man  who  devoted  his  life  to  the  promotion  of  recreation. 
The  Norwood  Playgrounds  commemorated  the  life  of  this  apostle  of  play 
by  presenting  a  pageant,  “The  Pursuit  of  Joy”  at  the  High  School  Athletic 
Field. 

Novice  Olympic  Games 

On  Thursday,  August  4,  at  the  Civic  Center,  a  town-wide  track  meet 
was  held.  This  feature  was  a  miniature  of  the  world  famous  Olympic 
Track  and  Field  Meet.  There  were  six  events  for  boys  and  five  events 
or  girls. 

Swimming  Meet 

The  annual  swimming  meet  was  held  at  the  Hawes  Pool  on  Saturday, 
August  6,  1938.  Many  of  the  time  records  set  up  the  last  two  years  were 
broken  by  the  children  of  the  playgrounds  who  have  improved  in  their 
swimming  considerably  since  the  dedication  of  the  Hawes  Pool  on  August 

23,  1936. 

On  this  day,  certificates  were  awarded  by  the  Red  Cross  to  those  who 
successfully  passed  their  life  saving  examinations  and  buttons  were  awarded 
to  those  who  passed  the  examination  for  beginners  in  swimming. 

Parents’  Night 

Many  parents  turned  out  at  the  various  playgrounds  for  the  Annual 
Parents’  Night  Demonstration  which  was  held  in  the  evening  on  August  10 
and  August  11,  1938.  In  addition,  a  large  group  of  Town  officials  and 
members  of  the  Playground  Advisory  Committee  comprised  the  official 
party  that  visited  all  the  playgrounds.  August  10,  1938  was  assigned  as 
Parents’  Night  on  the  south  side  of  the  Town  and  August  11,  1938  on  the 
north  side. 
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Finals — League  Competition 

Each  playground  sponsored  four  individual  boys’  baseball  teams,  com¬ 
prising  four  leagues:  Pee  Wees,  age  eleven;  Midgets,  age  thirteen;  Juniors, 
age  fifteen;  Seniors,  age  sixteen  and  over. 

There  was  league  competition  for  girls  in  baseball,  volleyball,  and 
tenniquoit.  Each  type  of  sport  was  divided  into  two  divisions:  Seniors, 
over  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  Juniors,  under  fourteen  years  of  age. 

The  finals  for  interplay  ground  competition  were  held  at  the  Civic  on 
Wednesday,  August  17  and  Thursday,  August  18. 

Also  on  these  days  there  was  competition  to  decide  the  town  champions 
in  horseshoes,  checkers,  jackstones,  jumprope,  hopscotch,  O’leary,  and 
paddle  tennis. 

Baseball  Trip 

On  Tuesday,  August  16,  1938,  the  boys  of  the  playground  were  the 
guests  of  the  Boston  American  League  team  at  Fenway  Park.  On  this 
day  the  Boston  Red  Sox  played  the  Philadelphia  Athletics. 

Circus 

The  playground  season  was  terminated  on  Wednesday  afternoon, 
August  24,  1938,  with  a  mammoth  parade  through  the  business  district 
of  the  Town.  After  the  parade,  all  the  children  convened  at  the  Civic 
grounds  and  there  the  children  entertained  with  a  number  of  well-planned 
and  humorous  circus  acts. 


Handwork  Exhibition 

Social  Hall  was  open  to  the  public  on  the  afternoon  of  circus  for  in¬ 
spection  of  the  work  in  arts  and  crafts  that  the  children  of  the  playgrounds 
had  made  during  the  summer. 

Tennis 

The  tennis  courts  at  the  Civic  were  open  from  Monday  to  Friday  up  to 
4  p.  m.  daily  for  the  use  of  the  children.  In  the  evenings,  Saturdays  and 
Sundays  the  courts  were  used  after  they  were  put  into  condition  by  the 
N.Y.A.  boys. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
shown  me  by  you,  the  other  Town  officials,  and  the  members  of  the  Play¬ 
ground  Advisory  Committee. 

A  word  of  praise,  I  believe,  is  appropriate  for  the  untiring  efforts  of  the 
playground  instructors  who  did  everything  possible  to  make  the  summer  a 
success  for  the  children  of  Norwood.  I  should  like  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  them  through  you  for  their  excellent  achievements.

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Superintendent  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  the  year  1938.  This  report  includes  data  on  the  W.P.A. 
Projects  that  came  under  my  supervision  as  well  as  the  regular  maintenance 
and  construction  of  the  department. 

W.P.A.  Projects 

Endean  Playground:  Here,  excavation  for  gravel  walks  have  been  made 
throughout  the  entire  playground  and  considerable  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  construction  of  a  parking  space.  On  the  south  side  of  Hawes 
Brook  a  fieldstone  wall  has  been  built.  Work  on  this  project  has  been 
abandoned  temporarily  on  account  of  severe  weather. 

Vernon  Street  Playground:  The  work  on  this  project  is  still  in  progress 
and  has  consisted  mainly  of  clearing  brush,  widening  and  lowering  of  drains. 

Westover  Parkway:  2100  sq.  yds.  of  sidewalk  and  787  sq.  yds.  of  loam 
shoulder  have  been  built. 

Moth  Suppression:  The  clearing  of  wooded  land  infected  with  moth 
nests  and  the  burning  of  brush  has  been  done  in  the  following  sections  of 
the  town:  Easterly  side  of  Route  No.  1  at  the  old  filter  beds;  Westerly 
side  of  Route  No.  1,  Dean  to  Sumner  Street.;  Town  land,  rear  of  Ellis 
Pumping  Station;  Winter  Street,  Hawthorne  Street  to  Westwood  Line; 
Westover  Section;  Rear  of  the  Standpipe  and  Highland  Cemetery. 

Balch  School  Grounds:  A  bituminous  concrete  sidewalk  measuring 
140  sq.  yds.  was  constructed,  gravel  was  spread  and  rolled  in  the  building 
of  a  parking  area  and  the  spreading  with  loam  of  2000  sq.  yds.  of  playground 
completed  this  project. 

Junior  High  School  Grounds:  In  the  construction  of  a  drain  420'  of  10" 
and  70'  of  8"  vitrified  pipe  was  used;  three  manholes  and  six  catch  basins 
were  built.  960  sq.  yds.  of  gravel  base  driveway  was  built  and  loam  was 
spread  on  other  parts  of  the  grounds.  During  the  winter  months  it  has 
been  necessary  to  abandon  work  on  the  driveway  and  lawn.  In  the  spring 
the  lawn  will  be  treated  and  the  driveway  surfaced. 

Hurricane  Reconstruction  Work:  Fire  lanes  were  opened  in  all  sections 
of  woodland  within  the  town  limits. 

Granolithic  Sidewalks:  3716  sq.  yds  of  granolithic  sidewalks  and  672 
sq.  yds.  of  aprons  were  constructed  in  various  sections  of  the  town. 

Highway  Department 
Maintenance 

All  the  usual  work  that  comes  under  this  heading  was  taken  care  of 
throughout  the  year.  This  includes  the  patching  and  repairing  of  streets 
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and  the  maintenance  of  fences,  bridges  and  sidewalks.  This  year  it  was 
possible  to  resurface  a  section  of  Neponset  Street,  from  the  Canton  Bridge 
to  Prescotts,  a  total  of  3450  sq.  yds.,  with  bituminous  concrete.  This  work 
was  done  under  Chapter  90  with  the  state,  county  and  town  each  bearing 
one  third  of  the  cost.

Highway  Construction 

With  the  completion  of  Nichols  Street  Extension  the  town  now  has  a 
through  route  from  the  Senior  High  School  to  Willett  Pond.  This  new 
route  is  a  modern  two  lane  parkway  type  highway.  Each  lane  is  18'  wide 
separated  with  a  10'  grass  plot.  On  each  side  of  the  road  is  a  5'  loam 
shoulder  and  a  5'  gravel  sidewalk  dressed  with  stone  dust.  This  street  is 
of  first  class  construction  with  a  1'  gravel  base,  four  inch  stone  penetration 
topped  with  one  and  one  half  inch  Type  I  Bituminous  Concrete  Surface. 
The  following  are  the  measurements  of  the  drain  work  on  this  job:  300'  of 
6"  vitrified  pipe;  335'  of  12"  concrete  pipe;  575'  of  15"  concrete  pipe;  770' 
of  10"  concrete  pipe;  18  catch  basins;  2  manholes  and  2  inlets.  The  follow¬ 
ing  is  a  list  of  other  Highway  Construction  jobs:

Sewer  Department 
Maintenance 

On  two  occasions  during  the  spring,  sewrage  backed  up  in  manholes  and 
spread  over  the  surface  of  the  street  for  a  period  of  two  to  five  days.  This 
trouble  will  be  eliminated  as  soon  as  the  new  trunk  line  sewer,  now  under 
construction,  will  be  completed.  During  the  year  the  department  had 
eight  plugged  sewer  services.  This  trouble  in  most  cases,  was  caused  by 
roots  from  adjacent  trees  growing  into  the  pipes.  All  main  sewer  and  trunk 
lines  were  scraped  and  cleaned  and  kept  in  first  class  condition  throughout 
the  year.

Moth,  Forestry  and  Park  Departments 

All  shade  trees  along  the  highways  and  in  all  the  parks  were  properly 
sprayed  and  pruned  during  the  year. 

Nineteen  dead  trees  were  removed. 

One  hundred  new  maple  trees  were  planted  on  Nahatan,  Cypress,  Syca¬ 
more,  Hawthorne  and  Washington  Streets. 

On  September  21  the  now  famed  hurricane  struck  the  town  at  approxi¬ 
mately  4:00'  p.  m.  Falling  trees  blocked  practically  every  street  in  town 
causing  all  motor  traffic  to  come  to  a  standstill.  The  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  quickly  organized  and  trees  were  removed  so  that  traffic  was  clear 
and  a  lot  of  dangerous  work  on  high  trees  was  accomplished  which  elimi¬ 
nated  the  danger  of  falling  limbs.  Stumps  were  removed  and  the  majority 
of  these  were  used  to  good  advantage  as  a  retaining  wall  at  the  Canton 
Line,  to  prevent  the  Neponset  River  from  washing  the  street  away  as  it 
did  earlier  in  the  year.  After  the  removal  of  these  stumps  an  inspection 
was  made  and  any  trees  that  showed  signs  of  a  dangerous  condition  were 
immediately  cared  for  before  the  winter  storms  could  cause  any  further 
damage.  This  work  is  still  in  progress.  I  n  addition  to  the  above  loss,  four 
water  services,  one  hydrant,  two  sewer  connections,  numerous  granolithic 
sidewalks  and  curbs  and  seventy  street  signs  were  damaged. 

The  grounds  at  the  Municipal  Building  and  all  parks  were  kept  in  good 
condition  throughout  the  year. 

Traffic  signs  and  lines  were  attended  to  whenever  it  was  necessary. 

Water  Department 
Maintenance  and  Operation 

Maintenance  of  the  water  department  was  conducted  on  lines  similar 
to  that  of  the  past  two  years  with  the  same  personnel.  Periodical  in¬ 
spection  of  all  pipe  lines  was  made  in  the  detection  of  leaks. 
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Ellis  Pumping  Station  was  operated  successfully  and  without  extra 
expense,  but  in  the  wells  which  supply  the  station  leaks  were  discovered 
on  six  occasions.  These  were  immediately  repaired. 

At  Westwood  Pumping  Station  the  filter  beds  were  cleaned  when  neces¬ 
sary  and  some  minor  repairs  were  made  on  the  pumping  equipment. 

Six  hydrants  were  replaced  on  account  of  worn  out  conditions  and  one 
was  renewed  to  replace  a  broken  hydrant. 

Seven  leaking  joints  on  pipe  lines  had  to  be  recaulked. 

Repairs  were  made  on  sixty-one  service  pipes. 

At  the  present  time  our  entire  pipe  line  system  is  in  excellent  working 
condition.

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REPORT  OF  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT

Dear  Sir: 


I  submit  herewith  a  report  of  the  activities  and  operations  of  this  Depart¬ 
ment  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1938. 

Since  the  year  of  1924,  the  purchased  electric  energy  requirements  from 
the  Boston  Edison  Company  necessary  to  serve  our  customers,  both  in¬ 
dustrial  and  residential,  has  steadily  increased  until  this  year,  when  I 
regret  to  say  the  Department  has  had  a  drop  in  purchased  energy  of 
763,000  K.  W.  Hours.  This  drop  is  entirely  due  to  less  K.  W.  Hours  pur¬ 
chased  by  industrial  customers.  One  industrial  customer  alone  purchased 
from  the  Department  449,200  K.  W.  Hours  less  than  in  1937.  This  was 
due  to  this  customer  installing  and  putting  into  operation  on  June  1st,  a 
generator  of  their  own.  The  total  requirements  for  electric  energy  by 
our  industrial  customers  for  the  current  year  was  1,040,700  K.  W.  Hours 
less  than  the  previous  year  of  1937.  On  the  basis  of  1937  figures,  although 
our  industrial  customers  did  purchase  over  a  million  less  K.  W.  Hours 
this  year,  the  following  tabulation  shows  an  increase  in  usage  by  the  resi¬ 
dential  and  small  power  customers  of  277,100  K.  W.  Hours.

Note:  It  must  also  be  considered  that  during  the  days  following  the  wind 
storm  of  September  21,  a  considerable  amount  of  current  was  not  being 
used  by  our  customers  that  were  without  service. 

On  January  7  at  10.20  A.  M.  and  December  22  at  5.55  P.  M.  the  K.  W. 
demand  at  the  station  was  2375  K.  W.,  the  highest  demands  for  the  year; 
the  lowest  for  any  one  day  occurring  at  7.25  P.  M.  on  September  22,  the 
day  following  the  big  wind  storm. 

No  major  changes  or  additions  to  the  station  equipment  have  been  made 
during  the  year  excepting  some  preliminary  work  on  a  new  primary  circuit 
which  will  take  care  of  South  Norwood,  which  is  now  being  fed  from  a 
circuit  that  also  feeds  the  majority  of  the  east  side  of  the  Town.  This 
circuit  has  been  overloaded  for  some  time  and  is  at  the  point  now  where 
the  sooner  it  is  relieved  of  the  South  Norwood  load,  the  better  the  operating 
conditions  are  going  to  be,  both  for  South  Norwood  and  the  rest  of  the 
east  side  of  the  Town. 
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Number  2  and  3  feeder  circuits  were  placed  underground  this  year  from 
the  Station  to  a  point  200  ft.  from  Central  Street  on  Lyman  Place.  In 
making  this  change,  the  wooden  poles  on  Central  St.  now  carry  only  street 
lighting  wires  and  police  signal  cable,  all  primary  wires  having  been  re¬ 
moved  and  placed  underground.  If  it  is  possible  to  also  place  the  street 
lighting  wires  underground  and  reroute  the  police  signal  cable  this  coming 
year,  all  wooden  poles  on  Central  Street  may  be  removed,  thus  improving 
the  appearance  of  this  street  and  the  Station,  as  well  as  making  better 
operating  conditions. 

The  underground  secondary  cables  between  Cottage  and  Day  Streets 
on  Washington  Street  were  replaced  this  year  with  cables  of  ample  size 
for  many  years  to  come. 

Approximately  600  ft.  of  underground  distribution  was  placed  in  Vernon 
Street  Extension  with  semi-ornamental  street  lighting  poles.  With  co¬ 
operation  from  the  Telephone  Company  in  also  placing  their  cables  under¬ 
ground,  it  has  made  a  very  pleasing  appearance  to  this  section  of  Vernon 
Street,  with  advantages  both  to  this  Department  and  the  developer  of  the 
adjacent  land. 

Other  than  the  big  wind  storm  of  September  21,  which  I  will  try  to 
outline  in  the  following  statement,  the  most  troublesome  time  to  our 
customers  was  the  complete  loss  of  power  from  the  Boston  Edison  Com¬ 
pany  on  August  4,  at  8.45  P.  M.,  for  eight  minutes. 

Wind  Storm  Disaster  of  September  21,  1938 

With  the  work  of  rehabilitating  our  distribution  system  almost  com¬ 
pleted,  and  with  all  services,  including  street  lighting  and  signal  systems 
nearly  back  to  normal,  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  a  word  of  ap¬ 
preciation  to  the  public,  which  has  cooperated  so  well  in  the  emergency 
occasioned  by  the  destructive  hurricane  of  September  21,  1938. 

I  express  the  greatest  appreciation  to  the  employees,  especially  the 
linemen,  who  worked  so  hard  and  conscientiously  to  speed  the  restoration 
of  service,  to  the  town  officials  who  helped  us,  to  the  utility  workers  of 
other  Companies,  to  the  Boston  Edison  Company,  to  the  New  England 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  for  the  men  and  trucks  furnished  by 
the  Public  Works  Department,  and  to  the  manufacturers  and  jobbers  who 
furnished  materials  in  record  time.  Along  with  all  this  valuable  assistance, 
I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  kindness,  the  patience  and  under¬ 
standing  of  our  5,000  customers,  most  of  whom  were  without  electric 
service  for  short  or  longer  periods  following  the  devastating  hurricane, 
which  caused  nearly  a  complete  shutdown  of  the  entire  plant. 

The  size  of  the  job  confronting  the  Department  was  enormous.  Almost 
every  overhead  circuit  was  damaged  or  demolished  by  falling  trees  and 
limbs.  Our  first  thought  was  to  give  attention  to  the  hospital,  and  to  the 
departments  of  public  health  and  safety,  and  then  to  take  steps  which 
would  restore  services  to  the  largest  number  of  customers  in  the  shortest 
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period  of  time,  having  due  regard  to  restoring  power  to  the  industries  so 
that  men  might  return  to  work  as  soon  as  possible.  The  underground 
system  serving  a  greater  portion  of  the  town’s  business  district  and  the 
Norwood  Press  was  out  of  commission  only  temporarily  while  overhead 
circuits  connected  to  it  were  cleared.  The  hospital  service  was  restored 
the  same  evening  of  the  disaster  and  the  following  morning  at  3.30  A.  M. 
the  Ellis  Pumping  Station  was  again  delivering  water  through  its  elec¬ 
trically  driven  pumps.  Through  the  energy  of  the  linemen  and  the  inex¬ 
perienced  help  hired  for  the  emergency,  fifty  per  cent  of  the  residences, 
practically  every  industry  employing  labor,  almost  all  the  markets  and 
stores  had  their  services  restored  wdthin  a  period  of  six  days,  and  in  twTo 
weeks  time  all  but  a  few  scattered  customers  had  been  furnished  electric 
service.  All  these  services  connected  in  such  a  short  period  of  time  w'ere 
of  a  temporary  nature  and  at  a  later  date  were  permanently  restored. 

In  order  that  the  readers  may  more  fully  understand  the  difficulties 
which  lay  ahead  of  the  Department  and  to  understand  the  manner  in 
which  the  task  was  performed,  a  few  statistics  should  be  enlightening. 

Men:  Normally  the  Department  maintains  one  line  crew  totalling  six 
men.  Within  ten  days  after  the  disaster,  the  number  was  increased  to 
twenty-eight  men  and  five  crews.  Experienced  linemen  at  this  time  were 
not  to  be  had  locally  but  after  the  eighth  day,  the  Department  was  very 
fortunate  in  procuring  four  first  class  linemen  from  the  Detroit  Edison 
Company  (thanks  to  the  Boston  Edison  Company),  for  they  let  us  have 
these  men. 

Materials:  In  order  to  understand  more  fully  the  amount  of  materials 
necessary  to  restore  service,  a  list  is  given  as  follows: 

143,000  ft.  copper  wire 
88  poles 
300  crossarms 
4,000  connectors 
1,400  pole  and  house  insulators 
7,600  yds.  friction  tape 
4,000  separate  pieces  of  hardware 
1,200  ft.  manilla  rope 

75  street  lighting  fixtures 
100  street  lighting  fixture  globes  and  parts 
200  K.  W.  of  various  size  transformers 

to  say  nothing  of  axes,  saws,  ladders,  pliers,  knives,  etc.,  etc. 

The  poles  had  to  be  set,  the  crossarms  had  to  be  attached,  wires  had  to 
be  run  from  pole  to  pole  and  connectors  had  to  be  installed.  The  trans¬ 
formers  had  to  be  replaced  and  the  house  and  pole  insulators  had  to  be 
placed  in  position. 
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Meter  and  Inspection  Division 

There  has  been  five  hundred  and  fifty-six  wiring  permits  issued  this 
year,  an  increase  of  two  hundred  and  nineteen  over  the  year  ending  De¬ 
cember  31,  1937.  Complaints  investigated  for  the  Billing  Division  num¬ 
bered  two  hundred  and  twenty-five. 

Practically  all  new  installations  for  the  year  have  been  outside  meters. 
Most  of  the  services  on  customers’  property  that  had  to  be  replaced  after 
being  torn  down  during  the  wind  storm  were  replaced  with  outside  meter 
installations.  There  has  been  three  hundred  and  forty-six  meter  removals 
and  replacements  and  seventy-four  new  meters  installed  during  the  year. 

Twenty- two  low  voltage  complaints  were  checked  and  in  most  cases 
where  low  voltage  did  exist,  it  was  due  to  the  customer’s  inside  wiring,  and 
they  were  notified  of  the  same. 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  repeat  a  recommendation  I  made  a  year  ago 
in  regards  to  the  Town  adopting  some  by-laws  with  penalties  attached 
enforcing  good  wiring  practice.  Recently,  there  has  been  a  number  of 
Neon  sign  transformers  installed  of  the  low  power  factor  type,  but  with 
no  set  rules  governing  such  installations,  there  isn’t  much  the  wire  inspector 
can  do  about  it.

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  Cemetery  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1938.  The  work  conducted  in  the  Cemetery 
Department  has  been  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  namely  that  of  inter¬ 
ments,  maintenance,  construction,  foundations  and  private  work. 

The  department  made  157  interments  and  five  removals  during  the  year. 
The  W.P.A.  park  project  No.  9572  began  March  24,  1938,  and  con¬ 
tinued  to  August  31,  1938,  when  the  workers  wTere  transferred  to  project 
16502,  namely  digging  and  removing  stone  from  section  55.  2230  sq.  yds. 
were  dug  over  and  1230  sq.  yds.  were  graded  in  this  section.  The  work  is 
completed  in  this  section  with  the  exception  of  top  loam  and  bound  stones, 
and  work  on  this  project  is  being  continued  in  sections  45  and  46. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  co¬ 
operation  and  interest  shown  this  department  by  the  Town  Officials.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  MORRILL 
MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  following  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1938,  is  submitted 
by  the  trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library. 

On  February  28,  Miss  Jane  A.  Hewett,  our  librarian,  observed  her 
fortieth  anniversary  as  librarian.  The  trustees  recognized  it  and  noted  it 
in  the  records. 

At  the  March  meeting,  the  trustees  decided  to  charge  non-residents  one 
dollar  ($1.00)  a  year  for  use  of  the  library  as  of  March  1. 

The  librarian’s  report  of  September  showed  a  gain  in  circulation  every 
month  since  January.  The  total  gain  for  these  months  was  2470  and  the 
increase  was  maintained  during  the  remaining  months  of  the  year. 

Total  circulation  for  1938  is  118,056  volumes. 

The  hurricane  did  considerable  damage  to  the  library  and  grounds. 
Many  of  the  tiles  were  blown  from  the  roof  and  three  trees  were  lest  on 
the  grounds.  The  tiles  have  been  replaced. 

All  the  floors  in  the  library  have  been  refinished  this  year.  The  leakage 
in  the  walls  of  the  hall  leading  to  the  Young  Adults’  Room  is  still  in  evidence 
and  the  town  authorities  are  still  at  a  loss  to  account  for  it. 

In  October  the  trustees  secured  an  indefinite  loan  of  a  group  of  sixteen 
paintings  and  art  objects  from  the  Federal  Government.  These  have  been 
placed  in  the  library  and  the  framing  of  the  paintings  was  underwritten 
from  the  Plimpton  Fund. 

At  the  November  meeting  of  the  Old  Colony  Library  Club  at  the  East 
Milton  branch  of  the  Milton  Library,  Miss  Dorothy  Shumaker  of  the 
Norwood  Library  staff  spoke  on  “Highlights  Among  New  Children’s  Books. 

As  part  of  her  publicity  work,  Miss  Barbara  Jordan,  another  member  of 
the  staff,  had  a  collection  of  amateur  photographs  on  exhibition  at  the 
library.  These  photographs  were  taken  by  Norwood  residents. 

During  December  the  trustees  held  an  informal  meeting  of  the  board 
which  was  attended  by  Miss  Edna  Phillips  of  Gloucester,  a  candidate  for 
the  position  as  librarian  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library.

I  submit  herewith  in  summarized  form  the  thirtieth  annual  report  of 
my  conduct  of  the  Legal  Department  of  the  town  covering  its  activities 
for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty-eight. 

As  in  past  years,  the  principal  service  has  been  of  an  advisory  character, 
in  many  instances  through  written  opinions,  and  furnished  to  the  following 
departments  and  officials,  namely,  Selectmen,  School  Committee  and  its 
Superintendent,  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  Finance  Com¬ 
mission,  Board  of  Health,  Board  of  Assessors,  Board  of  Public  Welfare, 
Planning  Board,  Board  of  Appeal,  General  Manager,  Temporary  General 
Manager,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  Clerk  of  Selectmen,  Inspector 
of  Buildings,  Special  Committee  on  Peabody  Fund,  so-called,  Contributory 
Retirement  Board,  and  Board  of  Registrars  of  Voters. 

In  addition,  service  was  rendered  as  requested  or  as  voluntarily  under¬ 
taken,  when  it  seemed  advisable,  in  the  form  of  attendance  at  hearings, 
conferences  and  views  taken,  court  activities,  drafting  and  revising  various 
instruments  and  other  papers  and  attention  to  an  extensive  correspondence. 

As  appears  from  the  itemization  which  follows,  the  service  rendered 
dealt,  as  in  past  years,  with  a  variety  of  essential  problems  and  questions 
and  covered  a  wide  field  of  municipal  activities.  A  detailed  account  of  the 
service,  arranged  chronologically  in  departmental  order,  has  been  prepared 
and  placed  in  the  files  and  is  available  for  reference  purposes. 

Litigation  and  Claims 

LITIGATION 

Charles  P.  Pond,  et  al  (Flora  M.  Pond,  Executrix)  vs.  Nonvood: 

Flora  M.  Pond,  et  al  vs.  Norwood: 

The  court  status  of  these  cases  with  respect  to  disposition  by  trial  or 
otherwise  remains  as  stated  in  the  report  for  the  year  1937  which  cases  have 
been  placed,  however,  upon  the  so-called  inactive  list  and  therefore  subject 
in  due  course,  while  in  that  condition,  to  dismissal.  Irrespective  of  that 
situation  the  payment  of  the  betterment  assessments  to  which  one  of  the 
suits  relates  by  the  party  now  holding  title  to  the  properties  involved  dis¬ 
poses  of  such  suit  as  to  its  legal  effect  because  the  basis  of  the  claim  that 
the  betterments  are  excessive  or  illegal  no  longer  exists,  assuming  that  any 
attempt  is  made  in  the  future  to  press  the  suit  to  trial. 
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City  of  Boston  vs.  Norwood  (two  cases): 

Norwood  vs.  City  of  Boston  (two  cases) : 

The  initial  suit  brought  on  December  15,  1936,  remains  in  the  same 
status  as  existed  at  the  end  of  the  year  1937  and  as  fully  stated  in  the  re¬ 
port  for  that  year,  to  which  report  for  details  reference  is  hereby  made. 

Attempts  were  made  during  the  year  1938  by  Agent  Latham  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Welfare  and  myself  to  hold  further  conferences  with  officials  of 
the  Welfare  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  have  immediate  super¬ 
vision  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  suit,  with  a  view  to  settlement  of  the 
various  claims  involved  in  the  suit  by  negotiation  as  had  been  proposed 
rather  than  through  court  trial,  but  on  account  of  a  pressure  of  other 
matters  in  the  Welfare  Department  of  said  City,  and  doubtless  due  in  part 
also  to  a  change  in  the  administration  of  the  City,  with  its  effect  in  conse¬ 
quence  on  the  personnel  of  the  Legal  Department  of  the  City,  no  such  con¬ 
ferences  were  held,  but  a  renewal  of  the  same  in  the  year  1939  is  in  prospect. 

There  is  also  pending  another  action  in  contract  brought  by  said  City 
against  the  town  through  writ  issuing  out  ot  the  Superior  Court  for  Suffolk 
County  under  date  of  December  31,  1938,  returnable  on  March  6,  1939, 
in  which  writ  the  ad  damnum  named  is  $6,000  and  which  writ  further 
states  that  the  claim  is  for  welfare  aid  furnished,  the  details  of  which  are 
at  present  unknown  and  will  not  be  available  until  the  suit  is  entered  in 
court,  at  the  time  above  stated.  It  doubtless  represents  alleged  welfare 
relief  claims  arising  subsequent  to  those  covered  by  the  first  action  above 
mentioned,  and  the  total  of  which  is  considerably  less  in  all  probability 
than  the  amount  of  the  ad  damnum  of  the  writ. 

There  is  still  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  a  suit 
in  contract  brought  by  the  town  against  the  City  of  Boston  by  way  of 
cross  action  to  recover  the  sum  of  $1, SI  1.26  for  claims  for  relief  furnished 
to  Boston  settled  recipients  and  reported  as  pending  at  the  end  of  the  year 
1937  and  which  will  follow  the  same  course  of  action  as  the  suit  first  above 
mentioned  of  Boston  vs.  Norwood. 

On  November  26,  1938,  a  further  suit  was  brought  by  the  town  against 
the  City  of  Boston  by  a  writ  issuing  out  of  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk 
County  in  an  action  of  contract  returnable  on  January  3,  1939  to  recover 
on  claims  amounting  to  $754.24  for  old  age  assistance  rendered  and  welfare 
relief  furnished  in  the  form  of  hospital  care  and  otherwise. 

Doubtless  all  these  cases  will  be  treated  together  for  the  purpose  of 
negotiation  with  a  view  to  settlement  or  for  trial  if  it  becomes  necessary. 

It  is  hoped  and  expected  that  the  various  claims  embodied  in  these  suits 
will  be  disposed  of  during  the  year  1939,  by  appropriate  action. 

Norwood  vs.  Julia.  Smith:  This  suit  was  reported  as  pending  for  trial  at 
the  end  of  the  year  1937  and  is  defended  by  the  insurer  of  the  owner  of  the 
motor  vehicle  which  the  defendant  was  operating  at  the  time  of  the  colli¬ 
sion  of  the  same  with  a  fire  truck  owned  by  the  town  on  May  23,  1937,  and 
for  damage  to  which  fire  truck  compensation  is  sought  by  the  town,  through 
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said  suit.  An  agreement  was  reached  with  counsel  as  to  the  amount  of 
the  damage  sustained  subject  to  liability  on  the  part  of  the  defendant  being 
established.  This  action  was  consolidated  for  trial  with  actions  brought 
by  Julia  Smith  vs.  Fireman  James  D.  Balfour,  the  operator  of  the  fire 
truck,  for  personal  injuries  sustained  by  her  and  by  Roger  Connolly  as 
owner  against  said  operator  for  property  damage.  Said  actions  were  not 
reached  for  trial  by  jury  during  the  year  1938  but  were  held  for  trial  in 
January  1939  at  the  jury  session  of  the  Superior  Court  beginning  in  that 
month,  and  will  be  subject  to  report  as  to  developments  and  disposition 
in  the  report  for  the  jmar  1939. 

Jennie  MacDonald  vs.  Norwood:  By  writ  issuing  out  of  the  Superior 
Court  for  Norfolk  County  on  December  30,  1938,  and  returnable  on  the 
first  Monday  of  February,  1939,  Jennie  MacDonald  of  Providence,  Rhode 
Island  brought  an  action  of  tort  against  the  town  through  which  she  seeks 
compensation  for  personal  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  received  on  May 
12,  1938  by  reason  of  a  defective  street  condition  on  Hoyle  Street.  The 
ad  damnum  of  the  writ  is  $10,000  but  it  is  not  to  be  expected,  however, 
that  said  sum  represents  the  amount  of  the  recovery  hoped  for  or  actually 
sought.  The  town  does  not  admit  liability  and  is  defending  against  the 
claim.  Whether  or  not  the  case  will  be  reached  for  trial  during  the  year 
1939  is  uncertain. 

CLAIMS 

Certain  claims  against  the  town  referred  to  this  department  by  the 
Selectmen  through  Clerk  Pendergast.  or  General  Manager  Kendrick  and 
one  claim  referred  by  the  School  Committee  had  such  necessary  attention 
as  appeared  to  be  required  through  advice  as  to  liability  furnished  after 
investigation  and  appropriate  action  thereafter  and  through  disposition 
upon  approval  given  in  the  manner  directed,  namely: 

Mrs.  John  F.  Bryan:  Claim  for  personal  injuries  sustained  through 
alleged  defective  condition  of  steps  at  Junior  High  School  Building  while 
descending  the  same  upon  leaving  the  building  on  December  21,  1937. 
Although  liability  was  denied  a  compromise  settlement  of  the  claim  by 
negotiation  on  very  favorable  terms  was  made  and  a  release  of  all  claims 
furnished  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bryan.  The  settlement  was  approved  by  the 
School  Committee  and  the  amount  paid  was  $150.00. 

May  Arelson:  Claim  for  personal  injuries  suffered  through  an  alleged 
defective  condition  on  Washington  Street  on  August  19,  1938,  as  notified 
to  the  town.  It  developed  on  investigation  that  the  responsibility  for  the 
condition  alleged  to  be  defective  rested  with  the  Norwood  Gas  Company 
by  way  of  indemnification  of  the  town  against  such  a  claim  and  from  in¬ 
formation  received  settlement  of  the  claim  was  made  direct  with  said 
claimant  by  said  Norwood  Gas  Company. 

Agnes  A.  Fraser:  Claim  for  personal  injuries  sustained  on  October  27, 
1938,  through  an  alleged  defective  condition  in  the  sidewalk  on  Washing- 
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ton  Street  and  formally  notified  in  writing  on  November  23,  1938.  On 
investigation  it  developed  that  responsibility  for  the  condition  alleged 
to  have  existed  and  which  caused  the  injuries  for  which  claim  is  made  ap¬ 
peared  to  rest  on  The  Home  Building  Company,  Inc.  of  Walpole,  Massa¬ 
chusetts  and  negotiations  were  under  way  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  bring 
about  a  recognition  of  such  responsibility  and  thus  to  relieve  the  town  from 
defending  or  otherwise  dealing  with  the  claim.  It  is  expected  that  the 
ultimate  liability  of  said  corporation,  if  liability  appears  to  exist,  will  be 
acknowledged  by  it  and  that  there  will  be  no  further  occasion  for  the  town 
to  act  in  the  matter. 

The  necessary  attention  was  given  to  the  disposition  of  the  Elsie  M. 
Turner  claim  in  January  of  1938  by  compromise  settlement  as  stated  in 
the  report  for  the  year  1937. 

The  claim  of  Norton  and  Earle  Sound  Service,  so-called,  with  reference 
to  police  radio  installation  had  further  attention  at  various  times  through 
the  year,  principally  in  the  form  of  a  number  of  conferences  with  General 
Manager  Kendrick  and  attention  to  reports  by  an  expert  and  conference 
with  said  expert,  advising  as  to  procedure  and  as  to  proposal  for  com¬ 
promise  settlement  of  claim.  The  town  has  denied  liability  and  its  posi¬ 
tion  in  that  respect  has  not  changed  and  the  claim  remains  inactive. 

Claims  for  reimbursement  for  relief  furnished  to  recipients  in  the  form 
of  public  assistance  and  hospital  care,  who  were  settled  elsewhere  than  in 
Norwood,  have. had  appropriate  attention  with  results  as  follows:

Conclusion 

The  situation  at  the  end  of  the  year  1938  with  respect  to  pending  litiga¬ 
tion  and  claims  involving  the  town,  as  viewed  by  this  department,  offers 
no  cause  for  concern  although  it  is  true  that  there  is  somewhat  of  an  in¬ 
crease  over  like  matters  pending  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

The  service  required  of  the  department  had  become  constant  and  in¬ 
creasingly  burdensome  as  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that,  as  the  department 
is  conducted,  it  has  been  rendered  in  some  form  or  other  on  three  hundred 
and  two  days  during  the  year  and  has  involved  a  total  of  nearly  one  thous¬ 
and  hours  of  attention. 

There  appears  to  be  on  the  part  of  many  fair-minded  citizens  a  mis¬ 
understanding  of  the  status  of  the  town  counsel  and  his  obligation  to 
furnish  advice  on  town  matters  upon  request  by  individual  citizens.  His 
duties  are  fixed  by  the  by  laws  of  the  town  (section  3  article  5). 
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The  town  is,  in  law  and  by  its  original  creation,  a  body  separate  and 
distinct  from  the  individuals  that  compose  its  inhabitants  and  the  town 
through  its  officials  is  the  client,  and  not  the  individual  citizen  or  taxpayer, 
to  whom  and  to  whom  alone  the  town  counsel  renders  service  and  in  a  con¬ 
fidential  capacity  as  well.  Of  course  the  Town  Counsel  responds  to  any 
call  for  service  by  vote  of  the  town. 

Because  of  such  relationship  the  town  counsel  can  speak  only  through 
town  officials  and  as  they  determine  as  to  advice  given  and  can  defend  his 
advice  only  to  them  and  not  to  the  public. 

The  confidence,  cooperation  and  consideration  uniformly  extended  to 
the  town  counsel  by  present  and  former  officials  of  the  town  in  respect  to 
service  rendered  and  to  be  rendered  by  the  law  department  is  deeply  ap¬ 
preciated  and  has  correspondingly  lightened  the  pressure  incident  to  the 
responsibilities  of  the  office.

as  the  Henry  0.  Peabody  School  for  Girls,  which  building  shall  be  substan¬

maintain  and  carry  on  a  school  curriculum  which  shall  conform  to  the 
purposes  set  out  in  said  will  and  shall  meet  the  standards  now  existing  or 
hereafter  set  for  such  courses  under  State  and  Federal  Vocational  Acts 
and  to  insure  the  highest  possible  quality  of  work,  or  such  other  standards 
as  may  be  substituted  by  written  agreement  between  said  trustees  and 
said  town  of  Norwood  acting  through  its  school  committee.  The  first

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THE  NORWOOD  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

The  Norwood  Board  of  Public  Welfare  submits  the  annual  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  193S. 

The  organization  of  the  Board  at  the  meeting  of  May  23,  1938  was  as 
follows:  John  A.  Abdallah,  Chairman;  Margaret  M.  Giinthner,  Secretary 
and  Victor  E.  Blasenak. 

The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  since  colonial  days  has  played  a 
major  part  in  the  enactment  of  humane  and  imposing  laws  regulating  the 
care  of  the  poor  and  indigent.  The  economic  situation  in  the  past  several 
years  has  brought  to  the  attention  of  all  law  making  bodies  new  problems 
and  the  duties  with  respect  to  those  people  dealing  with  relief  matters  have 
become  one  of  the  major  problems  confronting  every  community. 

A  sincere  effort  has  been  made  by  the  present  Board  to  admmster  relief 
in  compliance  with  accepted  budgetary  standards  for  welfare  work; 
individual  treatment  as  to  the  several  needs  of  the  various  cases  has  been 
the  policy  rather  than  one  of  mass  treatment. 

There  has  been  no  substantial  change  in  our  problems  during  the  year 
although  a  gradual  increase  over  the  period  of  twelve  months  in  the  number 
of  cases  is  observed;  this  has  also  meant  an  increase  in  the  expenditures. 

There  are  some  cases  due  to  business  conditions  in  which  we  found  it 
necessary  to  supplement  the  families’  budgetary  requirements  and  it  also 
became  necessary  to  aid  many  cases  almost  immediately  after  a  person  was 
laid  off  from  their  work  due  to  a  low  wage  or  the  lack  of  provision  for  such 
periods  when  these  cases  would  be  unemployed. 

The  Town  of  Norwood  has  been  fortunate  in  having  a  diversification  of 
industries  thereby  not  having  any  great  number  of  cases  from  any  one  in¬ 
dustry.  Cases  temporarily  laid  off  from  employment,  through  no  fault  of 
their  own,  usually  make  every  effort  to  regain  their  status  as  employed 
persons,  thereby  contributing  to  the  good  of  the  community  by  maintaining 
themselves  self-supporting. 

There  are,  however,  cases  receiving  aid  who  make  none  or  little  or¬ 
ganized  effort  to  become  self-supporting  prefering  to  accept  the  lines  of 
least  resistance  and  assume  no  responsibility  as  to  themselves  or  their 
dependents. 

Still  another  group  are  not  employed  because  of  physical  inabilities  or 
age  and  due  to  changes  in  the  social  and  economic  structure  of  the  country. 
These  types  of  cases  can  be  assumed  as  becoming  a  permanent  liability 
since  many  are  not  old  enough  or  cannot  otherwise  come  under  the  cate¬ 
gorical  relief  as  set  up  by  the  Social  Security  Act. 

Throughout  the  year  the  members  of  the  Welfare  Board  made  personal 
visits  and  did  investigating  work  with  respect  to  cases  being  aided  by  the 
Department. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Welfare  Board,  having  been  appointed  Aug.  11, 
1938,  acts  as  the  selecting  agent  for  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps 
(C.C.C.).  There  were  seventeen  enrollees  sent  from  Norwood  in  four 
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quotas.  The  number  in  each  quota  is  based  upon  the  vacancies  that  exist 
in  the  Corps  at  the  end  of  each  enlistment  period. 

The  Norwood  Hospital  and  physicians  throughout  this  town  have  been 
most  co-operative.  Our  hospital  care  for  Welfare  recipients  increased 
during  the  year  1938  and  this  added  to  the  aggregate  cost  of  our  expenses. 
It  is  also  a  fact  that  there  are  a  great  many  cases  needing  hospital  care  who 
are  brought  to  the  Norwood  Hospital  for  treatment,  generally  of  an 
emergency  nature,  who  not  having  enough  financial  means  to  pay  for  their 
care  become  a  charge  on  the  Town  of  Norwood.  The  Welfare  Department 
has  the  responsibility  of  determining  who  is  legally  and  financially  re¬ 
sponsible  and  the  necessary  measures  are  taken  to  obtain  payment  from 
the  municipalities  who  are  charged  with  the  care  of  these  persons.

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  an  unusual 
amount  of  activity  with  regard  to  the  number  of  cases  handled  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  during  193S. 

The  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  group  of  cases  has  increased  to  a  new 
high;  this  can  be  attributed  to  the  liberalizing  of  the  law  by  the  legislature. 

Among  the  Temporary  Aid  group  are  a  number  of  single  persons  and 
the  cost  per  case  in  caring  for  this  type  is  more  per  person  than  that  it 
would  be  if  these  persons  were  included  in  a  family. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  greatest  net  changes  in  the  number  of  cases 
during  the  year  occurred  in  the  Temporary  Aid  Unemployment  group. 
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In  this  group  are  those  people  who  have  been  employed  for  part  time  and 
when  laid  off  from  their  usual  occupation  have  applied  to  the  Board  of 
Public  Welfare.  This  reflects  in  some  measure  the  employment  con¬ 
ditions  in  Norwood  and  vicinity  in  the  various  industries. 

The  number  of  persons  receiving  Institutional  and  Chronic  Hospital 
care  has  been  consistent  throughout  the  year.  Some  of  the  more  numerous 
causes  for  dependency  among  the  types  of  cases  as  shown  in  the  previous 
table  who  were  aided  during  1938  are  as  follow's:

The  Surplus  Food  Commodity  Division  of  the  Works  Progress  Ad¬ 
ministration  continued  in  operation  throughout  the  year  and  food  and 
clothing  supplies  were  drawn  from  the  District  2  warehouse  located  in 
Quincy,  Massachusetts.  The  Town  of  Norwood  contributed  supplies, 
financial  assistance  for  administration,  trucking  and  storage  facilities 
necessary  for  the  operation  of  this  Division. 

The  Sewing  Project  in  operation  at  the  Civic  Building  employing  some 
thirteen  (13)  women  was  maintained  during  the  entire  year.  Clothing  made 
here  is  shipped  to  the  Quincy,  Mass,  warehouse  from  which  Norwood’s 
allotment  is  drawn.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  together 
with  the  statement  of  valuations  as  determining  the  tax  levy  for  the  year 
1938. 

Organization 

On  May  6,  1938,  Edward  H.  Allen  was  reappointed  by  the  Selectmen 
for  the  term  of  three  years  beginning  April  1,  1938. 

On  November  8,  1938,  Edward  H.  Allen,  an  assessor  of  the  Town  of 
Norwood  since  June  23,  1936,  died  at  his  home  after  an  illness  of  three 
months. 

On  December  13,  1938,  Richard  D.  Northrop  was  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  ending  April  1,  1941. 

Assistant  Assessors 

On  December  14,  1937,  George  L.  Banks,  George  F.  Bemis,  Martin  F. 
Callaghan,  John  F.  Murphy,  Charles  B.  Paddleford  and  James  E.  Roache 
were  appointed  Assistant  Assessors  by  the  Board  to  serve  for  the  period 
of  thirty  days  from  January  1,  1938,  or  such  shorter  period  as  the  Board 
of  Assessors  might  determine. 

Tax  Rate  for  the  Year  1938 

On  May  28,  1938,  it  was  voted  that  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  193S  be 
determined  as  $32.60  per  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  valuation. 

The  table  of  tax  requirements  submitted  herewith  exhibit  a  comparison 
of  the  year  1938  with  1937.

Tax  Appeal  Cases 

The  only  case  pending  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  on  January  1, 
1938,  was  the  appeal  of  the  Norwood  Civic  Association  for  exemption  of 
taxes  under  Chapter  59,  Section  5,  Clause  3,  of  the  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.), 
as  amended.  This  was  an  appeal  from  taxes  assessed  as  of  January  1,  1936, 
and  was  assigned  Docket  No.  X-9717.  The  appeal  was  withdrawn  by  the 
Norwood  Civic  Association  on  December  14,  1938. 

One  new  appeal  was  filed  with  the  Appellate  Tax  Board  during  the  year 
193S.  This  was  filed  by  IJelenna  Ambrushkievicz  on  September  24,  1938, 
upon  refusal  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  grant  an  abatement  in  regard  to 
taxes  assessed  as  of  January  1,  1938,  and  was  assigned  Docket  No.  X- 
18432.

On  December  13,  1938,  the  following  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted,  namely: 

WHEREAS,  Edward  H.  Allen,  a  member  of  the  Norwood  Board  of  Asses¬ 
sors  since  June  23,  1936,  died  on  November  8,  1938,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED:  that  we,  his  associates  during  that  short  but  very  pleasant 
period,  express  our  deep  sorrow  at  the  departure  of  our  friend  and  fellow 
member. 

He  was  most  kind  and  charitable,  and  possessed  of  a  strong  sense  of  values 
and  justice,  always  honest  and  fair  in  his  deliberations  and  decisions,  which 
made  him  a  valuable  town  official. 

He  was  a  faithful  servant,  who  performed  his  duties  well,  a  true  and  loyal 
friend.  His  value  to  the  Town  of  Norwood  will  be  missed  by  all  who  came 
in  contact  with  him.  His  model  family  and  official  life  we  hope  has  brought 
him  a  just  reward.

The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year  1938: 

At  the  regular  Board  of  Health  meeting  held  on  February  4,  1938,  John 
J.  Feeney,  wras  unanimously  elected  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  for  the 
ensuing  year.

The  Board  has  held  regular  meetings  during  the  year,  with  the  exception 
of  July  and  August,  and  has  transacted  all  the  necessary  business  which 
has  been  brought  to  their  attention. 

Listed  on  page  115  is  the  Table  of  Contagious  Diseases  for  the  year  1938. 

The  Milk  Inspector,  Leonard  E.  Curran  submits  the  following  report  for 
1938: 

Sixty-nine  licenses  for  the  sale  of  milk  or  cream  were  granted  during 
1938.  They  were  distributed  among  fifty-four  stores,  seven  farmers,  and 
eight  dealers. 

Three  licenses  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  for  retail  sale  were 
issued  for  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  five  licenses  for  pasteurization  plants  were  also  re-issued  for  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Health. 

Ninety-three  samples  of  milk  were  tested  during  the  year  for  butterfat 
and  total  solids. 

A  testing  outfit  to  determine  whether  or  not  milk  is  properly  pasteurized 
was  added  to  the  equipment. 

The  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Health,  local  dealers,  farmers  and  the 
State  Department  of  Agriculture  is  greatly  appreciated  by  me. 

The  Plumbing  Inspector,  John  A.  Shannon  reports  that  during  the  year 
1938,  131  inspections  were  made  in  the  Towm  of  Norwood. 

The  Public  Health  Nurse,  Nora  C.  Curran  submits  the  following  report 
for  the  year  1938: 

The  Norwood  Chest  Clinic,  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Walter  H. 
Griffin  of  the  Sharon  Sanatorium  was  held  every  Thursday  Evening  at  five 
o’clock  at  the  Board  of  Health  Rooms.  This  is  a  diagnostic  clinic  only,  and 
there  is  no  charge  for  service. 

During  the  year  there  were  three  (3)  cases  of  Tuberculosis  and  all  three 
of  these  were  hospitalized. 

It  was  possible  through  the  sale  of  the  Red  Cross  Seate  to  send  three 
children  to  the  Preventorium  for  eight  weeks  during  the  summer.

Parochial  School 

Physical  examinations  were  made  on  all  pupils  by  the  Public  Health 
Physician.  Parents  were  advised  as  to  any  defects  found  and  urged  to 
consult  their  family  physician.  Visits  wrere  made  to  the  school  three  or 
four  times  a  week  by  the  Public  Health  Physician  and  Nurse  for  check  up 
on  any  symptoms  ol  Contagious  Diseases.  Home  visits  were  made  to  ex¬ 
amine  contacts  and  to  instruct  parents  on  care  of  the  patient.  Children 
(sixty-five)  from  the  first  grade  were  given  Diphtheria  Toxoid.  One  hun¬ 
dred  and  two  (102)  pupils  from  the  seventh  and  ninth  grades  were  given 
the  Tuberculin  Test  by  the  Braintree  Clinic.  All  positive  reactors  were 
examined  and  X-rayed.  Two  Typhoid  Carriers  were  given  Typhoid  In- 
noculations  by  the  Public  Health  Physician.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION 

The  Finance  Commission  organized  for  the  year  1938  as  follows:  Francis 
C.  Foley,  Chairman;  John  R.  Russell,  Clerk;  and,  Edmund  F.  Murphy 
member  of  the  Finance  Commission. 

On  January  1,  1938,  the  debt  amounted  to  $916,800.00  with  maturities 
in  1938  of  $180,200.00  and  borrowings  during  the  same  period  of  $223,577.00. 
The  borrowing  capacity  of  the  Town  on  January  1,  1938  wras  $134,159.00 
and  on  December  31,  1938,  was  $149,053.00. 

The  storm  disaster  in  September  necessitated  expenditures  of  $57,000.00, 
raised  by  a  borrowing  pursuant  to  a  vote  of  the  special  town  meeting  held 
to  meet  the  emergency. 

The  surplus  in  the  excess  and  deficiency  account  on  December  31,  1938 
was  $104,000.00  as  against  $106,000.00  on  December  31,  1937. 

The  sum  of  $10,000  was  appropriated  for  the  Reserve  Fund  and  pay¬ 
ments  therefrom  are  set  forth  below.

Gentlemen : 

1  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Animal  Inspector  from  April  5,  1938  to 
December  31,  1938. 

Twenty  dog  bite  cases  have  been  investigated.  In  nineteen  of  these  cases 
the  dogs  were  quarantined  according  to  law.  In  one  case  the  person  bitten 
was  unable  to  identify  the  dog;  the  bite  was  slight. 

One  case  of  rabies  was  reported  from  the  Norwood  Veterinary  Hospital. 
In  this  case  two  dogs  were  quarantined  on  suspicion.  All  other  dog  owners 
in  the  neighborhood  were  notified  of  the  case  and  no  other  case  of  rabies 
has  developed. 

One  unlicensed  dog  was  found.  This  case  was  reported  to  the  Dog 
Officer. 

In  the  annual  Inspection  of  Animals  twenty-two  premises  were  inspected. 
All  cows  were  found  to  be  under  State  inspection  for  Tuberculosis.  This 
Annual  Inspection  report  has  been  filed  with  the  Division  of  Livestock 
Disease  Control,  Department  of  Agriculture  of  Massachusetts. 

Five  cows  have  been  shipped  from  out  of  state  into  Norwood  in  full 
compliance  to  all  laws.

I  herein  submit  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  the  National  Youth  Adminis¬ 
tration  for  the  period  from  January  1  to  December  31,  1938. 

The  number  of  workers  employed  during  1938  varied  from  twelve  to 
nineteen  during  the  year,  as  workers  secured  private  employment. 

Winter  Recreation 

A  basketball  league  for  boys  was  organized  with  eight  teams  playing 
two  evenings  a  week  at  the  Senior  High  School.  This  league  ran  from 
January  to  April. 

The  Junior  High  School  Gymnasium  was  used  for  girls’  recreation  on 
two  evenings  a  week.  Girls  participated  in  basketball,  bowling,  volley-ball 
and  dancing. 

Ping-pong,  cards  and  games  were  held  two  evenings  a  week  at  the  Civic 
Association.  In  March  a  fashion  show  and  amateur  play  was  put  on  at 
the  Junior  High  School  with  a  very  good  attendance. 

Dances  were  held  every  Friday  night  at  the  Senior  High  School.  These 
dances  were  conducted  by  the  Women’s  Community  Committee  assisted 
by  N.Y.A.  workers. 

Spring  and  Summer  Recreation 

In  April  a  baseball  league  was  organized  composed  of  ten  teams.  These 
teams  played  games  four  evenings  from  April  to  the  second  week  in  Sep¬ 
tember.  A  great  deal  of  interest  was  shown  in  this  activity  with  over  one 
hundred  participating  and  an  average  attendance  of  five  hundred  an 
evening. 

During  the  spring,  N.Y.A.  workers  served  as  umpires  two  afternoons 
a  week  for  the  grammar  school  baseball  league  and  during  the  summer 
both  boys  and  girls  assisted  the  playground  supervisors  at  the  various 
playgrounds. 

Autumn  Recreation 

During  the  fall  season,  N.Y.A.  boys  and  girls  worked  at  the  Balch, 
Callahan,  Winslow  and  Shattuck  School  playgrounds  in  directing  children’s 
activities  after  school  hours. 

Ping-pong,  cards  and  games  were  resumed  two  evenings  a  week  at  the 
Civic  Association. 

In  closing  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance 
given  by  you,  the  Town  officials  and  the  Women’s  Community  Committee.

Textbook  Replacement 

For  the  past  few  years,  under  the  direction  of  our  Superintendent,  com¬ 
mittees  of  teachers  have  directed  their  efforts  toward  reorganization  of 
course-of-study  outlines  and  program  revision.  This  activity  naturally 
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demands  the  introduction  of  new  texts  which  are  purchased  to  meet  the 
demands  of  a  newer  program. 

It  is  significant  that  completely  new  adoptions  of  all  social  science  and 
natural  science  books  and  workbook  materials  have  been  purchased  for  all 
pupils  enrolled  in  the  elementary  schools.  This  has  been  done  within  the 
past  two  years. 

The  new  text-workbook  materials  used  in  the  elementary  arithmetic 
program  are  purchased  annually,  making  it  possible  to  put  clean,  new 
books  in  the  hands  of  pupils  at  the  beginning  of  each  year. 

It  has  been  clearly  established  that  the  administrative  policy  of  the 
schools  makes  provision  for  up-to-date  textbooks  and  materials. 

Italian  Language 

As  a  result  of  petitions  from  the  parents  of  several  Senior  High  School 
pupils,  and  in  pursuance  of  provisions  of  State  Law,  instruction  in  the 
Italian  language  is  being  offered  to  pupils  who  elect  to  pursue  the  study. 
There  are  now  twenty-seven  pupils  enrolled  in  the  course. 

Henry  O.  Peabody  School  for  Girls 

The  decree  which  has  been  ordered  by  the  Probate  Court  of  Suffolk 
County  recently,  has  placed  before  the  townspeople  a  matter  worthy  of 
very  serious  consideration.  During  the  course  of  the  next  few  months  the 
School  Committee  will  explore  the  educational  possibilities  of  such  an 
institution  as  is  proposed,  and  consider  the  financial  obligations  which  the 
town  must  incur  if  it  is  to  participate  in  this  interesting  program  of  voca¬ 
tional  education  for  girls. 

Opportunity  Study  Hall 

The  School  Committee  has  found  it  necessary  to  close  the  room  at  the 
Balch  School  which  has  been  set  aside  for  three  evenings  a  week  during 
the  Evening  School  session  for  pupils  desirous  of  having  a  quiet  place  in 
which  to  read  and  study.  There  were  only  a  few  boys  and  girls  interested 
in  taking  advantage  of  the  opportunity. 

Home  Instruction 

Physically  handicapped  children  are  receiving  help  in  their  studies  at 
home.  Many  of  our  pupils  who,  because  of  temporary  or  permanent  dis¬ 
ability,  are  unable  to  attend  school  are  thus  able  to  continue  their  education 
in  such  manner  as  to  make  better  adjustment  to  the  demands  of  the  society 
in  which  they  live.  At  this  wiiting  there  are  fourteen  boys  and  girls  re¬ 
ceiving  the  benefits  of  this  service. 

School  Population  Trends 

The  following  table  indicates  rather  clearly  the  fact  that  school  popula¬ 
tions  in  all  districts  are  a  matter  of  concern,  in  that  there  is  involved  the 
solution  of  the  problem  as  to  how  best  to  use  the  physical  facilities 
available  in  our  schools. 
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The  reader  will  observe  that  the  enrollments  in  some  of  our  schools 
change  but  little,  whereas  in  others,  particularly  in  the  Balch,  Callahan 
and  Junior  High  School,  numbers  are  dropping  steadily  and  rapidly. 

It  would  appear  that  we  have  adequate  housing  facilities  for  our  pupils. 
However,  it  is  also  true  that  in  some  of  our  schools  there  is  much  extra 
room  for  a  variety  of  school  activities,  and  in  other  schools  relatively  little 
extra  space  to  expand  the  offerings  of  the  school  units. 

For  purposes  of  adjusting  this  unevenness,  it  may  be  necessary  at  some 
future  date  to  consider  the  advisability  of  mapping  out  the  town  in  new 
school  districts.  Such  a  procedure  may  be  necessary,  in  fact,  if  the  school 
populations  of  the  Winslow  and  Shattuck  districts  are  to  increase  to  any 
great  extent.

Herewith,  I  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Mental  Hygiene 

Teachers  and  parents,  whose  business  it  is  to  guide  the  child  in  his  ad¬ 
justments  to  the  environment  wThich  surrounds  him,  have  much  to  hope 
for  as  the  truly  integrated  health  program  unfolds  itself. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  here  to  point  to  the  inadequacy  of  the  mass 
methods  of  an  older  order.  Careful  examination  of  any  tests  designed  to 
illustrate  the  great  ranges  in  differences  among  individuals  will  reveal  all 
too  clearly  what  we  would  rather  not  be  forced  to  concede. 

As  the  focus  of  attention  centers  upon  the  individual  child,  we  are  forced 
to  an  objective  study  of  the  facts  to  be  found  which  will  help  us  under¬ 
stand  him. 

The  school  must  study  the  child  if  it  is  to  know  him  and  administer 
to  his  needs.  Reflection  upon  the  significance  of  findings  must  lead  us 
directly  to  an  appraisal  of  his  physical,  mental,  social,  emotional  and 
educational  assets  as  well  as  liabilities.  We  may  then  expect  of  him  only 
that  of  which  he  is  capable,  guide  him  into  those  activities  which  provide 
for  him  opportunity  to  make  the  most  of  his  assets,  and  help  him  to  com¬ 
pensate  for  his  deficiencies  as  best  he  can. 

The  school  proposes  to  question  the  importance  of  the  findings  of  in¬ 
vestigations  which  are  merely  summations  of  facts  found.  This  is  true 
whether  the  enumeration  concerns  itself  with  abilities  or  disabilities.  As 
we  contemplate  the  severity  of  any  disability,  we  are  learning  that  it  is 
significant  only  as  it  is  related  to  the  development  of  the  child’s  whole 
pattern  of  life.  In  some  cases  we  find  children  with  identical  disabilities. 
In  one  instance,  the  child  may  compensate  wrell  and  be,  on  the  whole,  a 
well-adjusted  personality,  whereas  in  the  other,  such  disability  may  cause 
serious  maladjustment. 

The  important  consideration  is  the  interpretation  of  those  findings  as 
they  throw  light  upon  the  needs  of  the  individual  child. 

Right  here  it  might  be  well  to  ask  ourselves  a  question.  Of  what  avail 
is  competence  in  tool-subjects  if  the  child  is  unhappy,  if  he  cannot  ade¬ 
quately  and  happily  handle  his  instinctive  drives,  if  he  is  a  misfit  socially? 

The  individual  needs  a  personality,  character  and  temperament  which 
promise  a  measure  of  happiness  and  approbation  by  his  fellow  men,  as 
well  as  the  tools  with  which  he  may  compete  in  an  industrial  and  com¬ 
mercial  world. 

To  be  sure,  it  is  the  business  of  the  school  to  teach  tool  subjects  which 
are  necessary  to  our  civilization.  However,  we  must  recognize  the  existence 
of  other  things  which  have  a  direct  relation  to  the  success  of  our  teaching 
program. 

Teacher  and  parent  are  becoming  aware  of  the  importance  of  fatigue 
as  it  may  be  related  to  nutrition,  of  nutrition  as  it  may  be  related  to  posture, 
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of  posture  as  it  may  be  related  to  further  fatigue,  and  all  related  to  the 
manner  in  which  the  child  adjusts  personally,  socially,  emotionally,  phys¬ 
ically  and  educationally. 

W  e  are  beginning  to  recognize  the  necessity  for  an  appraisal  of  the  state 
of  efficiency  of  the  child’s  organs  of  special  sense,  particularly  vision,  speech 
and  hearing,  as  they  may  be  interrelated  and  generally  related  to  the 
child’s  adjustment  to  his  school  and  life  situations. 

The  school  must  accept  the  challenge  that  it  may  be  responsible  in  part 
for  its  failure  to  provide  for  the  adjustment  of  the  individual  child.  It  is 
most  difficult  to  explain  the  fact  that  many  of  our  pupils  do  reasonably 
good  work  in  school  and  maintain  grade  standards  for  all  but  that  many  of 
them  derive  no  great  enjoyment  from  attendance  therein.  Equally  com¬ 
promising  is  the  situation  wherein  we  find  need  for  so-called  remedial 
instruction.  It  is  the  school’s  work  to  teach — but  not  in  such  manner  as 
to  injure  the  personality. 

What,  then,  may  we  look  for  as  the  Mental  Hygiene  program  develops? 

More  important  than  anything  else,  it  seems,  must  come  the  realization 
that  each  child  has  a  personality,  valid  at  each  stage  of  its  growth,  and  that 
it  must  be  unified  and  developed  to  its  highest  potential  stature. 

There  must  be  a  revaluation  of  aims  and  objectives.  Changing  em¬ 
phases  will  then  throw  into  relief  the  many  phases  of  the  educational 
procedure  which  heretofore  have  not  received  the  attention  which  is  their 
due. 

The  best  which  modern  medical  science  and  educational  theory  and 
practice  have  discovered  will  then  be  brought  favorably  to  bear  on  the 
solution  of  the  child’s  educational  problem. 

Out  of  it  all  we  shall  see  the  child  in  a  truer  perspective  and  with  more 
genuine  understanding  of  the  extreme  complexity  of  the  stresses  and  strains 
to  which  he  is  subject,  and  thus  help  him  to  establish  a  better  adjustment. 

Elementary  Science 

During  the  past  year,  a  committee  of  elementary  school  teachers  and 
principals  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Mary  A.  Dean,  Principal  of  the 
Shattuck  School,  has  completed  its  assignment  in  the  establishment  of  an 
elementary  program  in  Natural  Science. 

As  it  has  been  indicated  in  other  reports  that  such  a  program  satisfies 
a  felt  need  in  broadening  the  educational  horizons  of  school  children,  as 
well  as  to  provide  materials  for  boys  which  are  more  interesting  than  the 
materials  of  other  course  programs,  we  are  satisfied  that  our  elementary 
program  is  much  better  and  richer  as  a  result  of  our  new  addition  to  the 
school  program. 


Henry  O.  Peabody  School  for  Girls 

For  several  months,  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  assist  Dr.  Cleveland 
and  his  Committee  in  the  preparation  of  plans  necessary  for  the  arrange- 
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ment  of  negotiations  between  the  representatives  of  the  Town  of  Norwood 
and  the  Henry  O.  Peabody  Trustees. 

At  this  writing,  I  am  unable  to  compute  with  a  fair  accuracy  the  probable 
cost  to  the  Town  for  a  Vocational  Education  program  for  girls.  Notwith¬ 
standing,  working  with  some  known  facts  and  presenting  a  statement 
premised  upon  certain  basic  assumptions,  I  hope  that  I  may  present  at  an 
early  date  an  evaluation  of  the  school  as  well  as  a  statement  of  probable 
costs  and  program  offerings. 

Many  school  people  are  convinced  that  the  vocational  education  pro¬ 
gram  is  the  crying  need  of  the  educational  structure.  They  are  wont  to 
believe  that  the  general  education  which  proposes  to  fit  the  pupil  '‘to  live 
a  life”  falls  short  of  the  desired  mark  in  that  it  fails  to  provide  training 
that  will  enable  him  “to  make  a  living.” 

The  Henry  O.  Peabody  proposal  is  a  challenge  which  must  tax  our  best 
attention  for  some  months  to  come  as  we  prepare  to  weigh  the  facts  which 
will  be  involved  in  coming  to  a  decision  as  to  whether  the  Town  should 
attempt  to  promote  and  support  the  venture. 

Maintenance — Replacement 

May  I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that,  so  far  as  possible,  we  are 
attempting  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  School  Department  plants 
and  equipment  in  accordance  with  a  program  of  planned  economy.  The 
wear  and  tear  to  which  our  equipment  is  subject  demands  constant  repair, 
replacement  and  maintenance.  So  far  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  we  are 
planning  to  balance  our  load  in  such  a  way  as  not  to  make  the  burden  to  o 
heavy  in  any  single  year. 

Conclusion 

I  shall  not  be  concerned  with  the  details  of  school  management  as  related 
to  procedures.  Such  considerations  are  developed  in  principals’  and  super¬ 
visors’  reports,  to  be  found  elsewhere  in  the  report  of  the  Department. 

May  I  express  to  you,  members  of  the  Norwood  School  Committee,  to 
all  my  fellow-workers  in  the  Norwood  School  Department  and  to  the 
other  Town  officials  upon  whom  I  have  to  call  for  help  and  advice,  my 
feelings  of  deep  gratitude  for  the  kind  and  considerate  manner  in  which 
you  have  aided  and  supported  me  in  my  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  have  the  honor  to  present,  herewith,  my  third  annual  report  as  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  the  Norwood  Senior  High  School.  The  first  portion  of  this  report 
will  deal,  as  usual,  with  some  statistical  material,  while  the  remainder  of 
the  report  will  touch  upon  some  important  aspects  of  the  administration 
of  the  school.

The  figures  in  this  table  show  that  there  are  thirty-four  fewer  pupils  in 
the  High  School  now  than  were  enrolled  a  year  ago.  A  large  percentage  of 
this  loss  can  be  charged  to  fewer  members  in  the  present  Senior  Class  as 
follows:  In  June,  1938  there  were  221  graduates.  The  above  table  shows 
194  regular  seniors,  and  if  the  thirteen  middle  juniors  who  have  a  chance 
of  graduating  in  June,  1939  are  added  to  this  number,  then  the  probable 
number  of  graduates  in  June,  1939  will  be  207,  or  a  loss  in  this  class  of 
fourteen. 

The  following  predictions  may  be  made  for  September,  1939:

If  the  customary  percentage  for  elimination  is  subtracted,  then  the  ex¬ 
pectation  for  next  September  (without  taking  post  graduate  pupils  into 
account)  would  be  about  680  pupils,  or  approximately  the  same  number 
which  wre  have  listed  at  present.

The  reason  for  the  presentation  of  Table  3  is  because  of  the  fact  that 
trends  in  the  curriculum  enrollment  may  be  shown  by  making  comparisons 
with  preceding  years.  Our  three  curricula  are  not  separated  by  well  defined 
division  lines,  nor  does  it  seem  desirable  that  they  should  be,  because  a 
school  should  provide  its  pupils  with  an  opportunity,  as  interest  and  apti¬ 
tude  dictates,  to  select  subject  matter  which  may  not  be  included  in  a 
given  curriculum.  Attention  is  called  in  this  connection  to  the  increase  in 
our  pupils  who  are  now  enrolled  in  the  Commercial  curriculum  as  com¬ 
pared  to  the  figures  of  a  year  ago.  Also,  as  is  explained  above,  there  are 
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many  pupils  from  the  General  curriculum  who  have  elected  some  com¬ 
mercial  subjects.  As  a  result,  there  is  a  sizeable  increase  in  enrollment  in 
the  course  offerings  of  the  Commercial  Department.  Our  commercial 
teachers  are  now  carrying  a  heavy  teaching  load;  and  if  the  election  of 
commercial  subjects  continues  to  grow,  it  is  probable  that  two  subjects 
which  now  have  small  enrollments  will  have  to  be  eliminated  from  this 
curriculum. 

Curriculum  Changes 

The  program  of  studies  in  a  modern  secondary  school  should  continually 
be  in  a  state  of  revision  because  of  the  fact  that  the  society  into  which  our 
graduates  go  is  not  static  but  is  in  a  continual  state  of  flux.  The  school 
must  make  an  effort  to  keep  up  with  these  changing  demands.  Brief 
statements  follow  as  to  what  has  been  done  in  this  respect  during  the  past 
two  years,  together  with  some  suggestions  as  to  what  might  be  done  during 
the  next  year  or  two. 

1.  Courses  in  Art  Appreciation  have  been  added  to  the  curriculum  so 
that  this  is  now  a  major  subject  which  may  be  chosen  each  year.  This  is 
especially  desirable  for  pupils  who  expect  to  go  on  with  this  subject  in 
other  schools. 

2.  New  courses  in  Home  Problems  have  been  started  for  both  boys  and 
girls.  These  courses  are  offered  to  provide  a  better  understanding  of  the 
home  and  its  relation  to  society.  It  is  obvious  that  the  home  and  its  prob¬ 
lems  are  matters  of  vital  concern  to  men  as  well  as  to  women. 

3.  Certain  additions  have  been  made  to  our  courses  in  Mechanical 
Drawing  and  Shop  Work  so  that  these  courses  have  become  major  subjects. 
These  additions  should  be  of  benefit  to  that  group  of  boys  who  go  on  with 
some  phase  of  education  in  the  practical  or  industrial  arts.  Increasing 
numbers  of  boys  are  being  enrolled  in  these  courses  year  after  year,  and 
attention  is  called  in  this  connection  to  Mr.  Wheeler’s  report  because  it 
would  seem  that  additional  funds  should  be  allocated  to  this  department. 

4.  The  Library  has  profited  greatly  by  the  money  which  we  were  able 
to  spend  this  year  for  reference  material.  Miss  Hubbard’s  records  show 
that  increasingly  large  numbers  of  pupils  are  making  use  of  the  facilities 
offered  by  this  department  of  our  school. 

5.  Last  August,  upon  the  request  of  a  group  of  citizens,  Italian  was 
introduced  into  our  High  School.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  there 
are  twenty-seven  pupils  enrolled  in  this  class,  distributed  as  follows:

Juniors .  6 

Sophomores .  16 

Total .  27 


Since  many  of  the  twenty-two  pupils  in  the  two  lower  classes  who  are 
now  enrolled  in  Italian  are  in  the  Commercial  curriculum,  where  the  de- 
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mantis  of  this  curriculum  are  going  to  be  quite  exacting  during  the  next 
year  or  two,  it  is  doubtful  if  more  than  ten  of  these  pupils  will  be  able  to 
go  on  with  the  second  year  of  this  language  if  it  is  offered  during  the  school 
year  1939-1940.  If  this  is  so,  then  we  will  be  in  much  the  same  situation 
which  existed  in  regard  to  the  instruction  in  Spanish  a  year  ago.  It  be¬ 
came  necessary  to  drop  this  latter  subject  from  our  curriculum  because 
relatively  few  pupils  elected  it,  and  it  may  be  that  the  Italian  will  have  to 
suffer  the  same  fate. 

6.  Our  Guidance  Program,  which  in  many  respects  is  a  very  important 
part  of  our  work  with  boys  and  girls,  is  improving  every  year  under  the 
very  able  direction  of  Mr.  Hayden  and  Miss  Gow. 

Some  Suggestions  for  the  Future 

1.  There  should  be  a  shop  course  for  the  girls,  to  enable  them  to  under¬ 
stand  many  of  the  small  repairs  which  have  to  be  made  around  the  home 
from  time  to  time. 

2.  Additional  courses  in  Dressmaking  and  Millinery  should  be  offered 
to  enable  our  girls  to  make  certain  parts  of  their  wardrobes  in  later  years. 

3.  Certain  preliminary  material  for  those  pupils  who  are  about  to  take 
examinations  for  automobile  driver’s  licenses  have  been  given  in  the  school 
from  time  to  time;  and  last  September  the  school  was  prepared  to  institute 
a  course  in  Safety  which,  among  other  things,  was  to  aim  toward  the  pre¬ 
vention  of  the  appalling  number  of  accidents  which  take  place  every  year 
on  the  highways  of  the  country.  Because  of  curriculum  demands,  there 
did  not  seem  to  be  a  sufficient  number  of  pupils  who  could  find  the  time  to 
take  such  a  course,  and  the  idea  was  abandoned.  It  still  seems,  however, 
that  there  is  a  genuine  need  for  such  instruction,  and  probably  the  best 
time  to  give  it  is  at  the  sixteen-year  level,  when  these  young  people  are 
about  to  take  these  examinations. 


Outdoor  Graduation 

For  the  purposes  of  record,  the  fact  should  be  noted  in  this  report  that 
the  graduation  exercises  of  the  Class  of  1938  were  held  out  of  doors  on  the 
High  School  grounds.  It  is  estimated  that  approximately  2,500  people 
attended  our  first  out-door  graduation  exercises.  Whether  the  practice 
will  be  continued  or  not  will,  of  course,  depend  upon  the  wishes  of  the 
School  Board.

REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  Norwood  Junior 
High  School. 

The  Band 

During  the  past  three  years  a  number  of  pupils  have  been  reporting 
every  Friday  afternoon  for  band  rehearsal.  In  a  short  period  of  time  a  small 
group  of  able  musicians  has  developed  into  a  well  balanced  band  of  fifty-five 
pieces. 

Last  Spring  uniforms  were  purchased  from  funds  raised  by  teachers  and 
pupils  in  the  Junior  High  School.  These  uniforms  have  been  used  jointly 
by  members  of  the  Band  and  the  Drum  and  Bugle  Corps.  Two  instru¬ 
ments  have  been  purchased  from  our  school  fund.  The  musical  organiza¬ 
tions  of  our  school  which  have  paraded  on  numerous  occasions  were  en¬ 
couraged  and  supported  by  an  enthusiastic  faculty  and  student  body.  I 
feel  confident  that  people  who  have  heard  and  watched  the  Band,  regard 
the  program  a  worthwhile  activity  for  our  youth.  The  success  of  this 
enterprise  depends  on  the  training  of  young  people  in  the  fundamentals  of 
instrumental  music.  The  Band  needs  the  services  of  a  bandmaster  for 
at  least  two  days  each  week. 

The  Orchestra 

As  an  outgrowth  of  our  club  program  an  orchestra  of  forty  pieces  was 
organized  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  J.  V.  Dethier.  In  the  course  of  the 
year  the  orchestra  gave  concerts  at  the  Needham  Junior  High  School  and 
the  Plimpton  School  in  Walpole.  The  work  of  the  pupils  was  much  ap¬ 
preciated  by  our  hosts. 

The  Junior  Narrator 

Since  the  resignation  of  Miss  Eleanor  Drew,  publication  of  our  school 
paper  has  been  directed  by  Miss  Kathryn  R.  Byrne,  and  Miss  Ann  M. 
Switzer.  Considerable  time  is  spent  by  the  sponsors  of  this  activity  in 
training  pupils  in  journalism  and  the  elements  of  business  as  applied  to  a 
school  publication. 

We  are  grateful  to  the  local  merchants  for  their  support  in  helping  to 
finance  our  paper  through  advertisements. 
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Student  Activities  Association 

A  loyal  student  body  under  the  able  direction  of  Mr.  Frank  J.  Corliss, 
assisted  by  a  cooperative  faculty,  has  established  an  excellent  institution 
in  our  school.  This  organization  known  as  the  S.  A.  A.  supports  tenniquoit, 
basketball,  baseball,  and  the  Junior  Narrator. 

Complete  accounts  of  financial  activities  are  kept  on  file  for  public  in¬ 
spection.  Periodic  reports  to  students  are  made  through  the  home  rooms. 

Standard  Test  Results 
Algebra 

All  pupils  electing  the  College  Classical  and  the  College  Technical  Course 
took  the  Columbia  Research  Bureau  Algebra  Test  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year  in  June.  This  test  was  administered  to  4542  public  school  pupils 
when  they  completed  the  ninth  grade.  A  comparison  of  the  scores  of  these 
pupils  and  the  pupils  in  our  school  is  listed  in  Table  I.

In  analyzing  the  results  of  this  test  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  one  of 
our  pupils  equalled  the  highest  score  attained  by  any  other  public  school 
pupil  on  Part  I.  The  highest  score  made  by  a  public  school  student  on 
Part  II  was  38.  Two  of  our  pupils  received  a  like  score  and  two  others 
exceeded  the  highest  score  when  they  received  41.  The  highest  total  score 
made  by  a  public  school  pupil  was  62.  One  of  our  pupils  received  this  score. 


Latin 

All  pupils  who  studied  Latin  were  given  the  New  York  Latin  Achieve¬ 
ment  Test.  The  standards  for  this  test  are  based  on  the  scores  of  6643 
pupils  who  had  just  completed  the  first  year’s  work  in  Latin.

Guidance 

The  Junior  High  School  of  today  has  accepted  the  challenge  of  our  time 
in  the  field  of  education.  Parents  look  upon  our  school  as  a  place  where 
boys  and  girls  can  profitably  spend  their  time  in  a  period  when  they,  due 
to  economic  conditions,  are  not  acceptable  to  industry. 

The  complexity  of  life  in  our  modern  civilization  has  brought  about  the 
need  for  scientific  planning — which  is,  in  reality,  guidance.  Our  school  is 
fundamentally  interested  in  the  health,  attitudes,  ideals,  and  interests  of 
its  pupils. 

Mental  hygienists  tell  us  that  facing  realities  is  necessary  to  good  mental 
health.  Analyzing  one’s  self  in  a  true  light  requires  courage.  Youth  must 
judge  itself  in  the  light  of  present  environment  and  future  possibilities. 

The  pupils  in  our  school  are  fortunate  in  the  opportunities  they  receive 
through  a  well  organized  program  of  educational,  health,  recreational, 
social,  civic,  and  vocational  guidance.  We  do  not  look  upon  guidance  as 
prescription.  WTe  are  interested  in  fact-finding  and  self-guidance.  The 
pupil  is  responsible  for  his  choices.  Intelligent  choosing  must  be  preceded 
by  a  careful  analysis  of  abilities  and  opportunities.  It  is  obvious  the  pupil 
cannot  do  this  alone.  He  must  be  guided  by  well  trained  counsellors. 

Community  Service 

Through  the  generous  response  of  both  pupils  and  faculty  the  Home 
E  conomics  Department  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Grace  Russell  supplied 
six  needy  families  with  large  baskets  of  food  for  Thanksgiving. 

The  cooperation  of  a  number  of  students  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Helen  Arnold,  Mr.  Thomas  R.  Bowler,  and  Mr.  Francis  McAuliffe,  helped 
to  produce  appropriate  Christmas  decorations  for  the  common  in  the  center 
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of  the  town.  Their  excellent  work  has  received  the  praise  of  many  people 
throughout  the  State. 

The  Community  Club  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Helen  P.  Gale,  and 
Miss  Esther  A.  Griffin  has  performed  needed  and  worthwhile  services. 
Practically  all  of  our  students  are  members  of  this  organization  which 
does  many  kind  things  at  Christmas  time.  Members  of  the  club  provide 
toys  for  the  Children’s  Ward  at  the  Norwood  Hospital.  Dolls,  toys,  cloth¬ 
ing,  and  groceries  are  distributed  through  the  cooperation  of  the  school 
nurses.  It  is  an  inspiration  to  see  our  young  people  so  busily  engaged  long 
after  school  hours  in  such  a  worthy  enterprise. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  pupils,  parents,  and  faculty  for 
their  cooperation — to  the  School  Committee  for  its  support,  and  to  you 
for  your  guidance  and  interest  in  the  activities  of  our  school.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  HOME  ECONOMICS 

EDUCATION 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  on  Home  Economics  Education  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1938. 

The  New  Era  in  Education 

The  general  needs  of  youth  today,  their  conception  of  the  purpose  of 
life,  together  with  problems  resulting  from  prolonged  dependence  upon 
the  family  and  social-civic-political,  economic  relationships  which  vary 
according  to  age  are  causing  genuine  concern  on  the  part  of  educators  at 
large.  They  particularly  stress  the  need  for  guidance  in  personal  living 
and  the  establishment  of  health,  self-assurance  and  a  philosophy  of  life. 

Findings  of  the  Progressive  Education  Association  from  their  extensive 
research  into  the  needs  of  youth  today  have  brought  out  basic  points  of 
view  to  the  effect  that: 

1.  Preparation  in  the  varied  areas  of  education  should  be  such  that  it  will 
meet  the  problems  in  life. 

2.  Subject  matter  presented  must  be  suited  for  use  today. 

3.  Adequate  preparation  for  college  or  future  occupation  must  be  provided 
but  there  is  no  assurance  that  it  should  be  of  the  traditional  nature. 

The  American  Youth  Commission  declares  that  society  must  be  re¬ 
sponsible  for  “the  education,  welfare  and  development”  of  all  young  people 
until  they  reach  earning  capacity.  They  see  the  need  for  planning  a  new 
type  of  education  for  the  “common  life”.  They  continue:  “We  must 
provide  rich  and  meaningful  experiences  in  the  basic  aspects  of  living,  so 
directed  as  to  promote  the  fullest  possible  realization  of  personal  poten¬ 
tialities  and  the  most  effective  participation  in  a  democratic  society.” 
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Cornell  University  recognizes  the  three  most  important  functions  of 
education  to  be  (1)  to  train  a  person  to  get  a  living,  (2)  to  live  a  life  and 
(3)  to  mold  a  world. 

Specifically,  modern  education  demands  that  the  experiences  which 
pupils  have  under  the  guidance  of  the  school  shall  mean  something  to  them 
in  connection  with  the  issues  they  meet  in  daily  living.  These  demands 
call  for  a  new  educational  pattern,  viz;  coordinated  courses  and  core 
curricula  designed  to  help  the  individual  integrate  learnings  from  various 
sources.  The  challenge  is  before  us.  What  are  we  doing  about  the  situation 
as  it  relates  to  Home  Economics  Education? 

Home  Economics  and  General  Education 

At  no  time  has  the  field  of  Home  Economics  remained  fixed  since  its 
natural  integrating  center,  the  home,  has  been  in  a  constant  state  of  change 
from  the  impact  of  outside  forces.  Always  have  we  held  the  ideal  that 
Home  Economics  teachings  should  be  relevant  to  the  life  of  the  individual 
pupil.  Therefore,  Home  Economics  has  been  giving  increasingly  the  kind 
of  instruction  that  helps  the  individual  build  a  satisfying  life  under  con¬ 
ditions  which  affect  him.  We  had  conceived  the  essence  of  an  integrated 
program  when  we  began  to  generalize  Home  Economics  instruction. 
Theoretically,  therefore,  Home  Economics  has  fewer  adjustments  to  make 
than  many  of  the  older  fields  of  knowledge. 

Home  Economics  has  dynamic  potential  power  to  bring  about  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  lives  of  people.  Consequently  Home  Economics  can  be  a 
unifying  force  for  dealing  with  home-life  problems.  Home  Economics  has 
a  unique  contribution  to  offer  in  making  instruction  specific,  individual 
and  personal.  Since  its  interests  are  in  the  field  of  personal  living  and  in 
home  and  family  life,  this  phase  of  education  cannot  function  fully  when 
limited  to  vocational  uses.  Its  contribution  to  Guidance,  Consumer  and 
Safety  Education  together  with  the  many  phases  of  Education  for  Family 
Life  are  obvious.  Because  of  the  vast  area  of  human  experiences  involved 
in  the  field  of  Home  Economics  this  field  should  be  an  integral  part  of  the 
whole  educational  program  and  could  easily  be  made  a  medium  for  realizing 
the  goals  set  up  for  education  as  a  whole. 

Home  Economics  and  the  Individual  Development  of  the  Pupil 

Home  Economics  is  a  field  of  education  which  lends  itself  particularly 
well  to  life-like  in-school  experiences.  The  Home  Economics  teacher  has 
numerous  opportunities  to  learn  the  needs  and  capacities  and  aspirations 
of  her  pupils  and  to  give  at  the  psychological  moment  the  word  of  en¬ 
couragement,  approval  or  sympathy.  She  can  give  information  or  sug¬ 
gestions  that  make  possible  a  wiser  choice  or  a  better  response  to  a  situation. 
The  Home  Economics  teacher  influences  her  pupils  consciously  or  un¬ 
consciously.  Her  problem  is  to  be  the  best  possible  influence  in  their  lives. 

In  planning  our  courses  of  instruction  for  Norwood  and  establishing  our 
philosophy  for  future  work  we  are  confronted  with  varying  abilities,  en- 
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vironmental  situations,  future  spheres  of  work,  a  heritage  of  home  and 
social  ideals,  as  well  as  the  ethical  standards  accepted  by  society  and  the 
consciousness  of  the  interdependence  of  man.  We  recognize  the  fact  that 
experience  is  the  basis  of  learning  and  that  our  contribution  to  education 
must  relate  to  the  total  experiences  of  the  child.  In  all  our  teaching, 
therefore,  we  are  striving  for  an  inter-relation  between  living  and  learning 
in  order  that  our  pupil  may  correlate  our  teachings  with  what  he  sees  and 
does  when  not  with  us.  In  short,  we  are  trying  to  live  with  our  pupils,  to 
take  each  pupil  at  the  level  of  his  appreciation  and  raise  him  individually 
to  a  higher  plane  of  appreciation.  Along  with  a  degree  of  manual  dexterity 
we  hope  to  develop  patience,  punctuality,  stability  and  the  many  other 
desirable  personality  traits,  believing  these  factors  to  be  as  important  for 
many  as  a  high  degree  of  intelligence  or  academic  learning.  We  think  that 
we  are  reaching  and  helping  the  least  able  as  well  as  the  most  gifted.  Once 
shown  the  way,  both  boys  and  girls  enjoy  forming  ideals  for  personal  living 
and  making  home  a  place  where  people  “like  to  be.” 

The  handicaps  to  attaining  these  goals  are  the  concern  of  every  Home 
Economist.  We  are  conscious  of  the  bonds  of  tradition,  the  erroneous 
conceptions  of  the  “sewing”  and  “cooking”  epoch,  the  “special  subject” 
influence  which  tends  to  confine  the  subject  to  limited  groups,  the  narrow 
conception  of  the  area  of  Home  Economics  with  failure  to  see  in  this  sub¬ 
ject  the  significant  understandings  that  would  operate  as  basic  controls  in 
a  world  of  change,  the  failure  to  realize  the  value  of  this  subject  to  pupils 
of  all  levels,  the  traditional  attitudes  and  lack  of  perspective  and  awareness 
of  current  trends  on  the  part  of  many  within  the  educational  systems  in 
many  so-called  progressive  communities.  In  Norwood  we  have  been 
particularly  fortunate  for  many  of  our  goals  have  been  realized  through 
sympathy  and  understanding.  Our  High  School  equipment  lends  itself 
particularly  to  the  development  of  family-life  units  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  equal  opportunities  can  be  provided  for  the  younger  pupils.  Insofar 
as  handicaps  can  be  overcome  and  understanding  developed  in  given 
communities,  this  field  of  education  may  develop  its  potentialities  and 
function  to  its  fullest  capacity. 

Department  Routine 

This  year  Home  Economics  teaching  was  discontinued  in  the  elementary 
grades  in  favor  of  an  art-craft  program.  However,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  various  branches  of  home-training,  including  sewing  (previously  taught 
through  this  department)  may  be  resumed  and  enlarged  to  extend  through 
the  early  grades.  To  function  properly  any  home-life  program  should  begin 
in  early  childhood  and  extend  to  adulthood. 

Enrollment  in  our  Senior  courses  for  both  boys  and  girls  has  increased 
in  High  School  and  we  feel  that  we  have  shown  that  there  is  a  desire  for 
help  in  matters  of  personal  and  home  living.  Our  problem  is  to  reach  more 
pupils  with  the  type  of  work  they  desire  along  Home  Economics  branches. 
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There  is  need  for  an  opportunity  for  Seniors  to  specialize  in  Dressmaking 
and  Catering  courses. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Massachusetts  State  Department  of  Health  for 
their  continued  cooperation  in  sending  us  speakers  from  time  to  time  and 
also  to  the  several  business  organizations  who  have  sent  us  demonstrators. 

We  are  gratified  to  report  the  continued  interest  in  our  work  on  behalf 
of  the  Norwood  Mothers’  Club  who  have  so  kindly  shown  their  interest  and 
cooperation  by  offering  an  award  for  general  excellence  in  Home  Economics 
at  graduation.  This  year  Angela  Benedetti  was  the  very  deserving  re¬ 
cipient. 

The  practise  of  supplying  several  bountiful  Thanksgiving  dinner  baskets 
to  deserving  families  was  observed  again  this  year.  We  are  especially 
grateful  for  the  financial  assistance  given  us  by  the  Junior  High  School 
faculty  who  have  shown  their  interest  in  this  project  from  year  to  year, 
also  to  Miss  Curran  and  Mrs.  Gunnarson  for  their  assistance  in  delivering 
and  placing  the  baskets  in  homes  where  they  would  be  enjoyed. 

Recommendations  for  1939 

1.  Elementary  Schools 

I  recommend  that  Home  Economics  teaching  be  resumed  in  the  ele¬ 
mentary  schools  and  that  the  feasability  of  organizing  an  integrated 
program  in  Home  Economics  for  the  early  grades  be  considered. 

2.  Junior  High  School 

In  order  that  the  various  phases  of  homemaking  instruction  may  be 
carried  on  more  effectively  and  under  more  home-like  conditions  I 
recommend  that  a  diversified  activity  room  be  provided  for  this  depart¬ 
ment.  This  need  is  urgent. 

3.  Senior  High  School 

(a)  Senior  girls  have  requested  an  opportunity  to  specialize  in  Dress¬ 
making  and  Catering.  I  recommend  that  two  courses  of  this  nature 
be  organized  for  Senior  girls.  This  would  complete  our  set-up 
which  now  offers  specialization  to  Senior  girls  in  “Plome  Problems” 
only. 

( b )  Since  our  Required  course  for  Junior  girls  places  the  offerings  of  the 
Home  Economics  field  before  all  girls  I  believe  that  a  similar  course 
should  be  open  to  all  boys.  Such  a  course  might  supplant  the  major 
course  in  “Personal  Living  Problems”  now  offered  as  an  elective 
to  Senior  Boys.  All  boys  need  the  information  included  in  this 
course  and  it  should  not  be  limited  to  the  few  who  elect  it  as  a 
major  subject.  In  the  event  that  this  course  (a  survey  of  the  major 
course)  is  organized,  I  recommend  that  the  point  of  view  of  a  man 
teacher  be  made  available  to  supplement  the  teaching  from  the 
Home  Economics  department. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  members  of  this  department  for 
their  cooperation  and  loyalty  and  all  within  the  school  organization  with 
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whom  our  work  brings  us  in  contact  for  their  generous  support.  Also  may 
I  express  my  grateful  appreciation  to  our  Superintendent  of  Schools  for 
his  interest,  helpful  suggestions  and  vision  in  respect  to  our  problems.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PRACTICAL  ARTS 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  on  Practical  Arts  Education  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1938. 

Practical  Arts  as  a  Factor  in  General  Education 

Practical  Arts  as  a  subject  in  our  public  schools  today  has  assumed  a 
philosophy  in  providing  for  a  general  education.  The  rapid  changes  in 
our  social,  economic  and  industrial  life  require  greater  responsibilities 
and  obligations  than  in  the  past.  Our  program  of  practical  arts,  an  essential 
part  of  training  for  our  youth,  has  been  obliged  to  adapt  itself  to  rapid 
educational  changes,  variations  and  developments,  to  meet  the  aims  of 
general  education. 

It  has  been  said  by  personnel  managers  of  our  business  concerns  that 
qualifications  of  young  persons  who  might  be  prospects  for  employment 
should  include:  first,  a  general  education — that  given  by  the  high  school, 
if  it  is  broad,  is  quite  satisfactory;  second,  ability  to  follow  instructions; 
and  third,  a  willingness  to  work  hard  and  faithfully. 

This  being  true,  it  seems  appropriate  that  practical  arts  work  in  our 
Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  is  meeting  the  aims  and  objectives  of  their 
courses,  should  have  equal  consideration  with  that  of  the  academic  courses. 
To  a  great  extent  our  work  has  met  these  aims,  and  in  addition,  developed 
manipulative  skill  and  training  of  a  general  nature  in  providing  for  a  fair 
degree  of  craftsmanship. 

Related  material,  and  technical  information  were  given  more  prominence 
in  our  courses  in  order  to  be  in  harmony  with  the  aims  and  objectives  of 
the  program  itself.  This  related  material  provides  our  pupils  with  some 
enlightenment  about  industrial  work  in  general,  and  in  some  cases  motivates 
pupils  to  specialization  in  some  particular  industrial  interest.  Merely 
making  things  in  the  shop  and  acquiring  a  little  skill  without  a  background 
of  related  knowledge  may  handicap  and  produce  routine  workers  who, 
because  of  interest  in  skill  alone,  would  never  be  eligible  for  promotion. 

Trends  in  Practical  Arts  Education 

By  incorporating  practical  arts  courses  into  the  general  education  pro¬ 
gram,  our  various  courses  organized  and  taught  have  proved  of  inestimable 
value  in  assisting  our  pupils  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of,  and  an  acquaint¬ 
ance  with,  modern  civilization.  Our  program  has  been  based  on  extensive 
rather  than  intensive  training. 
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At  present,  progressive  industrial  arts  leaders  are  thinking  in  terms  of 
a  program  from  the  kindergarten  through  college — a  program  which  varies 
from  simple  projects  and  activities  for  children  to  those  of  the  adult  for 
recreational  and  avocational  purposes. 

Part  of  our  program  has  met  this  trend;  our  activities  in  the  elementary 
grades  have  been  concerned  not  only  with  manipulative  work,  but  with 
vitalizing  experiences  which  aid  the  child  in  the  interpretation  of  industry’s 
part  in  our  civilization. 

At  the  Junior  High  School  level  values  acquired  were  those  of  general 
education.  Subject  matter  content  was  exploratory  in  character.  Pro¬ 
vision  for  an  acquaintance  with  occupational  fields,  some  guidance,  avoca¬ 
tional  opportunities,  development  of  hobbies,  and  the  development  of  a 
reasonable  degree  of  manipulative  skill  with  tools,  machines  and  processes 
of  construction  were  strongly  stressed.  There  has  been  a  recent  trend  to 
change  the  emphasis  in  the  Junior  High  School  program  where  provision 
is  now  made  for  a  broader  insight  and  experience  in  major  fields  of  human 
endeavor.  The  Junior  High  School  pupil  was  supposed  to  “adjust”  himself 
in  the  seventh  grade,  “explore”  in  the  eighth,  “select”  and  “find”  himself 
in  the  ninth,  and  assuming  he  did  “select”  and  “find”  himself,  then  only 
two  types  of  curriculum  were  necessary  in  Senior  High  School — college 
preparatory  and  prevocational — because  pupils  leaving  high  school  either 
went  to  college  or  entered  employment.  Now  even  graduates  cannot  find 
employment,  consequently  a  change  of  emphasis  of  a  broader  nature. 

The  trend  in  Senior  High  School  has  been  more  specific  and  explicit, 
and  in  some  cases  bordered  upon  specialization,  depending  upon  the  ability 
and  interests  of  the  pupil.  To  be  of  basic  general  educational  value  the 
work  was  strong  in  related  material,  drawing  and  design;  natural  science 
and  social  problems.  The  rise  of  the  compulsory  school  age  has  estab¬ 
lished  a  group  who  cannot  work  with  abstract  materials  successfully. 
Consequently,  a  program,  largely  manipulative  in  character,  “learning 
by  doing”,  was  formulated  in  order  to  meet  the  needs. 

Anticipated  Curriculum  Developments 

In  addition  to  shop  work  and  related  information,  mechanical  drawing 
will  be  required  as  a  part  of  our  practical  arts  program.  This  procedure 
seems  justifiable  due  to  the  inability  of  many  pupils  to  interpret  clearly  a 
working  drawing,  a  vital  necessity  in  any  shop  activity. 

The  extension  of  shop  credit  as  a  major,  will  undoubtedly  increase  our 
shop  enrollment,  and  if  so,  additional  shop  space,  materials,  and  equipment 
will  be  required  to  fill  the  needs  of  these  pupils 

If,  in  our  program  of  general  education,  practical  arts  has  made  a  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  boys,  then  it  is  equally  true  something  of  value  can  be 
offered  to  the  girls.  An  anticipated  course  for  girls  would  embody  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  specific  values  in  construction,  operation,  care  and  maintenance 
of  mechanical  and  electrical  appliances  found  in  all  homes  today,  as  well 
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as  information  concerning  varieties  of  wood  used  in  furniture  construction, 
floors,  interior  trim  and  various  kinds  of  finishes. 

Girls  interested  in  knowing  something  about  modern  domestic  archi¬ 
tecture,  home  furnishing  and  equipment,  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
elect  the  course  in  mechanical  drawing,  “Home  Planning”.  This  course 
would  teach  them  how  to  make  sketches  and  simple  working  drawings, 
development  of  simple  house  plans,  elevations  and  problems  related  to 
home  designing  and  planning. 

Department  Activity 

Outstanding  in  the  department’s  achievement  during  the  year,  was  its 
participation  in  supplying  the  Town  Square  with  its  unique  Christmas 
decorations.  In  cooperation  with  the  Norwood  Retail  Board,  who  spon¬ 
sored  the  project,  the  students  of  both  our  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools 
planned  and  constructed  the  entire  layout.  Splendid  cooperation  was 
received  from  local  business  concerns,  the  Electric  Light  Department  and 
the  schools’  Art  Department. 

Recommendations 

1.  For  both  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools — a  course  of  instruction 
for  girls  in  Practical  Home  Mechanics,  to  include  activities  in  woodwork, 
woodfinishing,  art  metal  craft,  electricity,  planning  (mechanical  drawing) 
and  printing. 

2.  Make  some  provision  for  adequate  extension  of  printing  courses. 

3.  More  room  space  for  expansion  of  our  limited  shop  facilities  at  the 
Senior  High  School  so  that  an  electrical  course  can  be  included. 

4.  Placement  of  our  fifth  and  sixth  grade  work  on  a  directed  activity 
basis,  one  that  will  be  widely  diversified  in  nature  and  closely  correlated 
to  activities  of  the  school. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  members  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  for  their  cooperative  spirit  and  to  all  those  in  the  school  system  with 
whom  the  department  deals.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  ART 

The  annual  report  of  the  Art  Department  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1938,  is  herewith  submitted. 

As  in  last  year’s  report,  we  can  state  that  progress  has  been  made  toward 
reaching  our  goal  of  a  well-rounded,  progressive  art  program.  As  our  aims 
have  been  suggested  at  some  length  in  our  last  two  annual  reports,  this 
year’s  report  will  consist  mainly  in  the  listing  of  a  few  definite  examples  of 
how  our  program  is  working. 

In  the  lower  grades,  it  is  doubtless  true  that  technical  skill  and  accuracy 
of  representation  are  not  as  evident,  with  the  newer  free  expressions  of  the

child’s  ideas  and  interests,  as  they  used  to  be  when  art  lessons  were  more 
uniform  and  more  help  and  suggestions  were  given  through  direction  by 
the  teachers. 

At  the  first  sight  of  children’s  expressions  of  creative  art,  adults  are  often 
conscious  of  a  lack  of  adequately  drawn  figures  or  of  incorrect  perspective 
or  proportion  of  objects,  but  the  imaginative  idea  in  the  child’s  mind  is 
there,  often  with  details  and  interesting  combinations  of  color  and  arrange¬ 
ment  or  a  touch  of  humor  that  no  adult  would  have  thought  of  suggesting 
to  him. 

As  a  result  of  class  discussion  of  many  drawings  and  trips  to  the  window 
to  see  how  objects  near  and  far  really  look,  the  children  soon  recognize  the 
fundamentals  of  proportion  and  perspective.  As  children  realize  that  the 
people  in  their  pictures  are  “funny-looking”,  as  one  child  expressed  it 
recently,  the  time  arrives  for  more  definite  study  of  figure  drawing,  es¬ 
pecially  in  action. 

More  attention  has  been  paid  to  creative  handwork  this  year,  not  only 
in  the  regular  art  lessons,  but  in  various  elective  clubs,  in  all  elementary 
schools.  As  a  result,  many,  many  Christmas  gifts  of  all  descriptions  were 
made  by  eager,  clumsy  fingers.  Although  these  clubs  are  not  conducted 
under  the  direction  of  the  Art  Supervisor,  many  suggestions  have  been 
given  and  questions  answered  along  the  line  of  Arts  and  Crafts. 

“Kindness  to  Animals”  posters  were  made  in  Grade  6  for  the  first  time 
last  spring  and  proved  very  interesting  and  successful.  About  thirty  of 
the  best  posters  were  sent  to  the  annual  state  contest,  conducted  by  the 
Massachusetts  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  with 
those  from  the  Junior  High  School,  and  more  than  half  of  these  received 
medals  or  honorable  mention. 

In  at  least  two  schools,  large  pastel  or  chalk  drawings  were  made  and 
framed  to  be  hung  on  classroom  or  teachers’  room  walls.  In  all  elementary 
schools,  many  blackboard  decorations  or  large  project  illustrations,  either 
in  connection  with  other  school  subjects  or  suggestive  of  special  holidays 
were  drawn  by  groups  or  committees  of  children. 

Integration  with  Social  Studies  and  Science  has  been  more  fully  developed 
and  has  proved  increasingly  interesting. 

Finger  Painting  was  introduced  as  a  new  method  of  developing  freedom 
and  imagination  in  the  work  of  the  program. 

Doubtless  the  outstanding  achievements  of  Grade  6  Art  Students  in 
several  schools  were  the  painting  of  scenery  and  the  making  of  many 
properties  which  were  used  in  the  presentation  of  operettas  in  the  spring. 
Much  enthusiasm,  eagerness  to  work  after  school  hours,  constructive 
criticism  as  the  work  progressed  and  pride  in  the  finished  outcome  were 
noticeable  results  of  these  projects. 

In  Junior  High  School  art  classes,  besides  the  regular  art  work,  covers 
and  headings  for  the  school  paper  and  many  posters,  signs,  charts,  etc., 
to  be  used  in  various  ways  in  the  school  were  made.  Several  new  media 
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and  new  methods  of  using  regular  materials  were  introduced  in  Grade  9 
art  classes.  These  included  Finger  Painting,  Spatter-work,  Tempola-craft, 
Frescol,  Payons,  etc.  Many  pupils  bought  these  new  materials  for  use  at 
home  in  leisure  time,  with  a  consequent  new  interest  in  hobbies. 

We  have  a  Sketch  Club  of  twenty-five  enthusiastic  eighth  and  ninth 
graders,  also  a  Craftshop  Club  of  twenty-one  girls,  who  have  made  articles 
of  crepe  paper.  Much  has  been  done  in  bead-work  and  reed  basketry. 
The  dues  of  this  club  are  unusual,  each  girl  bringing  each  week  a  button 
or  bottle  of  interesting  or  odd  shape  or  design.  Thus  a  constantly  growing 
collection  is  the  immediate  effect,  while  an  interest  in  various  hobbies  may 
be  a  later  result  of  membership  in  the  club. 

More  pupils  than  usual  elected  art  in  Senior  High  School  this  year, 
many  taking  it  three  times  a  week  instead  of  twice,  as  formerly.  Art  as  a 
major  subject,  in  its  second  year,  is  proving  very  stimulating,  with  fifty-six 
pupils  enrolled.  Very  attractive  notebooks,  the  result  of  much  research 
and  creative  effort,  have  been  made  by  these  pupils.  As  in  Junior  High 
School,  several  new  processes  such  as  Finger  Painting,  reproducing  posters 
and  program  covers  by  the  silk  screen  process,  use  of  the  air-brush  and 
other  methods  have  been  taught.  Each  year  many  posters  for  school  and 
town  activities  are  constantly  asked  for,  usually  at  short  notice,  as  well  as 
decorations  and  properties  for  many  school  affairs.  An  exhibition  of 
typical  High  School  Art  was  entered  in  the  Hobby  Show  last  February 
and  received  a  special  award. 

In  both  Junior  and  Senior  High  School,  the  culmination  of  the  year’s 
work  was  the  planning  and  painting  of  the  Town  Square  Christmas  decora¬ 
tions.  Many  art  pupils,  in  addition  to  those  in  Manual  Arts  classes,  sub¬ 
mitted  original  plans  and  ideas,  some  executed  in  plasticine.  From  com¬ 
binations  of  these  plans  the  finished  scene  was  produced.  Grade  9  Art 
classes  painted  the  figures  of  Joseph,  Mary  and  the  Christ  Child,  while 
the  life-size  camels,  Wise  Men,  shepherds  and  sheep  were  painted  by  Senior 
High  School  students. 

We,  of  the  Art  Department,  wish  once  more  to  express  our  appreciation 
of  the  helpful  interest  and  spirit  of  cooperation  shown  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent,  principals  and  teachers.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  MUSIC 

I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Music  Department. 

Aside  from  a  few  slight  changes  in  the  outline  made  to  meet  some  special 
requirements,  the  course  in  music  is  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  enrollment  in  the  Elementary  Instrumental  Classes  shows  an  in¬ 
crease  of  18%  over  the  preceding  year.  This  enrollment  is  divided  between 
the  schools  as  follows: 
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Balch  School .  105 

Callahan  School .  84 

Shattuck  School . 87 

Winslow-West  Schools .  90 


The  philosophy  back  of  these  classes  aims  to  provide  the  children  with 
interests  which  will  develop  a  means  of  self-expression  through  musical 
activities. 

The  Elementary  Instrumental  Groups  performed  at  several  Parent- 
Teacher  Association  meetings  in  their  respective  buildings  with  great 
success.  Several  operettas  and  plays  were  given  by  the  various  Glee  Clubs. 
The  interest  shown  in  these  activities  by  all  justifies  the  extra  work  in¬ 
volved  in  preparing  them. 

In  the  Junior  High  School,  great  progress  has  been  made  in  instrumental 
music.  A  band  of  fifty-one  players,  besides  playing  at  the  football  games, 
has  taken  part  in  several  parades  in  and  out  of  town.  The  Junior  Or¬ 
chestra,  besides  their  regular  school  work,  gave  two  concerts,  one  in  Need¬ 
ham  and  one  in  Walpole. 

While  instrumental  music  is  carried  to  and  through  the  Junior  High 
School,  the  vocal  work  suffers  a  serious  setback  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
classes  meet  only  once  a  week.  To  offset  that  condition,  I  would  recom¬ 
mend  the  forming  of  an  eighth  grade  chorus  and  of  a  ninth  grade  chorus. 
These  choruses  would  be  elective-selective  and  meet  twice  a  week.  This 
does  not  seem  excessive  considering  the  fact  that  music  is  one  of  the  few 
subjects  that  is  enjoyed  and  used  long  after  the  lessons  learned  from  the 
more  traditional  subjects  have  been  forgotten. 

Some  pupils  have  talent  worth  extra  cultivation.  They  have  the  making 
of  musical  amateurs  or  even  professionals.  I  believe  that  we  should  seek 
out  these  pupils  when  their  tastes  are  formative  and  provide  for  them  a 
musical  experience  which  will  challenge  their  finest  capabilities  and  satisfy 
their  highest  interests.  If  ability  is  found,  every  possible  opportunity 
should  be  afforded  for  its  development. 

In  the  Senior  High  School,  the  number  of  students  in  the  music  classes 
is  practically  the  same  as  last  year. 

Following  a  concert  given  by  the  Senior  Orchestra  and  the  Voice  Train¬ 
ing  Class  to  all  the  ninth  grades  in  Norwood,  the  following  fact  was  brought 
to  my  attention — that  many  students  would  like  to  elect  music  but  were 
unable  to  do  so  owing  to  the  limited  number  of  periods. 

It  might  be  of  interest  to  know  that  while  we  were  one  of  the  first  schools 
in  the  state  to  offer  a  Music  Major  course  composed  of  one  period  of 
Harmony,  two  of  Voice  Training  and  two  of  Music  Appreciation  for  the 
benefit  of  those  students  interested  in  the  subject,  other  school  systems  are 
now  offering  four  and  five  periods  a  week  in  each  subject.  This,  however, 
might  be  rather  difficult  to  arrange  in  schools  having  only  six  periods  a  day. 

For  the  past  two  years  I  have  been  requested  by  students  to  have  the 
following  changes  made  to  the  course: 
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a.  To  make  the  Appreciation  Course  a  three  year  course  instead  of  two. 

b.  To  have  Harmony  at  least  twice  a  week  with  a  third  year  to  include 
composition  and,  or,  orchestration. 

c.  To  allow  the  student  who  wishes  to  make  music  his  or  her  life  work  to 
elect  a  course  having  music  as  the  basic  subject. 

It  is  interesting  to  know  that  while  some  of  our  graduates  are  keeping 
music  for  their  leisure  time,  others  are  making  a  success  of  it  as  professional 
supervisors,  music  teachers  or  orchestra  players. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  cooperation 
of  all  in  the  school  system  with  whom  this  department  comes  in  contact.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

I  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Physical  Education  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1938. 

The  natural  physical  education  activities  all  arise  out  of  children’s  in¬ 
stinctive  tendencies  and  emotions  in  play;  the  forms  of  the  activities  are 
determined  largely  by  tradition.  The  several  groups  of  natural  activities 
arise : 

1.  Out  of  children’s  interest  in  self-testing,  or  in  stunts. 

2.  Out  of  interest  in  big-muscle  activities. 

3.  Out  of  the  enjoyment  of  rhythmical  movements  to  music. 

4.  Out  of  chasing,  fleeing  and  tag  or  hunting  games. 

5.  Out  of  the  competitive  urge  in  athletics. 

Physical  Activities  Must  Carry  Over 

The  physical  activities  selected  within  school  hours  must  tend  to  carry 
over  by  their  own  dynamic  drive  into  the  out-of-school  play  period.  During 
childhood  and  youth  the  only  activities  which  will  be  carried  on  with  in¬ 
tensity  for  any  length  of  time  are  the  play  activities — these  activities  to 
be  continued  because  of  the  pleasure  they  give. 

Formalized  and  artificial  activities  are  fatiguing  and  particularly  un¬ 
interesting  after  the  novelty  has  worn  off.  Drills  never  impel  children  to 
spontaneous  action.  Children  do  not  rush  together  spontaneously  at 
recess  or  after  school  hours  and  start  a  gymnastic  drill.  Activities  taught 
in  school  hours  (if  physical  education  is  to  help  produce  good  citizens) 
must  possess  potential  carry-over  qualities. 

Work  Based  on  Prevention,  Development  and  Correction 

Physical  education  should  be  based  on  prevention,  development,  and 
correction.  In  the  terms  of  the  curriculum,  physical  education  should 
consist  of : 
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1.  Physical  understanding  through  examination  and  instruction. 

2.  Corrective  and  remedial  work  for  specific  individuals  and  specific 
results. 

3.  Formal  work  for  thoroughness,  discipline,  mental  and  physical  alert¬ 
ness  and  correct  bodily  growth. 

4.  Play,  games  and  athletics  for  the  physical  control,  physical  confidence, 
initiative  and  social  training  which  we  need  today. 

5.  Health  education,  perhaps  the  most  important,  if  we  consider  the 
obligation  and  place  of  the  individual  in  our  social  scheme. 

Physical  Education  Becoming  More  Important  with  Each  Generation 

The  competition  of  modern  life  is  so  keen  that  few  can  bear  the  stress 
with  perfect  ease  of  adjustment.  Thousands  break  down  under  the  high 
pressure  to  which  they  are  subjected.  If  this  pressure  continues  to  increase, 
as  it  seems  likely  to  do,  it  will  try  severely  even  the  soundest  constitutions. 
Hence,  it  is  becoming  of  especial  importance  that  the  training  of  children 
should  be  carried  on,  as  not  only  to  fit  them  mentally  for  the  struggle 
before  them,  but  also  to  make  them  physically  fit  to  bear  its  excessive  wear 
and  tear. 

With  these  thoughts  in  mind,  we  have  tried  to  increase  our  mass  partici¬ 
pation  in  different  physical  activities  both  during  school  hours  and  after 
school  hours. 

During  the  coming  year  we  intend  to  strive  for  even  more  mass  partici¬ 
pation  in  our  work  and  to  go  forward  in  new  activities. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  and  gratitude 
to  all  members  of  the  School  Department  for  their  fine  cooperation  with 
this  department.

REPORT  OF  HEALTH  SUPERVISOR 

The  annual  report  of  the  Health  Department  is  herewith  submitted. 

Dr.  Edward  F.  Brennan  was  our  School  Physician  from  1917  until  his 
death  on  September  9,  1938.  His  passing  gave  us  great  sorrow,  for  we  have 
lost  a  true  friend  and  a  staunch  supporter. 

Dr.  Alfred  A.  Fenton  has  been  appointed  to  act  as  Senior  School  Physi¬ 
cian.  We  are  pleased  to  welcome  Dr.  George  R.  Allen,  who  was  appointed 
to  fill  the  position  of  the  junior  physician. 

A  statistical  report  of  work  completed  in  a  fiscal  year  is  somewhat  mis¬ 
leading  in  that  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  it  being  carried  over  from  year 
to  year  which  tends  to  make  even  figures  seem  unreliable.  A  true  measure 
of  progress  made  could  be  best  demonstrated  by  reporting  on  that  period 
of  months  which  begins  in  September  and  ends  in  June. 

Dr.  Frederick  G.  Bonser  once  said,  “The  purposes  of  life,  health  and 
education  are  one,  the  end  and  aim  of  all  are  growth  and  enrichment  of 
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human  experience.”  Educators  of  today  are  concerned  with  the  best 
possible  development  of  the  whole  child  through  its  many  and  varied 
experiences.  Thus,  though  we  in  this  department  might  be  expected  to 
think  only  of  the  physical  well-being  of  the  child,  we  must,  in  reality,  give 
due  consideration  to  the  social,  mental  and  emotional  problems  which  do 
effect  the  general  physical  health  of  the  child  to  a  great  extent. 

Physical  Examinations 

All  children  in  the  school  system  have  been  given  a  stripped-to-the-waist 
examination  by  the  school  physicians,  Dr.  Alfred  A.  Fenton  and  Dr.  George 
R.  Allen.  The  parents  have  been  notified  of  physical  defects  found  at  the 
time  of  the  examination  and  advised  to  consult  the  family  physician  for 
remedial  work. 

The  following  table  will  show  to  some  extent  the  defects  found  which 
need  correction.

In  September  the  children  in  grades  one  to  three  inclusive  were  examined 
by  Dr.  Timothy  J.  Curtin,  School  Dentist.  In  November  the  children  in 
grades  four,  five  and  six  had  their  examinations.  About  eighty-five  percent 
of  the  group  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  dental  corrections  of  more  or  less 
serious  nature.  Parents  were  notified  and  urged  to  consult  the  family 
dentists. 

The  children  in  grades  one  to  three  inclusive  are  cared  for  at  the  dental 
clinic.  Since  these  children  are  getting  their  second  teeth  which  in  many 
cases  erupt  with  defects  in  the  enamel,  it  is  essential  that  necessary  dentistry 
be  completed  before  the  decay  becomes  more  extensive.  Good  dental 
hygiene  habits  can  be  learned  and  established  in  these  formative  years 
which  will  carry  over  to  later  life. 

The  parents  and  dentists  do  cooperate  very  well  with  the  program  carried 
out  in  school,  as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  ninety-eight  percent  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  had  had  the  necessary  dentistry  completed  at  the  time  school  closed 
in  June,  1938.

Dental  Examinations 
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Mental  Examinations 

In  September  Dr.  Mary  Hammond  examined  ten  pupils  who  were  having 
difficulty  in  their  school  work.  She  made  recommendations  which  should 
help  the  children  to  get  the  most  out  of  their  school  work  with  the  minimum 
of  unhappiness  due  to  poor  adjustment. 

Habit  Clinic 

The  Habit  Clinic  is  conducted  each  Friday  morning  from  10:00  a.  m.  to 
12:00  noon  at  the  Norwood  Hospital  under  the  able  leadership  of  Dr.  Ella 
P.  Cahill.  If  any  parent  has  a  problem  with  which  he  or  she  would  like 
help,  he  is  welcome  and  may  make  an  appointment  to  see  Dr.  Cahill  by 
calling  the  hospital  or  by  contacting  one  of  the  school  nurses. 

The  aim  of  the  clinic  is  one  of  prevention — prevention  of  mal-adjust- 
ments  in  later  life  which  result  from  the  apparently  minor  problems  of 
childhood.  Such  problems  may  be  due  to  physical  handicaps  in  which  case 
the  child  is  referred  to  the  family  physician  for  the  corrections;  to  poor 
home  conditions;  to  problems  which  arise  as  a  result  of  the  child’s  inability 
to  adjust  himself  to  the  teacher  or  other  pupils  or  to  grasp  the  work  at 
hand.  Parents  are  urged  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  offered 
by  the  clinic  to  develop  a  better  understanding  of  the  child’s  needs  for  the 
acquisition  of  a  healthy  mind  and  body. 

Communicable  Disease  Control 

Norwood  has  been  particularly  fortunate  in  having  but  few  cases  of 
communicable  diseases.  We  have  not  been  entirely  free  of  our  old  enemies, 
measles,  mumps,  scarlet  fever,  whooping  cough  and  chicken  pox,  but  the 
cases  have  been  few  and  wide  spread,  never  reaching  what  might  even 
suggest  an  epidemic. 

Diphtheria  Immunization  Clinics 

One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  children  were  inoculated  with  toxoid  to 
help  them  in  building  an  immunity  against  diphtheria.  One  hundred  and 
seventy-three  children  who  had  previously  been  inoculated  were  given  the 
Schick  test.  Four  of  this  group  were  found  to  have  a  positive  reaction, 
which  necessitated  a  second  series  of  toxoid  injections.  Two  children  who 
had  had  the  second  series  of  toxoid  were  re-schieked  and  found  to  have 
acquired  the  desired  immunity. 

Chadwick  and  School  Clinics 

The  objectives  of  these  clinics  are  the  same — the  promotion  of  health  of 
the  school  child  to  prevent  tuberculosis  by  discovering  any  early  signs  of 
the  disease  and  treating  it  before  serious  illness  occurs.

Weighing  and  Measuring 

The  monthly  weighing  of  children  is  still  encouraged  as  an  educational 
device  to  interest  the  child  in  sound  health  habits.  The  selection  of  such 
children  who  have  failed  to  gain  over  a  period  of  three  successive  months 
has  been  suggested  as  a  screening  process  to  discover  those  in  need  of  indi¬ 
vidual  attention.  Stress  should  be  laid  on  the  child’s  “ growth ”  rather  than 
his  weight  in  comparison  with  the  so-called  average  which  does  not  take 
into  consideration  the  individual  differences  in  maturation  and  body  build. 

Mid-Morning  Lunch 

The  Woman’s  Club,  through  the  Norwood  Community  Chest,  makes  it 
possible  for  some  170  pupils  to  have  a  milk  lunch  each  day.  Children  who 
are  able  to  buy  their  own  milk  also  have  the  opportunity  to  have  the  mid¬ 
morning  lunch. 

Audiometer  Tests 

The  audiometer  test  for  accuracy  in  hearing  was  given  to  1,973  children. 
Two  hundred  and  sixteen  children  did  not  hear  well,  so  were  retested.  Of 
these,  ninety-two  were  found  to  have  nine  decibels  or  more  hearing  loss 
and  so  were  given  notices  requesting  that  the  family  physician  be  consulted 
for  necessary  treatment.  We  know  that  the  existence  of  this  loss  may 
indicate  a  susceptibility  to  deafness  and  unless  corrective  and  preventive 
steps  are  taken,  may  cause  increased  hearing  loss  later  in  life. 
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School  Eye  Clinic 

One  hundred  and  seventy-five  children  were  examined  at  the  eye  clinic 
by  Dr.  Hugo  B.  C.  Rierner.  Of  these,  eighty-five  were  given  glasses  to 
correct  vision;  eighteen  required  no  change  in  glasses  now  being  worn; 
eight  were  found  to  have  diseased  conditions  necessitating  medical  atten¬ 
tion;  four  no  longer  needed  to  wear  glasses  and  sixty-three  were  found  to 
be  in  need  of  no  medical  or  refractive  corrections  at  the  time  of  the  ex¬ 
aminations. 

May  we  at  this  time  thank  all  the  kind  folk  who  sent  in  frames  which 
had  been  outgrown  by  their  children,  but  which  were  used  to  good  ad¬ 
vantage  for  some  who  were  not  financially  able  to  pay  the  full  price  of  new 
glasses. 

Summer  Camp 

The  Christmas  seal  sale  fund  made  it  possible  for  three  children  to  go  to 
the  Health  Camp  in  Braintree  for  a  stay  of  eight  weeks.  The  camp  life 
did  much  toward  restoring  them  to  good  physical  health. 

Conclusion 

We  wish  to  thank  our  many  friends,  the  Senior  High  School  Quest  Club, 
Junior  High  School  Community  Club,  American  Red  Cross  and  those  who 
desire  to  remain  anonymous,  for  their  generous  support.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  ADULT  ALIEN  EDUCATION 

On  March  31,  1938,  the  annual  graduation  exercises  were  held  at  the 
Junior  High  School.  Forty-nine  citizenship  diplomas  were  awarded,  Mrs. 
Christine  L.  Probert,  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee,  making  the 
presentations.  One  hundred  students  received  state  certificates. 

Twenty-two  women  received  Red  Cross  certificates.  These  women 
completed  the  Home  Hygiene  course,  which  is  sponsored  annually  by  the 
Red  Cross. 

Dr.  Helen  I.  D.  McGillicuddy,  State  Director  of  the  Division  of  Immi¬ 
gration  and  Americanization,  was  the  guest  speaker.  Dr.  McGillicuddy 
gave  a  very  interesting  and  inspiring  address.  A  play  entitled  “America, 
the  Melting  Pot”,  was  presented. 

October  15,  1938,  marked  the  opening  of  the  fourteenth  year  of  American¬ 
ization  classes  in  the  Town  of  Norwood.  At  present  there  are  188  pupils 
enrolled  in  the  evening  classes.  There  are  thirty-two  in  the  day  classes. 
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A  total  of  220  aliens  are  receiving  instruction  in  English  and  Citizenship. 
It  is  very  interesting  to  watch  family  groups  working  side  by  side  and 
giving  help  to  one  another. 

According  to  the  Norwood  Street  List,  which  is  our  only  source  of  in¬ 
formation,  there  are  1,550  non-citizens,  twenty  years  of  age  and  over, 
listed.  The  Federal  Census  of  1930  lists  Norwood  as  having  2,250  aliens 
twenty-one  years  of  age  and  over. 

A  total  of  approximately  700  have  become  naturalized  in  the  past  eight 
years.  Last  year  there  were  fifty-two  people  who  received  their  naturaliza¬ 
tion  papers. 

Since  the  demand  for  citizenship  is  so  great  today,  there  are  more  men 
enrolled  in  the  school.  The  different  shifts  at  the  factories  make  it  difficult 
for  some  of  the  men  to  attend  evening  classes.  Therefore  a  day  class  has 
been  formed  for  them.  It  meets  every  Monday  morning  at  the  Balch 
School  from  nine  to  eleven  o’clock. 

In  addition  to  the  Americanization  classes,  there  have  been  several 
courses  in  Home  Economics  sponsored  by  the  Norfolk  County  Extension 
Service  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Agent,  Mrs.  Ruth  G.  Shufelt 
and  her  assistant,  Miss  Mary  Donlan.  These  courses  opened  in  September, 
1937  and  closed  in  December,  1938.  They  consisted  of  the  following: 

Budgeting  the  Food  Dollar  Canning 

Furniture  Arrangement  Overdraperies 

Hooked  Rugs  The  Making  of  the  Cotton  Dre^s 

The  enrollment  varied  for  each  group,  but  the  average  attendance  was 

eighteen.  The  classes  met  at  the  Junior  High  School  usually.  However, 
two  meetings  were  held  at  the  Norfolk  County  Agricultural  School,  and 
two  others  were  held  in  private  homes. 

At  present  there  are  twenty-six  women  enrolled  in  the  Red  Cross  course 
which  meets  every  Thursday  night  at  the  Balch  School.  In  this  course 
the  women  are  taught  how  to  give  bed-side  care  and  take  care  of  minor 
injuries  in  the  home. 

The  latest  naturalization  law  which  was  passed  in  March,  1938,  amend¬ 
ing  the  May,  1934  law,  now  makes  it  necessary  for  an  alien  man  who 
married  a  citizen,  or  whose  wife  became  naturalized  since  September  22, 
1922,  to  file  only  a  second  paper. 

Citizenship  is  looked  upon  as  a  precious  attainment  by  the  foreign  born. 
Work  opportunities  for  the  alien  are  rapidly  being  lessened.  Aliens  are 
excluded  from  the  benefits  of  many  types  of  legislation.  Congress  denied 
aliens  the  benefits  of  employment  under  the  1937  Works  Progress  Ad¬ 
ministration  Appropriation  Act.  Since  alienage  has  become  a  distinct 
economic  handicap,  naturalization  aid  is  a  definite  and  present  need. 


MARGARET  E.  CURRAN 
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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  JANITORS,  SCHOOLHOUSES 

AND  GROUNDS 

Herewith  I  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Janitors, 
Schoolhouses  and  Grounds.  I  feel  that  we  have  accomplished  some  very 
much  needed  improvements  and  repairs. 

W.  P.  A. 

The  only  work  done  under  W.P.A.  was  an  extension  of  the  project  of 
resurfacing  the  Balch  School  yard.  The  construction  of  a  parking  area 
and  resurfacing  of  the  roadway  at  the  rear  of  the  Junior  High  School  is 
now  under  way. 

While  much  has  been  accomplished  during  the  past  few  years  with  the 
aid  of  government  funds,  there  is  doubt  as  to  how  much  help  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  from  this  source  in  the  future. 

Repairs 

While  it  is  impossible  to  list  all  the  minor  repairs,  a  few  of  the  major 
repairs  and  replacements  are  here  listed. 

Senior  High  School 

The  athletic  field  at  this  school  being  made  up  mostly  of  fill,  is  causing 
considerable  trouble  by  settling.  This  year  a  very  bad  settle  occurred  on 
the  infield  of  the  baseball  diamond,  necessitating  regrading  of  the  entire 
infield  and  raising  the  grade  two  inches.  There  were  fifty  yards  of  loam 
and  sand  applied,  taking  about  six  weeks  to  complete  the  work,  the  only 
cost  being  for  material. 

The  fence  at  this  field  is  in  bad  condition  on  account  of  rust  and  needs 
repainting.  A  start  was  made  this  year  and  work  will  be  continued  during 
the  coming  year. 

The  tower,  clock  and  all  woodwork  under  the  portico  were  painted  (two 
coats).  The  name  of  the  school  was  placed  over  the  front  entrance. 

There  has  been  considerable  plumbing  and  heating  repairing  done  at 
the  Senior  High  School  this  year.  Two  new  blow-off  valves  were  placed  on 
the  boilers  by  order  of  the  Boiler  Inspector. 

The  clock  and  program  system  has  had  extensive  repairs  and  now  seems  to 
be  operating  efficiently. 

Junior  High  School 

The  plumbing  and  heating  systems  at  this  building  are  in  very  poor 
condition,  especially  the  water  lines,  due  to  corrosion  and  much  replace¬ 
ment  will  be  necessary  in  the  next  few  years.  Many  of  the  water  lines 
have  been  renewed  this  year. 

The  steps  leading  to  the  new  part  of  the  building  have  been  repaired 
and  are  now  in  a  safe  condition.  The  floor  in  the  boys’  gymnasium  was 
repaired,  sanded,  re-lined  and  sealed.  This  floor  has  seen  hard  service  in 
the  past  eight  years  and  is  now  in  a  first  class  condition. 
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There  have  been  many  small  repair  jobs  done  in  this  school,  such  as 
inside  painting,  glass  setting,  etc. 

Balch  School 

This  school  is  very  badly  in  need  of  repairs,  but,  due  to  the  lack  of  money 
and  the  many  repairs  needed  on  the  other  buildings  which  were  at  the  time 
considered  more  important,  there  was  very  little  work  done  here. 

A  boiler  job  appeared  to  be  necessary  on  the  No.  2  boiler.  This  seemed 
at  the  time  to  be  very  serious,  but  necessity  for  repair  was  avoided  by  a 
jacking  up  method  which  had  never  been  attempted.  It  was  found  to  be 
successful.  There  also  was  some  necessary  plumbing  work  done  here. 
The  nurses’  room  floor  was  sanded  and  sealed. 

Callahan  School 

This  building  has  been  in  very  fine  condition  and  not  much  work  was 
necessary  this  year.  There  were  some  changes  made  on  the  boiler  by  order 
of  the  Boiler  Inspector. 

Shattuck  School 

Very  little  work  was  necessary  at  this  school.  It  was  renovated  under 
W.P.A.  sptonsorship.  Some  minor  plumbing  work  and  a  new  boiler  setting 
were  needed. 


West  School 

This  building  had  one  classroom  de-oiled  and  sealed  and  waxed. 

Winslow  School 

It  was  necessary  to  renew  approximately  3,000  square  feet  of  floor  in 
this  building  this  year.  The  floor  under  the  pupils’  desks  was  worn  through 
to  the  sub-floor.  All  the  desks  and  chairs  had  to  be  removed  and  replaced. 
The  rest  of  the  classroom  floors  not  renewed  were  sanded  and  sealed.  The 
corridors  were  de-oiled  and  sealed.  The  teachers’  room  was  painted  and 
the  floor  refinished. 


There  has  been  a  very  large  glass  breakage  in  the  schools  this  year  and 
it  seems  that  some  method  should  be  taken  to  eliminate  this  unnecessary 
expense.  The  subject  of  repairs  to  buildings  and  equipment  is  constantly 
recurring  and  many  repair  jobs  are  passed  over  annually  because  of  lack 
of  funds. 

I  would  at  this  time  like  to  recommend  that  one-half  of  one  percent  of 
the  total  valuation  of  school  property  be  allocated  to  this  purpose  annually 
in  order  that  a  well-equipped  maintenance  program  may  be  carried  on. 

There  are  several  W.P.A.  projects  that  might  be  considered — the  con¬ 
struction  of  new  concrete  bleachers  at  the  Senior  High  School  athletic  field 
and  the  construction  of  an  ice  hockey  rink.  The  present  wooden  bleachers 
are  deteriorating  so  rapidly  that  extensive  and  costly  repair  work  will  be 
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necessary  in  the  near  future,  yet  because  they  are  wooden  bleachers,  they 
will  need  constant  repairs.  Because  they  are  construction  projects,  no 
doubt  their  acceptance  by  the  W.P.A.  officials  will  be  assured. 

I  would  also  like  to  recommend  the  installation  of  oil  burning  equipment 
at  the  Senior  High  School.  There  would  be  a  saving  of  $800  a  year  in  fuel 
costs  at  this  building.  I  would  also  like  to  recommend  the  changing  over 
of  the  burners  at  the  Junior  High  School  to  burn  a  lower  grade  oil,  which 
also  will  show  a  saving  of  at  least  $900  a  year  in  fuel  costs. 

A  program  of  floor  maintenance  has  been  started  and  will  extend  over  a 
period  of  years.  This  will  mean  the  elimination  of  all  unsanitary  oil-soaked 
floors.  The  Winslow  School  has  been  done  this  year. 

This  department  suffered  very  heavily  from  the  hurricane  of  September 
21st,  most  of  the  damage  being  done  to  the  roofs.  We  also  lost  many  fine 
trees  on  the  grounds  of  the  schools. 

I  wish,  at  this  time,  to  thank  the  School  Committee  and  Mr.  Lynch  for 
their  fine  cooperation,  which  has  made  it  possible  for  me  to  carry  the  work 
of  this  department  through  a  successful  year.  I  also  wish  to  thank  all  who 
have  assisted  me  in  any  way — particularly  General  Manager  W.  C.  Kend¬ 
rick,  whose  office  has  been  open  to  me  at  all  times  for  advice;  the  Welfare 
Department,  for  their  cooperation  and  especially  Mr.  Joseph  E.  Conley, 
Superintendent  of  the  Public  Works  Department,  for  his  kindly  advice 
and  assistance.
